INTRODUCTION 


This is the book on the physical problems of marriage we 
have all been waiting for. It had to be written ; and written 
exactly in this way — soberly, scientifically, completely, 
without a scintilla of eroticism, and yet with a sustained 
note of high idealism. 

Of books of a kind on the subject there have been more 
than enough. Most of them have suffered from the same 
defect, namely, that they have been written by people with 
incomplete medical knowledge. 

Dr. Van de Velde, who for many years was in charge of 
the Gynaecological Clinic of Haarlem, has all the scientific 
qualifications necessary to write on the subject with authority.

None of us, probably, will accept all 
that he says. But all of us will be wiser for having read 
him. 

It is a book that should be in the library of every doctor 
who looks upon his patients, not as " cases,” but as human, 
very human, beings entrusted to his care.

In order, so far as possible, to avoid misunderstanding of 
this monograph on the part of superficial readers, the author 
is anxious to emphasise the following aspects of its contents 
in advance. 

The book is the first part of a trilogy. It treats of the 
sexual basis of married life, and aims at increasing the forces 
of mutual attraction in marriage, through the evolution and 
improvement of physiologic^ relationships. The second 
volume, Sex Hostility in Marriage,"' deals with the pro- 
blem of preserving happiness in marriage, from the purely 
psychological point of view, and attempts to combat the 
forces of mutual repulsion. The third volume is destined 
to treat the problem of Fertility and Sterility in Marriage — a 
problem of immense significance for marital happiness.

PERSONAL INTRODUCTORY 
STATEMENT 

This book will state many things which would otherwise 
remain imsaid. Therefore it will have many unpleasant 
results for me. I know this, for I have gradually attained to 
some knowledge of my fellow human beings, and of their 
habit of condemning what is unusual and unconventional. 

And, for that reason, this book could not be written 
earlier. So long as a doctor has to meet the requirements of 
his practice, he cannot permit himself to transgress the 
bounds of custom. 

But he who is set free from those requirements — ^free at 
last to say what he believes to be both righteous and neces- 
sary — ^has the duty to speak out before the world. 

So I must write down what I have learnt to be true and 
right ; I could not face the evening of my life with a quiet 
conscience if I omitted to do so. There is need of this 
knowledge ; there is too much suffering endured which 
might well be avoided, too much joy untasted which could 
enhance life's worth. 

And I have now attained a suitable age and experience for 
this task. The scientist who has studied theory and practice 
for more than a quarter of a century ; the man of letters 
who has expressed many thoughts in diverse forms ; the 
experienced gynecologist ; the confidant of many men and 
women ; the man to whom naught human, and naught 
masculine, has remained alien in the domain of feeling ; the 
husband who has experienced all the joys and griefs of 
married life ; and, fin^y, the man of fifty, who has learnt 
to contemplate life with a certain serene detachment, who 
is too old for " youthful follies," but still too young to have 
lost all desire — ^all these various entities have been called to 
contribute to a work written by one pen alone. 
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I could have escaped the unpleasantness referred to above 
by the use of a pseudon3an. But I cannot have recourse to 
such protection. As a scientist, it is my duty to sign my 
own name to a serious medical and scientific work. Also, 
my advice and suggestions here are offered in a wholly 
responsible, i.e,, ethical, spirit, and would lose half their 
moral purpose if proffered anonymously or under an assumed 
name. 

So I will meet all blame and annoyance arising therefrom 
with untroubled mind, and in the hope — nay, the certainty — 
that many men and women, even if they dare not say so, 
will breathe their thanks in the privacy of their nuptial 
chamber.

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY. MARRIAGE, ACTUAL AND IDEAL 

I SHOW you here the way to Ideal Marriage. 

You know the honeymoon of rapture. It is all too short, 
and soon you decline into that morass of disillusion and 
depression, which is all you know of marriage. 

But the bridal honeymoon should blossom into the perfect 
flower of ideal marriage. 

May this book help you to attain such happiness. 


Marriage — in Christian civilisation at least — ^is often a 
failure. On that point there can be no manner of doubt. 
It can be the gate of an earthly Eden, but it is, in actual fact, 
often a hell of torment. 

It should be, in the true sense of the word, a Purgatory, 
that is, a state of purification ; but how rarely is that 
attained ! 

Then, should we abolish marriage ? 

Many voices have clamoured for its destruction, but they 
have not shown a more excellent way. 

And a far greater number have defended this immemorial 
institution — the most distinguished thinkers among them. 

Marriage is sacred to the believing Christian. 

Indispensable to the Social Order. 
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Absolutely necessary in the interests of the children. 

It offers the only — even though relative — seciuity to the 
woman’s love of love, and of giving in love. 

And men too, on the whole, find in the permanent recogni- 
tion and responsibility of marriage, the best backgroimd for 
useful and efficient work. 

For all these reasons, and also because I believe the 
permanence of monogamous love-imions to be in the line of 
sexual evolution and to offer the strongest altruistic leaven 
to the primitive egotism of Nature's mighty urge — I, too, 
believe in marriage. 

Much is suffered in and through marriage. 

But without marriage, humanity would have to suffer 
much more. 

But, accepting marriage as an institution, we have to 
decide whether we shall also accept the negation of happiness 
and the acute positive misery which we must often attribute 
to this cause, as inevitable ; or whether we shall try to heal 
and help. 

No one who, like a doctpr — particularly a gynaecologist or 
sex specialist — ^is constantly in a position to know what 
goes on “ behind the scenes ” of married life, can hesitate 
for a moment with his reply. He must risk all in order to 
improve hrnnan prospects and potentialities of enduring 
happiness in marriage. 

The four corner-stones of the temple of love and happiness 
in marriage aire : — 

(1) A right choice of marriage partner. 

(2) A good psychological attitude of the partners, both to 

the world in general and to each other. 

(3) A solution of the problem of parentage which meets 

the wishes of both partners. 

(4) A vigorous and harmonious sex life. 

Every serious writer on these topics has given wise advice 
on the choice of wife or husband ; doctors, theologians, 
philosophers have uttered their warnings, centuries ago, as 
urgently as in the past month ! 

^ I need not re<bapitulate what has already been 1 said. 
It lies outside the limits of this specialised study. But I 
will once more express regret that the wisdom of the ages 
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is still so much disregarded and that the majority, far from 
exercising discnmination and selection, blunder blindfold into 
marriage ; and also add my testimony to the “ doud of 
witness " to the paramount importance of sound hecdth as a 
preliminary requisite. For nothing — or almost nothing! — 
handicaps the chance of happiness in marriage from the very 
first, so severely as ill-health on either side. 

The psychology of marriage is also not directly relevant 
to our theme. 

I would advise all whom it may concern — ^that is, all 
married people — ^to read the two excellent books by JLbwen- 
feld,^ ” On Married Happiness,” and Th. von Scheffer,* 
” Philosophy of Marriage " respectively, or, rather, to study 
them closely. And men may find much good food for thought 
in the fifth chapter of Gina Lombroso’s " Soul of Woman,”* 

Scheffer sa}^, “ Marriage is at once a concession and a 
demand. But if it is to thrive, there must be constant 
thought for the other partner ! ” It is also " perhaps the 
strongest educative factor in the whole school of Life, and, 
like all schools. Life is no idle game.”* 

Its greatest peril is weariness, satiety, ennui, and the 
resultant alienation through which the woman generally 
suffers more acutely than her partner, who can take refuge 
in his main interest and preoccupation — ^his work ; whereas 
her nature, more profoundly and exclusively emotional, is 
dependent on personal relationships. 

Gina Lombroso, daughter and secretary of the famous 
anthropologist, Cesare Lombroso, wife of the historian, 
Guglielmo Ferrero, mother of two children, and herself a 
doctor (both of philology and medicine) writes ; “ The 
loneliness of mind and heart to which a man can condenm 
his wife, is much more painful and injurious than tyranny 
and violent brutality, which public opinion so decisively 
reprobates. For these ills are visible, grossly corporeal, and 
often only temporary, for the reaction of pubHc opinion 
which they immediately provoke offers in itself some pro- 
tection and remedy. But the loneliness of desertion is an

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invisible, unimaginable anguish, which in itself makes 
resistance vain, and poisons every hour of the’ day, and all the 
days of an unhappy life, for it is a negation of life and hope, 
and the discouragement, the disintegration of purpose it pro- 
duces becomes more complete and incurable with the years, 
and more unendurable than any swift and violent pang, 

" A man should make it his business to let his wife partici- 
pate in his work, should take an interest in her dif&culties, 
should guide her activities, reassure her timidities and 
doubts.” He can do all these things, for " there is no 
‘ man’s job ’ in which a woman cannot help him, to some 
extent, materially or mentaUy ; there is no terrifying 
anxiety and perplexity (of hers) which he could not dispel 
with a word. Let him give her a share in his work, let him 
take the trouble to understand and guide her, and she will 
believe that she is loved and appreciated, and she will be 
happy, whatever sacrifices may be demanded of her in 
retmrn.” I cannot refrain from quoting the thoughts which 
Signora Ferrero has so deeply felt. 

And in the same manner — or on the same lines — many 
other specialists in human nature have expressed themselves. 
Albert Moll,^ in the first (1912) edition of his “ Manual of 
Sexual Science,”^ said : “ The link between husband and 
wife is re-enforced especially, when it is possible for her to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with him in his life-work, to be 
an adroit and efficient help-mate, even in details and in- 
directly. Perhaps this is the reason why we find such 
comparatively happy marriages among small tradespeople, 
where the woman often helps by serving in the shop, or 
among artisans, where she also often ‘ lends a hand with the 
job.’ ” 

I entirely endorse these opinions, and would only add that 
the wife can do much to avert that fatal marital ennui by 
independent interests which she persuades him to share. 
For instance, an interesting book, or journey, or lecture or 
concert, experienced, enjoyed and described by her, with 
sympathy and humour, may often be a talisman to divert 
Ins mind from work and worry, and all the irritations arising 
therefrom. But, of course, he, on his side, must be able to 
appreciate her appreciation and her conversation.

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In these comparative trifles, which are actually so tremen- 
dously important, in the exhilaration or depression they 
produce, intuitive and affectionate tact must be the guide 
of both partners. Only with such tact as guide can they 
ascend the happy mountain on which Paradise is built. 

The constant peril of mental and psychic alienation in 
marriage may be combated in the ways I have just 
mentioned. 

But the most effective means of defence — outside the 
sexual sphere — ^is always and imdoubtedly a strong mutual 
interest in some subject that appeals to both with approximately 
equal force. This subject may vary, from the cultivation of 
flowers to the collection of postage stamps, from music to 
sport, from the game of chess to the science of motor cars ! 
A common hobby keeps mutual sympathy fresh and active. 

But what mutual interest could unite a married pair more 
closely than the love and care for the children they have 
themselves produced ? Children are the strongest mental 
hnk in normal married life, and those who ignore this 
ancient truth will often have occasion to repent. 

Nevertheless, who should know better than the gynaeco- 
logical specialist that the problem of offspring is not so 
simple and easy of solution, for many modem people as for 
those enviable parents who see no problem, but leave the 
matter to the operation of higher forces — Nature or God ? 
The gynaecologist has occasion every day to meet unhappy 
frustrated mothers, for whom one disappointment follows 
another, for whom barrenness means the shattered happi- 
ness of their marriage. Every day, too, he is compelled to 
see the tragedies of a marriage-bed which the husband 
deserts, out of fear of the consequences of fulfilled desire ; 
or of so many — ah, far too many — where the wife awaits the 
husband whom she traly loves, in fear and trembling, for 
the same reason. He knows — ^and he alone — how many 
marriages are shipwrecked, entirely and only because of the 
fear of unwanted pregnancies. The discussion of these 
immense contributory factors in married weal or woe is 
part of the task I have undertaken. But to discuss them 
helpfully we must have knowledge of the normal functions 
of sex. So, in this treatise, we will first consider the physio- 
logy of marriage. 

And this is the argument I have here set forth : vigorous 
and harmonious sexual activity constitutes the fourth comer- 
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stone of our temple. It must be solidly and skilfully built, 
for it has to bear a main portion of the weight of the whole 
structure. But in most cases it is badly balanced and of 
poor materials ; so can we wonder that the whole edifice 
collapses, soon ? 

Sex is the foundation of marriage. Yet most married 
people do not know the A B C of Sex. My task here is to 
dispel this ignorance, and show ways and means of attaining 
both vigour and harmony in monogamous sexual relations. 

I address m3reelf to the medical profession, and to married 
men. 

To the doctors — ^because they should be the guides of the 
laity in these matters, too. 

They should be ! How little they reaUy are such guides, 
and why they so fail, is shown in this citation from Ludwig 
Fraenkel’s “ Normal and Pathological Sexual Physiology of 
Woman.''^ " I have let the Sexologist speak in such detail, 
firstly because he is pernaps the relevant specialist on these 
questions, and also because the majority of g3maBcologists, 
owing to a refined but certainly misguided^ reticence or 
prudishness, know really very little about them.”® 

And I also address myself to married men, for they are 
naturally educators and initiators of their wives in sexual 
matters ; and yet they often lack, not only the qualifications 
of a leader and initiator, but also those necessary for equal 
mutual partnership ! 

They have no realisation of their deficiencies. For the 
average man, of average “ normal ” genital potency, who 
performs his " conjugal duties ” regularly and with ph3reio- 
logical satisfaction to himself, still imagines that he has 
thereby met all the requirements his wife can make. And 
if she is not satisfied, and remains in a permanent condi- 
tion of “ suspended gratification,” then, with regret or 
indignation according to his own type of temperament, he

in E. Kehrer’s monograph, “ Causes and Treatment of Sterility from the 
Modem Point of View, together with a Contribution on Disturbances of 
the Sexual Function, especially Dyspareunia.** (1922. Publisher, Stein- 
kopff, Dresden.) But for the ^eater number of m^cal practitioners and 
even gynaecologists, Fraenkel's comments are still deplorably true.

to be sexually frigid — a conveniently and. conspicuously 
wide margin of error !), laments his bad luck, and drifts 
further and fiuther apart from her. 

If he has been fortunate enough to wed a woman of 
warmer and more spontaneous temperament, who is obvi- 
ously not indifferent to the rites of marriage — ^if those rites 
take place in the same invariably scheduled manner, with no 
varieties of local stimulation or sensory adornment — sexual 
satiety will in a few short years intrude itself into the con- 
sciousness of both, and equally imperil their marriage. For 
monotony can only be relieved by variation, and, to the unin- 
structed man, the only possible variation seems to be in the 
object of his efforts ; and the rift in the lute is there, and 
widens. 

The thought that the defect and the failure might be on 
his side, that he himself might have prevented the alienation 
which he truly deplores — this enlightening and humbling 
truth never dawns upon him ! 

For he does not know that there are numberless delicate 
differentiations and modifications of sexual pleasure, all 
lyng strictly within the bounds of normality, which can 
banish the mechanical monotony of the too weU-known from 
the marriage-bed, and give new attractions to conjugal 
intercourse. Or, if he guesses this truth, he thinks it imphes 
degeneracy and debauchery, for he fails to understand that 
what is physiologically sound may also be considered 
ethically soimd.^ He thinks his wife is " far above that sort 
of thing,” leaves her more and more to herself, seeks the 
diversity of stimulation he needs outside his home, and 
often ends in real debauchery in consequence ! 

This average husband does not even know that his wife’s 
sexual sensations develop and culminate to a slower rh3d:hm 
than his own. He does not know at all that he must awaken 
her with delicate consideration and adaptation. He cannot 
understand why the Hindoo women, used to the sexual 
assiduity and skill of their own men, mock the clumsy 
Exiropeans as ” village cocks ; nor does he appreciate

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the point of view of those Javanese who boast, not of the joy 
they received, but of the delight they gave.^ He does not 
guess that : 

“ The sweet fruit of divinity consumes 
And fades to nothingness in women's wombs 
Because men know it not, and wiU not know I 
Because men are too small and weak of heart 
To use their flaming power ; but give their art 
To haloes on veiled brows 1 Not flesh aglow 
With raptures that they dream are theirs alone. 

Yea, they would seize life’s central sacred fire 
And bear it hence like jewels of a throne. 

But the assuagement of her deep desire 
It is that crowns the Godhead in his own.”® 

The essence and significance of Don Juan is a mystery to 
most men, or is grossly misinterpreted. They should read 
Marcel Barri^re’s '' Essai sur le Don-Juanisme Contem- 
porain,*' and learn that the soul of this arch-lover was not 
seeking the base triumph of snatching and throwing away, 
but ever and only the ecstasy of giving the joy of love. 

And in this sense the husband should act the part of Don 
Juan to his wife over again. Then, in giving delight, he 
will himself experience it anew and permanently, and his 
marriage will become ideal. 

And if erotic genius does not characterise him, the man 
needs explicit knowledge if he is to be capable of inspiring 
such desire and imparting such joy. 

He must know how to make love. 

The ensuing chapters may be of help to him here. They 
can, in certain portions, be read by educated laymen without 
any difficulty. Other portions, however, need close and 
careful study. For I aim at giving my instructions and 
deductions an entirely scientific tone and basis, though at 
keeping free from superfluous pedantry. This manner of 
treatment, as well as the nature of the theme, make it 
impossible to avoid the use of many foreign words and 
technical terms. Readers who do not exactly comprehend 
any of these words can ask a doctor to explain their precise 
meaning. 

For, to achieve our purpose, is well worth study.

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GLIMPSES INTO THE GENERAL HUMAN PHYSIOLOGY OF SEX 

Part I 

The Evolution of the Sexual Impulse 
Sexual Sensations and Internal Stimuli 

Life is dominated by the urge of self-preservation and by 
the sexual urge. The former preserves the individual, the 
latter the race. For biological purposes racial preservation 
is more urgent than individual survival, therefore the urge 
of sex is stronger than hunger, stronger than fear. Among 
animals, the most apt and vigorous males are the first to 
risk their lives in nuptial combats for their mates ; the same 
is true of primitive man. And in civilisation we may daily 
observe that human beings expose themselves to all possible 
dangers and difificulties in order to satisfy this imperious 
longing, and frequently sacrifice life itself on the Altar of 
Love. 

I cannot doubt that the sexual impulse is fundamentally 
an impulse to reproduce. But it is equally certain that the 
two impulses have become increasingly separate, distinct, 
and independent. This is even adimtted by theologians. 
Thus a clergyman. Pastor Ernest Baars, in the periodical 
Sexual Problems (1909, p. 753), admits " That the desire for 
parentage has receded into the background, compared to 
the desire for sexual relations.” This urge to reproduce 
(the parental impulse) has modified its initial force in 
civilisation. It is more active in women than in men, and 
not expressed in an indiscriminating ” mrge to reproduce,” 
but rather in the longing for maternity, the “ cry for the 
child.” In this form, it can be observed in the majority of 
women. 

The development in men is different. Here, the only 
vestiges of a direct and definite reproductive urge may be 
traced in the fervent — and not infrequent — longing to have 
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a child by some special dearly-loved woman, to perpetuate in 
human form the communion of souls and bodies, which is 
the equivalent of the desire for the child of the particular 
beloved man in the normal deeply-enamoured woman.^ 
But this longing, which in congenial temperaments is 
enhanced by a pseudo-mystical wish for immortality, in the 
continuance of germ plasm and the inheritance of special 
qualities and faculties, has little or nothing of the elemental 
force of primitive urges and impulses.* It can be at the 
utmost only an intellectualised yearning. Still less primitive 
and " instinctive ” are the other motives which may make 
a man want children. They are all intellectualised, all 
thoroughly " rational,” whether the determining factor be 
“ family ” and descent, monetary considerations, sociability, 
convenience or sheer vanity ; but, of course, all or any such 
secondary motives may assume a dominant and compulsive 
character. 

Thus, among civilised races, the urge to reproduce has 
ceased to ” play lead ” among the components of the sexual 
impulse, wMch appears as a further stage of evolution ; an 
advance in psychic power and complexity. 

Many eminent authorities (for instance, Hegar and Eulen- 
burg) consider the sexual impulse as an urge to copulate, 
apart from reproduction. I cannot agree on this. Copula- 
tion, i.e., functional sexual intercourse, is certainly the core 
and summit of sexual desire, but we must reflect that 
sexual activity is not necessarily identical with complete 
intercourse ; that the urge to such activity generally, if not 
alwa}^, exists in children, long before they have any idea of 
the possibility of copulation (or coitus, or intercourse). We 
may also consider that other forms of sexual activity are 
often preferred to normal intercourse. 

I also consider it superfluous to seek more precise formula- 
tion of the term " sexual impulse,” especially when we 
eliminate the direct ” reproductive urge,” as I have done in 
this study.

• As 1^1 be observed I use the terms urge or impulse in the narrower 
specialised sense employed by Krafft Ebing, not in the more general sense 
employed by Wundt, which only implies inclination or wish. 
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It is an urge or impulse to sexual activity {or manifestation 
or expression)- which has its seat, i.e., its initial origin, ani its 
irradiations not only in the genitals, but in the whole body and 
the whole psychic personality. Hence its power is almost 
supreme, almost divine, and extends far beyond its specific 
province. Let us only consider one example of that power : 
the incalculable influence of the sexual impulse on Art in all 
its forms (Erotica.) 

The sexual impulse, in aU its manifestations, is largely 
dependent on the activity of the sex glands, and not only on 
their external secretions (sperm and egg cells), but especially 
on their internal secretions or hormones. 

It has now been proved that the genital glands (as well as 
many other glands — ^if not all ! — ^and other non-glandular 
tissues) produce certain chemical substances, which are not 
externally employed but regxilarly absorbed into the blood 
as it circulates through the body. These substances, how- 
ever tiny the amount secreted may be, can have the most 
potent effects on the whole physical organism or on its 
component parts. Those secreted by the genital glands, 
even before maturity, have crucial importance in deter- 
mining the growth of the whole genital apparatus, and of the 
speciflcally sexual characteristics, qualities and functions. 
If the genital glands are defective or poorly developed, or 
even totally lacking — as, for instance, after certain surgical 
operations in early youth — ^the normal action of their 
internal secretions cannot have due effect on the growing 
boy or girl, and thus there evolves, not normal youth or 
maiden, but the eunuchoid, the castrate, who deviates 
sharply from both sexual norms in muscular development, 
in chemical metabolism, in psychic constitution — and the 
more so, the earlier and more complete the cancellation of 
the sexual hormones. 

The internal secretions or endocrine secretions of the 
female genital gland (ovary) give the specifically feminine 
trend, both to body and mind of the adolescent and the 
adult woman. The male genital gland (testis) operates in a 
precisely opposite direction, but, by a similar process, it 
makes the boy into the typical man. This is proved when 
the genital glands are excised in animals, especially young 
animals, and the corresponding glands of the opposite sex 
grafted, in their stead, with certain precautionary measures. 
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The mental qualities of the animal, its sexual inclinations 
and attempts at contact or coitus are then determined 
entirely by the ingrafted glands, and the structure and 
fimctions of its body are transformed, so far as the stage of 
Anatomical development it had reached when the operation 
took place, still permits. 

Nevertheless, sexual characteristics, inclinations and 
emotions, even, to some extent, sexual functions, are not 
exclusively dependent on the activity of the genital glands ; 
and this is specially the case in fully mature adults. If they 
were so dependent they could not survive the cessation of 
such activity. But sexual feelings and manifestations 
persist in many individuals whose genital glands are no 
longer functional, whether this atrophy is due to accident, 
surgical operation or malignant disease, or — ^as in the case 
of all women at a certain period of life, which generally falls 
between the forty-third and fiftieth year — due to the natural 
process of dissolution. The “ internal secretions ” of the 
other endocrine (or ductless) glands probably have great 
influence, both on the degeneration of the genital glands 
and on their full activity. And we must also reckon here 
with another important factor : the adaptation and 
habitual reaction to sexual intercourse resulting from 
experience. And the inherited sexual inclination is even 
more potent than the acquired psychic faculty. Both, 
however, are primarily based — both in human and anthro- 
poid evolution — on the effective functioning of the genital 
glands. 

Thus we may say that the sexual impulse originates 
exclusively in ovary and testis respectively, but, in the 
modem adult human being, has become interwoven and 
interdependent on hereditary and acquired psychic concepts, 
on the one side, and on individual glandular activity, 
internal and external, on the other side. 

Albert Moll, in his " Investigations into the Libido 
Sexualis,” has distinguished two instinctive components ; 
the \urges to contrectation, and to detumescence.^ 

I agree, on the whole, in principle, but prefer to coUo- 
quialise these rather repellent terms and to extend their 
meaning. I would observe that lines of demarcation cannot

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be drawn too rigidly here, for both trends merge into one 
another, and can never be kept wholly distinct. 

Contrectare is Latin for “ to touch.” MoU uses it in the 
sense of ph5reical contact with a person of the opposite sex. 
I apprehend this impulse as an irresistible urge to approach 
the opposite sex as closely as possible, and will therefore use 
the term impulse of sexual approach. 

Instead of the urge of detumescence, I prefer to write 
impulse of sexual relaxation or relief of tension. Here I 
envisage not only the specific local relief, but also the general 
bodily, and specially psychic, satisfaction which should 
accompany it. The impulse of sexual consumm^ion (or 
satisfaction) is a more adequate expression, as it renders 
both the local and generally bodily well-being and gratification 
in immediate and intimate association with the summit of 
sexual tension, in unison, and its relief.^ But as relaxation 
corresponds with Moll’s “ detumescence," I shall use that 
term as well as consummation, according to whichever of 
these phrases, coined by me, appears most suitable. 

The view of Hermann Rohleder, as expressed in ‘‘ The 
General Sexual Life of Genus Homo,” and supported by 
other experts, is that there is a third component trend, an 
impulse to tumescence. This I must reject ; I can find no 
distinctive element here. For the increase of tension up till 
the beginning of actual coitus, is accompaniment and effect 
of the impulse to approach. From the beginning of coitus 
till the complete orgasm (which is both the summit of 
approach and the first stage in the relief of tension, and 
therefore doubly satisfying), the increase of tension, although 
it continues and reaches its attainable maximum, is no 
independent phenomenon but the means to an end, i.e., to 
attain the desired satisfaction and relaxation. Therefore, 
from the moment coitus begins, this tension is part of the 
urge to sexual consummation. 

Although the impulse of sexual relaxation is strongly 
affected both by purely external stimuU and by psychic 
concepts, it is also under the influence of specific local 
conditions of the genital glands. This is especially the case

in the male, for whom the relief of tension can sometimes 
be a mere evacuation or discharge of accumulated seminal 
matter. 

Among animals, the females also show extensive inter- 
dependence of the excretion of ova and the relief of sexual 
tension. This is most pronoimced among certain species of 
fishes. Among higher animals, this interaction between the 
sexual impulse and the process of owdation is clearly evident 
in the so-called " rut ” or " heat.” In the process of human 
evolution, ovulation and sexual desire in woman have 
become more and more dissociated from one another. But 
this severance is not so complete as is generally assumed, 
even in the average women of to-day. In Chapter V. we 
shall refer to certain indications that there is still reflex 
action and interdependence here. 

To briefly and systematically recapitulate ; the sexual 
impulse or impulse towards sexual activity is fundamentally 
dependent on the secretions of the genital glands ; the 
internal secretions or hormones of these glands determine its 
first component trend, the impulse of sexual approach, while 
the external secretions govern its second component trend, 
the impulse of sexual relaxation, consummation or satis- 
faction. (Of comse, this definition cannot be taken abso- 
lutely literally, but with a grain of salt I) 

All manner of emotions and mental processes have 
cr3^tallised round the impulse of sexual approach; they 
form the complex, the abstract conception of love, without 
personal differentiation and fixation. 

But this is but a brief stage in the sexual evolution of the 
individual. In a — shorter or longer — ^period of time, the 
emotions of love focus and concentrate themselves. Psychi- 
cally, the complex becomes more massive and intricate, and 
interlocks with ever-fresh groups of ideas, so that finally its 
empire extends over too large a portion of the whole field 
of consciousness. The association of ideas becomes more 
definite and continuous and takes a direction towards a 
certain individual t3rpe. The object of love, glimpsed at 
first only in dreams or day-dreams, is revealed in clearer, 
more human form. The ideal figure of the beloved (man or 
woman) is modelled by the Pygmalion of Imagination. And 
then — ^the meeting with the ideal in human form, breathing, 
'visible, tangible, flesh and blood ! And whatever defects 
the hiunan object suffers in comparison with the ideal 
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beloved, are of no importance, for the love impulse attributes 
all that is desirable, all that is admirable, to the beloved 
being. 

A first shy, stolen meeting — a word — ^a look, given and 
returned ; the immortal flame shoots upwards, love is bom 
in a sense of indescribable exaltation and joy. 

And the impulse of approach, sublimated into love, now 
unfolds itself more and more frankly and fully. It thrives 
and puts forth leaves and buds, and gradually the lovers 
att2iin full union and communion. In that moment, when 
youth and girl are fulfilled in and by one another, the 
impulse to approach and the desire for consummatipn find 
each other, and merge into a new integral emotion. Love 
is come of age, and is in flower. Now, and now only, can it 
bloom aright. 

I must admit that psychic complexes, to which we dare 
not deny the proud name of love, because of their depth, 
their permanence, their variety and delicacy of emotion, 
may be, in exceptional cases, directed towards more than 
one object at the same time ; nevertheless, I consider the 
essentially monogamous stamp of a highly evolved love — 
such as I refer to — as established beyond all doubt. So long 
as any one loves ardently with both soul and senses, the 
mind is so pervaded by the image of the beloved, that the 
lover remains monogamous in essentials, even in circum- 
stances where racial or religious customs, force or need, 
compel occasional sexual intercovurse with others than the 
beloved. 

It is otherwise if the impulse has not attained the dignity 
and power of love, or has deteriorated from that high 
evolutionary grade. In such conditions the primitive 
proclivity to polygamy emerges unmistakably in both sexes, 
more especially in the male. 

Marriage is the permanent form of monogamous* erotic 
relationships. 

^ Note on Monogamy and Polygamy . — Clarity is necessary here in defining 
terms. Monogamous is the adjective applied by anthropologists to persons, 
male or female, who contract only one marriage in their lifetime : i.e., they 
do not marry again after losing wife or husband, as the case may be. 
Polygamous, in its correct sense, is applicable both to persons who contract 
two or more marriages in succession, after their first has come to an end — 
through death or divorce — and to the man who has more than one wife at

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As such, marriage represents a distinct advance ethically ; 
it is also evolutionary in so far as it gives the fullest oppor- 
tunity for the primitive urges, which are initially purely self- 
regarding and self-centred, to extend themselves in action 
and consciousness towards altruistic objects, i.e,, the pre- 
servation and welfare of other persons. 

From this point of view, lovers who celebrate their 
marriage ceremony, are participating in a sacred covenant, 
and not by any means only in the ecclesiastical sense of 
sacredness.^ For they are promising one another the 
highest, the loveliest, and the hardest task that man or 
woman can undertake. Namely, to control the current of 
their erotic emotions and direct it always toward each 
other ! And throughout long years, not once, but “ unto 
seventy times seven,” to give each other that supreme joy 
which is the best gift that human beings can share ! 

Love which has unfolded both its highest potentialities of 
joy and of dignity and moral value, through marriage, can 
permanently bless both partners. It can do so ; but, how 
often do the fairest feelings fade, the most solemn intentions 
subside ! ” The spirit is willing, but the flesh is weak ” ; 
and sometimes even the spirit does not remain “ willing ” 
for long ! 

Incompatibility of temperament and outlook, differing 
grades of evolution, reaction to atavistic manifestations : 
we may add up a long list of dangers.difficulties and disasters, 
but their results can only be appreciated by those who 
themselves experience their grief and horror and humiliation.

a time. Polygamous is also correctly applicable to the women who live in 
marriage with more than one man, simultaneously, but they are generally 
termed polyandrous (the masculine equivalent, polygynous is rarely used) . 

The lack of clarity here is increased by the colloquial usage of the terms 
monogamous and polygamous as referring to sexual relationships in general 
in contrast to its anthropological significance, which refers to recognised 
responsible marriages only. 

I want readers of this treatise to definitely understand and accept my 
usage of ** Monogamy and Polygamy." 

I employ both terms as applying to both men and women, and to signify 
one or more than one sexual relationship during the same, fairly long period 
of time, i.e., actually conterminously or simultaneously. 

'To consummate a marriage and to contract a marriage are quite distinct 
actions. This is so fully recognised that in countries where laws and 
religion refuse to admit divorce, they leave a loophole for annulment of 
marriage, where it can be proved that the marriage has been contracted, 
by the civil and religious ceremony, but not consummated, by the first act 
of coitus (sexual intercourse). 
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For the fundamental difl&culty is this : that as soon as 
sexual attraction is extinguished, sexual repulsion and enmity 
manifests itself. For there is such a thing as enmity and 
repulsion between the sexes : at least, among human beings. 
There is no doubt of its existence, and it emerges into 
prominence whenever the power of mutual attraction ceases 
to operate ; and with a vehemence proportionate to the 
power of the former attraction. It can become systematic 
hostility, intense hatred : many dramas of literature and 
real life are the proof (^.g., Strindberg's). And in marriage 
it is a perpetual menace, especially because — ^in its earlier 
stages at least — ^it so seldom reaches the full consciousness, 
and reveals its true nature. 

And in this perpetual combat between instinctive sexual 
attraction and equally instinctive sexual repulsion, there are 
only two ways of preserving the happiness and permanence 
of the union : the finest and strongest altruistic emotion 
first and foremost, and then the prompt and constant 
enhancement of the attractive factors, so that antipathy 
remains dormant and has no opportunity to develop. 

But specific sexual incongruence or incompatibility must 
first be guarded against, and the impulse must be developed 
to at least approximate activity and intensity in both 
partners ; relapses must specially be avoided. And all this 
is possible ! But certainly not easy. It is possible if the 
process of courtship is ever renewed afresh. If both partners 
'' meet each other half-way " ; are attentive, and adaptable 
to one another's needs ; display initiative and ingenuity in 
stimulating and satisfying one another's needs ; and by a 
culture of erotic technique beyond all present marital usage. 
That is : happiness is attained and preserved in the ideal 
marriage. 



CHAPTER III 


GLIMPSES INTO GENERAL HUMAN SEXUAL PHYSIOLOGY 

Part II 

Sexual Sensations and External Stimuli 

In the preceding chapter we observed the evolution of 
the impulse of sex, from the simple urge to reproduce, 
through various stages of development, culminating in ideal 
marriage. And we have obtained a definite idea of the 
manner in which the various elements composing the 
impulse to sexual activity, may be and are, influenced from 
within the organism by physiological processes, and psycho- 
logical trends and experiences. 

We must now endeavour to represent the impressions and 
sensations arising from external causes, which may either 
stimulate or inhibit sexual activity. 

The internal stimuli may be ivided into " somatic " 
(effect of internal secretions and of circulation and con- 
gestion in certain cavities and ducts of the body), and 
psychic (mental images, associations, phantasies). Similarly, 
we may distinguish between such external stimuli as are pre- 
eminently physical, and such as belong rather to the psychic 
and mental sphere. 

But there is such constant interaction and interdependence 
between all these various types of stimuli, such mutual 
enhancement, inhibition and modification, that no sharp 
dividing line of classification can be drawn. This is true 
equally of the external and internal stimuli ; and the most 
intensely psychic impressions and sensations can only be 
received through some one of the sensory channels. 

Nevertheless, some division and classification here is 
appropriate and helpful. 

We will first consider such Psychic Impressions as act 
powerfully on the sexual emotions ; and here we find that 
all such natural phenomena as give rise to terror and anxiety, 
can cause strong sexual excitement. This may partly be 
due to the wish for protection or even simple companionship 
in danger, which leads the woman to seek man's protection 

i8 
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and the man to attempt to protect her ; and this relationship 
of protection, given and received, stimulates and facilitates 
the impulse to approach. 

But this is certainly not the only reason, for the sexual 
effect of fear and terror may be manifest when and where there 
is no possibility of protection or association, against natural 
phenomena, as has been observed unequivocally in cases of 
masturbators (sexual self-relief). We do not know whether 
in the case of such physical and climatic catastrophes as 
earthquakes andtempests,thereare atmospheric distmrbances 
which directly affect the higher nerve centre in the brain. 

But it is suggestive that — as Virgil knew long ago — ^the 
atmosphere of an approaching storm has a particularly ex- 
citing and disturbing effect sexually ; an approaching storm 
bien entendu, before thunder and lightning have begun. 

And not only fear, but grief may arouse sexual emotions. 
Here, again, there are obvious psychic factors, such as the 
longing to console, or to be consoled ; that fellowship in 
sorrow, whose bond is peculiarly strong ; the unconscious 
wish to escape from painful and depressing thoughts. But, 
quite apart from such auxiliary influences, there is an 
appreciable instinctive association of grief with love, as can be 
confirmed by every one who stuches his own or others’ 
mental processes and characters. Probably the cause of 
this association and interaction is connected with the 
removal of customary inhibitions and restraints by such 
disturbances of psychic balance as are caused by strong 
grief, and which ^so release primitive impulses in the sexu^ 
sphere and make them more consciously active and con- 
spicuous than usual. 

But here is a paradox. Impressions which arouse a 
maximum intensity of anxiety, dread and fear, have a repressive 
effect on sexual excitement when such sexual excitement is 
already present ; or can totally prevent its emergence, even 
under strong local stimulation. Thus it often happens that 
a woman whose affections and sensations are otherwise 
strong and normal, is imable to attain satisfaction in coitus 
because of her fear of pregnancy ; or that the male organ, 
having already attained erection, subsides again without 
functional relief. 

Strong grief and fear have much in common with all other 
emotions and mental processes which are sufficiently vivid 
and absorbing to distract the conscious wiU from the activ- 
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ities of sex. For it is unquestionable that the whole range 
of mental and emotional complexes may either increase 
or diminish the sexual impulse indefinitely. 

This may have such disadvantages as I have mentioned 
above. But reasonable and considerate persons may often 
utilise general psychic influences for their own or their 
partner's happiness, whether to control or enhance their 
own impulse to approach the beloved, or to accelerate or 
prolong sexual reactions. 

I have treated these matters at some length in order to 
show the extreme intricacy and complexity of sexual 
influences and factors ; how they are interwoven physically 
and psychically, how they shift and deflect or re-enforce one 
another, and can hardly be differentiated one from another. 
It would be needless circumlocution to re-emphasise this 
complexity on every occasion in future. I shall therefore, 
having drawn attention thereto, deal as simply as possible 
with my material. But my readers should never forget the 
labyrinthine intricacy of sexual matters, either in theory or in 
practice. This is probably the most difficult and mysterious 
region of the human soul, and those who ignore it expose them- 
selves to endless delusions, and — most painful disillusions. 

The impressions conveyed by the psychic personality of 
individuals f to the sexual impulse of other individuals, may 
be either repulsive or attractive. This is especially the case 
with certain qualities of particular selective significance. 
Generosity and courage in a man appeal to the feminine 
impulse to approach ; cowardice in a man inhibits and 
repels women. Modesty and dignity in girls and women 
attract a man with pecuhar power, whereas the opposite type 
of behaviour generally excites his repugnance. But qualities 
or activities outside the sexual sphere may also be powerfully 
influential. The high regard and esteem for such qualities 
in a person of the opposite sex is not infrequently the 
foundation on which love is built. Admiration is even more 
prominent in this connection : the admirer is attracted, and 
the admired also ! — ^from which circumstances we may infer 
the enormously important role of personal vanity and 
approbativeness in sexual life ! 

Alongside the various psychic qualities we meet the 
attractive forces of sensory impressions between the sexes. 
And the evolution from the simple impulse of sexual approach 
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to Love, consists in apprehending and selecting the particular 
individual who combines in themselves the greatest nmnber 
and highest degree of psychic and sensory attractions. 
This is termed " Sexual Selection ” by many authorities. 

And even after the evolution of Love, these charms and 
attractions do not lose their value. They are necessary to 
preserve love, for courtship can only be inspired and effected 
afresh under their spell. 

" Love,” says Stendhal, " means taking pleasure in seeing, 
touching, perceiving with every sense, and in the closest 
possible contact, some one whom we find lovely aiid who 
loves us.”^ 

Let us therefore pass in review the erotic influence of the 
various physical senses. 

It is considered uncertain whether or no the sense of 
taste — ^flavour — ^has any influence in this respect. In any 
case, I admit it is not great. And it is dif&cult here to 
disentangle the sensations of taste and smell : for mouth and 
nose are closely connected. This intermingling of flavours 
and olfactory sensations is specially close as regards sexual 
sensations. This also, I freely admit. 

Nevertheless, I am inclined to attribute a certain sexual 
significance to the sense of taste. I am, of course, not 
referring to the famous axiom that “ the way to a man’s 
heart is through his stomach,” nor to the fact that a well- 
cooked and chosen dinner (even a “ dry ” dinner, i.e., with- 
out the aid of alcohol), shared in each other’s company, 
often helps the impulse to approach in both partners. For 
in neither instance is there any direct sexual reaction to special 
flavours or consistencies in food. Rather do I allude to 
experiences which would seem to prove that certain products 
of exudation or secretion in a being passionately loved — ^as, 
for example, the saliva — ^may stimulate desire by some 
subtle savour they impart. And this stimulation of desire 
may sometimes be considerable, but here much — or all — 
depends less on the qualities of the substance in question, 
than on the susceptibility of the percipient, which varies 
enormously as is the case with all sensory stimuli, both as 
between different individuals, and in the same individual at 
different ages and conditions. 


Stendhal, **De VAmom,** Book I., Chap. IL 
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I wo\ild emphasise, at this point, that I deal throughout 
this book only with such emotions and sensations as Ue 
within the limits of normal sexuality : limits which are wide 
and various enough in all conscience ! Morbid deflections, 
twisted and abnormal desires have no place in the physiology 
of marriage, in spite of their primitive ramifications, mani- 
fold diversity, and extraordinary frequency in the whole 
field of sexual life. An ideal marriage should be kept free 
from their taint, with all the knowledge and power at our 
command. "The pathology of love is a hell whose gate should 
not be opened at all," says Remy de Gourmont.^ And we 
shall be ever careful to keep those sinister portals closed. 

The sense of hearing has, I think, been underestimated un- 
duly by many authorities with reference to its erotic effects. 

As Heine® says — or sighs ! — 

“ If I but hear the short sweet song 
My dear sang long ago, 

My breast is rent and swept along 
On a wild flood of woe.” 

And who could surpass Heine in his knowledge of love ? 
And melodies associated in memory with love’s happiness in 
the past have a compulsive power, even when they are 
" songs without words.” For the memory attaches itself 
to the melody, not — or hardly at all — to the accompanying 
text. The melody was primarily associated with the erotic 
experience, and thus the sense of hearing is the channel 
which brings its enhancement to the sexual sphere. 

Indeed, the realm of sounds, harmonic and melodic, hsis 
erotic witchery of the utmost power for those who are both 
aesthetically and sexually sensitive. No one thus doubly 
endowed can feel the tidad orchestral wave of the second 
act of Wagner’s “ Tristan and Isolde ’’ submerge his con- 
sciousness, without the deepest sexual response.® Nor 
enjoy the much rarer delight of hearing Johann Strauss’s 
“ Wiener Wald ’’ interpreted by an adequate orchestra with 
rhythm and 61 an, without the most delicate sexual vibrations.

• No careful observer can for a moment be under the delusion that his 
emotions are even in the smallest degree, attributable to the ocular impress 
sions (actors and stage d^cor) or the words of the libretto ; they are aroused 
by the music and by that alone. The rest is disturbing rather than 
entrancing. A critical study of many performances of Tristan ** can 
only confirm this knowledge. 
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Shakespeare called music^ “ the food of love.” Nothing 
could better express its erotic power. 

Probably the chief factor in this influence is rhythmic. 
Rh5rthm, in every manifestation, has a primaeval sexual 
significance, as the psycho-analysts specially emphasise. 

Music is not the only form of auditory impression with a 
powerful sexual appeal. The sexual impulse is far more 
often powerfully stirred by the intensely personal medium 
of the human voice ; of a special voice. 

The tone-colour of a voice, and the intonation of a single 
word — and it may be a word with no special meaning or 
associations in itself — may excite incredible intensity of 
desire. The unique and precious significance that a woman's 
voice can give to “ you ” or “ thou can suffice to over- 
whelm a man’s powers of endmrance and control, or to bring 
about the climax of erotic expression in the orgasm. 

Should any reader be disposed to comment that this 
supreme resvdt is not wholly due to auditory impressions, 
but that the attitude and expression of the beloved's form 
and face, especially her gaze, contribute largely to this 
ecstasy, my answer would certainly be that this is possible 
and often, indeed, generally, the case. But vision is not 
necessary ; the sense of hearing alone can also convey the 
highest bless. As an instance of the magic of love’s voice, I 
can testify that it has an undiminished power over the 
lover-listener, even when heard through a telephone receiver,' 
and memory is apt to cling with special tenderness and 
tenacity to such auditory impressions — a proof of their 
importance. I know of cases in which the tones of a dead 
woman’s voice heard in a telephone conversation were the 
most precious memories of a former love.® 

Natural and Personal Odours. 

Personal quahties or idiosyncrasies are of great significance 
in the association of sexual emotion with the sense of snuHX. 
This is the case both in perception of and reaction to olfactory 
stimuli, and as regards the special personal odours.* Here

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there are important racial variations, and both olfactory 
susceptibility and the range and intensity of personal 
odours are probably greater in women than in men. 

Olfactory susceptibility is a very diverse and uncertain 
factor. There are persons in whom it hardly exists. There 
are certainly many who have no conception of the sexual 
significance of odoiurs and who are not conscious of any 
specific reaction to odoms. Inasmuch as they are here 
anaesthetic amd inappreciative, they lose a delectable relish 
to love. I would advise such persons to give their attention 
to the subject of odours, to become acutely conscious of the 
enjo5mients they derive from the subtle and various scents 
e:^led by the body they love. 

There aire also individuals whose sense of smell is highly 
developed. Savants who love to claissify and label mankind 
have grouped them into a special category ; they belong to 
the “ olfactory type," and resemble our remote ancestors 
and primitive races, among whom smell is a more important 
erotic stimulus than sight. 

And human beings differ in their own individual odours 
as much as in their olfactory reactions. It must be of course 
understood that the term " personal odours ” does not 
include such noxious by-products as the effluvia of unclean 
bodies or clothing, of the gases produced by waste matter in 
the bowels, or of breath saturated with garlic or other inju- 
dicious food ! Or, indeed, of aU and any such sexually repul- 
sive and disgusting results of lack of proper personal hygienic 
or (esthetic care, which must be avoided as the negation of all 
wholesomeness and charm. 

Even more imperative is it to avoid the peculiarly offen- 
sive stenches which accompany certain forms of degenera- 
tion and disease ; especially perhaps those affecting respira- 
tion, as they cannot be concealed. A chronically disordered 
digestion, carious teeth, rhinitis, etc., can be the coup-de- 
gr&ce of love. Islam recognises and respects the intense 
sexual repulsion caused by such affflctions. One of the four 
grounds which entitle a Mohammedan woman to obtain 
a divorce is " when her husband is an .^kbar, that is, 
when he suffers from bad breath, or purulent rhinitis, 
or ozoena. *

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Any normal member of the canine species proves that 
human beings each and all have their own special smell, to 
the careful observer, though he may not perceive any differ- 
ence. For the dog recognises his master by smell alone, 
singles him out from among his fellows and follows his trail 
or “ scent ” without hesitation or error. 

There are human beings who can perceive individual dif- 
ferences of this kind ; but they are less numerous in the 
Westem-Atlantic civilisations than among Orientals and in 
the tropics. Nevertheless, among us, too, the peculiarly 
personal emanation exhaled by the hair and the whole skin 
of the beloved being can be a source of pleasme. Dees not 
the lover who has breathed the entrancing fragrance of the 
beloved’s breath seek to breathe it ever anew ? " What is a 

kiss ? ” said one who was an experienced adept in love. “ Is 
it not a fervent attempt to absorb, to breathe-in, a portion of 
the being whom we love ? 

These emanations from breath and hair are very slight 
and faint ; therefore they can only exercise definite attrac- 
tion when proximity is very close, or in actual contact. But 
the odour of perspiration can generally be perceived in the 
first stages of approach, and its influence, whether in the 
direction of attraction or repugnance — even disgust — ^may 
be decbive. 

It is decidedly idiosyncratic, i.e., differs widely in different 
individuals. Moreover, it is chiefly exuded by the axillary 
glands situated in the armpits ; and in women, when 
dressed in light evening attire and during the rapid move- 
ments and close proximity of the dance, it is particularly 
noticeable. And in these circumstances an impression may 
easily be produced which is anything but inviting, but 
arouses insuperable antipathy. For in many women and 
girls the odour of the armpits is distinctly and unpleasantly 
“ animal.” And they often are totally unaware of it which 
is doubly unfortunate both for them and for others ! The 
advertisement of a deodorant in the London Strand Magazine 
absolutely hits the mark on this point ! 

Cases in which the odour of perspiration is attractive from 
the first are relatively rare,but they exist. As arule, however, 
this particular personal odour is at first indifferent or slightly 
repellent to the lover, but it may be intensely stimulating 
when he has reached a certain degree of erotic excitement.

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But in all these intimate matters the personal tastes of 
the " consumer ” are as important as the i(iios3mcrasy of the 
" producer ” of the odours in question. This was strikingly 
proved to me during a visit from two young men of my 
acquaintance, who were also mutual friends. The conver- 
sation touched on a certain young lady. One of the youths 
— he was only twenty-two — said carelessly, and certainly 
without in the least realising the true significance of his 
words : “ Oh, no, I don’t like her as a dancing partner. She 
is a nice girl, but — she has such a disagreeable smeU ! ” The 
friend, of the same age and equally naive, replied ; “Do you 
really think so ? I don’t understand that at all ; it is just 
the smell that emanates from her that I like ! ’’ 

And by mere chance, about a week later, I was witness of 
an almost identical conversation between two young girls 
of eighteen, equally innocent and outspoken, about a man 
with whom they had both danced. 

As an example both of the delicacy of perception of 
odours in some persons and of the variations in the hmnan 
exhalations of one and the same person, let the following facts 
be recorded. 

I had a young girl patient of about seventeen years of age. 
She often “ ran a temperature.’’ As soon as this happened 
her mother knew she was “ feverish ’’ merely from the odour 
which she could perceive even at some paces away, and 
though no one else noticed any such change the maternal 
“ diagnosis ’’ was always confirmed by the thermometer. 

A further instance is so remarkable that I will not deprive 
my readers of its details. I know of a case in which a young 
married lady can perceive and differentiate the momentary 
mood and psychic condition of her husband — ^whose breath 
has been affected by constant smoking — by the varying 
odours emanating from his skin ! She describes these odours 
as follows : Slightly sweet when he is in a good humour ; 
slightly sour in fatigue ; and extremely acrxi in anger and 
strong excitement, becoming the more pungent and pene- 
trating the more he loses emotional bdance and control. 

Another most important odour, unlike those above men- 
tioned, is entirely confined to women, and to them only at 
certain seasons. I mean, of course, the odour or odours of 
menstruation. These emanate chiefly from the monthly dis- 
charge of the genital organs, and have certain characteristics 
common to all women, but varying so widely in timbre, 
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intensity, and personal peculiarities that they can have an 
individusility or idiosyncrasy of their own. But they must 
be carefully liberated from adventitious odours, the result of 
lack of personal cleanliness and coagulated decomposing blood- 
corpuscles, which too often accompany them, and are 
extremely unwholesome and repulsive. 

The whole menstrual odour may be masked by clothing 
and, above aU, by frequent and fastidious change of under- 
linen. Nevertheless, it is generally perceptible, especially to 
persons of olfactory t3q)e, and this is the case not only as 
regards the special region affected — ^the genitals — ^but the 
odour extends in most women to the exhalations of the skin 
— sweat glands — and breath, and varies here most widely 
and personally. 

The menstrual odour, like the odour of perspiration, may 
have a threefold effect on the impulse of sexual approach, 
It may be wholly repellent ; distinctly pleasant, and condi- 
tionally pleasant, i.e., slightly repellent at first, but attrac- 
tive, even delightful, when a certain pronounced stage of 
tension and desire has been reached. The group of persons 
who from the first attract or are attracted by the menstrual 
odour is certainly a very small minority ; the third group, 
the conditionally attractive or attracted, is larger than might 
be supposed ; but the first group, that of those who feel or 
inspire disgust in this respect, is an overwhelming majority. 
A warning to women ! "A man forewarned can deal with 
two,” says the old proverb, and we may add, " A woman 
forewarned — ^with three ! ” 

In both women and men there is a specific characteristic- 
ally sexual odour of the genital organs. It, too, is idios3m- 
cratic, and varies in degree and type. When it is not exces- 
sively pronounced — which as a rule it is not — we may say 
that the normal genital odours exercise an attraction over 
normal persons of the opposite sex. But this form of attrac- 
tion can only come into play when the couple have attained 
a considerable sexual intimacy (at least within the conven- 
tions of our civilised code). 

And as soon as the normal natural odomr is tainted by 
the results of tmcleanliness (stale sweat) or any morbid di^ 
charge its character changes and it rouses a strong sexual 
repugnance and antipathy. 

The genital odour is stronger in women than in men. 
When the whole organism is stimulated and ready for coituS: 
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this odour is increased by the lubricating secretions of the 
accessory glands of the vulva ; and in many women there 
is apparently an increase of the odorous exhalations of skin 
and breath as well. This phenomenon may then serve as a 
special means of excitement and allurement for the male 
lover. 

Another important specific genital odour is that of the 
seminal secretions in the man. 

This also has variations. There is, first of all, a good deal 
of difference between races. The seminal odour of Orientals 
is stronger and more acrid than that of the “ Caucaisian ” 
West. The semen of the healthy youths of Western Euro- 
pean races has a fresh, exhilarating smell ; in the mature 
man it is more penetrating. In type and degree this very 
characteristic seminal odour is remarkably like that of the 
flowers of the Spanish chestnut (Marrons), which also vary 
according to the condition of the trees and the atmosphere, 
and are sometimes quite freshly floral, and then, again, 
extremely pungent and quite disagreeable. 

Again, the same individual man may vary greatly in his 
seminal odour, as has been corroborated by trustworthy and 
independent testimony. After mental and emotional excite- 
ment the smell of the semen is more acrid, after muscular 
exertion more aromatic, and after several repeated acts of 
coitus in rapid succession it becomes fainter, but “ stale ” 
and unpleasant. I have heard its variations described as 
parallel and concomitant with those of perspiration of the 
whole epidermis, and the descriptions of its various phases 
showed remarkable unanimity, though given independently 
by several women, and referring to different individual men. 

It is therefore obvious that the seminal odour must cause 
distinctly different olfactory sensations in sexual inter- 
course. But the medical man who has often occasion to 
investigate spermatic secretions in the laboratory finds, 
curiously enough, that the various specimens only differ 
very slightly, and then almost entirely in degree of intensity. 
Of course this may be because he endeavours so far as 
possible to ignore or inhibit the sense of smell, in the course 
of this kind of research, as it is apt to cause disgust and even 
nausea. On the other hand, the specific seminal odour is 
affected by exposure to the air and by being discharged from 
the male organ (for so long as it is contained within the 
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glands semen has no smell, or hardly any), and this atmo- 
spheric action increases the intensity of its smell and 
obliterates all individual shades of difference. 

But women who are adepts do not hesitate for a moment in 
confirming the existence and significance of these individual 
shades of difference. I know of one highly talented and ddi- 
cately sensitive woman who abruptly terminated a liaison on 
finding, at the first act of sexual intercourse, that the special 
semin^ odour of the man was intolerably unpleasant to her. 

It may be said in general that the odour of semen is 
exciting and stimulating to women, and unpleasafft, even 
nauseating, to men. But the mental associations are here so 
powerful that they may completely displace or negate the 
primary sensory impression, so that most men feel no repul- 
sion at the odour of their own semen, but pronounced nausea 
at that of other men’s. 

For a woman (in coitus) the odour of the beloved man’s 
semen is delightful and excites her anew ; but that of an 
unloved mate fills her with loathing. 

The larger portion of semen once deposited in the vagina 
soon ebbs or drips away again. What remains inside soon 
loses its distinctive smell. But the resultant blend of male 
and female secretions inside the vagina, after coitus, exhales 
a fainter but quite distinctive odour, which can easily be 
recognised by experts, and is perceptible to persons of the 
" olfactory type ” on underlinen and clothing. 

It excites both sexes when perceived, but here, too, the 
mental associations to which it gives rise — especially the 
subconscious speculation as to its origin — ^are no doubt 
influential in enhancing the primary impression. 

The final specifically sexual odour which I must mention, 
can perhaps rarely be consciously observed, but appears to 
me of such significance, from several points of view, that I 
will not omit to record it, especially as, so far as I know, it 
has not yet been described. I base these observations on 
three cases, women, who quite independently of one another 
told me that from fifteen minutes to an hour after completed 
coitus their breath began to show a slight seminal odour, 
which lasted from one to two hours. They themselves were 
not aware of it, but their husbands noticed it at once. In 
the case of two of these married couples this circumstance 
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often led to a repetition of the act of sexual intercourse. The 
husband of one woman declared to me that the merging and 
satmation of the beloved person of his wife with the product 
of his sexual activity, as shown by the faint tang of semen in 
her breath, and the reminder of the delight felt in the act, 
had both appealed to his imagination so strongly that he 
experienced a renewed transport. 

This explanation of the stimulation as due to mental 
images and associations which were only set in motion by 
the specific olfactory impression seems to me entirely con- 
vincing, and much more probable than the hypothesis that 
the man’s sexual emotions were directly aroused by the 
homologous seminal odour. 

There is no doubt that the facts were correctly observed 
and recorded by the women. I tested the breath of two of 
these ladies and detected the specific odom; ^ and the third 
case was confirmed by a colleague. Further confirmation 
on these lines has not been carried out by me, with the 
exception of one doubtful instance. There is not often an 
opportunity for observation here, because the odour, where 
perceptible at all, is so faint that it can only be recognised 
in the closest proximity to the mouth of the object, and the 
question is delicate and intimate.*

This process of reabsorption has a physiological value to which we shall 
later return. The mucuous membrane of the uterus is very sensitive and 
absorbent, that of the vagina less so, though it is also capable of saturation. 
This capacity has been exactly demonstrated in recent research, namely, by 
means of microscopic investigation, of serum-treatment and of other con- 
clusive tests. Nevertheless, the simple fact of the effect of semen received 
in coitus on the breath of the woman is sufficiently impressive, as proving 
its elimination and excretion through the lungs. This phenomenon 
reminds me of the oft-rejjeated test in which women whose uterus was 
treated with tincture of iodine showed a decided iodine smell in their 
breath shortly after the substance had been introduced. 

* In the few further cases in which I was able to attempt observation, 
the specific odour was absent. This may be attributable to a temporary 
loss of sense of smell on my part, but this explanation could not dispose of 
all the cases which were examined at wide intervals of time. Or the lack of 
odour might be due to defective elimination by respiration ; or to imperfect 
or negative action of the absorbent mucosa of the uterus ; perhaps because 
the semen had not entered the uterus, as is known to occur often and by 
deliberate design. 

These observations confirm the experience of certain women who have 
recourse to deodorising mouth washes such as odoL 
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If we recapitiilate our observations on natural genital 
odours, we must conclude that even among civilised peoples 
the sense of smell has important influences on the sexual 
impulse. In general, sexual odours and all strong physical 
odours have a negative or repulsive effect on persons of 
culture at the first stages of approach : they arouse or 
increase sexual antipathy. But after the first stages of 
approach are completed and a certain degree of propinquity 
or intimacy attained, sexual odours may increase desire and 
facilitate closer contact. But, on the other hand, a sexual 
approach which has almost attained its goal can be checked 
or completely frustrated by local odours, especially such as 
suggest dirt or disease. 

Under these circumstances it is easily imderstood that 
human beings, from the earliest times, have had recourse to 
natural substances or artificial products whose scent masks 
or enhances personal odours. 

Perfumes and the Sexual Impulse 

This theme is important and complete enough to form the 
subject of a separate monograph. It would please me much 
to write such a monograph, but our knowledge is not suffi- 
ciently advanced ; on many topics under this heading we 
can, as yet, only generalise. And, therefore, one could only 
write another of the many books now being written about 
sexual love in all its aspects, and written in a spirit in which 
I prefer not to treat the subject. 

Although I am even now in a position to make certain 
observations and record certain facts of fundamental 
importance for a future scientific theory of sexual per- 
fumery, such a theory lacks as yet an adequate basis of 
experimentation and documentation. This basis can only 
be supplied by thorough collaboration between sexologists 
and manufacturers of perfumes. An important and fasci- 
nating field of study lies here almost fallow. Its cultivation 
would be valuable in all respects. 

Nevertheless, I propose to treat my deductions on this sub- 
ject in some detail, for they may be of importance in pro- 
moting and preserving intimate love-relationships, and must 
therefore have specisd influence in the arsenal of the ideal 
marriage. Moreover, they have a general practical bearing 
which I consider justifies fuller explanation and examination. 
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The emplo5niient of odorous compounds, scents and 
perfumes, may be physiologically classified under five main 
groups. Two of these groups, which form the first category, 
are general in their nature. The three others, or the second 
category, are definitely sexual. 

The first — ^general — category attempts to mask and 
subdue unpleasant odours in the environment, which would 
otherwise disturb and depress ; and also to exhilarate the 
whole nervous system, for sweet scents, when used in a 
sufficiently delicate and diffused form, are not only pleasant 
to the sense of smell, but also have a stimulating effect on 
the central nervous system, which tends to increase respon- 
siveness and vitality. In this very wide sense, they have 
already sexual value. 

In the second category, the purpose aimed at is directly 
sexual : this may imply the (a) masking and effacement of 
repulsive personal odours ; (i) the enhancement or the 
stimulation of agreeable personal odours : and a third 
group (c), whose constituents excite the sexual emotions of 
the persons who employ them, whereas groups (a) and (b) 
react on the other partner. I am of the opinion that the 
experts who use perfumes as aphrodisiacs for their own 
emotions — perhaps without being fully conscious of this aim — 
are generally women. 

An evolved and constructive lore of perfumes, in dealing 
with the second category, would distinguish between mascu- 
line scents, i.e,, such as resemble, enhance, fixate and com- 
plete the t3Tpical male odours, and thus stimulate the female 
genital sphere ; and feminine scents, i.e,, such as harmonise 
with the typical female fragrance, and thus stimulate and 
attract the male. And there are also scents which may be 
designated respectively as negative-masculine and negative- 
feminine, for they neutralise unpleasant personal odours in 
men or in women.^ 


1 So there are four types of sexual perfumes which can be employed in 
order to attain the results aimed at by groups (a) and (6). specialised 
means are necessary for the purpose of group (c), i.e., self-stimulation by 
means of perfumes, for women need only use the masculine scents and men 
the feminine for this result. So group (c) has no separate existence for the 
manufacturers of perfume. My classification of scents in the text was 
only made with the purpose of elucidating the different aims of the usage 
of scent. Scent here includes all manner of fragrant toilet preparations 
(tooth powders and pastes, face-creams, soap, shaving soap, hair and 
mouth-washes, face powders, etc.) 
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Before considering perfumes in detail, it must be men- 
tioned that with reference to the neutralisation or fixation of 
scents, there are certain substances which, if used in tiny 
quantities, have the power of capturing and enhancing other 
very volatile essences and odours which would otherwise 
evaporate. This is fixation. Then there are other sub- 
stances which can cause certain odours to disappear : they 
mask or neutralise them. Further, there are chemical and 
physical agencies which can intensify or minimise odoms. 
To take a simple instance from everyday life many 
odorous substances cease to smell when they dry up ; if 
they are moistened they again exhale their characteristic 
odour. 

In accordance with this congruence or harmony between 
diverse scents, the perfumer's art lays great stress on the 
harmonious and appropriate combination of scents. A 
noted French perfumer, Piesse, has even composed a scale of 
perfumes corresponding to the keys of the pianoforte. He 
declares that it is possible to combine chords and harmonies 
of perfume, as well as dissonances. Even if this invention 
of Piesse is more of di.jeu d* esprit than a scientific experiment, 
it indicates the importance of a discriminating blend of 
different individual perfumes. 

I must also emphasise that the main portion of a 
constructive sexual science of perfumes is as yet undiscovered. 
It must be formulated, tested, and practically adapted. 

The typical specifically masculine scent is provided by 
Nature, in musk. This substance is secreted only by the 
adult male musk-deer, in special glands in the neighbourhood 
of the genitals ; its quantity and quality improve in the 
spring when the animad is in rut. 

Musk is used much more extensively by perfumers than is 
generally supposed. But it is one of the most strongly 
odorous substances known to us, and should only be used in 
strong dilution and combination with other scents. For 
many men have an innate repugnance to the scent of musk 
when it is pronounced and characteristic — an antipathy 
which is, of course, quite normal and physiologically justified. 
There could be no objection to the frequent use of musk as a 
component in the most luxurious soaps, powders, lotions and 
essences, if it were always properly diluted and blended with 
discretion — ^which is far from being always the case. 

Another staple substance may be mentioned here : the 
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negative feminine lavender. The Arabians of the sixteenth 
century were already aware of the fragrant blossom as an 
antidote to " an evil smell from the vulva.” And the lavish 
use which om ancestresses (at a time when bathrooms and 
bidets were infrequent luxuries) made of these delicate dried 
flowers between mauve and blue, sprinkling them loosely or 
tied in little bags in their linen cupboards, among their 
undergarments, certainly suggests a similar purpose. For 
lavender is an excellent deodoriser, if the unpleasant genital 
odour is not excessive and/or is not the result of unclean- 
liness or morbid discharges. In other words, lavender 
neutralises a too pronounced specific odour of the female 
genital organs, and is probably also efficacious in counter- 
acting excess of other feminine exhalations, which should 
explain the widespread popularity of lavender-water and 
bath-salts scented with lavender. But if these toilette 
articles are really to succeed in this purpose, they must be 
compoimded by experts and used according to knowledge. 
Take lavender as an illustration, for other perfumes : a 
Vinaigre de toilette prepared with lavender can increase the 
deodorant effect by a special acid reaction, especially in the 
genital region ; whereas, in an alkaline preparation such as 
soap, the same result would not be attained, for alkalis 
emphasise the specific genital odours. 

Moreover, a “Lavender Water” will hardly be an effective 
deodorant, if the perfumer has fixed the lavender odour by 
combining it with tincture of musk, as 1 have foimd directed 
in the recipe for a certain English preparation. Not because 
of the specific “ masculinity ” of musk, but because musk 
has the power of stabilising and accentuating other odours, 
especially personal odours.^ 

^ A good essence of lavender may be compounded as follows : i litre of 
lavender-water, one-eighth of a litre of rose-water (without any musk or 
other animal substances), and 75 grammes of salammoniac. It can then be 
tinted a pale blue with phenicine (indigo) . 

The Vinaigre des Quatre Voleurs,'' a well-known essence, contains an 
alcoholic extract from the leaves of lavender, mint, rue, rosemary, cloves, 
and certain other less important ingredients, together with camphor, in an 
acid solution. So far as I know, it was not originally intended as a genital 
deodorant, and has never before been recommended as such. Never&eless, 
it is admirably adapted for this purpose and is a reliable, though not highly 
luxurious, toilette article, being compounded of suitable neutralising 
ingredients without any, such as musk, which have the opposite effect. 

It is obvious that such preparations should only be used well diluted, in 
sitz-baths and bidets, and if as vaginal douches, then only under medical 
advice. 
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This brief illustrative example will show how complex 
are the factors to be reckoned with in an intelligent sexual 
use of perfumes, and how various their mutual interaction. 

But I must not allow myself to be led into treating this 
fascinating subject at too great length, so will conclude by 
deducing certain definite nfies from the observations I have 
made, which may be taken as fundamental and indicate 
appropriate lines of further research. 

All genital odours are heightened by alkalis, diminished 
by acids.^ Camphor,® Amygdaline® (Bitter Almond), 
Lavender neutralise the genital odours, and probably other 
personal odours. Musk (and probably also other odorous 
substances of animal origin)* fixates all personal odours, 
whether genital or other, and enhances them, when it is used 
in the smallest possible amount. In a more concentrated 
form it dominates and obhterates all other odours, and 
displays its specifically male and sexual character. Among 
other less specific but strongly dominant odorous substances 

1 will cite only one : Peppermint. 

Whenever extraneous® perfumes are employed, great care 
is necessary to ensure that they shall harmonise, not only in 
their own ingredients, but with the personal odours of the 
individual who employs them. Further, that they do not 
contain substances which have the effect of emphasising the 
qualities which the user wishes to modify or disguise. 

^ Note in this connection that normal urine is more or less acid ; when 
drinking water with lime as a constituent is taken (the so-called ** hard '• , 
water) the reaction is somewhat alkaline. The evaporation or decomposi- 
tion of urine, whether inside or outside the body, also tends to be alks^e. 
But certain medicaments can preserve the acidity of urine, within the 
body. 

The vaginal secretions are normally slightly acid. The amount of acidity 
varies with the physiological condition. Under certain circumstances, 
especially when mixed with other normal or pathological secretions, or 
when affected by certain bacteria, the vaginal products become alkaline. 

The slimy libidinous secretions of the urethral glands and Bartholin’s 
glands have an alkaline reaction. Blood, serum, and sperm have an 
alkaline reaction ; sweat an acid reaction. 

• As in the preparation of cold creams. 

• For instance, in “ Eau de Violette *' or violet water, which contains 

2 per cent, of oil of almonds, and in the Vktes d’Amande ” for the com- 
plexion.

The sense of sight does not require such full treatment of 
its sexual influence as the sense of smell. I have had 
observations to make regarding the latter, which are new, 
or, at least, which have not been previously systematised or 
emphasised. But I can only repeat what has been known 
to all, and from time immemorial, of the charms and allure- 
ments of sex through the medium of vision. For I need 
hardly emphasise its enormous importance in initiating 
sexusd attraction and approach. With very few exceptions, 
it is the sense of sight that gives the first impressions between 
the sexes. And these may be decisive and conclusive. But, 
fortunately, everything does not depend on visual impressions, 
for otherwise there would often be only a very slight prospect 
of the awakening of love or of its preservation ! 

For, in contrast to the senses of touch and smell, which 
grow in importance with the approach to actual contact, the 
sense of sight loses its paramount place more and more. 
Certainly if the impressions it conveys remain favourable, 
it may still exercise a potent spell. But if there is not much 
beauty to perceive, this same sense of sight may be domi- 
nated, and, as it were, cancelled in an astounding fashion, by 
habit, conscious purpose, mental images, and by impressions 
through other sensory channels, and especially through 
psychic factors. 

As the Dutch poet Cats wrote : 

“ Listen my friend, and know the reason why : 

All beauty lies in the beholder’s eye.” 

The primary sexual characters, i,e,, the genital organs, 
have, as a rule, little visual charm for adult civilised persons. 
They only increase desire when it has already reached a 
certain pitch. 

But the secondary sexual characters are extremely im- 
portant as stimuli to the impulse of approach ; especially 
those which indicate aptitude for sexual intercourse and for 
its natural results. 

Thus a man is peculiarly attracted by a woman’s full and 
finely-formed breasts ; and a woman by a man's tall stature 
and powerful build. ^ 

^ Therefore a man is instinctively repelled by those signs of defective 
womanhood which can only bring catastrophe in married life. And his 
natural i^tinct here guides him wisely : how wisely, is proved by the

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The aesthetic sensed certainly blends with the primitive 
impulse in this mutual admiration of secondary sexual 
characteristics, but the decisive factor is this mighty instinc- 
tive urge, the very voice of life itself, with its needs and 
demands, whether they are consciously formulated, or, as is 
usual, submerged in the unconscious. 

Bodily movements may appeal to the eye quite as much as 
bodily proportions. This is the case, whether such move- 
ments have a definite erotic purpose — as is partially the case 
in dancing — or whether they enhance the wholly unconscious 
and unpremeditated grace of line revealed in the rhythmic, 
slightly swaying walk of some women — their fascination is 
unquestioned. 

And if we would know how a woman feels — often uncon- 
sciously — about the ease and power of movement in a be- 
loved man, let us remember Goethe's Gretchen : His 
kingly gait, his statme so tall. . . We may observe 
finally that the special influence of movement as a sexual 
attraction, seems — like sound — to lie in its rhythmic character. 

It is only in colder climes that clothing has been worn 
mainly to protect circulation and keep up bodily tempera- 
ture. In ^1 warmer regions, tropical and subtropical, it 
originated wholly from the wish to adorn the body, to make 
it more remarkable and attractive, and to draw attention to 
certain special organs. The detailed research of various 
anthropologists arrives at this conclusion. 

following passage from an article by M. Hirsch, in the Centralhlatt fur 
Gyndkologie, 1923, No. 39 ; I term those women intersexual, whose 
external organs or proportions show one or more marked masculine or 
undeveloped feminine characteristics : hair-growth, larynx, pitch of voice, 
shape of face, genitals, mammary glands, extremities, angle and amplitude 
of hips and thighs. Even in the absence of such deviations, the woman 
whose instinctive emotions are under normal in degree or masculine in 
direction, must be deemed of intersexual type. This is especially the case 
with regard to the sexual impulse, which, in such cases, is either not 
definitely differentiated, and often shows an infantile fixation on the 
mother, or otherwise develops late and runs the gamut of abnormality, 
even as far as homosexual inclinations. The impulse of sex in these 
women is either slight, uncertain or capricious. Their whole sexual life, 
so far as it runs on normal lines from the beginning of menstrual activity 
to first intercourse, or defloration, through coitus, conception and partu- 
rition, is a succession of conflicts and catastrophies, whether bodily (dysme- 
norrhea, vaginism, dyspareunia, sterility, or toxaemias of pregnancy, and 
all possible complications at childbirth), or psychic. On this point I 
entirely agree with Mathes.'* 

^ At the Conference of the German Gynacological Society at Heidel- 
berg, in 1923, Aschner quoted and agreed with &e statement by Strats 
that only five women in every thousand can claim to be really beautiful. 

Stratz is a famous specialist on anatomy and physical culture. 
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As a rule, however, among races at a certain grade of civili- 
sation, the male costtune has generally served the purpose 
of protection from climatic influences. Only rarely do we 
find in the history of civilisation a fashion which deliberately 
emphasises the specific male characteristics. Perhaps the 
most conspicuous example were the " codpieces ” ^ (French 
" braguettes ”) — ^little bags outside the close-fitting hose, 
worn in the mid-Renaissance. These bags or pockets con- 
tained the genitals and emphasised their size and shape at 
first sight. 

The male costume of modern times is not as a rule specially 
sexually accentuated.® 

The exact contrary is the case with female dress, which 
of late has followed primitive and tropical patterns, and aims 
not at concealing, but at enhancing physical charms. From 
the earliest times, and even when it had to serve as covering 
from intense cold, it has tended to accentute and follow 
the lines of the secondary sexual characteristics. Examples 
are numerous : for instance, the low-cut bodice — “d6collet6” 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries ; the corset, 
which in its original form literally lifted and pressed forward 
the bosom, in a dangerously painful fashion ; and the wasp 
waist, which was constricted in order to emphasise the curves 
of bust and hips. Or again, the " Toumure,” or " bustle,” 
of the 'eighties, which was at first only meant to discreetly 
indicate the roundness of the feminine posterior — ^in itself 
an important sexual attraction,® but which became so 
exaggerated and unwieldy that it ended by giving the ladies 
of the most fashionable society a deplorable resemblance to 
Hottentots.® 

Fashions such as those of the Directoire and contemporary 
periods, which instead of uncovering the largest possible 

^ Codpieces were first worn in the middle years of the fifteeth century, 
as may be seen in the Nancy Tapestries of the time of Charles the Bold, 
Duke of Burgundy. At the beginning of the sixteenth century they 
were exaggerated to an absurd degree. Dtirer and his contemporaries 
depicted them as worn by the Landsknechts, or mercenary sol^ery of 
his day.

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amount of epidermis, drape the covered portion in light and 
clinging fabrics, which suggest rather than conceal outlines 
and give additional suppleness to movements, have a 
particularly alluring effect — ^much more so than that of 
nudity. Women have always recognised and utilised this 
form of charm, in their veils, shawls, shawl-dances, etc.^ 
But the strongest sexual impressions received by the human 
eye are those which other eyes transmit.^ 

Victor Hugo (quoted by Krauss ‘‘ Woman,'* publ.: Hoff- 
mann, Stuttgart) has said that “ Love stories have so over- 
worked the power of love’s gaze, that finally people agreed 
to discount it. We hardly dare, nowadays, to admit that 
two human beings loved one another because they looked 
at one another. Yet — ^love dawns thus, and only thus. The 
rest — comes afterwards. Nothing is more true, more real, 
than the primeval magnetic disturbances that two souls may 
communicate to one another, through the tiny spark of a 
moment's glance." How — i,e,, through what microscopic 
muscular contractions and co-ordinations — the mechanism 
of mutual glances operates, how people " ogle " one another 
or " make eyes " in colloquial language, is as hard to analyse 
as it is to estimate the psychic significance and purpose of 
this process. 

The old rhyme, " The heart is in the eyes, thou must look 
there," is truest in matters of love. And this mutual inter- 
change of emotion from eye to eye is continuous, from the 
first shy homage of irresistible attraction to the rapturous 
gratitude of fulfilment. 

The impressions received visually from the impersonal 
world are far less important for the sexual impulse than 
personal images. Of course writings, letters, printed matter, 
drawings, portraits, statues, etc., depicting human persons 
have a different effect from other extraneous objects : they 
are media of personality and have a certain individu^ 
significance. 

But utterly impersonal things may also arouse sexual 
emotion. An appreciable number of perfectly normal people 
experience sexu^ stimulation in contemplating a lovely

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landscape. For a smaller number of normal persons, there is 
a definite sexual appeal in the abstract beauty of line and 
colour. They are in a small minority, but they exist, and all 
serious students of sex know of such aesthetically-emotional 
men and women. 

The most important of all the senses, in sexual matters, 
is touch. 

The sensory organ of touch extends over the entire sur- 
face of the epidermis or skin, and the adjacent portions of 
mucous membrane ; but edl parts of the epidermis are not 
equal in their tactile sensibility. 

Our treatment of this subject may best be served by 
separating the stimulation of the nervous structure of the 
genital organs from the general tactile sense. We will treat 
the tactile stimulation of the genital organs in a later chapter, 
and deal here and now with the sense of touch in general. 
And here we must primarily distinguish an active and a 
passive sense of touch. 

The active tactile sensations are those experienced in 
contact with anything, by that part of the body which 
touches the object. The chief active tactile agent is the 
hand, more especially the fingers and their tips ; the tip of 
the tongue is dso highly sensitive, but the toes and soles of 
the feet are of little importance in this respect, even in people 
who habitually go barefoot. 

The lips of the mouth are midway between active and 
passive tactile agents. They have a share of both kinds of 
sensation, as is exercised in their chief sexual office — the kiss, 
simultaneously and with equal effect. But we shall consider 
this in detail in a further chapter. 

Passive tactile sensations, those which are received by 
the object touched, are diffused throughout the surface of 
the body and the exterior mucous membranes. Moreover, 
the tissue and organs situated below the epidermis can receive 
sensations from a specially vigorous or continuous touch, 
more or less resembling those of the outer surface proper. 

In general, we may say that under favourable psychic con- 
ditions, the stimuli received by the passive tactile sense, are 
of a sexually exciting kind. This effect is increased the 
more appropriate the exact part touched, the more adroit 
the manner and variation of the touch ; and both psychic 
and sensory appreciation may be increased by experience 
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and practice. We shall discuss these stimuli in detail when 
we treat of (preliminary) love-play (Chapter VIII). Here 
it must suffice to state that while the whole epidermis may 
be sexually receptive to touch, there are certain parts of 
it which are pre-eminently so. Their technical name is 
erogenous zones. 

The erogenous zones are mainly grouped around the open- 
ings of the body (orifices), or in their neighbourhood. I 
cannot wholly agree with Havelock Ellis and the other 
authorities who consider erogenous zones dependent on the 
connection between epidermis and mucous membranes. 
Only the surface of the lips has this peculiarity. But it is 
noticeable that not only the area around the genitals, but 
also round the anus and the mouth — as apart from the lips — 
and nose, have the erogenous peculiarity. That is also the 
case, though in a lesser degree, as regards the lateral portion 
of the eye-sockets and the surroundings of the aural orifices. 
Indeed, the lobe and helix of the ear are a definitely erogenous 
zone in many persons ; and the same is true of the lobule. 
But this zone requires vigorous stimulation, such as suction, 
before the sexually-stim\ilating effect is produced, though it 
can then be very effective. 

There are, however, passive erogenous zones which are 
not immediately connected with any orifice. 

It might be maintained that the deep fold or crease which 
on either side separates the buttocks from the upper part of 
the thighs — and which is extremely responsive to light touches 
— ^and the inner curves of the upper portion of the thighs, 
are more or less adjacent to the genital and anal zones. 

But that can certainly not be said of the specially sensi- 
tive areas on either side of the end of the " false rib ” ; 
behind the angle of the lower jaw and roimd to the nape of 
the neck, along the edge of the hair ! There are fu^er 
erogenous areas, besides those just mentioned, but they 
differ in different persons, and widely. 

The sexual sensibility of the mammary glands, especially 
the nipples, is of peculiar intensity and importance. 

Gentle kneading, rubbing and squeezing of these glands 
with the palm of the hand is sufficient in most women to 
arouse sexual excitement. If the nipple is further stimu- 
lated, either by manipulation with the fingers, or even more 
so, suction with the lips and tongue, it causes the whole 
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breast to swell (as there is an increased blood supply, tension, 
and in some cases secretion of milk), and the nipple itself, 
and even part of the areola, to become rigid and protrude : 
there is also a regular reflex action on the genitals, which is 
perceptible in uterine contractions. And the local stimula- 
tion of the nipple has a protracted as well as vehement sexual 
appeal for women.^ Even the suckling of an infant seems 
fairly often to excite unmistakably sexual transports. At 
least, many writers have so testified. Does their evidence 
refer to normal women — or not? I dare not venture on a 
decisive opinion here. Physiologically such an effect is 
probable; psychologically it is not. Only experience can 
decide, and that is not easily verified or compared. I can 
only say that the comparatively small number of women to 
whom I have felt justified in addressing this question have 
replied without exception that they have never felt definite 
sexual pleasure when suckling their children — even although 
they were well acquainted with the erotic effect of the stimu- 
lation of the nipple in sexual relations. 

For we shall have occasion to deal with this erotic effect 
in the love-play between the partners. 

Active tactile sensibility can lead to extreme sexual excite- 
ment when a human body of the opposite sex is touched with 
erotic intentions or in a favourable psychic mood of the 
" unconscious." And if the psyche is already " attune to 
love," the slightest, lightest, chance contact can arouse the 
deepest thrills. 

But if the person who touches is indifferent to the person 
touched, or if sexual associations are resolutely inhibited, 
either by conscious purpose or other mental preoccupations, 
an exhaustive examination of the genitals can take place 
without the sexual feelings being roused by the active sense 
of touch. 

But in the case of a neutral — not resolutely inhibitory — 
frame of mind, it is extremely probable that the active 
tactile sense will produce sexual stimulation of a degree of 

^ Contrariwise, a sufficiently strong local stimulation of the genitals 
causes the nipples to become turgid and erect. On the basis of thus phe- 
nomenon, which has been apparent from the earliest times, the anatomists 
of the Middle Ages assumed that there was direct muscular connection 
between breasts and genitals, without the intermediation of the spinal 
centres. The first to record this was Leonardo da Vinci, and tradition says 
that he considered it of the highest importance. His famous drawing of a 
human couple in the act of coitus illustrates this regular interaction in the 
woman, very clearly. 
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intensity proportionate to the sexual character of the parts 
touched. 

Thus we conclude that the sense of touch is the most 
important of aU the senses in sexual matters ; but that just 
this sense of touch is peculiarly dependent on psychic con- 
ditions, in order to exercise attraction and not repulsion, 
and can therefore only operate when a certain degree of 
propinquity has been attained.

What is marriage ? Community of purpose, of activity, of expe- 
rience, between man and wife.

CHAPTER IV 

NOTES ON THE SEXUAL PHYSIOLOGY OF THE ADULT WOMAN 

I. Introduction and Definition. The External Genital 

Organs 

The reader who carefully studies the above headings will 
at once clearly understand that we do not propose to give 
a detailed treatise on female genital physiology, but, on 
the contrary, strictly define and limit the subject-matter of 
our observations. 

We deal here with the adult woman in the married 
state. Thus we ignore the earliest stages of develop- 
ment and the period of puberty and adolescence. Preg- 
nancy and childbirth are also outside the special sphere 
of our inquiry. We shall only have to refer to them 
occasionally. 

There is also no good purpose served by an exhaustive 
treatise on all aspects of adult female sexuality. It would 
be too unwieldy and also both unintelligible for the la5mian 
and superfluous for the medical practitioner, who is able to 
refer to various monographs and manuals, especially to the 
recent monograph by Ludwig Fraenkel of Breslau. Here the 
student can find all he needs, including a complete biblio- 
graphy of the most recent relevant publications. I propose 
to make use of Fraenkel's work in the following pages ^ 

I shall confine myself to discussing and elucidating those 
special departments of the normal, specifically sexual func-

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tions of the adult woman as are directly necessary to enable 
my readers to understand the physiology and technique of 
marriage. On that particular subject I have contributions 
to offer which are not found in the professional manuals of 
ph37siology and g5maecology. 

It may be stated, once and for all, that there are here 
many disputed points and many problems that still await 
solution. It would only confuse my readers to engage in 
controversy on these questions. I shall endeavour to frame 
my descriptions and deductions according to the present 
level of scientific knowledge, and to base them on my own 
Investigations and experiences. There is no doubt that 
many of our opinions will have to be more or less modified 
within the inunediate futme. But I do not think that there 
will have to be much modification of my conclusions and 
suggestions on the practical side. 

Students of the physiological functions of any special 
organs must first have a clear conception of their anatomical 
structure. 

I shall endeavour to make the anatomy of the genital 
organs clear to my lay readers by means of diagrams. I shall 
then forthwith enumerate the special functions of the various 
organs, with special reference to their importance in prac- 
tice, as advocated throughout this book. 

In the diagrams there are appended both the English and 
the Latin terms. When latinised expressions are most com- 
monly used and intelligible, these are employed. 

In the text we shall use both sets of terms, but more often 
the Latin, as these are more “ medical ” in tone and less 
likely to be offensive or suggestive by their associations on 
certain topics. 

The female genital organs are divided into internal and 
external. The external female genitalia are visible if the 
woman lies on her back and her legs and outer lips (labia 
majora) are separated. These organs are depicted in 
Plate I. This diagram is not drawn to scale, not only because 
of lucidity, but, above all, because the genitalia vary very 
much individually in size and shape ; especially, for instance, 
in the diameter and lengths of the labia minora and in the 
shape of the hymen. If the thick and fleshy outer lips 
{pibia majora) — ^which are surrounded with hairs and 
generally touch each other in women who have not borne 
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children {NulUpara) — are separated by the fingers and 
the vulva or piMc cleft revealed, the various other 
portions of the outer genitalia can generally be clearly 
distinguished. 

The first exterior genitalia to be observed are the inner 
lips or labia minora, which are often quite small. In the 
diagram they are coloured brown (No. 10) in order to dis- 
tinguish them from the inner surface of the labia majora 
(No. 7), which are tinted grey. The labia minora, on the 
average, are from 25 to 35 nun. long, from 8 to 15 mm. high, 
and 3 to 5 mm. thick^. They gradually decrease and dis- 
appear towards the perineum, or are merged into a narrow 
rim, the frenulum labiorum (No. 17), which joins them just 
behind the entrance to the vagina. This rim or frenulum 
disappears, as a rule, after frequent intercourse. In front the 
labia minora grow narrow, and are joined at the base of the 
clitoris, in the clitoridal frenulum or rim (No. 6). 

The clitoris (No. 5 in the diagram, and tinted green) is the 
foremost organ contained in the pubic cleft, and is furnished 
with a gland or tip (clitoridal gland, Gians Clitoridis) which 
protrudes slightly and is situated between the upper edges 
of the outer lips. The shaft of the clitoris, tinted pale green 
in the diagram, slopes slightly from front to back, and is 
covered with a delicate fold of tissue, the preputium clitoridis 
or foreskin of the cUtoris (No. 4, indicated by five curved 
black lines). So it is not clearly visible and appears as a 
slight swelling ; but it is easily discernible to the touch and 
can be felt against the pubic bone. In many cases, especi- 
ally those of arrested development, the prepuce covers the 
gland or tip of the clitoris, but it can be pushed back so that 
the tip of the clitoris becomes visible. The foreskin covering 
the shaft can be moved, but not drawn back. In the second 
diagram the clitoris is also depicted (No. 27, also green), and 
appears as a structure protruding with a downward curve 
from the symphysis. The clitoris is an organ of voluptuous 
sensation* exclusively. Accordingly it is provided with an 
abundant network of nerves, whose numerous fibres are 
chiefly clustered immediately beneath the surface of the 
glans, and are peculiarly apt to receive and transmit stimuli. 
TTie most sensitive portion is the junction of glans and

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frenulum. Even the lightest contact — ^and more especially 
a light and getUle contact — ^here arouses acute sensations of 
pleasure. 

The further structme of the clitoris serves the same pur- 
pose as its nerve-supply. Like the specific male organ— or 
penis — ^with which it corresponds (or is homologous ) — ^it is a 
network of blood-vessels, and when these are charged with 
blood it swells and becomes hard and stiff {turgid). This 
phenomenon is called (in both cases) Erection, and is the 
result of sexual stimulation, physical or psychic : the 
clitoris, when erect, appears one and a half times larger than 
when it is in repose. 

Moreover, the prepuce draws back, and this tip protrudes 
so as to receive further stimuli by contact. At the same 
time the angle of the organ to the vulva becomes more 
obtuse, and there is a minute but perceptible elevation and 
forward movement of the whole structure, which further 
faciUtates friction and stimulation. But the clitoris is not 
capable of such a marked change of angle and position as 
the erect penis ; and the male organ attains both positively 
and relatively a much greater expansion, though the clitoris 
is more highly endowed with nerves and therefore more easily 
stimulated. 

It is significant that the clitoris, in common with the rest 
of the female genital apparatus, only attains its full deve- 
lopment and dimensions with regular and constant sexual 
intercourse. 

But even in virgins the clitoris can become enlarged and 
active, if they themselves are in the habit of appl5dng local 
friction — ^in other words, of practising masturbation (or 
sexual self-relief). 

Between the gland and the prepuce of the clitoris on the 
sides of the frenulum is the preputial sack (in the lower part 
of the white space in Plate I.) In the sack, in the tiny 
folds of the prepuce, is found a greasy secretion, the white 
fluid smegma ditoridis, which, if not carefully removed, 
solidifies and becomes almost flaky. This substance has a 
certain importance (which is not nearly enough emphasised) 
as the restilt of its chemical comj)Osition. It contains ingre- 
dients belonging to the same acid type as valerian : for 
instance, capric acid, and especially the capryllic group 
(CsH^O*). 
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The significance of these components will inunediately be 
clear to the lay reader if he realises that such acids may, on 
the one hand, have pronouncedly pleasant specific odours — 
for instance, like that of fresh pineapple pulp ; but, on the 
other hand, are also responsible for the stench of rotten 
cheeses and the pecialiar unpleasantness of profusely per- 
spiring feet ! And the " pineapple ” scent can quickly 
change to something very different in the processes following 
exposure to the air.^ The smegma clitoridis is mainly 
responsible for the specific feminine genital odour, with sdl 
its personal nuances and semitones.* There is ascertain, 
though limited, attractive and selective function in this 
humble product, for if secreted in a moderate amount, and 
exhaling a very faint yet fresh odour, it can have a distinct 
appeal to the opposite sex. 

But if the smegma collects in excessive quantities — and it 
is present to excess if it is at all visible to the unaided eye / — 
the normal odour becomes obtrusive, or, far worse, it 
changes, through the process of fermentation, and very 
rapidly, to a putrid repulsive smeU, which is extremely 
offensive, and must inevitably have a fatal effect, even on 
a desire which has been already aroused. 

The most unfortunate and extremely disgusting results 
occur when, owing to neglect of personal cleanliness where 
it is most needed, the natural local secretion becomes mixed 
with the products of urination, menstruation, and even with 
excrement ! A regular process of putrefaction sets in and 
affords a forcing-house for bacteria ! And there are other 
consequences, less obviously nauseating, but dangerous. 
The by-products generated by the chemical forces in putre- 
faction are at once rancid and acrid, and cause irritation of 
the neighbouring membrane and tissues, whose symptoms 
are redness, swelling and watery discharges. The local in- 
flammation increases the unpleasantness of the putrid odour 
and causes acute itching and burning sensations, which make 
sexual intercourse difficult and very painful. 

^ In my garden is a flowering shrub of the Viburnum species, whose 
fresh blossoms have an unmistakable — ^though faint — ^fragrance like that 
of the wholesome female genitalia. When the flowers fade, there is a 
change in their pristine scent — a scent which is distinctly attractive to men, 
even to inexperienced youths, while most women dislike it. This changes 
its character and becomes generally repulsive, with a rancid, penetrating 
acridity, which is all too familiar to gynaecologists in their consulting rooms ! 

* The personal odours of sweat, grease and other exudations are also 
largely determined by acids of the capryl type. 
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Thus the smegma clitoridis must be promptly and regu- 
larly removed. The sins of omission in this respect are with- 
out number, and not at all only on the part of generally 
imcleanly or slovenly women, but in those who are careful to 
wash aU other portions of their bodies. No lay person would 
credit the facts which are constantly revealed to the gynae- 
cologist in the course of his professional duties. There is this 
excuse, that neglect to properly cleanse the genitalia arises 
often from ignorance of their structure and/or from a certain 
modesty and aversion to handling them. Also there are in 
this little organ — ^the clitoris — so many tiny folds and inter- 
stices that even a specialist may have difficulty in com- 
pletely removing secretions which are in themselves some- 
what oily amd adhesive. But such removal is absolutely 
necessary, not only for the reasons given above, but because 
the smegma and the bacteria which may infect it are a danger 
in the case of operations and of deliveries in the matter of 
asepsis. 

The smegma is mostly exuded on the inner siu-face of the 
prepuce. But it can also be foimd on the outer surfaces, in 
the deep grooves between the outer labia and the prepuce, 
and the recesses running between the inner and outer labia. 
It is not there so specifically odorous as on the clitoris, but 
otherwise its importance is the same. Fortunately, it is also 
more accessible and easily removed, so that its presence in 
profuse quantities between the labia is a sign of gross per- 
sonal uncleanliness. Nevertheless, a doctor ceases to be 
surprised at anything ! 

If we continue our study of the external female genitals or 
vulva, we turn to that portion which is boimded behind by 
the frenulum labiorum (No. 17), and lies between the inner 
lips or labia minora : it is called the vestibulum vagina, or 
simply the vestibule. In the diagram it is No. ii, and is 
colomed pink. Within this space is the sexual orifice, or 
introitus vagina (mouth of the vagina), in the diagram No. 13, 
coloured blue : in maidens this is closed by the hymen 
(tinted blue, streaked black. No. 15) or virginal membrane, 
popularly called " maidenhead.” Further forward is the 
much smaller opening of the urinary passage {ostium urethra), 
which in the diagram is coloured blue and numbered 8, 
together with the double orifices of the larger and smaller 
vestibulary glands. 
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The significance of these glands and their mucous secre- 
tions is understood only by very few people at the present 
day. 

On either side of the mouth of the urinary passage, and 
slightly behind it, is an orifice about the size of a pin-head, 
giving access to the duct of a gland called after its 
discoverer, Skene : these are the glandules vestihulis minores, 
and their ducts are between i and 2 cm. in length. (No. 9 
in diagram.) 

The orifices of the ducts leading to the larger v^tibulary 
glands {glandules vestihulis majores, or more generally, 
Bartholin’s glands, also after the discoverer) are also hardly 
visible. They are two tiny openings on either side of the 
entrance to the vagina {introitus vagines), just inside the 
fold formed by the outer surface of the h3mien and the inner 
surfaces of the leibia minora. In cases where the leibia 
minora are shorter than in the diagram, and do not extend 
so far backwards, the glandules Bartholini open into the 
narrow rim between the hymen and the base of the labia 
tnajora, or outer lips. When the hymen is ruptured, those 
orifices are sometimes found in its remains {carunculce 
myrtiformes). Or it can be almost impossible to ascertain 
their exact position. The glands themselves are at the most 
between i and cm. in length, and situated at a depth of 
about I to I J cm. from the surface of the vestibule. (No. 14 
in diagram.) 

Both Skene’s and Bartholin's glands manufacture a 
perfectly transparent, thin and very slippery mucus secre- 
tion, which, as a rule, is only exuded under the influence of 
sexual stimuli, partictdarly as a result of initial psychic 
excitement. In normal cases, the amount of mucus is just 
sufficient for purposes of lubrication of the introitus vagines, 
and, together with similar urethral secretions of the man, 
enables coitus to be carried out. 

It is obvious that when the amount secreted by these 
glands is inadequate, difficulties may arise, which must be 
met by artificial means. More uncommon are the cases of 
excessive lubricating secretion, which prevents normal 
stimulus by friction in coitus. But specialists recognise the 
existence of many such cases. 

There is not much to be said about the mouth of the 
urinary passage, or ostium urethres. It is generally on a 
slight projection of the vestibular surface, and varies a good 
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deal, individually, in size and shape. The introitus vagince 
demands much more detailed attention. 

We must first consider the membrane which partly closes 
it in the normal unmarried woman. For though the hymen 
disappears as a rule in married life, it plays an important 
part in the first act of intercourse, which may be of lasting 
effect. 

It varies enormously in different individuals, both as to 
size and shape. As a rule, it may be described as a crescent- 
shaped, and very thin continuation of the posterior (back) 
vaginal wall, which stretches forward and nearly closes 
the introitus from behind. But there are other not 
infrequent variations of form ; ring-shaped hymens, or 
hymens with two congenital perforations or even more 
than two. 

During the first act of sexual intercourse, under normal 
circumstances, the hymen is torn, or at least perforated, 
generally in two places, on right and left, at its posterior 
junction with the vulva ; this penetration is usually accom- 
panied by a slight loss of blood, which may, however, be 
quite considerable. It is much more easily effected in some 
cases than in others, but is almost always painful to a greater 
or less degree. This pain depends on the size, thickness and 
tension (inelasticity) of the membrane itself, quite apart 
from such preventable mistakes as nervous terror on the 
woman's part and roughness on the man's. As regards 
tension (tightness or inelasticity), it must be emphasised 
that in mature women, whose virginity has remained intact 
till over thirty years of age, the hymeneal membrane shares 
the increasing toughness or hardness of all the bodily tissues, 
and offers frequently considerable difficulties in coitus. The 
thickness of the membrane also varies individually : I will 
merely record that at its base — or its junction with the 
posterior vaginal rim — ^it is generally a couple of milli- 
metres, and slightly less on the outer edge ; it never is of the 
gossamer-like tenuity which popular superstition attributes 
to it. 

Yes, indeed ! Who shall recount the errors of popular 
belief or superstition about the hymen ? The nonsense 
talked and credited here, not only by primitive savages, but 
among modern educated people, is beyond belief. And not 
only absurd, but often dangerous. For these erroneous 
ideas can lead to quite false and unjust conclusions as to the

chastity of women or the reverse. So we must stress the 
fact that one of the variations of form in this membrane 
{hymen fimhriatus) has deep scallops on the inner edge, 
which only experienced gynaecologists can distinguish from 
the perforations of complete or incomplete intercourse. 

The contrasting type of structure may lead to errors in a 
precisely opposite direction. In these cases there is either 
abnormally slight development of the hymen, or else it is 
fairly normal in shape, but so loose and dilatable that it is 
not perforated during intercourse, and even survives the 
passage of the child at birth ! But the latter cases are, of 
course, very exceptional. In the other extreme — the hymens 
with so tiny an orifice or such a thick and fleshy introitus 
that (as in the case of the exceptionally tough membrane) 
perforation is impossible in the normal manner, recourse 
must be had to medical help. 

Even when the remains of the membrane are recognisable 
after perforation (or defloration) has been accomplished, they 
generally disappear after the first delivery. Or can only be 
detected in small, flat — or pimple-like — protuberances on 
either side of the introitus. 

In Plate I we have depicted the introitus as a hole : 
but this has been done for the sake of clarity in explanation. 
Actually, it is never visible as a hole, unless the woman 
assumes the knee-elbow (quadrupedal) position (in which the 
intestines sink forwards, and a vacuum is formed in the 
abdominal cavity), and at the same time the posterior 
vaginal wall is pressed back. Then there is a rush of air 
into the vagina, it becomes dilated, and it is possible to see 
into the interior of the passage through the introitus, which 
assumes the shape of a round hole. 

But otherwise the introitus only opens to an object which 
presses the two vaginal walls apart. This object may enter 
from without : e,g,, the male organ, or a finger, or a scientific 
instrument in coition or medical examination ; or it may 
pass from within — ix., from the uterus — outwards, as a 
child's head and body during birth or the menstrual secre- 
tions at the monthly courses. 

Normally, the introitus is closed, both because of the 
elasticity of its rim and the support of the local muscular 
structures and because of the pressure of the lower portion 
of the vaginal walls. 
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As a rule, these two first-mentioned factors suffice to 
completely close the vaginal orifice in virgins or in women 
who have not long been adapted to sexual intercourse. This 
is specially the case when there are still perceptible remains 
of the perforated membrane. In such cases only a tiny 
portion of the anterior (front) vaginal wall is visible from 
outside (represented in the diagram as No. 12, tinted black). 
In women who have been married for any length of time, a 
larger portion of this vaginal wall can gener^y be distin- 
guished ; after the first child is born this is accentuated, and 
^er several births the lower posterior vaginal wall also 
protrudes slightly. This is partly due to the diminished 
elasticity of the vaginal rim (black border of the blue area 
in diagram) and its associated muscles, and partly to the 
gradual sinking and drooping of the walls themselves. The 
causes of these changes are the numerous lacerations, of 
a more or less serious character, which occur even in 
normal births. Invisible lacerations in the vaginal walls 
and surrounding tissues, and others which are visible — 
though, as a rule, only visible in the few days immediately 
following a birth — in all directions, but mostly backwards 
through the vulvo-vaginal ring, which closes the introitus. 

The woman in labour knows only too well that one of these 
lacerations, if it is directed backwards and about in the 
centre of the vulva, often severs not only the frenulum or 
rim of the inner lips (No. 17), but affects the perineum 
(No. 18) too. But she knows not at all that a lacerated 
perineum always means that the vagina is also lacerated. 
Women quite fail to realise what this means for their future. 
They and their husbands know that the treatment of a 
lacerated perineum means the trouble and pain of a suture. 
So they often try to persuade the doctor in attendance to 
“ get it over and done with ” as quickly and superficially as 
possible, or, indeed, to omit all treatment ! “ because you 

know, doctor, you yourself say it is only tom a little, and so 
I expect it wiU heal of itself, without sutures ! ” And the 
doctor, alas, all too often agrees, or, at least, he performs 
the sutTire with the patient in the lateral position, without 
special care, and without suturing the vagina, because it 
means less immediate trouble for the woman, her family, 
and, to be frank, also for himself. 

I must admit that, for a long time, I myself took no other 
measures. I followed obediently in the footsteps of my 
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teachers, and copied the procedures I observed in most great 
hospitals and clinics of Afferent countries,^ unconscious of 
the need, in a perineal suture, to achieve anything more 
than an apparent restoration of the perineal surface, which 
generally can be produced, even by such simple means. 

But, with time and practice, I have perceived that the 
result of superficial perineal sutures are wholly inadequate, 
both hygienically and aesthetically. There are nearly always 
little interstices which disfigure the surface of the vestibule, 
especially the hinder portion. The introitus gapes and loses 
elasticity, for the tissues around it have not healed and the 
muscles lose tone and control, because they have been tom 
too, and not properly reunited. Above all, I have leamt 
how great the significance of these little changes may be for 
future sexual life, and for the happiness of a marriage : they 
mean that coitus has lost much of its charm for both partners. 
Thus it becomes obvious that every perineo- vaginal lacera- 
tion should be most carefully stitched ; and this I have, 
since I recognised the need, endeavoured to do. This 
entails reuniting the deeper lying tissues, and especially 
muscles, as carefully as possible, and using as much dexterity 
and ingenuity over these genital sutures as are habitually 
used in operations on the face and throat. A perineal and 
vaginal suture is in no respect a minor operation, but a major : 
it demands, as indispensable conditions, technical proficiency, 
adequate instruments, experienced assistance, good lighting and 
sufficient local anaesthesia. We may justly demand that 
doctors shall supply these conditions, and that women 
(and husbands) shall expect them, instead of making 
^fficulties because of the time and trouble " necessary for 
success, and accusing the medical attendant of pettifogging 
triviality.^ 

^ Latterly things have much improved in this respect. In the clinical 
departments attached to University Schools of Medicine, perineal sutures 
are completely and correctly carried out ; the budding medical man is 
instructed in their technique, and they are carefully described in text- 
books. But '* practical obstacles often make mincemeat of all this 
theoretical knowledge and these good intentions ! 

• When the attempt to restore a normal introitus has either been neg- 
lected or failed, previously, I can only urge that it should be made after 
another birth has taken place. It means then, no extra confinement to 
bed for the woman, and the chances for complete recovery are excellent, if 
she has proper care after her delivery, in spite of the possible invasion of 
the lacerations by uterine secretions. This is because the reversion of 
organs to their previous position, which occurs normally after births, is 
very helpful to the healing process of the sutures. 
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Before proceeding to treat of the internal genitalia, we 
must mention another double (bilateral) structure, which is 
situated between i and cm. below the surface on either 
side of vulva and introitus, and near the vaginal walls. 
These so-called bidbi vestibuli consist of a network of broad, 
thin-walled, sponge-like blood-vessels, which become con- 
gested and swollen (like the clitoris, described above) in 
response to sexual stimuli, whether psychic or local. The 
front or anterior portion of these bulbs is smaller than the 
other : they converge towards the apex of the triangle in 
which the clitoris lies. Behind, they become larger. In its 
normal, imdilated state, each bulb is between \ and i cm. 
thick and r to cm. broad. The length is from 3 to 5 cm. 
The posterior extremity is rounded off and just covers the 
gland of Bartholin on either side, reaching about to the 
posterior vaginal wall. Its outer edge lies at the base of the 
labia majora, its inner edge bounds the inner lips, and at the 
rear it touches the vaginal wall. Thus the two bulbs form 
together a horseshoe-shaped cushion opening towards the 
rear, and surrounding the vestible and introitus of the 
vagina. When they become congested and expand, the 
outer lips share in this congestion and expansion ; they 
curve over and outwards, and their inner surface becomes 
visible, while the vulva also seems to pout and slightly 
open itself. The whole genitalia seem to swell and protrude, 
and the readiness for intercourse is thus strikingly apparent, 
locally. These horseshoe-shaped bulbs form a cushion-like 
protection to the vaginal orifice, which is less distinctly seen 
than felt. They add greatly to the friction in coitus and 
increase pleasurable sensations in both partners. 
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THE SEXUAL PHYSIOLOGY OF THE ADULT WOMAN 

II. The Internal Genital Organs 

In discussing our subject, as stated above, we will take 
Plate II as our text. It is drawn to scale, and represents 
the lower part of a vertical section through the exact middle 
of the body ; that is, a section straight from front to back, 
which woidd bisect nose and navel and spine exactly. This 
vertical section also exactly bisects the pubic cleft between 
the labia major a (34, grey) and minora (33, light brown), 
and the groove which separates the buttocks, or nates (28, 
dark grey) behind. It passes through the clitoris (27, green), 
ostium urethrce (or opening of urinary passage, 30, blue), 
introitus vagince (31, blue), and h5men (32, white and black 
diagonal lines), cutting or bisecting them into two halves, 
and also through the bony pelvis, which is represented 
in front in the s5mphysis pubis (22), and behind in the 
sacrum (12) and coccyx (24) longitudinally divided. Above 
we see the spine (7). Bony and even massive portions 
— such as vertebrae and pelvis — ^are coloured yellow. In 
the spinal column and sacrum the vertical section of a 
canal is indicated (6, pale blue). This is the neurad — 
lower down, the sacral — canal, which does not further 
concern us. 

Another important feature of the pelvis is the so-called 
rump or promontory (8) at the junction of the lumbar verte- 
brae and the sacrum. If we draw a line between this point and 
the centre of the upper and inner rim of the pubic bone (22), 
this will exactly bisect an imaginary fiat surface or plane, 
occup5dng the middle of the body and inclined slightly for- 
wards. The surrounding wall (or circumference) of this 
plane is easily recognised by th^ pelvic bones, and has enor- 
mous significance in childbirth and the practice of obstetrics. 
Within the circumference of the pelvic bones, and below the 
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symphysis pubis lies a cavity called the pelvic cavity. Within 
this bony casket, hidden and protected from accidents, lie 
the internal genitals, or sex organs. They, too, are bisected 
in our diagram : so are the bladder and urethra (20, 21, 23, 
30), as well as the lower part of the rectum (25). 

Thus the vagina (26) and womb (14, 16, 18, 19) are arti- 
ficially divided in two halves, which are S5nnmetrical (match 
exactly). 

But the innermost organs of all, the tubes (ii) and ovaries 
(10) are in pairs, and lie on either side of the womb. In 
order to make the diagram comprehensive and clear, and as 
it shows in vertical section the right side of the body and 
the dexter portion of the various cavities and glands, we 
have depicted the right ovary with its duct or tube. But 
these would really not be in a vertical section, but behind the 
surface, here depicted, and in the right half of the pelvic cavity. 

In this diagram we have not reproduced the various layers 
of muscles and connective tissue ; they lie in the white areas 
of the diagram, and we do not at present consider them. The 
positions and proportions of the actual genitalia are much 
more easily understood if we keep Plate II as simple as 
possible. 

Fom cavities are represented in vertical section in 
Plate II. The abdominal cavity (5, pink), the vagina (26, 
blue), with its continuations ; the uterus (blue), and the 
oviduct or tube (ii, blue) ; the bladder (21, blue), with its 
passage or urethra (30, blue) ; and the rectum (25, blue) or 
lowest portion of the intestines, with the anus (29). 

We first consider the neighbouring organs, whose relations 
with the genitalia are of importance. 

The rectum (or lower gut, or strait-gut) is the lower 
extremity of the large intestine, or bowel ; it descends 
from the left side, reaches the middle line of the body, 
and curves slightly forwards, with an enlargement at the 
lowest portion of this curve, the ampulla recti. Externally 
it opens at the anus, closed by a strong muscle, the sphincter 
ani : the anal passage is much narrower than the actual 
rectum. 

The rectum is a fairly broad duct, with highly elastic 
walls, capable of containing large quantities of solid excre- 
ment {faces ) ; these tend to collect in the ampulla, or bowel. 
If they are not promptly and regularly expelled or excreted. 
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they become thicker and harder, and the overloaded and dis- 
tended howel presses against the vagina from behind, and 
can cause pain and difficulty in coitus. 

Another disadvantage of the close neighbourhood of 
rectum and anus to the sex organs is the constant and re- 
current risk of soiling or infection through the faces, which 
are extraordinarily fertile soil for bacteria. Therefore it 
will be understood that the most fastidious and scrupulous 
cleanliness is necessary. 

In the diagram both bowd and bladder are represented as 
half full. The bladder empties itself by a contraction of its 
muscular walls, which decreases the size of the organ. At 
the same time the upper and hinder portion of its wall 
approaches the lower and front portion. When the bladder 
becomes filled with urine, it assumes the shape of a sphere, 
and its cupola rises behind the symphysis towards the lower 
abdominal wall, and presses backwards against the genital 
organs. And if this pressure occurs more frequently than 
is normal, and even — ^as in some cases — habitually, the results 
are serious. It can cause or accentuate uterine displace- 
ments, and thus bring about morbid conditions. And the 
bladder itself is gravely injured by such abnormal disten- 
sions, even on one occasion, and especially by frequent over- 
loading, even to a lesser amount, for an unduly distended 
bladder cannot be duly contracted again, and it becomes 
more and more difficult to perform the act of urination or 
micturition effectively. The urine is passed more slowly 
than should be the case, and a small amotmt is not evacuated 
but remains behind in the bladder, and offers a perfect 
forcing-house for bacteria, which easily gain access to it. 
The urine decomposes within the bladder, and acute or 
chronic inflammatory lesions result, with all the appreciable 
dangers — not to speak of discomfort and pain — ^peculiar to 
such conditions. 

It is apparent, therefore, that this humble act of evacu- 
ating, or " passing water,” is decidedly important, and not 
by any means the trivial matter many people suppose. It 
is therefore necessary to speak of it in some detail, and to 
point out that imperfect evacuation and retention of urine 
in the bladder occur often among women and girls because 
of the bad habit of not giving sufficient time to the performance 
of this function. First of all, they wait to the last minute 
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before they can bring themselves to Tose the closet, and then 
their one idea is to get it over quickly ! Thus the unwhole- 
some retention is favoured in two ways. 

This is especially the case when (in peculiar circumstances) 
urination must take place in a recumbent position : for many 
women simply do not know how to pass water l3nng down. 
Not only is there some retention in such cases, but the func- 
tion itself is sometimes quite suspended. And when another 
position is out of the question — e.g., occasioneilly after 
childbirth or certain operations — artificied aid becomes 
necessary which, however skilled, may always involve 
disadvantages. 

So I must not omit to advise all women and girls to avoid 
retention of urine : empty the bladder completely, take time 
enough, and go soon enough. Also, to learn betimes how to 
pe«s water when lying down. 

Finally, we may mention that the bladder does not open 
directly into the vulva, but has a passage, or duct, called the 
urethra ; it is between 4 and 5 cm. in length, and curved 
slightly forwards. It is closed at the upper end by the muscle 
at the neck of the bladder. The external orifice {ostium 
urethrae), which we have already considered, has no closing 
apparatus. 

The proximity of the sexual and urethral orifices in the 
vestibule can have very serious results for both sets of organs, 
e.g., if either structure is infected it is most difficult to prevent 
the spread of disease to its neighbour. An additional reason 
for the most meticulous cleanliness. 

We wiU now consider the central duct, or cavity, in 
Plate II : the vagina (blue). The vagina is the special 
copulatory organ of woman, i.e., the organ which serves the 
specific act of coitus. It is also the efferent duct for the passage 
of the uterine contents out of the body, especially diuing 
menstruation, parturition and confinement. 

The vagina is a duct or tube of about 7J to 10 cm., and its 
direction follows the axis of the pelvis, i.e., is slightly curved 
forwards. In the intact organ there is a very slight curve 
backwards, at the extreme lower end, immediately above 
the introitus. This inclination is caused by a layer of elastic 
muscular tissue and sinews which encircle the introitus and 
form a sort of muscular hinge — ^though a relatively weak 
one — ^which presses the front wall backwards.*^ The vagina 
' Because it is attached to the anus behind. 
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is also provided with a second, much more powerful muscle, 
which is attached to the inner surface of the symphysis, and 
encircles the vaginal wall in its upper portion, Ufting it 
upwards and forwards. As these muscles perform an impor- 
tant function in coitus, and also otherwise, therefore they are 
shown in a special Plate III ; this supplements Plate II, 
and includes the muscles of genited organs as well as the 
muscle closing the anus, to scale. 

In order to correctly understand the position and function 
of these muscles, we must observe that the most superficial, 
(. 4 ) the sphincter vaginee (closing mioscle of the vagina), or 
constrictor cunni^ forms part of a group of muscles compos- 
ing the outer surface of the pelvic floor and somewhat diffi- 
cult to delimit anatomically. But the inner and stronger 
group which grips the vagina from the direction of the sym- 
physis is formed out of the inner portion of a very powerful 
muscle, whose outer extremities (not drawn in Plate III, for 
greater simplicity) encircle and reinforce the rectum behind, 
as the other parts do the vagina. This internal group of 
muscles, which somewhat resembles a hollow cone in shape, 
forms the deeper layer of the pelvic floor. When it con- 
tracts the most obvious effect is to raise the lower part of 
the rectum. Hence the name musculus levator ani. But 
the operation of the anterior portion (which grips the vagina 
and is reproduced in Plate III as C.), can also be dis- 
tinctly felt, for instance, in the comse of a gynaecological 
examination, iftwo fingers are introduced into the vagina and 
the woman is told to “ press hard.” The exact place where 
these muscles encircle the vagina sideways and from behind 
and join it to the symphysis is then quite perceptible, and 
the local contraction of the vagina is sometimes considerable. 
But a doctor who hais taken particular heed of the efficient 
action (tonicity) of the muscles composing the pelvic floor, 
in the course of several rectal and vaginal examinations, 
must note with astonishment how much this tonicity varies 
individually. Most women and girls are only able to contract 
all the pelvic muscles at a time, and then only slightly. (Only 
the muscle which closes the rectiun, the sphincter ani, can 
act independently and strongly). But there are women who 
control the voluntary action of the pelvic muscles efficiently, 
and cannot only contract them powerfully “ en bloc," but 
bring different constituent portions into play separately. 

X From ctmnus : Latin for female genitals. 
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This developed capacity for voluntary muscular action gives 
the vaginal portion a separate existence, so that I consider 
it appropriate to coin a special name for it : musculus levator 
vagince. 

There is also sometimes voluntary control of the constrictor 
cunni. But this is rarer, and generally only amoimts to a 
co-operation of these two muscles, apart from the rest of the 
pelvic floor. Nevertheless, a few women, specially adept and 
expert, do understand how to work the constrictor and 
levator, either independently or together, at will — a faculty 
of enormous value in the technique of intercourse. [Cf. 
Chapters IX and XI and “Sex Efficiency through Exercises, 
Special Physical Culture for Women” (published by William 
Heinemann (Medical Books) Ltd., London.)] 

Voluntary control of the muscles of the pelvic floor is at 
least as important as that of the other bodily parts : for 
only through such control can we attempt to restore normality 
after the extreme distension and slackening of the parts 
following parturition, and thus to avoid permanent and pro- 
gressive injuries. Yet the gymnastics of the pelvic floor is 
totally neglected by women, almost without exception. 
Nevertheless, such regular exercise is undoubtedly bene- 
ficial. Those women whom I was able to induce to exercise 
the constrictor and levator twice a day during pregnancy and 
confinement achieved a remarkable improvement. In order 
to achieve effective control we must remember that general 
contraction of the pelvic floor (such as we have progressed 
sufficiently to prescribe to women after childbirth), is 
quite insufficient.^ Women must learn how to bring the 
muscles into play separately, and use them either simul- 
taneously or in succession. For this instruction is necessary, 
and can only be imparted during gynaecological examination. 
Gjmaecologists should use such inevitable professional 
occaisions to be of help to their patient in this way as well.® 

^ E.g.» the in themselves . excellent movements "to strengthen the 
pelvic muscles ** by " separating and closing the knees," recommended to 
parturient women by K. Reifferscheid in StOckels " Lehrbuch der Geburts- 
hhlfe." (Publisher, Jena, Gustav Fischer). Even when his advice is 
followed by simultaneously lifting the loins and contracting the sphincter 
ani as strongly as possible, the only result is a general movement of the 
pelvix floor. 

• When g3rmnastics fail, a relaxed and weak pelvic floor can be benefited 
by vibro-massage. In order to avoid erotic stimulation of the patient, I 
recommend that this massage should be rectal not vaginal. It should obvi- 
ously be only carried out by an experienced specialist, and not during 
pregnancy or the first weeks after childbirth. 
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In contrast to the above-mentoned muscles, which can be 
controlled by conscious volition (and are therefore called 
" voluntary ”), and consist of rigid or transverse fibres, we 
shall find in our further study of the specific feminine organs 
only muscular tissues which consist of smooth fibres and 
are termed " involuntary ” because they are not operable 
by the conscious will. Muscular tissue of this type contracts 
in response to many diverse stimuli, mechanical and chemical, 
or direct and indirect, which are transmitted through the 
nerves. Its contractions may be psychically influenced, but 
only indirectly so. A regular normal control through the 
higher (psychic) nerve centres is impossible. But this by no 
means implies that involuntary muscular tissue has a less 
important fimction to perform : the exact reverse rather is 
the case, for its role is of the greatest significance in the 
internal female genital organs. The walls of the entire 
female genitalia are lined with smooth muscular tissue, in- 
cluding the vaginal walls, which also are richly furnished with 
elastic connective tissue. 

After this necessarily brief account of the different t5rpes 
of muscles we turn again to our study of the vaginal organ. 
This muscular duct or tube is covered internally throughout 
with pink mucous membrane of a rather tough and firm 
consistency, but the walls are only about 4 mm. thick. 
This is really extremely tenuous : but there is enormous 
ductility and dilatability. This is quite specific and neces- 
sary in view of the demands placed on the organ at birth. 
Nevertheless, after such excessive expansion, the vaginal 
walls generally lose some of their elastic tension and the 
passage becomes wider and looser than before : this is 
unavoidable. 

The lower two-thirds of the vaginal walls, both anterior 
and posterior, are each, as it were, furnished with an oval 
cusion of crossing folds. The front is the most developed, 
increases in size towards the introitus, and even protrudes 
into it (Plate I, No. 12, black ; also black in Plate II). This 
cushion-shaped protuberance lends the lowest portion of the 
vagina a slight backward curve. An excessive development 
here, such as occurs often in pregnancy, can be mistaken for 
a prolapse of the front vaginal wall. The whole structme of 
oval pads and crosspieces or ridges, together with the 
remnants of the hymen, accentuated by the working of the 
levator and constrictor muscles, and the protrusion of the 
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bidbi vestibuli, is an apparatus for gripping and rubbing the 
male sexual organ, during and after its insertion or immis- 
sion into the vagina, and thus to produce the ejaculation of 
seed or sperm-cells, in the culmination of excitement, and 
at the same time, by pressure and friction, to ensure this 
orgasm (or acme of pleasure and ecstasy) in the woman also. 

In Plate II the vagina is depicted as an open hollow space. 
This is done for the sake of clearness, but is not strictly 
accurate. It only opens when some object — or even the air 
— ^presses into it, as I have explained in detail when describ- 
ing the introitus. Normally the two walls touch each other, 
or rather the front approaches and rests on the back surface, 
so that a diagonal section would give this) (outline. 

The upper portion of the vagina encircles and contains 
the drooping tip of the womb, the portio vaginalis uteri, 
closes the vagina, whose upper portion merges into it and 
is circular. It is known as the vaginal vault or fornix 
vagincB. As the womb lies obliquely to the direction of the 
vagina, and as the posterior or back wall of the passage is 
appreciably longer than the front, there are two distinct 
parts of the Vault or Fornix, the one flatter and lying in 
front of the portio {fornix anterior, laquear anterius, or 
anterior vaginal vault), and the other, much deeper, behind 
the portio : this is the Fornix posterior, Laquear posterius, 
or posterior vault, represented in Plate II under No. 17. 
When the woman lies on her back the posterior vault is the 
lowest part of the vagina, the male seed is deposited or at 
least collects there, and so it is also termed “ Receptaculum 
seminis** i.e., the seminal bag or purse. 

As shown in Plate II, this curve of the upper vagina 
is bounded above and behind by a deep pocket-like recess 
within the abdomen, called after the author who first 
described it, Cavum Douglasii, or Douglas* pouch, (In 
Plate II the Abdominal (5) and Douglas cavities (15) 
are both coloured pink), Douglas' pouch droops more or 
less far down between the vaginal vault and the forepart of 
the rectum (there is much individual difference in the rela- 
tive proportions here) — There is practical importance in the 
fact that these parts are only separated by a very thin wall 
of tissue, for the peritoneum is thin and sensitive and the 
vaginal wall more tenuous just there than anywhere else. 
In cases where the penis is disproportionately large and/or 
the vagina disproportionately small, and the man disregards 
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this and uses reckless force in coitus, there may be a lacera- 
tion or rupture here* which is excessively dangerous, owing to 
the sensitiveness of the peritoneum to infections and the 
bacterial contents of the normal vagina. 

Regarding the vagina, we may further observe that, 
though it contains no glands, its wils secrete a slight amount 
of fluid which contains lactic acid. The proportion of lactic 
acid secreted varies rhythmically, and this rhythm corre- 
sponds to the recurrent changes which we know as J:he pro- 
cesses of ovulation and menstruation, to which we shall refer 
presently in detail. Approximately midway between two 
menstrual courses (a time which coincides with ovulation or 
the expulsion of an egg-cell or ovum out of the ovary), the 
proportion of lactic acid in the vaginal secretions is at its 
minimum, i,e,, about 0*05 per cent. And this is specially 
important in view of the fact that male spermatozoa retain 
their vitality and mobility longest in a weak lactic solution 
(from 0-05 to o-i per cent.) and perish with relative ease 
in a stronger solution.^ 

This lactic acid in the vagina has also a protective function 
as a medium for various harmless or even beneficial micro- 
organisms or bacteria, and as an antidote and antiseptic 
against disease germs from outside. According to Zweifel, 
this auto-antisepsis, as we may term it, is particularly 
efficacious against infections during confinements. 

With this secretion there are normally mingled epithelial 
cells and some leucocytes (white blood corpuscles), so that 
in quite healthy genital conditions a slight amount of thin 
milk-white fluid is found in the vagina. Apart from 
menstruation, anything exceeding this, in quantity or 
consistency, e.g,, any slime or pus, must be regarded 
as morbid. A thick yellowish secretion is an unmistakable 
sign of disease. 

The vaginal walls absorb as well as secrete. Thus chemicals 
in contact with the vagina may be absorbed and incor- 
porated into the other bodily secretions. They circulate in 
the blood and in process of time, according to their specific 
nature, they pass out of the body, through the lungs, salivary 
glands or kidneys (as urine).

IDEAL MARRIAGE 


This absorbent quality of the vagina is not often fully 
appreciated. In chapter III I have referred to it in con- 
nection with the sperm, or semen. Here I will emphasise 
the fact that certain strong poisons, such as corrosive subli- 
mate, which are sometimes used as douches to prevent con- 
ception, are not absorbed without grave danger.^ 

During pregnancy this absorbency is increased owing to 
the greater blood supply of the genital organs. The walls 
are swollen, tender, and easily vulnerable, and bleed freely 
at the slightest scratch or bruise. Their colour darkens from 
pink to deep pmple. Similar changes take place in the 
external genitals ; the labia tnajora, owing to the expan- 
sion of the tissues and blood vessels, are usually slightly 
separated and the vulva more or less open. 

Finally, we must consider the changes in vulva and vagina 
with the advance of years. Generally they only become 
evident rather late in life (especially if the women continue 
sexual activity), although after several births a certain 
amount of “wear and tear" is very perceptible. The effects 
of frequent parturition are flattening of the pads in the 
vaginal walls and stretching and slackening of the passage 
itself. These can, however, be much diminished by the pre- 
cautions advised above (careful and timely sutures of even 
the smallest lacerations, and gymnastics of the pelvic 
muscles). 

The typical degenerative changes of old age involve loss 
of elasticity, flattening of the vaginal vault and shrinkage of 
its walls, which become perfectly smooth and very thin and 
even brittle : the passage contracts. There are correspond- 
ing changes in the vulva and introitus ; the bulbi vestibuli 
and Skene’s and Bartholin’s glands decrease in size and the 
adipose tissue of the labia majora shrivels, so that the 
whole outer genitals assume a wrinkled and worn out 
appearance. 

It is, of course, obvious that care must be taken to reckon 
with these changes, both in the pregnant and in the post- 
climacteric states. 

' As I write, I see an article in the Zentralblatt fur Gyndkologie, 1924, No. 
18. It mentions a case — which ended fatally — of characteristic sublimate 
poisoning, in an unmarried lady of twenty-five, who had introduced a 
pastille containing 0.5 gr. sublimate for contraceptive purppses. And 
refers to a similar case, after douching with the same chemical. (Ibid., 
1923, No. 6 .) 
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The uterus or womb (also sometimes called the mairix) has 
a more complicated and fundamental office than the ^^va 
or vagina. Nevertheless, we shall occupy less time and space 
in our description of the womb than of its accessory organs. 
For its main function is to receive the fertilised ovum out of 
the oviduct, to nest the ovum in the mucous membrane of 
its walls, to nourish and protect the product of conception 
till it sends the child forth into the light of day. Thus the 
womb is an organ of incubation and birth (reproduction), and 
a description of its functions belongs rather to a study of 
obstetrics than to the present work. 

The womb consists of a hollow pear-shaped -muscular 
structure (the muscles being smooth or “ involuntary ”), 
richly interwoven with elastic fibre and tissue lined inter- 
nally with mucous membrane {endometrium) and externally 
by the peritoneum. Its upper broader portion is called the 
corpus uteri, or body of the womb (Plate II, No. 14) ; the 
narrower lower portion is the cervix uteri or neck of the 
womb (No. 16). 

We have learnt to know the lowest third portion of the 
cervix as the portio vaginalis, which is like a tap protruding 
into the vagina and closing it from above. This we must 
treat in greater detail, as it plays an important role in the 
sexual act. It can be better described by a picture than in 
any words. In Plate IV we have the representation of the 
portio as it can be seen, at the furthest recess of the vagina, 
if the vaginal walls are separated by the fingers or a speculum. 
The organ depicted on the left is the portio of a nullipara, 
that is of a woman who has never borne children. On the 
right is that of a multipara or mother of several children, in 
natural size. The differences are conspicuous. In the &st 
case the portio is narrow and the ostium or mouth of the 
womb almost round. The portio of the multipara is thicker 
and more massive, and the ostium more or less wide, 
slightly open, with a horizontal fissure, from which scars (of 
lacerations) generally ray out on either side. Only therefore 
in the multipara does the ostium at all resemble a mouth : 
it is really more like lips than a mouth. But this term is 
always used professionally, and the edges of the ostium are 
called respectively the anterior and posterior lips of the 
uterus or womb. 

In the ostium a round drop or plug of mucus, which 
should be as clear as glass, is generally visible, slightly 
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protruding. It consists of a thick substance with an alkaline 
reaction, secreted by the cervical membranes. It is known 
in medical terminology after the first medical writer who 
described it, as the plug of Kristeller, or Kristeller’s mucus- 
plug, which is habitually shortened to “ the Kristeller.” It 
forms a stopper to the mouth of the womb ; but its function 
is double, for immediately after coitus it facilitates the 
entry of the spermatozoa into the womb. We shall later 
describe how this is effected. This mucous plug generally 
adheres so firmly to the neck of the womb and the 
ostium that it is difficult or impossible to remove it. 
Normally it is perfectly transparent or, at the most, clouded 
and milky-white. Any tinge of yellow in it is a danger- 
signal, and a drop of pus exuding from the womb instead 
of the Kristeller is a sign of morbid and inflammatory 
changes in the uterus and should be medically attended to 
at once. 

Finally we must observe the deeper recess of the “laquear 
posierius,” or posterior vaginal vault, which is visible on 
Plate IV below the posterior Up ; and the shallower 
front portion of the vault, or " laquear anterius,” which 
we have recognised from the brief preceding notes. But it is 
necessary to refer to Plate II in order to realise the exact 
proportions and position of the uterus. 

It must be clearly understood that the position of the 
womb, as depicted in Plate II, does not correspond to 
its usual position. In the diagram the uterus lies higher 
inside the abdomen than is actually the case, for its upper 
portion remains as a rule below the plane of the pelvis. This 
inaccuracy is partly intentional, in order to present a clear 
unimpeded view of the organs. But also, and principally, 
because both vagina and womb are depicted in approxi- 
mately the position and dilation into which the fully erected 
and inserted male organ would bring them. The vagina 
stretched to its full length, with parted walls, and the portio 
and whole uterus pressed upwards. 

Further, in actual fact, with a half-filled bladder, and 
empty closed vagina, the main body of the womb (corpus 
uteri) would be inclined more forwards, and upon the 
bladder the angle between corpus and cervix be more 
acute, and the anteflexion (forward cmve or inclination) 
as the normal position of the womb is called, much 
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more pronounced. And finally the portio would resume 
its slight backward trend, the moment it was no longer 
pressed upwards and hfted forwards by the anterior 
vaginal w^l, i.e., as soon as the phallos had withdrawn 
from the vagina ; and therewith the ostium uteri would 
curve slightly backwards and towards the posterior vault 
or receptaculumy whilst the empty and relaxed vagina is 
again inclined slightly backwards, and its walls again close 
together. 

These then are the distinctive differences between the 
normal (empty) and the coital positions of uterus and-vagina. 
They have been represented in the coital position as appro- 
priate to a work on the physiology of marriage, and also 
because elucidation becomes thereby easier and more 
complete. 

Obviously the uterus, like other sex organs, possesses 
considerable mobility. And it can be displaced, more or 
less seriously, through various causes. We have already 
mentioned one agency that presses it upwards. There are 
other agencies of displacement : e,g,, the muscles of the 
abdomen can strain or force it downwards ; an overloaded 
bowel can force the womb forwards, and a full bladder can 
press it backwards. Moreover, the womb is subject to 
various gravitational stresses and strains, in various atti- 
tudes of the woman. And this uterine mobility is not 
confined to the organ as a whole, and in regard to its 
neighbouring organs, but extends to its degree of inclina- 
tion and to the angle of corpus and cervix. In addition 
to this wide and quite normal range of mobility, 
there are numerous lesions, or injurious displacements 
which occur very often, so we may realise how delicately 
balanced, how unstable is the mutual relationship of 
the interior genitals, to each other and the adjacent 
parts. 

And yet this equilibrium is preserved. How } 

Through the suspensory muscles of the uterus, a complex 
structure of elastic involuntary ligaments, which support as 
well as suspend. 

They comprise (i) The two rounded motherbands " or 
ligamenta rotunda, which extend from either side of the 
upper part of the uterus, are covered by the peritoneum, 
and pass in wide curves, to the groins and thence to the 
pubis and base of the labia majora. 
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(2) The second pair of muscles is the sacro uterine (or 
ligamenta sacro uterina), which owing to their immensely 
powerful retractile sinews and fibres, are also known as 
musculi retractores uteri. They begin at the highest portion 
of the uterus, and behind (at the angle of corpus and cervix), 
stretch out on either side, under the peritoneum, encircle 
Douglas' cavity and the rectum, and are attached firmly on 
either side of the pelvis, behind. 

As these retractor ligaments are important in coitus, as 
well as in pregnancy and birth they have been included in 
Plate III. They draw the lower part of the uterus 
upward and backward, which specially promotes the return 
of the womb to its normal position of anteflexion, as well as 
prevents prolapse in the enormous downward pressure of 
later pregnancy and labour. 

The third pair of suspensory muscles passes from either 
side of the womb, downwards, to the inner sides of the pelvis. 
These so-called ligamenta lata or broad muscles, consist of 
an extension of the peritoneum, containing the nerves and 
blood vessels which supply the uterus, from both sides of the 
body. 

But these three powerful sets of ligaments would not 
suffice to suspend the uterus securely. The most efficient 
agent here is the cushion-like elastic muscular tissue at the 
base of the ligamenta lata, around the cervix, which spreads 
out like a cushion, before, behind, above and below. 

The investigations of Ed. Martin of Elberfeld, have 
demonstrated, that this protective structure makes it pos- 
sible for the pelvic organs, especially uterus and vagina, to 
respond pliantly to every sudden or prolonged abdominal 
pressure — ^lifting, straining or bearing down '' coughing, 
etc. — ^without permanent dislocations. They spring back 
elastically into their pristine positions, so long as the pro- 
tective mechanism is still intact. 

But this elasticity can be permanently impaired, if it is 
subjected to too great a strain. Therefore it is necessary to 
employ remedial measures against such a strain. This can 
be done by re-enforcing the solidity of the pelvic floor, 
against which the pelvic contents are forced, by increased 
pressure from above. Thus there are two requisites for 
preserving the normal position of the pelvic organs : a 
suspensory structure whose elasticity is still intact, and a 
whole and firm support, vigorous and adequate pelvic floor 
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muscles. Both these must contribute and co-operate, if 
the pelvic organs are not to suffer.^ 

The cavity of the womb, or cavum uteri (coloured blue in 
Plate II.), is about 7 cm. in length in nulliparae, and over 
8 cm. in women who have already borne children. Vertic- 
ally it occupies very little space. But diagonally it may be 
described as a triangle, whose base is the fundus uteri. The 
apex of the triangle is directed downward, and lies just at 
the angle between corpus and cervix, where it forms an 
extremely narrow orifice into the cervix itself. This orifice 
is at the most 3 mm. wide. The cervix at its other extremity, 
of course, opens into the vagina, by the ostium uteri=—som^- 
times called ostium externum, to distinguish it from the 
contraction at the junction of cervix and corpus, which is 
termed the ostium internum uteri. At corners of the tri- 
angular area, which are known as the Fallopian angles, the 
body of the womb again contracts into excessively narrow 
orifices, which give access on either side, to the Fallopian 
tubes, oviducts, or salpinges. 

The cavity of the womb is lined with a mucous membrane 
rich in secretory glands, which has most important functions 
to perform in nesting and nourishing the fertilised ovum. 
These functions involve extensive changes in the uterus 
itself. 

Every lunar month (of four weeks) the womb prepares 
itself to fulfil its office, and in this preparation it undergoes 
considerable change. If this preparatory process is in 
vain, as no ovum is fertilized — ^it is automatically obliterated 
and dissolved, as rapidly as possible, and the mucous secre- 
tions are expelled together with a considerable amount of 
blood and sanguineous fluid. This is the recurrent men- 
struation or monthly period. After the monthly period, 
only the lowest layer of mucous membrane or epithelium is 
left in the womb. It remains in repose, until it feels the 
impetus which prepares it to receive another ovum. If this 
also is in vain, and fertilisation (conception or impregnation) 
does not occur, the epithelial cells and secretions are once 
more expelled, in another period. Thus throughout the 
years of sexual maturity the phenomenon repeats itself in a

have recommended above. 
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recurrence which forms the menstrual or monthly cycle ; 
unless it is interrupted and fulfilled by pregnancy. 

We shall discuss menstruation in det^ in the next 
chapter, in association with the simultaneous rhythmic 
changes in the vital processes of woman, and in its depend- 
ence on the fimction of the ovaries. 

The muscular wall of the uterus is about i to cm. 
through ; it is thickest in the body of the womb. The 
whole hollow muscle of the womb is enormously powerful ; 
it has to expel the child in the convulsions of birth. For 
this supreme ofiice it has been prepared during pregnancy to 
such a degree — by the increase of muscular tissue — that the 
organ has increased in weight from 50 to 70 gm. (50 in 
nidliparae, 60 to 70 in multiparae) to between 900 and 1,200 
immediately following birth. 

But even in the non-pregnant state the uterus can expel 
blood and epithelial cells with great force. Its muscular 
fibres extend in all directions, but mainly from the mouths 
of the tubes towards cervix and portio. 

The uterus automatically rejects and tries to expel any- 
thing except the product of conception (embryo, or foetus) 
before it is ripe for birth ; and either a solid body or an 
accumulation of liquid is pressed down and out. Moreover, 
the muscle automatically contracts in response to stimuli 
conveyed through the blood or nerves. 

The idios5nicrasy or special peculiarity of uterine spasms 
or contractions is that they begin slightly, increase in force, 
remain for a short time at maximum intensity, and then die 
away. Then, after an interval of repose, they begin again. 
This specific quality is most marked in childbirth (labour 
pains), but can also be verified outside and apart from 
pregnancy. 

Moreover, strong uterine contractions are accompanied by 
a peculiar and unique kind of pain. The acute and terrifjdng 
nature of this pain, not only at births but on other occasions, 
is well known to women. 

Only slighter contractions, especially those which meet 
with no resistance, are painless, or even imperceptible. 
Fortunately, this is the case with the uterine spasm or 
paroxysm at the supreme moment of sexual intercourse. 

Externally, the womb is covered by the peritoneum or 
peritoneal membrane. Only the narrow strips on either side 
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where the ligamenta lata are attached and the lower outer 
surface of the uterus are not covered by the peritoneum. 

In Plate II. it is clearly shown that the peritoneum 
does not extend as far down in front as behind, and also that 
in front it does not reach the vaginal wall. It is closely 
wrapped and sheathed round the womb by the supporting 
muscles, but at the front, between uterus and bladder, it is 
loose, and forms a pouch or fold — ^the utero-vesical fold. On 
this particular area the peritoneum can be moved to one 
side.^ To the forepart of the body, the peritoneiim covers 
the greater part of the upper surface of the bladd^, and 
continues over the front inner abdominal wall above the 
s3miphysis. 

We have already mentioned the posterior peritoneal fold 
in the lowest part of Douglas’ pouch. From there the 
peritoneum extends over the front of the spinal column and 
the sides of the abdominal wall. 

In short, this very thin transparent membrane lines the 
abdominal cavity, and also covers the entraik. And the 
inner genitalia, with the exception of the vagina, lie within 
the peritoneal cavity, supported and covered by a duplicate 
of the peritoneum which extends throughout the pelvis. In 
Plate II. I have endeavoured to represent them as clearly as 
possible, for the exact mutual positions are somewhat com- 
plicated. It should be understood that the area coloured 
pink (the lower peritoneal cavity) is filled by the intestines, 
which surround the genitals on all sides. 

The close vicinity of genitals and peritoneum is very 
important, for the accessibility of the genitals to the outside 
world and their activity may transmit infections of various 
kinds into the deepest recesses of the body. 

The oviducts or tubes (Plate II., No. ii), are joined to the 
uterus on either side. They consist of ducts, between 
10 and 15 cm. long, and curving outwards towar(k the sides 
of the abdomen. At the junction with the uterus they are 
incredibly narrow, but become enlarged gradually towards 
the sides.® Nevertheless, throughout they are relatively 
slender, and very delicate and pliant. 

^ Thus in the diagram, the white strip between the red uterus and 
the reddish peritoneum does not imply that there is an appreciable layer 
of connective tissue here, but it is left for the sake of clarity. 

* Hence the name Salpinges (Greek for trumpets). 
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The tubes are enclosed and supported by the upper free 
rims of the ligamenta lata. Their lateral, curved and cone- 
shaped portion lies independently in the abdominal cavity. 
In appearance the delicate longitudinal folds and numerous 
deep red fringes of the tubes recall a carnation in flower. 

Thus we see that there is access, continuous though 
indirect, between the outer sexual orifice or introitus and the 
abdominal cavity. This is significant, although, of course, 
we must remember that there are obstacles in the close 
approach of the vaginal walls in the mucous plug of Kris- 
teller, and the slight fluid secreted by the tubes. But if 
liquid is injected into the vagina or the uterus, it can pene- 
trate into the tubes, and from thence reach the peritoneal 
cavity ; and as the peritoneum is highly absorbent, poison- 
ing (toxic effects) or inflammations, local or even general 
(peritonitis), may ensue. 

The interior of the tubes has numberless longitudinal 
folds and creases, and the most delicate microscopic hairs or 
fringes, which are incessantly moving, waving and flickering 
in the direction of the uterus. These epithelial cells never 
cease to quiver throughout the life of the organism, and thus 
they act as miniature pumps for a capillary current which 
flows from the abdomen towards the womb. This capillary 
current helps to perform the special function of the tubes, 
namely, to bring together the male and female elements in 
generation (spermatozoa and ova), and to transport the 
fertilised ova into the womb. And the capillary current is 
of assistance to impregnation in two ways : its action on ova 
and spermatozoa is complementary, but exactly opposite. 

The capillary current and waving fringes draw the ovum, 
as it leaves the ovary, into the cone-shaped abdominal 
openings of the tubes, where it receives fertilisation, and 
then waft it along to the uterus, where it is embedded and 
nourished. And, on the other hand, the outward move- 
ment and suction in the tubes excites the sperm-cells, or 
spermatozoa, to vigorous counter-efforts : for it is a special 
peculiarity of these tiny cells, which have a capacity for 
independent movement, that they swim by preference against 
the current, and they must move upwards and inwards, in the 
direction of the ovary. 

Thus the capillary current in the oviducts unites the two 
contrasting and complementary cells which seek one another. 
Meeting of two such cells, or fertilisation or conception. 
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generally occurs in the curved lateral portion of the oviduct ; 
here the ovum develops for the first week, and is carried 
along the tube and deposited in the uterus. The peristaltic 
muscles of the oviducts, which are in constant slight motion, 
mainly in the direction of the uterus, of course help the 
transport and suction of the fertilised ovum. (See Sobotta 
and Mikulicz-Radecki especially: the latter in Centralhlatt 
fur Gyndkologie, Nos. 30 and 42.) 

The ovaries, like the tubes, are duplex or bilateral organs ; 
they are oval in shape, and lie almost vertically, with 
the short ends uppermost. They are between 3 and 5 cm. 
long, and 3 cm. broad, and J to cm. thick. Their 
consistency is elastic but very firm, and their upper 
surface subject to periodical irregularities, because of the 
formation and maturing of the Graafian follicles containing 
the ova. 

The short, curved upper ends of the ovaries and both 
surfaces lie inside the abdominal cavity. One flat, longi- 
tudinal surface is attached to the ligamenia lata at the back, 
on each side ; moreover, the ovaries have their own muscle 
which attaches them to the uterine rim at the side, and 
another (the ligamentum suspensorium ovarii), which is 
marked in Plate II. as No. 9, and attaches them to the 
pelvic wall, so that, although their position shifts slightly, 
they are held in place. The openings of the tubes lie in the 
immediate vicinity of the posterior rims of the ovaries, and 
the central portion of their surfaces. 

In the ovaries the countless egg-cells, or ova, are formed 
and then extruded or expelled. 

This process is continuous. Recurrently, tiny follicles or 
pouches are formed, full of a liquid substance, and containing 
the single ovum. In a period of four weeks the follicles 
ripen, alternately in the right ovary or the left — ^it is, 
however, not certain that this activity is in constant and 
regular rotation between the two sides. The folhcles ripen 
till they are ready to burst, and they are called after the 
scientist who first discovered the whole process (Rejnier de 
Graaf, who died in Delft, 1673), the Graafian follicles. They 
grow till they reach the upper surface of the ovaries, which 
becomes curved and bulges forward till it bursts under the 
pressure of the distended follicle, which may reach the 
dimensions of a small cherry. The fluid, sprayed forth 
from the bursting follicle, carries the egg or ovum (which 
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is only i mm. in diameter) into the abdominal cavity, 
in the neighbourhood of the mouth of the tube ; and 
the suction here carries it unto the oviduct, as described 
above. 

But the burst follicle has not ceased its functional activity. 
It develops a series of protuberances, and becomes a glan- 
dular body of a pronounced yellow colour, called from this 
yellowness, the corpus luteum. This ovarian product 
excretes substances which are poured into the blood, and 
profoundly influence the whole organism, as well as the 
mucous membranes lining the uterus. If pregnancy follows 
the expulsion of the ovum, the corpus luteum extends and 
develops during some months. If no conception occurs, the 
corpus luteum is dissolved and dispersed, after a brief 
efiiorescence, leaving only a minute scar on the upper 
surface of the ovary. 

As each follicle takes four weeks to ripen, the majority of 
these very numerous structures do not attain full maturity. 
They pass into the stage of involution or demolition, and their 
component cells assume glandular characteristics. But these 
cells also secrete and excrete substances which are absorbed 
into the blood, and affect all the vital processes : in this they 
are aided by the interstitial tissue of the ovaries (endocrine 
secretions). 

Thus the ovaries are organs with a twofold secretion : 
external {ova) and internal. 

The external secretion is periodic and recurrent. The 
internal is partly recurrent, but also, to some extent, con- 
tinuous. 

We have alluded, in our second chapter, to the importance 
of these secretions and functions in determining sexual 
impulses. We must now consider how they influence 
menstruation, and the whole organism and activities of the 
adult woman. 
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SEXUAL PHYSIOLOGY OF THE ADULT WOMAN 

III. Ovarian Activity, Rhythm of Vital Manifestations in 
the Female Organism, and Menstruation 

The questions which we must now approach are extra- 
ordinarily complex, not only because of the intricate pro- 
cesses involved, but also because many of the factors are 
extremely difficult to understand, and some of the main 
elements are not yet understood at aU. 

Nevertheless, we must try to form a clear and correct 
idea of ovarian activity ; for a woman's main physical 
manifestations, and, to some extent also, her mental and 
emotional life, are not only affected hut determined by these 
organs. 

Propter solum ovarium, mulier est, quod est " ; that is : 
Only by and through her ovaries, is a woman that which 
she is. 

And we shall see how much truth there is in this old 
aphorism. 

What is the exact double function of these organs ? We 
shall, for the sake of clearness, refer in future to them as 
“ the ovary,** although they are double in structure as in 
office. 

It is twofold : to produce the ova, or female gonad 
(reproductive cell) ; and to protect and promote its develop- 
ment. 

We already know a good deal about the first process (of 
secretion of ova and their expulsion), thanks largely to 
methods of microscopy. 

Nevertheless, there are difficulties here still. When is 
an ovum expelled ? Does this occur regularly, at constant 
intervals ? And how is ovulaiion (expulsion of ovum) 
related to the discharge of blood every four weeks from the 
uterus ? 
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Menstruation is obviously very important, because of its 
conspicuous regularity, and its association with the non- 
pregnant state. Always and everywhere, in medical 
practice and everyday hfe, women and doctors have relied 
on menstruation as a signal, announcing by its appearance 
or cessation, the most important processes in the genital 
organs. We shall take the menstrual period as our time 
measure in tracing the phases of the reproductive function 
as well as of many of the other organic activities. We 
will divide the four-weekly, or lunar monthly cycle, into 
which the life of a normal adult woman in the non-preg- 
nant state naturally and rhythmically falls, into phases 
beginning with the first day after the menses have ceased, 
and ending with the twenty-eighth after which they again 
appear. 

On which day then, of the four weeks, does ovulation 
occur ? The answer to this question is important in practice 
as well as theory. For, as the days immediately following 
ovulation are obviously the most favourable to impreg- 
nation, great stress has been laid on discovering them exactly, 
but without reaching any universal and reliable results. Of 
recent years, however, we have attained fuller knowledge 
here, especially following abdominal and pelvic operations. 
Such operations have been undertaken, not necessarily for 
the special purpose of ovarian research, but for removing 
injuries to other neighbouring pelvic organs or growths, 
etc., in the generative organs, and have been spread 
over rather wide periods of time and not confined to 
special phases of the monthly cycle. They have been 
supplemented by precise observations on women in whom 
the maturity of the Graafian follicle was in some way 
or another demonstrable. As a result of this research, so 
much knowledge has been attained that I consider it 
justifiable, with certain reservations, to describe the process 
in the following terms : 

About two days before menstruation begins, and an un- 
fertilised ovum has perished, a fresh Graafian follicle begins 
to mature in the ovary. This ripening proceeds steadily, 
and according to my individual observations, confirmed 
by others, the process lasts till the eleventh, twelfth or 
thirteenth day between the monthly periods. Earlier or 
later ovulation is possible, and the earlier ovulation may 
especially occur under the stimulation of coitus, but on 
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the whole it is probably true to assume both as the 
normal and the average {or most frequent) day, for the 
bursting of the follicle and release of the ovum — the twelfth 
of the interval between menstrual periods. The ovum is 
drawn into the oviduct, remains alive for about fifteen 
days, and, if not fertilised, perishes. Immediately a 
new follicle begins to develop, and another cycle 
begins. 

The ovary is in constant fermenting tension, owing to the 
incessant ripening of little follicles. This tension is in- 
creased by the secretion of liquid in the tiny bladder of the 
Graafian follicle. The tension increases to a maximum 
just before this follicle bursts, and then abruptly falls. 
The amount of liquid is considerable, and its expulsion 
causes a decrease of tension in the whole organ, probably to 
something below the degree existing before the development 
of the Graafian follicle. This tension then slowly grows 
again, as another follicle matures, until this new cycle 
ceases, and another vital wave rolls in. 

Thus tension follows and is followed by relaxation. In 
some women the organic tension of the ovaries is mani- 
fested in an intense desire for coitus (sexual intercourse) 
during the days just before the follicle bursts. I alluded 
to this in the second chapter. 

In order to appreciate the complex mechanism by which 
Nature attains the reproduction and preservation of the 
species, we must bear in mind these separate but interlocking 
factors : — 

(1) The possibility that sexual intercourse in the days 
preceding the bursting of the ripe follicle, can give an 
impetus to ovulation, both through congestion, increase of 
tension, and possibly by direct vibration. 

(2) The fact that at this time the vaginal secretions have 
just the slight amount of acidity which favours the pre- 
servation of the spermatozoa. 

(3) The further fact that immediately following ovulation, 
both the internal genital organs and the whole body are in 
the most suitable condition to offer the released ovum the 
best chances of survival. 

Thus we realise in outline the processes by which the 
ovary fulfils its first function, in co-operation with the other 
genitals. 

This rhythmic wave of activity, in the maturing of the 
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follicle and tension of the ovary, is indicated by the lowest 
(black) line in Plate V. 

What of the second ovarian function ? 

How does the ovary protect the expelled ova ? 

By producing, throughout the bo(hly organism, the best 
possible conditions for its preservation, conservation, 
and evolution. 

Its agent is the glandular portion known as the corpus 
luteum. It is a gland whose secretions are internal, for it is 
ductless, and pours its product directly into the blood, which 
carries them to the appropriate and effective directions. 
Moreover, the corpus luteum is not a gland whose operation 
is continuous. Each corpus luteum is in active existence so 
long as the ovum, to which it belongs and for which it 
functions, also exists, and then for another eight days, 
during which it is demolished and dispersed. If the ovum 
is fertilised the corpus luteum persists, and becomes much 
larger than in cases where pregnancy does not supervene. 
But if the ovum dies unfertilised the corpus luteum dimi- 
nishes at once, and its characteristic influence subsides. But 
meanwhile a fresh corpus luteum is developing, for the 
process of this development begins at once with the growth 
of a new Graafian follicle. And with the explosion of the 
follicle and its transformation into the corpus luteum, the 
action of its endocrine (or internal) secretion becomes 
evident. We cannot define with complete precision how 
far this activity progresses day by day, as can easily be 
understood in the case of internal and invisible organs like 
the ovaries. Nevertheless, the investigations of L. Fraenkel, 
R. Schrdder, R. M^er, and many others, have given enough 
data to enable us to say that the corpus luteum probably 
develops rapidly in the first four days, and more slowly 
during the next four, so that it is in full efflorescence after 
eight days. During the following six or more, generally 
seven days, the corpus luteum is in full activity, and even 
expands slightly, \mtil, with the extinction of the ovum, it 
al^ becomes superfluous. Rapid dissolution sets in at 
once, and after another eight days it has so diminished as to 
be no longer functional. All this is represented by the 
yellow line in Plate V., which reproduces growth and 
decline of the corpus luteum, as well as the corresponding 
variations in its activity. If we compare the lower black 
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line with the yellow, we see that these waves of development 
follow one another continuously ; a new corpus lutemn 
begins as soon as the follicle explodes, and a new follicular 
wave emerges as soon as the yellow subsides. 

And the summits of these internal tides are the expulsion 
and extinction of the ovum. Regarding the interaction of 
the two processes, we only know that the corpus luteum 
checks and prevents the formation of a fresh follicle, because 
(in teleological terms) such a fresh follicle is unnecessary, so 
long as the preliminary changes for the reception and con- 
servation of the ovum which has just been extruded are taking 
place. The extinction or expulsion of the ovum from the 
human body puts an end to the corpus luteum, which at 
once diminishes the amount of its specific secretion and 
grows smaller. Thus the check on the formation of a fresh 
follicle is removed, and such formation begins forthwith. 
Another ovum begins to grow. 

But what exactly is the impetus given by the follicular 
explosion to the growth of the corpus luteum ? And how 
does the extinction of the ovum initiate the decline of the 
corpus luteum ? 

Perhaps we may answer the first query by presupposing 
a special reaction of the serum in the blood to the liquid 
injected into the abdominal cavity when the follicle explodes. 

An analogous answer to the second question has been pro- 
pounded, but I fear this is too far an excursion into purely 
speculative territory, and prefer to place on record here, for 
the present, only a great note of interrogation. 

An equally vigorous — ^if not more vigorous — exercise of 
activity by the corpus luteum causes the membranous lining 
of the womb to proliferate and develop in order to afford a 
resting place and nourishment to the ovum. Under the influ- 
ence of the ovarian secretions, the membranes of the uterus, 
hitherto small in extent amd comparatively passive, begin 
to increase and form the typical structures of pregnancy. 
This increase amounts to a positive proliferation of tissue. 
Its phases were first described and their significance revealed 
in 1907 by Hitschmann & Adler in Vienna : and fully 
elucidated through the exhaustive and exact microscopic 
observations of F. Driessen in Amsterdam. I have expressed 
numerically and geometrically, by means of curves, the re- 
sults he recorded in the chief gynaecological joum^ of the 
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Netherlands, in 1915^ (Nederlandsch Tydschrifi voor Verlos- 
kunde en Gynacologie), The curve of development for the 
uterine membranes is shown by the red line in Plate V. 
It emerges from a phase of latency or passivity, begins to 
rise on the second day after the emergence of the corpus 
luteum, and follows the steady increase of the corpus luteum's 
fimctional activity, a little behindhand, as the mucous mem- 
brane cells (epithelial cells) take time to grow. During 
this period of efflorescence the two curves correspond in a 
striking degree, and both reach their maximum on the same 
day. Immediately after the powerful stimulus exerted by 
the corpus luteum ceases, the curve of evolution in the 
uterine membranes also declines, and reverts, within a few 
days to its latent stage. 

And shortly after this decline, after one, two, three or four 
days, but generally after two days, menstruation begins. 

This is heralded locally by the dissolution and expulsion 
of the greater part of the freshly grown mucous membrane, 
accompanied by the secretion of a thin blood-stained fluid, 
which may be full of blood, until the cessation of the menses. 
For the whole organism its significance is greater. It must 
be considered as one manifestation of a general bodily relexa- 
tion and reaction. We shall deal mere fully with this aspect 
further on. 

The red-dotted line also represents the results of Driessen's 
investigation of the mucous membranes, reduced to numerals 
and curves, by the present writer. It visualises the secre- 
tion of glycogen in the uterine membranes. Glycogen, as 
the intermediate stage between sugar and carbohydrates, 
constitutes an important reserve of nourishment ; its con- 
centration and conservation in the cavity destined to receive 
and contain the impregnated ovum may therefore be regarded 
as part of the preparation for pregnancy. This curve, on the 
whole, runs paraUel to the red line, rises two days after the 
formation of the corpus luteum, follows the functional 
activity of the corpus luteum, and drops abruptly as soon 

' Driessen designates the grades of evolution in the mucous membranes 
with the letters a, b, c, and d. I have used here the numerals i to 4, bear- 
ing in mind that Uiese membranes never wholly disappear, but exist, though 
latent, in stage i. I calculated the daily average from the many data 
brought forward . by Driessen for each day. From these single daily 
averages, I then derived the mean average, by Bloxam's method. The 
figures for each day were added to those of the preceding and succeeding 
days and divided by 3. This method eliminates chance variations, so far 
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as the yellow body of the ovary begins to diminish and 
disperse.^ 

The sexual organs furthest from the central structures, 
namely the breasts, share immistakably in the cyclic curve : * 
they too follow the three stages initiated by the corpus 
luteum ; ascent, summit, and decline. Rosenburg has proved 
this by his microscopic-anatomical investigations of breasts 
at different stages in the menstrual cycle. He also demon- 
strated these changes in a curve, which is reproduced un- 
changed, as the blue line in Plate V. This blue line is 
inserted at the top of the diagram, as the breasts only subside 
and relax to a slight degree, but remain in evidence through- 
out the cycle. Like the changes in the uterine membranes, 
initiated by the corpus luteum, the glandular enlargements 
and tensions within the breasts, described by Rosenburg, are 
to be regarded as preliminary to the transformations typical 
of pregnancy. Thus Nature, determining woman’s organism, 
expects fertilisation of every ovum as it leaves the ovary. 
On each occasion she prepares for the changes which would 
follow such fertilisation. And on each occasion, when 
fertilisation does not occur, and the purposes of Nature are 
frustrated, the preparations are demolished and dispersed. 

It is universally known that the breasts swell just before 
the menstrual flow begins ; they become tense and hard, 
and even sometimes quite painful. But this phenomenon is 
not identical with the gradual changes in the breasts between 
periods, as described by Rosenburg. First of all, the two 
processes do not coincide, in time. And secondly, the per- 
ceptible enlargement just before the menses is much too 
rapid to be part of the twenty-eight days' cycle. 

It cannot be said with certainty whether the cyclical 
changes described by Rosenburg can be consciously felt ; per- 
haps by some women and not by others. But the normal 
brief enlargement before the menses, which is distinctly 

' In delineating this curve, I have followed the same methods as with 
the preceding. But as the uterine mucous membranes never entirely 
disappear, but the glycogen does, the latter has an O instead of Driessen*s 
letter a to show its non-existence. Thus Driessen's D corresponds here 
to the numeral 3, instead of as in the red line, to 4 : and the whole curve 
designates a lower amount of substance. Finally, it may be pointed out 
that Driessen*s investigations covered the interval from the first day to the 
twenty-eighth. But in order to make matters clear, I have prolonged the 
curve, in both directions. Thus the portions relating to days, 25 to 6, 
have been duplicated.

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perceptible, is probably due to increased blood supply and 
dilation of the smaller blood-vessels. This may occur, not 
only in the course of endocrine (chemical) processes, but as 
reflex action, through the nerves. 

A good example of such causation and an illuminating in- 
stance of the probable answer to the problems we are here 
discussing is foimd in the rapidly subsiding enlargement of 
the breasts which many women experience just midway 
between two monthly courses, i.e., immediately before the 
rupture of a Graafian follicle. 

In this case we may certainly rule out any actual increase 
of glandular tissue. Nevertheless, the breasts swell. They 
swell because of congestion of blood, due to the tension in 
the ovaries, which at that precise moment is acute (see the 
lower black curve in Plate V). This congestion is often 
pronounced in the uterus as well. P. Strassmann gave an 
object-lesson on the effect of ovarian tension by injecting 
gelatine into the ovary. This could only act mechanically, 
by increased pressure, but it produced a similar congestion. 

We have seen that the ovarian function has an extensive 
powerful influence in the genital sphere. Its influence on 
the entire feminine organism is equally important. We shall 
consider this in detail. 

In 1875 it was observed and recorded by Mary Pidnam 
Jacobi, followed by the Essay of Goodman,^ and confirmed 
and extended since then by a large number of investigators, 
that the most important vital functions of the sexually 
adult woman show regular variations of intensity within a 
definite period. 

An intense and active phase preceding the monthly flow 
is followed by a weaker phase of relaxation, corresponding to 
the menses. Then there is a gradual increase again, a cul- 
mination, and descent, and if impregnation is not achieved, 
the same process repeats itself throughout sexual maturity, 
generally with remarkable regularity and punctuality at 
intervals of four weeks. 

This monthly cycle of increase, summit and decrease has 
been proved to affect bodily temperature, heart action, blood 
pressure, muscular power, the excretion of urine, the process 
of assimilation, and, as we have seen of late years, the signifi- 
cant organs of sex. And signs still appear and multiply that

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in many other vital manifestations of woman the same rule 
of periodic tension and relaxation may be demonstrated. 
It is, indeed, like the ebb and flow of the sea irnder the waxing 
and waning of the moon. 

In a monograph published in 1904,^ “ On the Connection 
between Ovarian Activity, Cychcsil Periodicity, and the 
Menstrual Flow,” I pointed out that the periodicity referred 
to can be most easily verified in the changes of bodily tem- 
perature, which follow an obvious curve, parallel to that of 
other vital functions, and may be taken as representative 
of the rest. Further, I demonstrated that this is best shown 
by the early morning temperature, which if takenthe first 
thing on awakening, and at the same time daily, is least 
likely to be influenced by such extraneous factors as muscular 
movement, digestive processes, and so on. The results 
should then be checked by Bloxam’s Method (see above), 
i.e., the mean temperature for each day should be added to 
that of the previous and succeeding days and the total 
divided by three ; this will further eliminate the influences 
of temporary conditions and events, on the direction of the 
curve. I published such example curves in the monograph 
referred to, and since then have received numerous other 
data on the early morning temperature of women and girls. 

Any medical man can confirm these observations by per- 
suading an accurate, conscientious, healthy and sexually 
mature woman, who leads a regular life, to take her bodily 
temperature with a reliable thermometer every morning 
after waking, and note down the result. But the adjectives 
I have used here are no empty phrases. The qualities they 
denote are, on the contrary, absolutely indispensable in order 
to reach dependable results. I emphasised this in 1904, but 
would again lay stress on these requisites, as since then in- 
vestigators have neglected them and been imable in conse- 
quence to verify the cyclic curve. 

I would even give additional emphasis to my previous 
remarks and add that the woman who makes the test should 
be a person of some education and comfort in the home ; for 
I seldom succeeded in getting particulars which could be of 
use from women of the poorer classes in spite of very precise 
instructions. T hese instructions must, of course, never indicate 
the results expected I Moreover, the temperatures of patients 
in women’s wards of hospitals are unreliable, both for the 
^ by F. Bohn's successors in Haarlem. 
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reason mentioned above, and because the early morning 
hour in a hospital ward is the most bustling and unrestful 
of the whole twenty-four ! And such patients are indeed far 
from normally healthy ! 

The views I expressed twenty years ago on the cyclic curve 
of the feminine functions, menstruation and ovarian activity, 
as revealed in the variations of bodily temperature, need a 
certain amount of revision at the present date. For since 
then our knowledge has been enriched on two fundamental 
matters : concerning the significance of the corpus luteum 
and its endocrine secretions — ^mainly thanks to the researches 
of L. Fraenkel and von Born ; and concerning the recurrent 
prohferation of the uterine mucous membrane, which cul- 
minates in the menstrual discharge, and has been studied 
by Hitschmann, Adler, and more recently by Driessen. 
We have already discussed the interaction of these two 
functions, as shown in the curves of the red and yellow lines 
in Diagram V. 

Let us accordingly compare these curves with the black 
line which shows the morning temperature (checked by 
Bloxam's method), as representing the general vital manifesta- 
tions — ^in contradistinction to the genital or sexual. 

I have chosen this partictUar curve because it refers to a 
woman in whom it was possible to ascertain the exact day of 
the follicular rupture.^ 

A glance at the curve suffices. The black line of the 
general vital functions is not only parallel with the red 
uterine Une, but shows remarkable correspondence to the 

* This was possible because one of the ovaries was situated further down 
than usual, inside the Douglas cavity, and thus its expansion during the 
ripening of the ova was clearly and uncomfortably perceptible to its owner, 
as the enlarged ovary pressed on the narrow space in which it was sus- 
pended. The relaxation of pressure following the rupture of the Graafian 
follicle was felt as a pleasurable relief. Thus the woman herself could not 
only specify the day, but sometimes even the hour, at which ovulation took 
place ! Gynaecological examinations always confirmed this self-diagnosis. 
The tense dilation of the ovary (which I was able to verify by frequent 
examinations during several years in its unusuadly accessible position) 
and its decrease in size and compau*ative flacidity after ovulation, did not 
permit of any doubts. Sometimes these objective phenomena were 
observed without their subjective accompaniments, which may have been 
due to such circumstances as a comparatively empty bowel, or the exact 
position of the follicle on the ovary. 

I have had the opportunity to observe various analogous cases, and con- 
sider them veiy helpful in determining the exact time of ovulation, with- 
out operative interference and with considerable accuracy. In one such 
case, during a surgical operation, I was able to verify ^e statement that 
follicular rupture had just occurred, by the testimony of my own eyes. 
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movement of the yellow line of ovarian activity (in the 
corpus luteum). It follows the yellow line in the most exact 
sense of the word, as would be even more conspicuously 
shown if I had used the original (crude) variations instead 
of checking them by Bloxam's method.^ 

It is extremely probable, in curves which show a marked 
drop or dip, that this lowest portion denotes the day of 
ovulation, or follicular rupture.^ This was conspicuously the 
case in the woman whose temperature curve is shown in 
Plate V, and in similar cases. Even if absolutely complete 
data are not to hand, it was possible to get temperatures for 
a few days before and after ovulation, and the rise of tempera- 
ture on the succeeding days, together with its steady 
increase for some days, were unmistakable. 

I am certain of the following theses : that the sudden rise 
in bodily temperature does not only herald the functional 
activity of the corpus luteum {follicular rupture, ovulation) but 
is caused by this function. Summit or maximum temperature 
and decline are similarly dominated by the efflorescence and 
the dispersion of the corpus luteum. My former theory of the 
menstrual phenomena does not correspond to the latest 
results, therefore I cannot maintain it unaltered, but just as 
little can I close my eyes to the interaction between the 
various functions demonstrated by these curves. 

The corpus luteum by its specific secretions stimulates 
general vital processes, and causes increase or proliferation of 
the membranes lining the uterus. Contrariwise, the diminu- 
tion and cessation of its activity puts a brake on all the 
bodily processes, and disperses the extra uterine membranes 
which are expelled in the discharge, called menstruation. 

It could be conclusively proved that the determinant here 
is glandular secretion, and not nerve stimulus : proved by the 
results of castration, organic transplantation, and so forth, 
recorded in gynaecological literature. But to cite instances 
would claim too much time and space. 

I will bring forward two fmther testimonies that the 
general vital processes, represented and expressed by the 
bodily temperature, are determined by the activity of the 
corpus luteum.

The first proof is this : if in the course of a surgical opera- 
tion the corpus luteum is removed, menstruation residts — 
as Fraenkel has already shown — and the temperature imme- 
diately falls abruptly, the recurrent vital wave breaks off 
before its time. (There may be difficulties here, owing to 
rise of temperature owing to operation itself.) 

The second proof runs in the opposite direction : if the 
corpus luteum persists instead of perishing as the ovum 
becomes extinct, the temperature continues and does not 
fall. This is the case at the beginning of pregnancy. We 
have known, for some time, that the corpus luteum persists 
and even increases during the early months of pregnancy. 
We know, also, that menstruation stops. We have learnt 
more and more of the progressive evolution of the uterine 
membranes. Driessen has made us acquainted with the 
profuse glycogen secretion of the uterus in the early months. 
We know the breasts steadily expand ; and this is due to 
increased glandular tissue, as anatomical experiments teach us. 

Thus, if conception or impregnation occurs, the pre- 
menstrual vital crescendo of ovaries, breasts and uterus 
continues ; in the terms of our curves, if pregnancy begins, 
the yellow, the blue, and the two red lines, instead of sharply 
dropping on the sixteenth day after ovulation, keep at their 
maximum or even slowly ascend. 

We have not hitherto known that the same was true of the 
black line in our Plate V. (bodily temperature). But lam 
now in a position to reproduce the temperature curve of a 
young and healthy married woman, who menstruated with 
regularity at intervals of twenty-eight days, and who became 
pregnant for the first time while she was taking her daily 
temperature ; at my special request, she continued to take 
and record her temperature daily, till the labour pains 
began. Before pregnancy^ and again after childbirth, the 
rhythmic rise and fadl of vital processes were marked. After 
impregnation the monthly discharge ceased, and with it the 
sudden vital ebb. Temperature, curiously enough, remained 
till the end of the fourth month at the same meffium degree ; 
it sank gradually during the fifth and sixth months, and more 
rapidly in the seventh. It should be noted that a month in 
pregnancy means a menstrual month of four weeks, or 
twenty-eight days. 

At the beginning of the eighth month there is a new tem- 
perature level corresponding to the middle (mean ?) tem- 
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perature during menstruation, and persisting between twelve 
and fourteen weeks, till labour pains began — ^with remark- 
able stability. I regret that I cannot here reproduce my V 
curve chart of this case : it was almost ij metres long, but 
it is of such interest and significance that I have given it in 
abbreviated (or skeleton) form, together with a section of 
the original^ in Plate VI. 

This temperature curve of pregnancy corresponds to the 
state of the gravid corpus luteum (corpus luteum graviditatis), 
which remains in activity and expansion till the end of the 
fourth month, then slowly disappears. The curve of preg- 
nancy shows no four-weekly variations any more than the 
vital curve of the woman who has passed beyond sexual 
maturity, or of the girl who has not yet attained it, or of the 
man. The cyclical ascent and descent of the vital functions 
in sexually mature women, together with menstruation, 
which is a part of this cyclic movement, are wholly dependent 
on the activity of the ovaries. 

I have dealt with these processes in such detail because 
they are of the greatest importance in the daily life of 
women, and therefore in that of their husbands and those 
who are associated with them. 

For these intricate processes do not occur without becom- 
ing perceptible to the consciousness. Far from it : her 
physical comfort and mental efficiency, her powers of 
resistance to disease and difficulties in all ways, are strongly 
affected. Days of activity and serenity, full of spirit and 
sweetness, are followed by others conspicuously different. 

The equable and active days correspond to the ascent and 
summit of the vital wave* ; the others to the decline and ebb, 
that is to say, in the two days before the menstrual discharge 

1 This lower curve can be viewed as a second illustration of the normal 
rhythm, and also offers the chance of comparison with the line, corrected 
according to Bloxam's method. The skeleton curve was obtained by 
using Bloxam's Point for every fourth day. The case has other points of 
interest. The date of the sexual act which caused impregnation is known 
definitely, for it was the only occasion during that pai^cular period of 
time ; and the date of ovulation which preceded coitus by three days (on 
the twelfth day after the previous menstruation) is extremely probable. 
Birth pains began exactly 280 days after ovulation (ten lunar months) and 
not 280 days after the last recorded menstrual discharge, as has hitherto 
been assumed in obstetrical practice. 

* It is significant that most women feel especially vigorous and in good 
spirits, at the beginning of pregnancy. In the middle months, sooner or 
later, this ment^ and bodily health may be impaired, by disturbing 
influences of various kinds, incidental to pregnancy. 
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and throughout its duration. Also, often during the trough 
of the wave, especially when the slackening of vital processes 
is strongly marked. 

Physically, these times are characterised by a lesser degree 
of bodily endurance, activity and dexterity ; a tendency to 
exhaustion and malaise.^ Any morbid symptoms, otherwise 
latent, become conspicuous, and there is greater liability to 
infections. Psychically, in many women, the symptoms are 
even more obvious. Many who are otherwise vigorous and 
buoyant, feel depressed and apathetic ; others again are 
excessively irritable and excitable. Temper, hypersensi- 
tiveness, caprice, resentment, rapid changes of mood, 
liability to take offence unnecessarily appear, in women who 
are otherwise very free from these manifestations. These 
moods must be generally regarded as entirely normal, but 
they may also be accentuated to a dangerous degree or 
become positively morbid. Both the woman herself, her 
doctor, and her husband must take account of these bodily 
and psychic fluctuations, for they demand all possible self- 
control, tact, and mutual conjugal love. 

Women, in the recurrent struggle with themselves which 
they must go through at such times, should never lose sight 
of the double need of taking care of themselves, physically 
as much as possible, and avoiding all needless exertion and 
strain, while at the same time resolutely mastering their 
tongues and tempers, for painful difficulties and dangers may 
arise if they let themselves go." 

And they may profitably bear in mind the underlying, un- 
conscious physical cause of their psychic depression or irri- 
tability. When life appears unbearably dull or hard, the 
world hideous, and her fellow-beings hateful — or when she 
believes herself slighted, and is tempted to attack those she 
loves — let her call jm the picture of the rhythmic ebb and 
flow, to which her life is attuned, and then she can smile a 
little and dismiss gloom and bitterness with the thought : 

presently I shall see it in quite a different light." 

Yes — these are very difficult days for women. They are 
“ upset about nothing." But they can prove their dignity, 
their intelligence, and their love, by self-control. 

And men ? For the husband, there are two occasions 
(apart from pregnancy and abnormalities) in which tact,

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sympathy and self-control are urgently needed, if he is to 
be an expert in love and life. Namely, in the first days of 
married life, and in the first days of the monthly vital ebh. 
The second is much the harder test — ^because it perpetually 
recurs! — but surely not any less important than the first. 

Menstruation consists in a specific discharge of blood and 
mucus from the vagina, at regular intervals, in normal 
women during sexual maturity. It ceases at pregnancy. 
About 50 per cent, of all women do not menstruate while 
they are nursing at the breast (during lactation). 

The average interval between periods, or menses. Is four 
weeks from the appearance of the discharge to its reappear- 
ance. But some women have their periods regularly at 
twenty-six to twenty-seven days, others at twenty-nine to 
thirty-one days ; and there is also a three-weekly type. 
Moreover, the interval may vary in the same woman at 
different times. The individual variations here are enormous. 
There are women who are always regular to time others 
are never quite certain when to expect the period. Congeni- 
tal, constitutional and hereditary tendencies here are further 
complicated by the influence of climateand wayof life. And 
although, as explained above, menstruation is fundamentally 
determined by ovarian activity, the discharge can occur 
spontaneously, not only because of morbid changes in the 
organism, but also as a result of all manner of other factors, 
which either check and arrest it, or precipitate it : or it may 
be accentuated to a dangerous haemorrhage. The most 
powerful examples here are (i) sudden change of climate, 
and (2) psychic impressions and sensations, which have 
special effects in disturbances of menstruation. Thus sudden 
shock of terror or grief — or even sudden great joy — can pre- 
cipitate menstruation before it is due, or, more usually, 
prevent it ; such psychic crises can even suddenly interrupt 
and suppress the menstrual discharge when it is proceeding. 
We do not by any means understand the precise mechanism 
operative in such cases ; it is probably highly intricate. 
But even a comparatively slight nervous stimulation which 
causes the countless blood-vessels of the genital organs to 
contract or to congest can have similar results. Similar 
psychic causes on other vascular^ areas produce, e.g,, 
blushes, or the sudden extreme pallor which follows contrac- 
^ Vascular : full of veins and blood-vessels. 
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tion in terror or fear. Menstruation may also be held up 
through prolonged psychic states ; this is shown, and not 
infrequently, when it is suppressed because pregnancy is 
either strongly desired or feared. Finally we may mention 
the premature appearance of the discharge on the wedding 
day, a phenomenon so often experienced that wise mothers, 
in order to avert such a particularly unwelcome accident, 
are careful to fix their daughter's nuptials on a day not too 
long after a menstruation has ceased. 

The normal menstrual discharge lasts from three to five 
days. Here, too, there is a wide range of difference, both 
among women in general, and at different times in the same 
individual. To some extent, the duration of menstruation is 
affected by the woman herself, for active exertion, while it 
is in progress, makes the amount lost larger and the time 
longer. Nevertheless, many women, including medical 
women, have maintained that they lose less blood if they 
continue strenuous professional work, and even take part in 
sports and games, than if they lie still. On the whole, it 
may be said that menstruation of one to two days' duration 
is abnormally short, and menstruation of seven days or more 
morbidly long and heavy, and if such protracted menses 
occur more than once, a doctor should be consulted forth- 
with. 

The discharge generally begins with an increase of mucus 
secretion, which becomes liquid and tinged, first faintly and 
then more deeply, with blood. The loss of blood is generally 
greatest on the first and second days, then slowly decreases, 
and changes to a liquid slightly blood-tinged, which gradu- 
ally dries up. Not infrequently, after about three days, the 
discharge ceases for a day or half a day, and then continues 
for the same length of time. 

The amount of blood lost on each occasion is generally 
much overestimated. Formerly this error was shared by 
doctors, who assumed a total for each period of 90 to 
250 grammes, and even of 600 grammes ! After the careful 
research of Hoppe-Seyler and others, we now know that it 
normally does not exceed 50 grammes monthly, and often 
not 30 grammes ; and the daily loss is from 12 to 20 grammes. 
Most women, if they have not very scanty menses, are always 
inclined to exaggerate the amount lost, which is probably 
due to the fact that a very small quantity of blood can deepen 
the colour of water in which the genitals are washed, and

also of urine, considerably ; and also soaks extensively into 
underlinen and towels, thus causing mistaken impressions 
about " half a chamber full of blood," and similar errors. 
A reliable sign of " excessive " monthly losses is the presence 
of clots of blood, which occasionally attain a fair size. 

It is a peculiarity of the menstrual discharge that the 
sanguineous elements are normally kept liquid by the mucus 
secretions, especially from the uterus.^ But if the bleeding 
is too profuse these mucus elements do not suffice to keep it 
liquid, and the blood solidifies, or " clots." 

The menstrual discharge has a specific odour, which is 
intensified by the secretions of the vestibular glands ; these 
glands secrete more profusely than usual during the period. 
It is, of course, obvious that the slightest neglect of cleanli- 
ness results in a most unpleasant smell, owing to the bacterial 
contents of the fluid, when it coagulates and dries. This also 
promotes local irritation^ and inflammations in the vulva, 
which may become obstinate sores, owing to the continual 
fresh flow of secretions and the friction of damp towelettes 
if these are not changed very often. Also, the outer genitalia, 
being swollen and congested during menstruation, are more 
easily injured and inflamed. The increased congestion is 
visibly evident at such times. The membrane of the vulva 
is a brighter red, and the outer labia slightly dilated and 
everted (or rolled back), as in the case in certain stages of 
sexual excitement. The vagina often has a bluish tinge. 
The womb feels slightly larger than usual, and laxer. 
Both inner and outer genitals are specially sensitive and 
vulnerable. 

There is a similar congestion in the uterine adnexae and in 
the ligaments and surrounding connective tissue. This gives 
rise to a sensation of heaviness and swelling in the lower abdo- 
men, pressure on bowels and bladder, and a " drawing " pain 
in the upper thighs. All these symptoms are more or less 
normal and to be expected. 

The same is true of the slight pain which accompanies the 
uterine contractions. They are generally associated at the 
beginning of the monthly period, and diminish when the 
flow is profuse and the smadl lumps of mucus and clots of 
blood are carried out of the interior uterine orifice. Women 
who have experienced labour pains, described menstrual 

^ According to Bimbaum-Osten, the blood circulating throughout the 
body is of a thinner and more liquid consistency, during menstniation. 
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pains as identical in kind (though infinitely less), with the 
acute pelvic and abdominal pains peculiar to childbirth. 
The intensity of the menstrual pains varies greatly in different 
individuals, and also frequently at different times of her life, 
from zero to a degree which must be regarded as morbid. 

The sum of all these manifestations, however, physio- 
logically normal,'* is sufficiently disabling and unpleasant 
to make us understand why women describe their periods, 
as “ being unwell." Nevertheless, there are women who 
are not " unwell " at these times, but free from any un- 
pleasant symptoms, so that they only know they are men- 
struating by the flow of blood. 

" Being unwell " is not a localised sensation, but general 
throughout the organism, even though the general effects 
must be regarded as irradiations and reactions of the genital 
symptoms. 

We have already mentioned the typical psychic disturb- 
ances, just before and during menstruation. The feeling of 
lassitude and vague discomfort is very common. Head- 
aches or migraines generally appear, in those constitution- 
ally subject to them, at these times. There is an increased 
flow of saliva ; the liver is dilated and congested (gall- 
colics) ; the digestion and appetite are upset ; there is 
either ravenous hunger or a distaste for food ; nausea and 
inclination to vomit, bad breath, increase of intestinal gas, 
frequent and profuse motions of the bowels, even diarrhoea, 
occur quite often, but at the end of each period there is a 
tendency to become constipated. There are disturbances 
and irregularities in the circulation ; the pulse is often 
uneven ; there are palpitations, a tendency to varicose veins, 
cold feet, swollen wrists and ankles, rheumatic pains, con- 
gestion of the nasal membranes. The thyroid gland often 
swells visibly, so do the vocal chords. The vocal apparatus 
is impaired by the dilation and distension of the vascular and 
glandular posterior surface of the larynx, and in women who 
use their voices much, e,g,, school teachers, the voice becomes 
easily tired and changes its quality perceptibly. This is 
most evident in singing, and causes a tendency to go flat, 
loss of richness and resonance of tone, and a lesser vocal 
range in the higher chest notes. There are slight inflamma- 
tory symptoms in the eyes, and functional derangements ; 
" spots," an appreciable narrowing of the field of vision, and 
less acute differentiation of colours. There are similar 
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effects on the sense of hearing.^ The general bodily tissues, 
if not swollen and congested, are relaxed. And the picture 
is often completed and characterised by a striking facial 
pallor, a tendency to blush easily, and blue rings under the 
eyes. I have enumerated these S3miptoms in detail in 
order to show that during menstruation, woman is as it were 
** standing with one foot in sickness " : she is partly an 
invalid. Fortunately, no one woman has to endure all the 
sufferings and disabilities described above. In one, this 
manifestation appears, in another, that one. And, I repeat, 
that fortunately, there are quite a number of women who do 
not suffer any of these things. 

It has been demonstrated in detail that the general dis- 
turbances of menstruation — ^in contrast to the local, which 
affect the pelvic organs — are not dependent on the monthly 
discharge from the uterus, but are, together with this dis- 
charge, the results of a common cause. The question is 
only whether all the varieties of disturbances and dis- 
ability — disequilibrations of the normal bodily balance, as it 
were — are due to the abrupt and rapid decline of vital pro- 
cesses, which we have described and delineated as the ebb of 
the wave, and in the curve in Plate V. This is partly 
the case without doubt, and directly so. Other symptoms 
are produced indirectly. For many such manifestations are 
due to the relaxation of the smaller blood-vessels, which is 
part of the cyclic ebb, throughout the body, and to the rapid 
changes in circulation ; in other words, to excessive conges- 
tion in certain organs and of defective blood supply or local 
ancemia in others. 

Nevertheless, there are a sufficient number of menstrual 
characteristics which cannot naturally or logically be classed 
as disturbances of circulation and attributed to irregular 
blood-supply. On the contrary, they give the impression 
of toxic S5anptoms, and are therefore attributed by some 
authorities to a sort of (normal and physiological) temporary 
auto-intoxication (self-poisoning of the system), whose 
exact mechanism and extent are still very doubtful. 

I am fully aware that we are here in an uncharted terri- 
tory, full of traps and pitfalls, and therefore shall not try to 
discuss the subject in detail, but do not feel justified in 
ignoring it. 

* In general I have here followed the list enumerated by H. Schroder in 
Menge Opitz ** Manual of Gynaecology” (Bergmann, of Munich, publisher). 
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For we have here first of all the remarkable circumstance 
that serious modem investigators such as Aschner^ view 
menstruation as a process by which the blood is cleansed and 
freed from poisonous substances ; and secondly the ancient 
belief, which women have never given up, in the " monthly 
purification." And there is now no doubt whatever that 
the menstrual discharge is composed of secretions from the 
uterine membranes, mixed with blood. 

Will the exact methods of science confirm the ancient 
belief in the temporarily " poisonous ” or noxious nature of 
menstruation and the menstruating woman ? * It is 
curious that such a belief is found in so many diverse races 
and religions, from the earliest times to the present day. 
And we should hesitate to scoff, when we remember that 
women themselves have never quite lost the tradition that 
cakes mixed and baked by menstruating housewives would 
not bake properly, and that even stewed fruit — not to speak 
of jams, jellies and preserves — ^were never a success if 
pulled, stoned and " put on " at these times. We medical 
men are compelled to be sceptics in so many things, and 
have probably acquired an excessive tendency to believe 
that what we cannot explain does not exist. Accordingly 
we have dismissed these traditions as “ old wives’ tales.” 

But in the most recent years voices have been heard to 
declare — as a result of systematic tests — that “ there is 
something in it after all.” They state that the toxic sub- 
stances excreted during menstruation leave the body, not 
only in the uterine discharges, but also, e.g., through the 
sweat glands. The question is still far from being solved, 
and it is peculiarly ifficult to sift the possible kernel of 

^ B, Aschner, “ The Excretory (Blood Cleansing) Significance of the 
Uterus and Menses and the Practical Results.'* Proceedings of the 
German Gynaecological Society.

• In the year i6io, Guarinonius wrote in verse, rules and precautions to 
be observed by women during menstruation. They are quoted in Ploss- 
Barters ''Woman in Biology and Anthropology." Edited by E. J. Dingwall, 
M.A., D.Sc., Ph.D. (Wm. Heinemann (Medical Bool^) Ltd.). They 
were not to attend dances or wedding feasts ; wives were to avoid sexual 
intercourse at such times. They were not to scold or weep or " lay about 
them," " or the venom would pass into their limbs and make them 
crooked ! " They were to avoid much kissing and petting of young 
children ; not to prepare the meals with their own hands, nor go into the 
cellars or to the wine vats, nor stand under young fruit trees nor vines. 
They were not to look into any clear polished mirror, but " sit still at home 
and sew." Finally they were to avoid cold and — not be sparing of the 
linen garments and bandages necessary at such times. 
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fact from the fantastic sheath of tradition and superstition, 
especially as the margin of error is great, and vitiates the 
statistics which hitherto have been attained.'^ Only con- 
tinuous experimental research, carefully varied through 
diverse material and tested for sources of error, can 
make these points clear. Nevertheless, I do not think it 
is any longer permissible for an unbiassed doctor to reject 
the existence of menstrual toxins as without foundation. 

Sexual maturity lasts longer in some women than in 
others. Its average duration is for thirty to thirty-five years. 
In 40 per cent, of women it ceases between forty-six and fifty 
years of age ; in about 26 per cent, between forty-one and 
forty-five ; and in 15 per cent, between fifty-one and fifty- 
five. In the remaining 19 per cent, of cases the menses cease 
later than fifty-five or, more commonly, before forty. But 
such very late and very early cases cannot be regarded as 
strictly normal, though they are not in any way necessarily 
morbid, i.e., diseased ; though a premature menopause cer- 
tainly indicates some functional inadequacy of the interior 
genitals. 

As a rule sexual maturity ceases earlier in women who 
have not borne children than in those who have ; and a laie 
childbirth, i.e., one which occurs after forty years of age, 
postpones the menopause appreciably. As a rule, the end 
of sexual maturity (menopause) occurs early in those women 
in whom it began late as girls. The converse is true, though 
only among women of the Northern races in the temperate 
zone ; in these cases an early puberty generally denotes long 
sexual maturity and late menopause. Among the coloured 
and Mediterranean races the women, almost without excep- 
tion, have an early puberty and an early menopause and 
cessation of active sexual life. 

Thus the influence of race and climate is very great here. 
Also heredity : in these matters the daughter often resembles 
the mother (as also, e.g., in fertility, in endurance at parturi- 
tion, inclination to haemorrhages at and after childbirth, and 
so forth). 

^ B. Schick, in his essay in the Wiener Klinischen Wochenschrift (Vienna 
Clinical Weeldy, 1920, No. 19, ehtitled ** On Menotoxin **), descril^s tests 
and results in this connection which are undoubtedly positive. But the 
results were called in question in the ** Zentralblatt fhr Gyn&kologie/' 1921, 
p. 819, by H, Saenger, who tried controlling experiments, and referred 
Schick* s results to errors in research. 
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Conditions and manner of life are also important. The 
women of the more comfortable classes retain their youth 
longer than their sisters of the people. Moreover, we have 
here to reckon with biological strains connected with long 
descent and careful inbreeding. 

When the regular sequence of phenomena, governed by 
ovulation, begin to become less re^ar and frequent and to 
disappear, the woman enters the change of life, turn of life, 
climacteric or critical age. This period is of varying duration 
in varying individual constitutions ; it may last from one to 
three years, or longer, and until with the final disappearance 
of the monthly flow, or menopause, the woman enters on the 
years of later middle age. 

Here again stress is popularly laid on the non-appearance 
of the conspicuous monthly flow. But we must not forget 
that menstruation is not the primary process, but an accom- 
paniment and secondary manifestation of cyclic changes in 
the ovaries. Thus when menstruation ceases, in middle life, 
it means that the ovaries cease their rhythmic function 
for without ovulation — no menstruation. 

The manner in which menstruation stops differs widely 
and individually. In some cases the stoppage is heralded 
by a succession of long and profuse periods. Again, the 
amount lost may become less and less, till it stops for a 
while, and then reappears. In many women the menopause 
occurs abruptly, at one blow." Others, after an interval 
of longer or shorter duration, may again experience losses 
of blood.2 In short, the " change of life " is indeed a time 
of change and individual variation. 

As we have seen how immensely the function of the ovaries 
influences women’s chemical processes (metabolism) and 
psychic states, we shall readily understand that cessation 
of this function must affect all the activities of the 
organism. The cyclic ebb and flow of maturity ceases, 
and the vital processes remain at a continuous level, of a 
lesser degree of vigour and acuteness than the average of former 
years, 

* But ovarian activity without menstruation is quite possible, though 
to a diminished extent, for any length of time. 

* But in these cases it must be emphasised that great caution is necessary. 
What is considered to be a return of menstruation may be a loss of blood 
due to serious uterine illness. In such cases immediate gynaecological 
examination is advisable. 
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One of the signs of changes in metabolism is frequently 
increased development of fat all over the body. Charac- 
teristic symptoms of the days of vital ebb, and menstruation 
tend to appear in chronic form. The disturbances of circula- 
tion are most tr5dng. They include sudden flushes and 
“ waves of heat,'* the face becomes suddenly and deeply 
flushed ; perspiration is excessive and sudden, there are 
palpitations, dizziness, vertigo, roaring in the ears and black- 
ness before the eyes ; all the signs of faintness. 

The psychic s5miptoms during the change of life may be 
not only painful but much more protracted and obstinate — 
corresponding to their cause — than similar disturbances just 
before and during the menstrual periods. Caprice, excita- 
bility, increased impulsiveness combined with diminished 
power of reason and reflection, depression with a tendency 
to melancholia, are all frequent manifestations, though 
generally remaining within the limits of what is excusable 
and endurable. But in women who before this stage in their 
development have had no mental poise or stabihty of 
character, in neurotics, in hysterical cases, and those whose 
heredity shows morbid tendencies — the “ change " causes a 
degree of psychic suffering and storm which is positively 
dangerous to themselves and others. 

These climacteric derangements are specially conspicuous 
when the menses and the function of ovulation both cease 
abruptly and at one stroke. But when the climacteric pro- 
ceeds gradually, with slowly decreasing menses, at longer 
intervals — which denotes that the ovarian function stops 
by slow degrees — the general bodily and particularly mental 
disturbances are much less pronounced and more easily 
endured and conquered. Among these gradual climacteric 
cases we find those individual women who show complete 
mental and emotional balance and sweet serenity of temper 
during the critcal age. 

When the “ change " has been successfully weathered, and 
the menopause established, even in women who have had 
much to suffer dming the change," an era of mental and 
psychic equanimity should and often does begin. Together 
with the steady level of bodily health, characteristic of 
women after middle life, this mental balance forms a well- 
merited compensation of Nature for the extremely high 
biological demands on women during sexual maturity. This 
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steadfastness and clearsighted activity enable the middle- 
aged woman, especially the wife and mother, to be the centre 
of peace and comfort in the home, and amid all the turmoil 
and vanity of wordly things. She is wise in experience and 
intuition ; she is full of loving-kindness and knows life’s 
difficulties and dangers and joys. She knows what her child- 
ren may justly expect, and what they must be forewarned 
against. If she keeps her memory and sympathy yoimg she 
may understand and help youth, through the knowledge the 
years have brought her. And she has now learnt to know 
and understand her husband perfectly : to encourage him 
in his life’s struggles, to forgive his faults, to meet his wishes. 
Thus she can richly repay the consideration a vidse and just 
man will have shown her, and the support he has given her 
during the many mutually difficult days of the change of life. 

And it should not be at all difficult for a woman to meet 
her husband’s moderate sexual wishes, during the climacteric 
and after the menopause. On the contrary, her wishes here 
should blend with his — half-way. For women in their fifties, 
who love their husbands and have become habituated to 
regular sexual intercourse, have certainly — in spite of the 
extinction of their ovarian function^ — no less appreciation 
of the joys of sex than their husbands at the same age. And 
the wifely appreciation is often increased by the release from 
the fears and trials of pregnancy.® 

In the pre-climacteric years — immediately before the 
“ change ” — there are usually increased desire for and 
enjoyment of sexual intercourse. Often this emotional and 
physical ardour continues throughout the change, and in 

^ Even though (as has been demonstrated in Part I.) the sexual impulse 
in both its main components is governed by the gonads or genital glands, 
it can persist undiminished when their functional activity ceases. This is 
po much more the case in women as the aptitude for intercourse is not in 
them dependent, as in man, on the ejaculation of the secretions of these 
glands. Sexual intercourse and the desire for it continue, if the mind 
has been attuned to its stimulation, and the pleasures it brings have so 
valuable a part in the life that they are not willingly foregone. 

* This fear is often extreme, during the change of life, in women who 
have previously gladly borne children. It is often caused by the mother's 
shyness and sensitiveness at the thought that her children in their teens 
or older, would notice that their parents still had sexual relations. This 
peculiar shyness corresponds to the painful embarrassment of adolescent 
boys and girls at the thought of such sexual relations between their parents. 
It is noticeable psychologically, that young people, even when they have 
themselves begun sexual activity, and have some realisation of its import- 
ance, simply cannot tolerate the idea that their parents are still capable of

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rarer cases for a much longer time. But as a rule the emo- 
tional efflorescence dies down again to the accustomed level. 
If the husband is attentive and appreciative to his wife’s 
needs her sexual emotions can be preserved till advanced 
age, and the organs remain apt for intercourse, although the 
years take their toll, e.g., in the obliteration of the vaginal 
pads and folds, and relaxation of the outer labia. But if 
there is no sexual stimulation or gratification, the emotions 
decrease during the menopause and become completely 
extinct. And the genitals themselves shrivel or atrophy. 

Let us recapitulate the contents of this chapter on the 
related phenomena of sexual maturity and periodicity. 

The organism and functions of the sexually adult or mature 
woman are characterised by a recurrent increase and 
decrease, or ebb and flow. 

This cyclic ebb and flow affects the body generally, as 
well as locally (in the genitals). It is governed by the 
activities and changes of the yellow bodies in the ovaries. 

This yellow body (corpus luteum) expands, culminates and 
disperses as the ovum is bom, or expelled from the Graafian 
follicle, starts on its journey, and becomes extinct. 

Thus we might alter the aphorism cited at the beginning 
of this chapter, " Propter solum ovarium mulier est, quod 
est ” to “ Propter solum ovulum mulier est quod est only 
because of the egg cell is a woman what she is. I think, as this 
condenses the facts most clearly, it has many advantages for 
the lay student, and offers a practicable working hypothesis, 
both for the woman herself and the man who shares her life. 

But medical men must not forget that the processes amd 
reactions are much more complex than I have indicated. The 
most fundamental and important have been enumerated, 
e.g., I have mentioned that the ovaries not only secrete and 
produce the corpus luteum with the ova, but also an internal 
secretion of similar t3q)e, which acts continuously not periodi- 
cally, like the corpus luteum. 

such feelings. Only when they have attained wider experience and 
development do they accept this fact. 

The fear of pregnancy during the climacteric can cause serious results, 
owing to the psychic instability at such times, and the irregularity 
of the menses. Every gynaecologist and psychologist has had experience 
of such cases. The converse complications ensue with women who 
marry late, have a fervent longing for maternity which has not been 
fulfilled, and who, at the first cessation of menstruation are tom between 
hope and fear of the “ Too late I ** If these psychic strains and lesions 
are repeated more than once, there are often dangerous consequences. 
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I have not alluded here to the facts mentioned at length 
in my earlier monograph and supported by examples. 
Namely that by continuous feeding with ovarian extracts, 
as a substitute for the functional atrophy of the ovaries, the 
cyclic wave may be prolonged, not only at its height but 
also at its ebb, and if the womb is not shrivelled and atro- 
phied, menstruation may reappear. Certainly the cyclic 
processes induced artificially by concentrated ovarian extract 
are not so intense and definite as those resulting from the 
corpus luteum, but they exist ; and the fact that they can 
and do exist proves that the ebb (which preludes menstrua- 
tion), though primarily due to the dispersal of the corpus 
luteum, must also be regarded as an essential characteristic 
of the adult female organism. And this characteristic I 
then described as a periodically recurrent organic relaxation 
and exhaustion. 

But this is by no means all. Hitherto we have been 
treating the ovary as autonomous, i.e., as an independent 
organ. And so it is, to a great extent ; but not wholly. 
No organ of the body can be wholly autonomous. And so 
the activity of the ovaries is influenced by that of other 
organs, both the th3nroid gland (see article in the Zentralhlatt 
fur Gyndkologie, 1924, No. 21) and the hypophysis^ and the 
pineal gland. ^ And we must also reckon with the ovarian 
tension (already alluded to) and the interesting relevant 
experiments by Strassmann. 

And finally : why does the cycle last twenty-eight days ? 
Why does the ovary cease to function at a certain age ? 
And further many other questions : and science will not 
succeed in giving one definitive answer to them all. 

We do not know all. We shall not know (as Dubois Rey- 
mond says) all. 

But all the more reason to profit by what we do know 
well. And married couples may so profit by what I have 
tried to elucidate here. 

And therefore they should try to understand it. At least 
the active partner and initiator, the husband, should try.

CHAPTER VII 


ANAtOMY AND PHYSIOLOGY OF THE MALE SEXUAL ORGANS 

As in the case of the woman’s, I shall describe the man’s 
genital organs anatomically and physiologically, enumerating 
functions together with structures. 

The male genitals can be much more briefly dealt with 
than his partner’s, for the sexual functions do not dominate 
and set the time to his whole life as they do to hers. 

As Byron said : — 

Man's love is of man’s life a thing apart, 

'Tis woman’s whole existence. 

Nature has interwoven woman’s life and organism 
throughout with sex and with potential motherhood. But 
man is primarily responsible for the preservation and sup- 
port of the woman and children for whom he is responsible. 
Racially and reproductively, he has only to supply the 
fertilising element to the woman. Sex is the essential 
element in woman ; in man it is accessory. 

This contrast is shown in the relative position and range 
of the sexual apparatus. In woman they are in the inner- 
most recesses of the body ; in man they are only an exterior 
limb. And this membrum virile is far from aesthetically 
attractive ; in fact so little lovely that painters and sculptors 
habitually represent it as sm^er and more insignificant 
than it is in reality. 

We cannot subdivide the male genitals into internal and 
external, for the small but certainly important structures 
inside the abdominal cavity can best be associated with the 
external glands, to which they are accessory. Therefore, we 
shall here have no chapter corresponding to Chapter V., 
nor anything analogous to Chapter VI., as the male has no 
processes similar to menstruation, nor any cyclic crescendo 
and diminuendo of essential vital activities. 

But we shall have to describe his specific sperm cells in 
greater detail than the ovum. 
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Plate VII represents the male genitals and associated 
(urinary) organs in vertical section and drawn to scale. The 
bilateri organs are coloured orange and not represented in 
section.^ The other structures and tissues are bisected 
vertically, and coloured differently, or simply black and 
white. 

The duplex or bilateral organs are the testes, or testicles 
(No. i8), with the epididymis, in which we must distinguish 
the main body (No. 17) and appendage (No. 22), the vas 
deferens, or seminal duct (No. 15), of whose various sections 
we shall treat in detail, the vesiculae seminalis (No. 8), 
Cowper’s glands (No. 12) with their ducts. Single organs 
are the penis (membrum virile, or male organ), the scrotum 
(containing the testicles ) (No. 23), and the prostate gland 
(No. 9). The minor accessory structures which have no 
practical significance in this treatise are ignored, as was the 
case with similar portions of the feminine genitals. 

The non-sexual organs here depicted are the symphysis 
pubis and the bladder. 

The bladder (No. 3) has a neck (No. 7), where it is supplied 
with a powerful sphincter muscle, which is omitted in the 
diagram. The neck passes into the urethra (No. ii) or 
urinary passage. The cavity of the bladder (No. 4) is 
coloured blue ; so is the urethra. We will assume here, and 
not repeat needlessly, that the male urethra is much longer 
than the female, and serves the double purpose of a duct for 
the urine and the semen. 

The penis, whose anterior or foremost portion is between 
9 and 10 cm. long, and projects or, rather, hangs loosely, 
possesses an invisible posterior or hind portion, the root, 
which runs beneath the perineal skin and the junction of the 
scrotum, hidden to the sight but easily felt by the fingers. 
This portion of the shaft of the penis, which is turned up- 
wards and outwards, lies below the symphysis in the pubic 
arch, and attached by broad and firm muscles to the bony 
framework of the pelvis, which gives the organ secure 
anchorage. The main portion of the penis is composed of 
hollow or cavernous tissue (corpus cavemosus), that is, of a 
spongy network of blood-vessels, which become stretched 
and tense when congested. There are two such corpora

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cavernosa here. All that is coloured green in Plate VII 
is comprised in this area. 

We have already, when studpng the feminine apparatus, 
learnt to know a similar type of structure on a much smaller 
scale in the clitoris. 

The male member contains one urethral and two penile 
copora cavernosa. They run parallel, but are closely 
connected, and may be regarded as one organ, which forms 
the greater part of the member when loosely suspended, i.e., 
its dorsal part (namely, that portion in the passive non 
erected penis which faces forwards, and away from the 
scrotum) . The hind portion, which is tinted a lighter green, 
attaches the organ to the symphysis pubis. 

The urethral corpus is in its longest (medial) section, a 
comparatively narrow column, surrounding the urethra. In 
the loosely hanging (non-erected) penis it is the portion 
turned towards the scrotum (green, without diagonal lines). 
Behind it becomes much more massive, and forms the 
aforesaid root of the organ, which can be felt under the 
scrotum, and is known as the bulbus urethrae (bulb of the 
urethra). Towards the extremity of the organ the corpus 
urethrae suddenly expands and forms the tip or gland 
of the penis (glans penis, green. No. 26), which ex- 
tends beyond the penile corpus cavemosum and occupies 
the entire extremity. The cavity here is called corpus 
cavernosum glandis. The urethrad, penile, and glandular 
cavities are all closely interconnected, and form a structural 
unity, which answers as one organ to stimulation. 

Whether the stimulation proceeds from the central 
nervous system (brain) or is local and peripheral, the effect 
is the same : — ^the erection of the member, that is, its enlarge- 
ment, hardening and change of position through the increased 
flow of blood into the veins of the corpora cavernosa, till 
they are congested to their fullest extent. 

The corpora cavernosa are encased in powerful muscular 
fibres and tendons, which possess enough elasticity and 
pliancy to make a surprising expansion of the organ possible, 
but, on the other hand, to give the vascular tissue substance 
and support and prevent rupture of the distended blood- 
vessels. 

The skin of the male organ is almost devoid of hair ; it 
is thin, sensitive, elastic and dilatable. It sheathes the 
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organs without an intermediate layer of adipose tissue (fat), 
but loosely, so that it can be slipped to and fro hke a glove. 
At the extremity it forms a double fold, so that instead of 
being firmly joined to the glans penis it is attached 2 or 3 mm. 
behind the rim, at the upper, front angle of the shaft. This 
double fold of skin, depicted in the plate as No. 28, is the 
prepuce, or foreskin. In young children and immature boys 
it extends beyond the glans and covers it, like a miniature 
trunk. 

In adults the glans penis is generally just visible as it 
protrudes in the aperture of the foreskin. This aperture is 
normally wide enough, and the foreskin sufficiently elastic, 
to be easily pushed back. Then the exact shape of the 
glans, hitherto indistinct, is revealed as a blunted or trun- 
cated cone, which is longer and thicker at the posterior than 
at the scrotal side of the penis. In consequence, the slightly 
prominent hind rim of the top, the corona glandis, is not 
circular, but an oval, whose plane is at an angle to the axis 
of the penis itself. 

Thus the preputial sack or sack of the foreskin (coloured 
red, and numbered 27 in diagram) is deeper and roomier 
on the dorsal side of the penis than on the scrotal side. 
On the scrotal side in the centre is a tiny strip, which con- 
nects gland and prepuce and prevents too deep an exposure 
of the gland. This is called the Frenulum preputii (No. 24). 
Its an^ogue in the womanly organs is the Frenulum 
cUtoridis. Indeed, all the other parts of the clitoris (tip, 
shaft, cavity, foreskin and sack) correspond to those of the 
penis. Thus the clitoris is to be regarded, both biologically 
and anatomically, both in function and structure, as a 
miniature penis, without the combination of the male organ 
with the urethra. 

As we have mentioned, the t3q)ical secretion or smegma, 
and the need for sedulous care in its removal, when treating 
of the clitoris, we do not need to repeat ourselves here. 
Although the production and accretion of this tallow-like 
substance behind the corona glandis is not as a rule so 
conspicuous as in the analogous female organ,^ either in 
amount or odour, on the whole, the warning we gave to 
women holds good for their husbands too. Especially to 
avoid inflammations, I urgently repeat that there should be

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regular and thorough cleansing of the preputial sack, and the 
corona and frenulum. 

It is generally believed that the Oriental ritual custom of 
circumcision (in Jews, Moslems, etc.) derives from this 
hygienic need. For removal of the foreskin, which is also 
often practised in modern surgery, is an effective prophy- 
lactic against the accretion of smegma (smegma preputii), as 
well as possible infections through coitus, and greatly 
facilitates cleanliness. 

The glans penis is covered by a continuation of the inner 
preputial lining, i.e., a membrane which does not resemble the 
epidermis. At the edge of the ostium urethrce this merges into 
the mucous membrane. The skin of the glans has very 
sensitive neurons, of different types, bound together by 
numerous reticulations, so that a close network of the most 
delicate sensory apparatus is constructed, and is peculiarly 
adapted to receive even the slightest mechanical stimuli and 
transmit them to the brain, which feels them — ^if they are 
not so violent as to cause acute pain — as specific sexual 
pleasure {voluptas is the technical term). 

The exact area of maximum sensibility for sexual pleasure 
is the lower surface of the glans (especially the band or 
frenulum), which even surpasses the upper (posterior) rim or 
corona — ^so a highly charged and susceptible nerve cluster. 
Here, too, we find a strong similarity to the clitoris, having 
learnt that the band (frenulum) and lower surface of this 
female structure are its most sensitive areas. 

The foreskin is also rich in neurons, which subserve the 
same purpose, as is also the whole skin of the penis, though 
the sensation attained here is less acute than at the extremity. 

Mechanical stimulation of these neurons causes a reflex 
congestion of the corpora cavernosa, and the organ becomes 
erect. This may also and equally be caused directly from 
the brain through psychic images and impressions. Indeed, 
the latter type of stimulus is probably the more frequent ; 
direct mechanical excitation comes into play after the 
erection has begun. 

Moreover, erections may be caused by reflex action from 
the other pelvic organs. I refer to the stiffening of the 
organ in the early morning which is so often noticed on 
awakening from sleep, and is due to reflexes during sleep 
from the pressure of the full bladder. During certain 
illnesses erections may be produced directly from the spinal 
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centres, and be obstinate, prolonged and painful. (The 
so-called priapisms.) 

Nevertheless, the most recent research has not confirmed 
the opinion favoured by the laity, that the centre 
governing erections is situated in the spine. Although the 
reflex must pass through the lower extremity of the spinal 
column, its centre is situated in the sympathetic nervous 
system of the pelvis. 

The process of erection transforms the soft, small, drooping 
penis, which in its passive state could not possibly perform 
the sexual act, into a stiff, firm, yet elastic instrument, 
perfectly adapted for pouring out its seminal liquid into the 
furthest recesses of the female parts, for in full erection 
against the man’s abdomen it lies at an angle and with a 
slight backward curve, which exactly fit into the normal 
vaginal angle and curve forward. Moreover, in normal cases, 
the length and circumference of the erect male member 
completely fill the vagina (which is distended lengthwise in 
coitus) if penetration is not quite up to the ‘‘hilt” or root. 
Nevertheless, there are considerable individual differences 
here, of which we shall treat, in detail, when describing the 
sexual act. The length of the visible shaft of the penis in 
erection according to Waldeyer, is between 14 and 16 cm.; 
its circumference in the middle 12 cm. 

When the stimuli causing the erection have attained their 
summit, they relax and decline, and the erection subsides 
as the extra blood supply leaves the corpora cavernosa. 

The urethra or urinary passage or duct is the long, curved 
conduit which passes from the bladder and cuts through 
the penis. Its uppermost portion, i.e., that directly in 
touch with the bladder, serves solely for the passage of 
urine. But from the point where the seminal ducts {vas 
deferens) join it on either side (as indicated by No. 10 in Plate 
VII) it also receives and conducts the spermatic secretions. 

The urethra may easily be divided into three portions, 
according to the bodily areas through which it passes. The 
first, or uppermost, is within the pelvis ; when the man 
stands upright on his feet, the direction of this part of the 
urethra is almost vertical, and directed downwards, as 
depicted in the Plate. It is mainly surrounded by the 
prostate gland ; (No. 9, reddish brown) and separated from 
the bladder by a powerful sphincter muscle. 
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Below the symphysis, in the part left white in the Plate, 
between the prostate and the (green) corpora cavernosa, the 
urethra changes its direction, and passes through the 
muscular tissue of the pelvic floor and enters its perineal 
portion. This second urethral region, which Hes beneath the 
pelvic floor, ends in the roots of the penis, and has the same 
horizontal direction and slight upward slope. At its second, 
downward curve, where the loosely hanging exterior portion 
of the penis begins, there begins also its third (or penile) 
region. The second and third portions are shown in the 
diagram, within the corpora cavernosa. In mechcal practice 
they are together termed the anterior [or front) urethra, while 
the short, vertical portion within the pelvis is called the 
posterior (or hind) urethra. 

The length of the anterior urethra, when the penis is in its 
normal slack and pendent state, is about 15 cm. When the 
penis rises in erection it hfts the urethra, whose slight 
downwards curve can be obviated at other times by lifting 
it with the hand, as in urination. The urethra stretches 
itself elastically when the penis becomes erect, and its 
direction becomes vertical, though still with a slight curve. 
The urethra expands when passing through the glans, or 
penile tip, and at once contracts at its external orifice into a 
tiny vertical slit, its narrowest portion throughout the 
whole of its length. 

In the anterior urethra are a good many very small glands, 
which, together with C ow per' s glands — ^bilateral structures as 
large as small peas (No. 12 in the Plate) — secrete a small 
amount of transparent, thin, alkaline and very slippery 
fluid. This substance has the same practical significance as 
the secretion from the glands of Skene and Bartholin, in the 
woman. They too function under influence of sexual 
excitement, and are instrumental in making the glans 
slippery and facilitating its insertion into the vagina. The 
secretions of Cowper's glands help to make the urethra more 
suited to receive and transmit the semen, for they counteract 
the effects of the distinctly acid urine, by their own alkalinity. 
I consider this latter function less important than lubrication, 
however, for there can only be very slight traces of urine in 
the urethra during the passage of a much greater amount of 
semen, and this passage is extraordinarily rapid. The mucus 
secretion of Cowper's and the urethral accessory glands, 
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may appear after the local excitation and erection of the 
male organ, and thus form, as it were, a second stage in the 
process of preparation for union. Or it may appear while 
the member is still slack, or at least not in full tension. The 
latter is especially the case if sexual excitement is produced 
through solely psychic impressions such as thoughts, books, 
pictures, without direct female agency, or if the psychic 
influence and contact with a woman who is desired, much 
precede physical contact : as they should do in what we 
have termed the prelude to sexual communion. (See 
Chapter VIII.) 

' Inexperienced youths, who are anxious about their 
mental and physical health and their virile potency, still 
often mistake this normal lubrication for loss of semen. It is 
nothing of the kind. It is a distinct process, which prepares 
the bodily organs for coitus and at the same time expresses 
the soul's desires. 

The old Catholic moral theologians {e,g,, Sanchez and 
St. Alphonso de Liguori) knew it well, correctly appreciated 
its mental reactions and importance, and gave it the term 
‘‘ distillation " (or distillatio) as distinct from pollutions or 
loss of semen, apart from coitus. 

We may finally note that this distillation sometimes does 
not occur at all ; more especially when the erection is due 
mainly to external (mechanical) stimuli, and the psychic 
emotions are only slight or even reluctant. If, in such 
situations, the woman has been inadequately prepared on 
the psychic side, and her vestibulary glands have not 
functioned, the sexual act may be very difficult and painful, 
for both partners. 

The testes or testicles (singular, testis) are two oval bodies, 
enclosed in a sack or bag, the scrotum. The left testicle is 
generally slightly the lower of the two, and the whole 
structure has thus an asymmetrical look, which is not 
aesthetically pleasing. In normal proportions, the centre of 
the scrotum should reach lower down than the tip of the 
slack penis. The skin of the scrotum is darkish, and thickly 
covered with hair ; there is no adipose (fatty) layer. Under 
the skin are thick layers of smooth (involuntary) muscular 
tissue which contract in response to various stimuli {e,g,, 
extreme cold) and turn the loose scrotal pouch into a firm one, 
with a somewhat wrinkled surface. As this aspect is 
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considered the more attractive (or the less unattractive), 
plastic artists, especially in classic antiquity, have always 
chosen to perpetuate it in their marble statues. In so 
doing, they have made many living men liable to com- 
parisons much less than favourable to flesh and blood ! 

The scrotum is divided by a partition, in which the sinews 
are conjoined, and each division contains one testicle and 
one epididymis. The partition is continued externally in a 
sort of seam or fold, which runs backward into the perineum, 
and forward on to the lower surface of the penis. 

Testicles and penis are close together, and functionally 
interdependent. In the testicles the spermatozoa, or male 
life seeds, are formed ; through the penis they are transferred 
from the body. But in order to pass into the penis, the 
spermatozoa have to go a long way round, through the pelvis. 
This is due to biological evolution, for the testicles were 
originally contained in the pelvic cavity, and only descended 
into the scrotum at a comparatively recent stage. In many 
species of animals this process is repeated in the individual, 
for the testicles normally repose within the abdomen, and 
only descend into the scrotum and become visible during 
the breeding season (time of sexual activity, or rut). There 
are certain morbid conditions and peculiarities of structure 
among men which recall this ancient stage of evolution 
(rupture, hernia, cr5q)torchism). 

The path taken by the testicle in its primeval descent from 
abdomen to scrotum is traced for us still in the convolutions 
of the spermatic cord. This consists of the ducts (vasa 
deferentia), with a network of nerves and blood-vessels, and 
runs through the hollow of the groin, above the symphysis, 
down to the back of the testicle. 

Testicle, epidid5anis and cord are — on either side — sur- 
rounded with muscles and membranes corresponding to the 
layers of the abdominal wall. Parallel are clusters of sinews 
which can lift the testicles (the cremaster muscle). This lifting 
occurs together with a contraction of the scrotum. It can 
be exemplified by a typical reflex action, if the inner surface 
of one of the thighs is rubbed with vigorous, short strokes, 
for the friction visibly moves and raises the testicle on the 
same side. 

The mature testicle is from 4 to 4^^ cm. long ; at the 
utmost it does not.exceed 5 cm. It is from 2 to 2| cm. broad 
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and thick. The weight runs from 15 to 26 grammes. The 
testicle on the left side is larger than on the right. The 
nerves and blood-vessels enter the organs from behind. Be- 
sides this each testicle is joined and clasped from the back 
by the epididymis — as oval pad or cushion. The head of the 
epididymis (No. 17) is fastened to the upper pole or extremity 
of the testicle (18), and the two structures are closely inter- 
connected, as the testicular tubules extend into the epidi- 
dymis, whose base or lower extremity at the lower pole of 
the testicle becomes the vas deferens, or seminal duct, and 
curves sharply backwards. 

The testicle is divided internally by a regular pattern of 
partitions into pyramidal cups or cells. In each of these is 
a cluster of very minute, curved, and intertwined tubules 
in which are formed or secreted the spermatozoa, or sperm 
cells, containing the male reproductive element. These 
tubules are so narrow that a coarse hair could only just pass 
through them. Towards the apex where the cells converge, 
the tiny tubules straighten themselves, and join, and finally 
emerge from each cell as one tube, which passes into a network 
of similar tubes, still contained in the testicle, but continuous 
with that of the head of the epididymis. This set of tubes 
is again convoluted and intertwined. They unite to form a 
single duct, which curls and twists as it forms the main 
portion of the epididymis, continues into the extremity, and 
then becomes the spermatic duct, seminal duct, or vas 
deferens. This is also convoluted, but much less intricately. 
These structures are represented drawn to scale in 
Plate VIII (A). 

The formation or production of semen, seed or sperm-cells, 
goes on, in man, from puberty to advanced old age. Micro- 
scopic research has enabled us to find, in the convoluted 
testicular tubules, sperm cells in the most various stages of 
development — a process which appears to take a compara- 
tively long time. In accordance with the ground plan of this 
book, we shall not discuss the extremely intricate manner in 
which sperm cells are produced, but it is most essential to 
describe the complete and functional male reproductive 
cell in detail in spite of its microscopic size. 

These cells are termed seminal cells, semen (Latin for 
seed), sperms or spermatozoa (a Greek word, whose singular 
is spermatozoon); they are the living and active ingredient 
in the male sexual discharge. They are among the smaller 
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types of sperm, i.e., they axe smaller than the spermatozoa 
of many species of animals which are themselves smaller than 
man ! In fact, human spermatozoa are between 50 microns 
and 60 microns in length.^ They consist of head, neck 
and tail (Plate VIII (B). The head is flat and somewhat 
pear-shaped ; the outer circumference is thinner and 
forms a sort of rim. It forms the essential portion of' 
the cell, the fertilising agent which transmits the qualities 
of genus and individual. Its proportions are as follows: 
4*2 microns long, 3-1 microns broad, and 2 microns thick — 
at the edge only *2 microns thick. 

The neck unites head and tail, which is relatively long 
and acts as oar or rudder ; it sweeps the spermatozoon 
forwards, by a series of vigorous twists and writhing move- 
ments, strongly suggestive of the swimming eel, or the 
strokes of a whip lash. But this characteristic motion only 
begins when the sperm cells meet the secretions of the 
vesiculcB and the prostate gland. So long as they remain 
enclosed in the testicle and the head of the epididymis, the 
spermatozoa are motionless, and apparently mostly im- 
mature. They fully evolve and mature as they pass into 
the efferent ducts of their parent glands. In the innumerable 
twists and turns of the epididymis, which is a sort of special 
receptacle for them, the sperm cells are probably blended 
with a liquid secretion from the membranes, which forms a 
fluid more of the consistency of the discharge at ejaculation. 
(We must assume something of the kind, for in the secretion 
extracted from the extremity of the epididymis the sperms 
are no longer packed together in clusters, but float 
separately.) 

Apart, therefore, from the independent motion of the 
individual sperm cells, we must assume that they are driven 
forward and onward in the testicles by the accumulation of 
secretion, and gradual muscular pressure. The same factors 
are operative in the epidid5niiis, but here they are assisted 
by the incessant action of the tiny fibres winch hne these 
ducts 2 and keep up a capillary current towards the vasa 
deferentia. 

Once within the vasa deferentia the transport of sperm is 
effected by contractions of the powerful muscular apparatus

of these ducts. And these contractions are probably 
rhythmically followed by expansions, which act as pumps 
and draw or suck more sperms out of the epidid3miis. The 
last stage of their appointed way through the urethra is 
traversed with lightning speed and impetus in the ejaculation 
or emission. 

The topics just alluded to have practical as well as 
scientific importance. This practical importance may be 
great, as exact knowledge here prevents mistaken deductions 
and conclusions. Thus we can understand why, after 
several rapid and successive ejaculations, i,e,, in repeated 
coitus at short intervals, the amount of seminal fluid 
decreases, and is found microscopically to contain few 
normal and active sperms, and more that are extinct or 
immature.^ 

The motion of the sperms continues automatically in the 
seminal fluid and the normal secretions of the womanly 
parts. It is still an open question whether they are occasion- 
ally immobile and passive during their progress through the 
woman^s organs, or continuously in motion ; and also 
whether they are able to draw nourishment and stimulant 
either from the other male secretions or the female secretions 
(Skene's glands, Bartholin's glands, vaginal and cervical 
passages), which preserves them and enables them to retain 
their mobility in spite of the comparatively enormous 
distances traversed. We cannot deny the possibility of such 
local sustenance and refreshment. A pause or temporary 
cessation of movement is also not by any means improbable; 
we have seen already that they are first stimulated to active 
advance by mixing with the product of the prostate gland, 
although they have inherent power of independent move- 
ment. We know that, e.g., among bats, which have con- 
nection in the autumn, the sperms can remain dormant in 
the uterus throughout the whole winter and impregnate the

much too small in amount, and containing no mobile (active) spermatozoa, 
but only immature cells, such as, at that time, doctors erroneously regarded 
as extinct or deformed. I reported that spermatozoa of that type were 
very inapt for fertilisation ; he chose, for his own convenience, to take this 
diagnosis as an absolute guarantee that he could have connection, but not 
procreate and on the next occasion he made his partner pregnant. 
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ova in the spring. On the other hand, if we microscopically 
examine spermatozoa contained in seminal fluid which is 
preserved at mean bodily heat in incubators, where it cannot 
^y up, we may observe that they remain alive under these 
conditions for- eight days, and are in constant motion, 
whenever observed. So it is quite possible that they con- 
tinue moving from the moment of ejaculation till 
fertilisation within the feminine organism. 

This period of time is very variously estimated. Some 
authorities think it is only from twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours. Others assume eight or even fourteen days. Taking 
into consideration the analogy of various animal species and 
practical experience rather than experimental research, I am 
inclined to believe in a long continuance of seminal vitality. 

These sperms move forwards at a rate of speed which, 
under the microscope, appears about 3 mm. a minute. This 
means that each spermatozoon moves its own length for- 
ward in a second. They are propelled onwards with enor- 
mous force, obstacles are thrust aside or cloven through, and 
the advance is steadily upstream. And, as I have mentioned, 
a capillary current downwards and outwards, towards the 
vagina and introitus, is always operating in the woman’s 
oviducts and uterus; so the invaders must swim against 
the stream to attain their goal. Probably their extreme 
rapidity is slightly diminished by the capillary cvurrent. At 
least, it is assumed that they only advance i to mm. 
every three minutes, so that as they emerge from the liquid 
ejaculate at the external os uteri, they only reach the cavity 
of the uterus in two to three hours. A few more hours and 
they will have entered the oviduct or tube, and in its lateral 
portion they meet the released ovum. One of the sperma- 
tozoa darts forward and plunges into the ovum, its head 
becomes merged with the ovum, and fertilisation has taken 
place. Fertilisation or conception thus cannot take place at 
earliest — ^if we accept these calculations — before eight hours 
have elapsed after coitus. 

And what is the latest possible date ? Of course we 
assume there has not been another coitus in the intervening 
period ! This is very hard to decide. But various circum- 
stances lead me to assiune that we must allow for con- 
siderable time here. In more precise terms : I consider it 
probable that from eight to ten days after a coitus a sperma- 
tozoon ejaculated on that occasion may fertilise an ovum.

But, in opposition to some authorities, I am of the opinion 
that spermatozoa received by the female organs during a 
coitus before a menstrual discharge have not much chance of 
surviving the menstruation, and remaining hidden in the 
tubes, to fertilise the product of the next ovulation. But 
I will not pronounce this to be impossible, especially if the 
ovulation occurs prematurely. 

Finally we must learn what happens to the many sperma- 
tozoa winch do not meet and merge with the ovum. Only 
one is so fortunate as to be functional, when it has con- 
joined with the ovum no others can penetrate. And as in 
every coitus (unless it follows too quickly after a preceding 
ejaculation) between 200 and 500 million spermatozoa are 
flung forward into the vagina — myriads must perish for each 
one that survives. What happens to these myriads ? Many 
ebb again out of the vagina in the liquid secretions ejaculated 
with them. Another portion, certainly proportion^ly large, 
are dissolved and neutralised fairly soon by the local (vaginal) 
secretions, which are too acid to suit them as a medium.^ 
The slight acidity of the vaginal secretion at certain periods 
of the cycle, and the distinctly alkaline spermatic fluid and 
uterine and tubal secretions, on the other hand, are very 
congenial to the sperm. 

The extinct sperms decompose and disintegrate (fall apart). 
The remains are carried out of the vulva with the urine or by 
douches and ablutions. 

On the other hand, some of their chemical ingredients, 
together with those of the accessory glands, are absorbed 
into the vaginal membrane and incorporated in the blood. 

A small number reaches the uterus. Most of these perish 
on the way to the Fallopian tube or oviduct. But the 
uterine lining is more absorbent of spermatic substances than 
the vaginal. And many still active sperms actually pene- 
trate this mucous membrane, and have been microscopically 
discovered in and among the epithehal cells in all stages of 
disintegration. It is obvious that their chemical components 
are thus all the more thoroughly absorbed and assimilated 
by the whole body of the woman. 

Only a very few sperms enter the oviduct. There the 
same fate as met their fellows awaits all but one, which is

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destined to transmit life. But we have not succeeded in 
tracing their presence here as in the uterus. Possibly the 
capillary current wafts them back to the uterus. 

Only a very small number, which have the toughest 
vitality and most active mobility, reach the abdominal 
cavity itself. Here, as shown by Hoehne’s experimental 
injections into the peritoneal cavity,^ they are attacked by 
the phagocjrtes (white corpuscles), which are the scavengers 
and cleansers of the human organism, and exterminated 
within twenty hours. 

The prostate gland is shaped like a horse-chestnut, and 
surrounds the posterior urethra, so that its longer section 
lies behind, but a small portion before, the luinary duct. 
The anterior or front surface of the prostate approaches the 
lower rim of the s5miphysis ; the neck of the bladder is 
embedded in the upper prostatic surface. The hindmost 
portion, as shown in Plate VII (No. 9), slopes slightly 
downwards, and lies contiguous to the enlarged portion of 
the bowel which we described and depicted when treating of 
the female genitalia. The prostate can be felt by the finger 
if inserted into the recttun. The lowest extremity of the 
prostate is supported on the muscular pelvic floor, just 
above the juncture of the urethra with the corpora cavernosa 
of the penis. 

The prostate is a cluster of glandular cells, separated by 
connective tissue, provided with smooth (involuntary) 
muscles, and sheathed in an outer wall of similar muscle. 
This powerful muscular apparatus is able, during its spas- 
modic contractions or convulsions at the moment of sexual 
congress, to squeeze and force the secretions it contains 
into the urethra. The ducts in which these secretions are 
formed are about thirty in number, and open close together 
at the same place in the urethral wall where the two seminal 
ducts also join the urethra, that is, on the urethral crest 
(No. 10). 

The urethral crest is an oval elevation, about 3 mm. high 
and the same wide, in the middle of that section of the 
m-ethra which passes through the prostate gland ; it 
protrudes from the posterior wall into the duct itself. Its 
length is not exactly measurable, as it merges into a sort of 
longitudinal fold of the mucous membrane ; but it is approxi- 
mately between 7 and 8 mm. It consists mostly of erectile

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tissue, like the corpora cavernosa and the female clitoris and 
bulbi, and is interwoven with elastic and smooth (involun- 
tary) muscles. 

The specific secretions of the prostate gland form a milky- 
white, thin, alkaline fluid containing the special chemical 
substance — called spermin — ^which gives the seminal dis- 
charge its characteristic odour.^ For these prostatic 
secretions are forced into the urethra together with the 
secretions from the testicles (sperm), and thoroughly inter- 
mingled in the convulsive contractions of the sexual act. 
Prostate secretions form a large proportion of the ejaculate, 
or discharge, and, as we have seen, their alkalinity preserves 
the spermatozoa and stimulates their mobility. 

We have already mentioned some significant facts regard- 
ing the spermatic ducts, seminal ducts, or vasa deferentia, 
I shall here allude chiefly to their association with the 
reservoirs and vesiculse, or vesicles. The ducts themselves 
are decidedly long — about 45 cm — which derives, biologi- 
cally from the descent of the testicles out of the abdomen 
into the scrotum. They ascend on either side, out of the 
testicles, and intertwine with nerves and blood-vessels to 
form the bilateral spermatic cords, close under the skin, to the 
outer extremity of the groins. On this section of its length 
the spermatic cord can be easily felt with the fingers. 

If the contents of the scrotal pouch, on either left or right 
side, are moved between the fingers, between groin and 
testicle, one can feel a hard, round cord of about the thickness 
of a narrow pencil. After having passed through the groin * 
it descends into the lesser pelvis covered by the peritoneum 
and skirts the base of the bladder. At this point it becomes 
enlarged and forms a ^spindle-shaped cavity, the seminal 
reservoir (bilateral). 

The extreme length of the spermatic cord is of as much 
importance from a practical as from an evoluntionary point 
of view. For this length makes it a much more effective 
suction-pump for the testicular products. This length also 
makes it able to contain a large amount of such secretions, 
so that throughout it serves as a reservoir, as well as a 
conduit or duct. 

But the reservoirs par excellence are the two enlarged 
portions below the bladder. They look like lumps or

* It does not enter the abdominal cavity proper. 
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protuberances, and are divided internally into tiny compart- 
ments by the web-like folds of the mucous membrane, 
forming deep and irregular interstices. In these cavities, 
which are between 3 and 4 cm. long, and almost i cm. broad, 
the seminal fluid from the epididymis collects: The auto- 
matic involuntary contractions of the muscular walls spray 
the fluid through the tiny passages which form the terminal 
section of the spermatic cord into the urethra. And at the 
same time, by the same muscular spasms, the contents of the 
vesiculeB, or seminal vesicles, are also flung forward into the 
urethra. 

The vesiculce (No. 8 in Plate VII.) are two flat, ova 
bodies, 4 to 5 cm. long, 2 cm. broad, and only i cm. through 
which he between bladder and rectum. They resemble the 
reservoirs in their internal structure, with the difference that 
each vesicle consists of a twisted or convoluted main duct, with 
several branches ending in culs-de-sac ; they open into the 
main duct, and this again into the lower extremity of the 
reservoir, so that the vesicle may be considered an oval 
annexe or extension of the reservoir. 

For a long time medical science considered that the vesicles 
themselves served only or mainly as reservoirs, and it is 
certain that some sperm cells are always to be found in the 
vesicles of sexually adult men, and that any liquid injected 
into the vas deferens fills both reservoir and vesicles before 
it streams through the tiny apertmre into the urethra. But 
all test experiments of this type have, of course, been made 
post mortem, so that we cannot be equally sure of their 
validity for the living. 

It seems to me most likely that the main storage of semen 
takes place in the reservoirs, and that when these are over- 
full the vesicles act as safety-valves and extra containers.^ 

But the main office of the reservoirs is to secrete special 
ingredients which are mixed with the seminal fluid. The 
vesicular product is a tough, yellowish, and sticky substance, 
which can be distinguished in perfectly fresh ejaculate, in 
the form of tiny grains (like frog’s eggs but without the core) 
and serves to make the consistency less fluid and more

Dogs, cats, and others who have no reservoirs, and are thus compelled 
to depend on the vas deferens for their seminal supply in coitus, take a 
comparatively long time. 
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gelatinous. But these grains very soon dissolve and the 
ejaculate becomes wholly liquid. 

We have already mentioned the stimulating effect of the 
vesicular secretions on the spermatozoa. Moreover, the 
increased an^ount of substance serves to disperse these cells. 
It is not yet known whether the peculiar consistency of this 
substance has any particular value for the perservation of 
the sperms. The final sections of the vasa deferentia, which 
pour the contents of reservoirs and vesicles into the urethra, 
are both only between 2 and 2 J cm. long. They intersect 
the prostate gland, from either side, converging diagonally, 
and open into the urethra, very close together, at the summit 
of the urethral crest. At first they are 2 mm. in diameter, 
but they contract to a quarter of that width^ (i mm.), so that 
the spermatic substance is squeezed and pressed into the 
urethra in superlatively thin spray and with great force. 
This is essential, as we shall explain later on. 

Through ejaculation, or emission, the male sperms are 
finally ejected from the body. Ejaculation is the aim, the 
summit and the end of the sexual act. We shall discuss it 
in detail, as such, in the following section, especially in 
connection with the impressions and sensations accompany- 
ing it. 

But we shall deal here with the mechanism of ejaculation, 
as the accumulated spermatic fluids may be evacuated, 
automatically in men and boys, without sexual intercourse, 
and even quite apart from erotic stimulation or sexual thoughts 
or wishes. 

When the accumulated tension or summation of stimuli — 
whether these are external and mechanical, i.e., peripheral, 
and/or solely psychic and imaginative, i.e., central, or 
exclusively the result of brimming seminal fluid in the reser- 
voirs and vesicles — ^has passed a certain limit, the smooth 
involuntary muscles of these four organs contract auto- 
matically in strong spasms, and drive their fluid contents in 
tiny columns of spray against the anterior urethral wall. 
At the same time, the prostatic muscles contract, and pro- 
ject the special secretions of the prostate into the urethra. 
These various secretory substances are thoroughly inter- 
mingled because of the extreme tenuity of the vesicular

aperture in the carburetter of a medium-sized automobile is twice as vdde

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streams and the impetus with which they are ejected and 
rebound from the urethral wall to meet the prostatic secre- 
tion as it pours out of its numerous apertures. (See under the 
description of the structiu-e and functions of the prostate.) 

Thus it will be seen that the mechanism of this inter- 
mingling of secretions is complex. 

And the whole process is completed (at least in normal 
individuals) by the erection which precedes these reflexes* 
and causes the urethral crest to swell and protrude. • This 
makes the diagonal forward direction of the two terminal 
sections of the vas deferens steeper and more closely con- 
vergent, so that the various fluids are more thoroughly mixed 
and the whole amount directed towards the peiflle portion 
of the urethra. And at the same time, this swelling acts as 
a stopper to or occludes (shuts off) the posterior urethra — 
which is, as it were, also locked by certain prostate muscles, 
which form a ring round the methra and spasmodically 
contract. 

Thus it becomes impossible for the seminal fluid to flow 
away inwards in the direction of the bladder. Its only avail- 
able egress is towards the outer world. And simultaneous 
it becomes impossible for the urine to pass with and mix into 
the sperms : So long as the penis is in erection, the occlusion 
by the urethral crest makes it impossible to " pass water ” or 
urinate. 

The blend of liquid secretions, formed in the prostatic 
portion of the urethra, into what we know as the semen or 
seminal fluid, is instantly ejected from the body. This, 
too, is a pmrely reflex action. Therefore it is totally impos- 
sible, when the ejaculation has once started, to inhibit it by 
any effort of consciousness. It occurs spontaneously and 
inevitably, even though in this case, through the action of 
muscles of the ridged and voluntary t3rpe, which are other- 
wise controlled by the conscious will. The reflex is set in 
motion by the projection of the liquid semen against the 
internal urethral wall ; its sensory result is the feeling of 
ecestatic pleasure (even in emissions during sleep). Its 
motor resiflt is an immediate succession of rh3rthmic or 
spasmodic convulsions of the powerful muscles around the 

* A reflex is theiavoluntaiy reaction of stimuli applied to a certain 
nerve or nerves, on other nerves, and the resultant action without participa- 
tion of the cerebral centres. This is important. 
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root of the penis, and of the whole pelvic floor. The most 
active muscle, in ejaculation, is one which encloses the 
htUbtts urethree and lies close under the perineum. Its 
paroxysms can be clearly felt by the finger on such occasions. 
It is indicated in Plate VII. by No. 14, and coloured pink, 
(Musculus bulbo cavernosus.) 

The rh)dhmic spasms of ejaculation fling forth the semen 
from the external orifice with an impetus which may be 
perceived if the emission takes place in vacuo. The seminal 
stream usually covers a distance of from 15 to 20 cm., but 
has been known to exceed i metre. 

Probably, in the first coital spasm, while some of the 
seminal liquid is discharged outwards, some also passes 
into the posterior urethra. And when the paroxysms sub- 
side, more flows back, so that the alternate muscular tension 
and relaxation act here, too, as a suction piunp. 

In a few convulsive forward thrusts, the bulk of the semen 
is ejaculated, a few further slighter and gradually decreasing 
contractions dispose of what remains in the urethra, and 
the reflex is at an end. Presently the tense erected penis 
grows smaller, and slacker, and resumes its normal position 
— unless further stimulation persists and causes a renewal 
of the process — and the erection and ejaculation are at an 
end. 

It is difficult to ascertain exactly whether vesicles and 
reservoirs are entirely emptied when ejaculation occurs. 
But when it is found possible to repeat coitus almost at once, 
we may safely assume only a partial emptying of these 
organs, although we must concede that both during the 
first emission and in response to the stimuli preceding the 
second, wave-like successive contractions of the vasa 
deferentia rapidly provide further seminal fluid. Perhaps 
complete or partial discharge is a matter of individual 
idiosyncrasy. Some authorities accept the possibility of a 
unilateral (one-sided) evacuation. Individual idiosyncrasies 
here would explain why one man can only have coitus once 
on each occasion, and another several times in rapid suc- 
cession. Moreover, this facility (or potency) certainly 
depends less on the amount of testicular secretion than on 
increased activity of the accessory glands. When ejacu- 
lations occur in rapid succession, only a thin fluid is finally 
discharged, which contains mostly prostatic secretion but 
no sperms, or at most very few. 
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The poUutions or involuntary seminal losses to which 
young men who are sexually abstinent are peculiarly liable 
owing to the accumulation of sperms, can take place every 
fortnight or three weeks and sometimes every eight dajrs. 
In later years they occur less often. They usually take place 
only during sleep and in association with erotic i-eams, and 
the ejaculation is accompanied by deep pleasure and satisfied 
relief. 

As regards the interaction between the local processes in 
the genital organs and the psychic images and feelings, it 
is just as likely that the tension in vesicles and reservoirs 
causes the motor reflexes of erection and emission, and that 
the dream passes through the mind concurrently, as that 
the local tension causes the dream and the dream the 
ejaculation. 

In any case, erection and ejaculation during sleep give us 
the most arresting, simple, and purely physical example of 
the “ urge to relieve tension ” or " urge to relax,” so that 
in such cases we may accurately apply the terms ” urge of 
sexual evacuation." 

But how complex is the psychic response, in waking hours, 
to the tension of the seminal reservoirs ! Even if the 
psychic unrest is the direct result of the physical tension, 
the resultant impulse and desire is consciously aimed much 
more at satisf5dng an emotion that at relieving a physical 
need ! So that we can no longer here speak of “ evacua- 
tion ” only, or even predominantly.^ 

What wondrous interplay of stimulation and inhibition, 
excitement and restraint ! And especially of inhibition and 
restraint. For the motor reflex of ejaculation which derives 
solely from the seminal reservoirs and causes the unconscious 
discharge — only happens during sleep ! And this proves 
conclusively that when consciousness is awake, the process 
of ejaculation is inhibited and controlled from the cerebral 
cortex, i.e., through the active co-operation of the soul. 

And similar inhibitions of erection and ejaculation, through 
the higher nerve centres of the brain, may prevail under 
various other circumstances ; a fact which many men

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have great reason to be thankful for — and not a few, the 
reverse.* 

A few more details are appropriate with regard to the 
sperm, or semen, although the main facts have been stated 
above. 

Human semen is discharged on each single occasion to the 
amount of between 5 and 10 cc., each cubic centimetre 
containing about sixty million spermatozoa. When emis- 
sions occur in rapid succession, both quantity and quality 
diminish. When first exposed to the outer air, semen 
appears as a glutinous fluid containing tiny lumps or 
granules ; its colour is a faintly yellowish white, its chemical 
reactions alkaline, and it has a very distinctive odour, which 
increases under the application of heat or washing with warm 
water. Very soon the granules vanish, and the semen 
liq^uefies completely, but tends to shred itself. When it 
dries up it first becomes very sticky, and then leaves on 
woven materials (clothing and sheets, etc.), hard white 
marks, which can be washed out with cold water, but are 
very hard to remove if hot water is used. It is of importance 
in forensic medicine that the sperms are distinguishable in 
laundry-water. 

Under the ifiicroscope we may distinguish in normal 
semen not only the coimtless lively active spermatozoa, and 
few abnormal (or immature) forms, but also various other 
cells and micro-organisms which have no practical import- 
ance for this treatise. 

Peculiarly striking crystals are formed in the semen if it 
is frozen or precipitated. They are almost the length of a 
spermatozodn. In spite of their great diversity of shape, 
ftese crystals (first discovered by Bdttcher in 1865) all consist 
of the same substance, a composite of spermin. 

In the last ten years of the nineteenth century spermin 
was exhaxistively studied, chemically and biologically, by 
A. von Poehl, of Petersburg. He succeeded in producing 
spermin by chemical sjmthesis. 

He was able to demonstrate (among other phenomena) 
that the characteristic odour of semen is exclusively due to 
its content of spermin. So this odour does not come from 
the testicular secretion, which has hardly any spermin, but 
from the prostatic fluid. Therefore the seminal secretions, if 
obtained straight from the vasa de/erentia, do not smell of 
^ Cf. the Fourth Episode in Schnitzler's " Reigen." 
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spermin, although such testicular secretions are the main 
and most important ingredient in the ejaculate. 

Moreover, chemically pure combinations of spermin ^ can 
exhale the unmistakable seminal odour, even in extremely 
weak solutions. This circtunstance enables us to under- 
stand its transmission to the breath of some women after 
coitus. 

Poehl's researches proved also that spermin, when intro- 
duced into the bodily organism, accelerated metabolism 
and generally quickened vital energy. And this explains in 
itself the tonic effect of coitus on women, for it_is beyond 
question that the seminal fluid is partially absorbed by the 
tissues of the female organs. Of course, we may at once 
admit that this exhilaration and invigoration may not be 
wholly due to spermin, but partly also to other seminal 
ingre^ents. Equally we recognise the possibility, or, rather, 
probability, that sexual union refreshes and strengthens the 
woman in other ways as well, e.g., through increasing the 
amount of her own internal secretions and through psychic 
channels. 

The internal secretions of the male genitals (endocrines, 
hormones) are certainly very important, as we have men- 
tioned in our earlier section. In the adult man they 
promote general bodily vigour, mental initiative and 
capacity, and sexual emotions, especially in their preliminary 
stages. 

Unlike the woman’s ovarian products, the man’s internal 
secretions do not show any cyclic variations, but continue at 
a steady level, throughout maturity. And they have not 
the same decisive influence on the whole individu^ existence 
in his case as in hers. Man is not subject to the recurrent 
alternate ebb and flow of all vital processes, which charac- 
terises woman.* 

But at a certain age, the external and internal secretions 
of the testicles diminish, gradually. This is one of the

In f^lowship to me denied.** 
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s3nnptoins of senescence (advancing age). But it has special 
significance, for when the testicles begin to atrophy, their 
internal hormones no longer exercise such powerful stimulus 
on the general individuality, and the functions of separate 
organs, and so the atrophy of the testicles emphasises and 
promotes the ageing of the whole body and often of the 
mind, as well. Thus, there is formed, a vicious circle, an 
unbroken chain of unfavourable effects, whose main link is 
the decreased production of testicular hormones. 

Modem scientific research has brought proof of this theory 
in two independent ways, and has based its conclusions also 
on earlier observations. The experiments of Steinach ^ 
have shown that the ligature of the vas ieferens (vaso 
ligature or vasectomy) does not only arrest senescence, but 
can even cause existent s 3 miptoms to ^sappear, to some 
extent.* And the work of Voronoff, who has replaced the 
failing internal secretion of human testicles by trans- 
planting interstitial tissues of anthropoid apes, has had 
similar results. 

Of course, it is intended, in such experiments, to help men 
who are affected with premature exhaustion and senility. 
We are not yet in a position to speak authoritatively about 
the final consequences of such operations, from the point of 
view of practical everyday life. 

In our present state of uncertainty, it seems advisable for 
a healthy man in the fifties and sixties to prevent, so far as 
possible, the atrophy of his organs, by exercising them 
regularly and appropricdely , i.e., not with excessive frequency, 
but also not too seldom. / assume, of course, that he will 
have always preserved them from morbid infections ! 

For every organ atrophies, if it is not used at all, or used 
very little. We doctors meet this symptom ever3rwhere, 
and we always warn against it. So why should we not 
point out that inactivity of the testicles helps to bring about 
premature senility and degeneracy, and thus depresses 
and debilitates the whole individual ; whereas moderate 
and suitable use of the sexual function — which is possible 
up to a very great age — keeps the whole organism com- 
paratively vigorous and efficient. Of course, there can be

CHAPTER VIII 

Definitions, Prelude, and Love Play 

By the term sexual intercourse, we herewith designate 
the full range of contact and connection, between human 
beings, for sexual consummation. But let us first of all 
make immistakably clear that by " sexual intercourse," 
unqualified by any adjectives, we refer exclusively to normal 
intercourse between opposite sexes. If we cannot avoid 
occasional reference to certain abnormal sexual practices, 
we shall emphatically state that they are abnormal. But this 
will only occur very seldom, for, as postulated above, it is 
our intention to keep the Hell-gate of the Realm of Sexual 
Perversions firmly closed. On the other hand. Ideal 
Marriage permits normal, physiological activities the fullest 
scope, in all desirable and delectable ways ; these we shall 
envisage, without any prudery, but with deepest reverence 
for true chastity. All that is morbid, all that is perverse, we 
banish : for this is Holy Ground. 

In order to obviate confusion, let us first define what we 
regard as normal sexual intercourse. It is not altogether 
easy. All rigid definitions and sharp distinctions are 
particularly difficult in sexual matters. I think the most com- 
prehensive and exact definition is as follows : That inter-

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course which takes place between the two sexually mature 
individuals of opposite sexes ; which excludes cruelty and 
the use of artificial means for producing voluptuous sensa- 
tions ; which aims directly or indirectly at the consiunmation 
of sexual satisfaction, and which, having achieved a certain 
degree of stimulation, concludes with the ejaculation — or 
emission — of the semen into the vagina, at the nearly 
simultaneous culmination ^ of sensation — or orgasm — of both 
partners. 

Complete sexual intercourse comprises : the prelude, the 
love play, the sexual union ; and the after-play or epilogue 
(postlude). Its summit and its purpose alike, blend in the 
third stage. The accepted technical term for this third 
stage is coitus ; but I shall call it communion. This has the 
associations of union, consummation and copulation : and 
has the further advantage that it does not emphasise the 
activity of the man and the passivity of the woman, which 
in Ideal Marriage should merge into a melodious mutu- 
ality of interaction and response. Communion mating — 
merging together — ^implies equal rights and equal joys in 
sexual union. 

This mating or communion — ^which may also, in the 
narrower and more precise sense, be termed sexual union — 
begins with introduction of the male organ into the vagina, 
reaches its summit in the twofold acme and its purpose in the 
outpouring and reception of the seed of life. It concludes, 
strictly speaking, when the phallos is withdrawn from the 
vagina. Its biological purpose is attained in fertilisation or 
impregnation, but impregnation is not necessarily a part of 
the process of sexual union, nor is sexual union always an 
indispensable preliminary condition for impregnation.*

though, of course, exceptional instances on record of impregnation or con- 
ception following the penetration of sperm cells into the female genitalia 
without complete immissio penis or entrance of the male organ. Such 
cases are of great practical importance. They plainly prove two things. 
Firstly, that under certain circumstances impregnation can result if ttie 
seminal fluid is deposited in the external genitals or vulva even when the 
hymen remains unbroken. And secondly, that a spermatozodn can reach 
the female organs indirectly, e.g., through the contact of a Anger, and pre- 
serve sufficient vitality to able to make the long ascent, from the vulva to 
the ovary, without the impetus of ejaculation, and to penetrate and fertilise 
the egg-cell in its inmost sanctuary ; a supreme proof of the incredibly 
concentrated activity and force of these primordial life seeds.

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At the conclusion of sexual union or conununion, begins 
the after-glow, the epilogue, which may, however, be com- 
pletely omitted by couples who do not truly understand or 
feel love for one another. In such cases, having attained 
satisfaction, both man and woman turn away from each 
other, if only for a time. But when love is both intensely 
passionate and delicately considerate, such after-play 
becomes an important phase of sexual life ; it is all too 
often ignored or neglected in ordinary married life to-day. 
In Ideal Marriage it must attain full recognition and 
appreciation. 

It is not possible to set a definite time limit to this epilogue. 
It dies away like the final chords of a melody. It should 
echo, and vibrate, and reawaken in the preliminaries of a 
new act of sexual communion. 

Thus couples may achieve that continuity of communion 
which I consider one of the most beautiful results of Ideal 
Marriage, and at the same time one of its most reliable 
foundations. 

As soon as the first stirrings of the impulse of approach 
are perceptible, the prelude to sexual union begins. It 
continues at an unfaltering crescendo, in some cases slowly, 
in others rapidly, and in exceptional instances with the 
speed and certainty of lightning. 

And where does it end ? It ends as the love-play begins. 

Surely it is not necessary to observe that we cannot fix on 
any one instant of time as terminating the prelude and 
initiating the second stage ? It is obvious that they merge 
into one another in delicate gradations, that sometimes acts

Peculiarly signifiicant, on the practical side, are such cases in which there 
has been a transmission of sperm-cells from a residue deposited in the male 
urethra, and carried from thence, in the act of urination, to the preputial 
gland, where they may also remain for a while in a state of suspended 
activity. To be then, through renewed sexual contact, whether by insertion 
without ejaculation or more superficial contact introduced into the female 
organ. 

Other cases are still more complicated and instructive. In these, sperm- 
cells deposited in the vagina or outer sexual organs of one woman, may 
be transmitted to the vulva of a second woman or girl, who becomes 
pregnant as a result, while the first woman escapes. These extraordinary 
cases have been observed and established beyond any doubt. They prove 
the extreme ease with which impregnation can be effected, and the care 
which is necessary in dealing with either the seminal fluid: or specimens of 
sperm-cells. They also illuminate and explain certain impregnations, in 
spite of ** the utmost precautions from an unsuspected angle. 
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and responses characteristic of love-play appear in the pre- 
lude, and that, on the other hand, especially on the woman's 
side, a timid reserve and elusiveness manifests itself, even 
when the second fuller erotic chords have sounded. 

Nevertheless, it seems most helpful to indicate a dividing 
line, a natural Rubicon, between these two phases of the 
love drama. And it is not difficult to recognise : for the 
erotic kiss or lover’s kiss is the prototype of all erotic contact, 
and initiates a new grade of tension, for which reasons I 
consider it belongs definitively to the second stage. 

This second stage is enacted from the erotic kiss to the 
beginning of erotic communion,. It is a preliminary to such 
communion, and is indispensable if both partners are to be 
able to attain such communion in complete harmony of 
body and soul. 

This particular stage in sexual relations is of special 
significance for the hitherto inexperienced and " unlessoned 
girl " ; for an expert and delicate art in love-play on the 
man's side is generally necessary in order to excite her fuDy 
and make her ready for, and receptive to, consununation. 

In practised lovers, especially between partners who have 
become thoroughly adapted to each other's individualities, 
both preliminary prelude and love-play may be " got 
through ” in one brief gesture, or wholly dispensed with. 
A look, a word of invitation and suggestion sufiice, especially 
after prolonged abstinence from one another, to prepare for 
the supreme act and initiate it. 

But this lightning love contact can only occur very seldom 
and on exceptional occasions, between persons of toer feel- 
ings, and only such are capable of Ideal Marriage ; and 
when it does occur, there must be complete mastery of 
intimate aesthetic technique. Otherwise it is essentially 
gross and must have severe psychic consequences. For the 
man who neglects the love-play is guilty not only of coarse- 
ness, but of positive bruta^ty ; and lus omission can not 
only offend and disgust a woman, but also injure her on the 
purely physical plane. 

And this sin of omission is unpardonably stupid. 

For love-play, as an art, gives a profusion of pleasures 
which are certainly not inferior to those of conununion 
itself. In Ideal Marriage this second phase in the drama of 
sexual relations should be as much appreciated and culti- 
vated as the third. 
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If we consider each phase separately and in detail com- 
mensurate with its importance, we need not spend too much 
time over preliminary iechniqtte. It is simply the trans- 
lation into tactful and sldlful actuaUty of the principles 
enunciated in our third chapter on general sexual ph3reiology. 

Looks and words have the main roles in the prelude, for 
they can best utter the feelings at this early stage when the 
soi is more stirred than the body. 

But even the minor r 6 les here are important ! see all that 
has previously been said about the association of the sense 
of smell with sex ; see also Rousseau’s dictum on the power 
of “ le doux parfum d’un cabinet de toilette.” ^ 

And we may also refer, in this connection, to dancing, 
which has certainly lost a portion of its primeval significance 
as a sexual ritual,* but, nevertheless, in modem civilisation 
retains much force of erotic S5nnbolism and suggestion. This 
is specially the case with certain folk-dances, e.g., the 
Russian Trepak, the Sicilian, and T3n-olese (Schuhplattler), 
which are obviously pantomimic courtships. They attain 
their effect not only by the play of gesture, but also through 
the power and vivacious grace of movement, and generally 
also by the musical accompaniment, the strongest factor 
here being rhythmic. 

In the prelude the impulse of approach works through the 
three senses of sight, hearing and smell. Taste and touch 
come into play at closer range, and it may be said that 
touch, once in action, soon becomes paramount. 

There are two main types or, one might say (to continue 
the musical analogy), motifs in the prelude : coquetry and 
filiation. 

If I make use here of the first word, I do not wish to 
emphasise the associations of vanity and frivolity which 
attach to it in its original form and language. 

What I mean in the erotic prelude to Ideal Marriage by 
the term coquetry, corresponds, if I am not mistaken, to the 
true original meaning of the word, and implies the interplay 
of alternate approach and retreat, attraction and defence, 
which by the resultant accumulating tension and summation 
constitutes one of love’s strongest spells on the psychic side.

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Coquetry, if employed by a woman of sensitive feeling and 
artistic taste, with delicate gradations and due discretion in 
its more defensive aspects, can be one of the most graceful 
erotic manifestations, for there is peculiar charm in a 
retreat followed by a renewed advance. We realise this 
general rule of aesthetics in music, where it is most effectively 
used ; in the drama, where a short interval enhances interest 
in the action when it recommences ; and in the erotic art, 
through coquetry. And we shall- find this deliberate 
momentary retreat and reserve as a subtle reUsh in the more 
intimate stages of the love-play, and even during the 
summit of sexual intercourse. 

But, let us not forget ! every stimulant in overdoses is 
poison ; just as poisons in minutest dose on appropriate 
occasions act as stimulants. 

Even so in art ; in the fine arts, musical, literary, plastic, 
pictorial ; and equally so in the finest of aU, the art of love, 
intentional and conscious reticence must be most carefully 
and discriminatingly used. Those who know not how to 
employ such methods at the right moment in the right 
manner and with complete proficiency — had best have them 
quite alone ! Or let him (and not less her 1 ) beware of over- 
dosage ! For too little can at most here simply fail of special 
effect — ^but too much reserve, too strong accentuation of the 
defensive, the independent, causes not stimifiation but 
paralysis ; it paralyses human S3nnpathies in the one 
partner, specific sexual desires in the other. 

And the piquant relish of coquetry excessively used, does 
not only inhibit and paralyse. It tastes sour and repellent ; 
arouses distaste, and is abjured ! 

Lovers — ^beware ! 

We must define the sense in which we use the term 
flirtation. In dictionaries we find translations and defini- 
tions which lay stress on dalliance, on the playful elusive 
flutter of attraction. But we do not require a special term 
for this, we have a full vocabulary of our own. 

Neither do we require to make “ flirtation ” synonymous 
with “ courtship ” or “ wooing ” — as some sexologists do — 
in the fullest sense. And finally, as we aim at serious clarity 
and precision here, and a responsible scientific treatise need 
employ no doubles-entendres, we have no use for the term 
" flirtation ” to designate sexual relations outside marriage 
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in which the partners go more or less far — ^generally more 
so — ^without complete coitus. Certain modem fashionable 
circles find it convenient to understand by " flirtation ” 
everything except the one coital act ; to make “flirtation ” 
synonjonous with the whole of erotic love-play and specific 
local stimulation, but we need not use the terms in this sense, 
for it is not only linguistically incorrect, but also superfluous. 
We face facts, and have an arsenal of terms which express 
them, with dignity and lucidity. 

But we cannot dispense with the concept of flirtation if 
we retain what I believe to be its origin^ sense : the per- 
formance and experience of the prelude to erotic relations in 
the definite intention of not going beyond this preliminary stage. 

In this respect, flirtation, especially between married 
couples, may beautifully refresh and renew erotic feeling. 
Thus, like coquetry, if used at appropriate times and 
amounts, it should not be omitted from the technical side of 
ideal marriage. 

The most important instrument in the prelude to sexual 
intercourse is — conversation ; the exchange of impressions 
and ideas. Its most effective subject is — Love. Its effects 
are produced by suggestion : auto-suggestion and mutual. 

The best realisation of what this prelude means may be 
formed if we consider its bodily influence. I am not now 
alluding to the general organic effect shown by more rapid 
heart action (tachycardia). The local sensations prove 
clearly that the erotic prelude of contemplation and con- 
versation is — a preparation. For, if conducted according to 
the rules of this oldest human art, through purely psychic 
stimuli, it produces an unmistakable physical symptom in both 
man and woman — at least in the normal erotically experienced 
woman. This symptom is distillation or the lubrication of 
the genitals which physically expresses the desire for closer 
contact and forms an indispensable condition to such con- 
tact, or at least to fully and mutually satisfactory com- 
munion.*

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The second stage or act in love’s drama — ^love-play — 
arises from the impulse for sexual gratification in its widest 
sense. 

Among the Western races — ^for whom these suggestions 
are intended — ^it almost always begins with the kiss — ^with 
the lover’s or erotic kiss} Men entendu. There are, of course, 
kisses that have nothing to do with sexual love. It would 
be quite indefensible to assmne the contrary, as kisses are 
often given and received which are wholly formal and con- 
ventional or actuated by affection other than sexual. But 
this second category is much less numerous than simple- 
minded folk suppose, or than they wish to believe, and/or 
pretend to believe. For the sexual emotions have a 
much wider range and more complex r 6 le in life than 
people generally ventme to realise, or at leeist to express in 
words. 

In any case “ just an innocent little harmless kiss ” is 
often far less “ innocent ” in the accepted sense of sexless, 
than it is conventionally (or conveniently !) assumed to be. 
For many adults, of otWwise open mind, who attempt to 
be honest with themselves, have found that the " innocence ” 
of a reverent or pitiful kiss on brow or hand, has proved 
quite fictitious ! — ^whether the fiction was profitable or 
harmful in its further stages. 

And there are other lasses, more or less distinctively 
sexual, which are given and received with such haste, 

theology) with any other, I prefer to use it, instead of a paraphrase. The 
other local manifestations which often appear during the prelude (erection 
and swelling of the clitoris in the woman) are less frequent than lubrica- 
tion, and generally belong to a later stage of love-play. 

In the second stage, without sufficient prelude, on the contrary, the 
genitals expand and become turgid before lubrication. 

^ Japanese, Chinese, Annamese do not kiss as we understand the term. 
Instead of the mutual contact of mouths, there is a nasal contact, with 
delicate, deliberate inhalation. 

A report from Tokio which appeared in the Press, in September, 1924, 
was typical of the difEerence in Japanese ideas and feelings ; of the inde- 
cency, even obscenity, of the mouth kiss, in their eyes. In an exhibition 
of European works of art, a reproduction of Rodin's group, Le Baiser,** 
was concealed behind a bamboo screen and not open to the public. 

And it is known throughout the world that the erotic technique of the 
East has not been impaired by omitting the mouth to mouth kiss. Both 
Near and Far East value and practise erotic technique, as a rule, far more 
highly and generally than the Western world and we can learn much from 
them in this art. 

And the olfactory, or nasal kiss — the sniffing or inhalation of each other's 
skin and breath, is much more practised in the Western world than is 
commonly supposed. I shall refer to this later on. 
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embarrassment and awe that they belong rather to the 
prelude than to erotic play itself. Such are, for instance, 
the kisses exchanged as part of certain games, and those 
which adolescent young people venture on, largely in a 
spirit of curiosity and experiment. 

All these varieties of the genus kiss lack the t 5 ^ical 
characteristic of the erotic kiss. For the erotic kiss is 
mutual ; it is given and received from mouth to mouth with 
mutual pressure. 

This is its signature and its significance. 

The erotic kiss itself is rich in variation. It may " brush 
the bloom ” like a butterfly’s wing by a light stroking of 
lips with other pursed lips ; be, as it were, an " effleurage,” 
to use the technical terms of massage therapy for gentle 
stroking, and of poetry for fleeting, hardly perceptible con- 
tacts. From its hghtest, faintest form, it may run the gamut 
of intimacy and intensity to the pitch of Maraichinage, in 
which the couple, sometimes for hours, mutually explore 
and caress the inside of each other’s mouths with their 
tongues as profoundly as possible.^ But it is indisputable 
that the greatest penetration in kissing it not for all lovers 
the same as the maximum pleasure and stimulation. Mastery 
of this art is a matter of delicate differences rather than of 
one limited and sharply defined style. 

But the tongue is indispensable in the erotic kiss ; and 
" plays lead ” in its most important variations. This may 
take the form of vigorous and pronounced penetration, but 
in a much more subtly differentiated manner than among 
the primitive peasantry of the Vend6e. Indeed, the tongue- 
kiss is most captivating when the tip of the tongue very 
Hghtly and gently titillates the beloved’s tongue and lips. 

Three senses are blended in the kiss : touch, taste, and 
smell. Sound should be conspicuous by its absence ! The

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sense of smell is important here. There are differences and 
blends of the personal odours from the skin aroimd the 
mouth aperture, from the cavity of the mouth and from the 
breath. We have mentioned these above in treating of the 
erotic influence of personal odours. Probably the special 
scent of the skin is more important than is generally sup- 
posed. In any c£ise there is much foundation to the deriva- 
tion of kissing from the mutual nosing and sniffing of 
animals.^ In those human races who inhale or smjf instead 
of tasting when they kiss (or as we call it “ rub noses ”), the 
scent of the skin is probably felt as the predominant attrac- 
tion, though the breath is also perceived. 

And no doubt also the sense of touch receives impressions, 
though probably less finely graduated and intense than in 
the kiss from mouth to mouth. 

And one sensory element of the mouth and tongue kiss 
{buccal or bucco-lingual) is absent in the nasal kiss : the' 
factor of taste. This is a factor which most people fail 
definitely to perceive, and there are only very few connois- 
seurs who can discriminate and describe the indi'vidual 
flavour of their beloved’s kisses as the Ancient Romans 
could.* But there is a faint yet undeniable difference in the 
kisses of different individuals or of the same individual at 
different times : a difference perceptible to the sense of 
taste, though hardly definable in words. It probably arises 
from the natured moisture of the mouth and the salivary 
glands. We know that the composition of the saliva varies ; 
we have tested this by physiological chemistry (apart from 
morbid states) in strictly normal processes, such as preg- 
nancy, and we know that various substances, introduced 
into the body through the veins or vagina, become incor- 
porated in the saliva.* 

All this suffices to give a certain indi'vidual flavour to the 
moisture of the mouth and throat, and we must remember 
that flavour and odour are not ever entirely separable ; 
and this gives individuality to kisses. For the erotic kiss, 
at least the longer and more fervent erotic kisses between

as tasting of wild berries. Cf. “ Song of Solomon.” 

* Why should there not be differences here during menstruation, and 
the phases of the cyclic ebb and flow ? Or under psychic influences ? Cf. 
the transmission of the smell of semen, mentioned in Chapter III. 
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lovers, are essentially, and in contrast to the formal, con- 
ventional kiss, not d^, but moist. The moisture passes 
from each mouth to the other, even if in a very small amount. 
And many lovers, perhaps most, prefer an amount that is 
not very small. The poets who rhapsodise, “ And I will 
drink thy kisses, as oft, of yore,” are literally correct, as a 
matter of erotic technique — ^for erotic kisses are drunk or, at 
least, sipped. 

I need not here repeat what has been said of the tactile 
sensations conveyed in kissing by the stroking (friction) 
and titillation of and by the lips and tongue. 

Here I will only emphasise two contributory factors, 
which have been ignored in Chapter III. The first is the 
peculiar tactile sensation afforded in kissing by suction, 
which is generally present, in greater or less degree, and 
which may be modified and varied, according to whether 
it is actively exercised, passively experienced, or a blend of both. 

The second factor, unmentioned till now, is the use of 
the teeth in the kiss. They not only support the lips, 
but in the more passionate kisses they are often active 
agents. 

Indeed, both the active and the passive partner feel a 
pecuharly keen, erotic pleeisure in the tiny, delicate, gentle 
or sharp but never really painful nips man and woman 
exchange as the love-play quickens, especially when such 
caresses are apphed in rapid succession and in adjacent 
places. 

I have tried to show how manifold and especially how 
multiform are. the components whose tout ensemble is the 
erotic kiss. It is self-evident that there are innumerable 
possibihties of variation, shading, diminuendoes and cres- 
cendoes here. 

The love-expert knows them and uses them. 

The novice should learn them here, for they will be all 
needed in Ideal Marriage. 

Balzac says : “ If a man cannot afford distinct and 
different pleasures to the woman he has made his wife, on 
two successive nights — ^he has married too soon.” 

And the husband has indeed married too soon, if he 
does not know how kisses may vary between those who 
love each other — or cannot make use of this knowledge, in 
practice. 
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Love-play knows not only the erotic kiss from mouth to 
mouth ; kisses on various parts of the body are also appro- 
priate and acceptable at this stage of approach. 

Such kisses can be graduated, primarUy, according to the 
place to which they are applied — ^mouth and breasts are 
specially erogenous areas, but apart from them, it may be 
said that erotic sensibility increases, from the periphery 
towards the centre ; from forehead and temples downward^ 
over the cheeks and throat ; from finger-tips along the 
palms and arms ; from the insteps and ankles, up the calves 
and thighs, steadily increasing as the genital organs are 
approached. For details we may refer the student to what 
has been said at the conclusion of Chapter III., -on " Ero- 
genous Zones.” A further diversity may be introduced here, 
in intensity of degree, by alternating light, stroking or 
“ tickling ” kisses with strong suction and pressure with the 
teeth. But, in contrast to the play of sensation in kisses 
from mouth to mouth, in which active and passive tactile feel- 
ings are reciprocal, the bodily kiss gives a very different kind 
of pleasure, according to whether it is given or received. 
Both feelings can be erotically delightful, and the more so 
if each partner can be, simultaneously, kisser and kissed. 

In analysing these caresses it is evident that the stimula- 
tion received by the partner who is kissed are wholly tactile, 
whereas the partner who kisses receives through lips and 
tongue-tip and transmits to the conscious nerve-centres in 
the brain sensations both of touch and scent. 

In fact, the body kiss gives play to a distinctly primitive 
olfactory or inhalation method — far more so than the typical 
mouth to mouth kiss of the West ; and not only for the 
active partner but for the passive as well. For the peculiar 
sensations which the nerves of the outer epidermis receive 
(from the current of air which varies in temperature from 
cool to warm, as it is inhaled or exhaled, and which almost 
resembles an irregular intermittent pneumatic massage, 
and is certainly the chief agent here), are felt as extremely 
agreeable by many persons, cind apparently consciously 
registered as such — ^by women, especially. 

For the active partner the type of olfactory sensation 
received varies, of course, according to the kissed place. 
This needs no further proof. Equally, there is no need to 
enlarge on the influence the sense of taste can exert, in 
certain circumstances, individuals, and bodily areas. 
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I have mentioned the part the teeth can play in erotic 
kisses, both in those from mouth to mouth and on other 
parts of the body, and have emphasised the entire normality, 
in love technique, of slight, gentle bites, or rather nips, 
which do not break the skin. But, of course, this does not 
mean that even these playful bites are exchanged in every 
erotic kiss ; far from it. Nevertheless, when the love-play 
culminates and the greatest possible intensity of feeling is 
expressed in kisses, both partners tend to use their teeth, and in 
so doing there is naught abnormal, morbid or perverse. 

Can the same be said of the real love-bite that breaks the 
skin and draws blood ? Up to a certain degree — ^yes. 
But then there comes a limit beyond which lies — patho- 
logical and perverted sexuality. And yet it is very difficult 
to decide exactly where this border-line lies. As in all 
departments of emotional life, the stages from the normal 
to the morbid, from the intense to the bizarre are so gradual 
that they can hardly be delimited by any hard and fast 
frontier. Does not every devoted lover prove himself, in a 
sense, " as one of unsound mind,” whose aim is abnormally 
limited, whose field of vision is absurdly narrow ? And yet 
there must be some rule, some guiding sign, some boundary I 
And I think we are justified in drawing the line, both in the 
love-bite and wheresoever else sexual pleasure is stirred at 
the infliction or endurance of pain (bodily or psychic), and 
of drawing it clearly and firmly at the first signs of cruelty.^ 

The normal love-bite generaUy occurs at the more intense 
moments of erotic play or during actual coitus, whether in 
the swift crescendo of sensation or the supreme moment. 
The most favoured places are in the man’s body, the shoulder, 
especially the left shoulder, or the space just below the collar- 
bone ; in the woman's the neck — again on the left side — ^and 
the flanks of the abdomen. This selection depends probably 
in part on relative bodily stature and positions in coitus, 

* We are not called here to discuss the interrelation of cruelty to the 
sexual sphere. But it must be fully and frankly admitted that these 
interactions are manifold and extremely powerful. Nevertheless, they are 
pathological — for practical everyday life, at least — and belong to that type 
of sexual abnormality which, in its pronounced form is most hideous, 
devastating and inhuman. While avoiding these horrors, in thought and 
deed, let us remember that like most other forms of moral insanity these 
too have their roots in perfectly normal natures and conditions. That is, 
tendencies in this direction exist in every normal person, and can especially 
be observed in children, but fortunately also can be successfully trans> 
muted and overcome. 
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but also on obscure atavisms which we have not yet traced 
or understood. Women are conspicuously more addicted 
to love-bites than are men. It is not at all unusual for 
a woman of passionate nature to leave a memento of 
sexual union on the man’s shoulder in the shape of a 
little slanting oval outline of tooth-marks. The bite occurs 
almost without exception during coitus or immediately 
afterwards, while the generally gentler, slighter, or at least 
less noticeable love-bites given by the man to his partner, 
are part of the erotic play before, or the final stage after, 
coitus. 

But does this mean that the male partner is so much 
gentler and tenderer than the woman ? That he "holds him- 
self back, even in the supreme ecstasy ? No ! far from it ; 
that wordd be a poor and disappointing experience for the 
woman. For there can be no doubt that women would 
not and do not believe themselves really loved unless they 
feel that the man is completely carried away by his 
emotion at the appropriate time. And many blue marks 
of bruises on women’s arms are witnesses of the man’s 
" tourbillon” 

To quote from Dr. Havelock Ellis’s “ Love and Pain,” 
Vol. Ill of Studies in Psychology : " We have to admit that 
a certain pleasure in manifesting his power over a woman by 
inflicting pain upon her is an outcome and survival of the 
primitive process of courtship, and an almost or quite normal 
constituent of the sexual impulse in man. But it must be 
at once added that in the normal, well-balanced and well- 
conditioned man, this constituent of the sexual impulse, 
when present, is always held in check. When the normal 
man inflicts, or feels the impulse to inflict, some degree of 
physical pain on the woman he loves, he can scarcely be 
said to be moved by cruelty. He feels, more or less obscurely, 
that the pain he inflicts, or desires to inflict, is really a part 
of his love, and that, moreover, it is not really resented by 
the woman on whom it is exercised. His feeling is by no 
means always according to knowledge, but it has to be taken 
into accoimt as an essential part of his emotion2il state. The 
physical force, the teasing and bullying, which he may be 
moved to exert imder the stress of sexual excitement are, he 
usually more or less unconsciously persuades himself, not 
really imwelcome to the object of his love. Moreover, we 
have to bear in mind — & very significant fact from more than 
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one point of view — that the normal manifestations of a 
woman’s sexual pleasure are exceedingly like those of pain. 
‘ The outward manifestations of pain,' as a lady very truly 
writes, ‘ tears, cries, etc., which are laid stress on, to prove 
the cruelty of the person who inflicts it, are not so different 
from those of a woman in the ecstasy of passion, when she 
implores the man to desist, though that is really the last 
thing that she desires.' If a man is convinced that he is 
causing real and unmitigated pain, he becomes repentant 
at once. If this is not the case he must either be regarded 
as a radically abnormal person, or as carried away by passion 
to a point of temporary insanity.” 

What both man and woman, driven by obscure primitive 
urges, wish to feel in the sexual act, is the essential force of 
maleness, which expresses itself in a sort of violent and abso- 
lute possession of the woman. And so both of them can and 
do exult in a certain degree of male aggression and dominance 
— ^whether actual or apparent — ^which proclaims this essen- 
tial force. 

Hence the sharp gripping and pinching of the woman’s 
arms and sides and nates. Hence too, the significant fact 
that this masculine erotic manifestation belongs to the 
moments of coitus itself, and not to its preliminaries.^ 

Contrariwise, the peculiar violence of the love-bite is seldom 
used by the man during the sexual act. This is in itself 
remarkable, for his forefathers in the dark ages of our semi- 
anthropoid and animal evolution, might be supposed to have 
bequeathed to him the imperious instinct of fastening him- 
self on to his mate with teeth and jaws, during the act. 
Perhaps there are atavistic reasons why the relatively few 
and slight love-bites given by the man during coitus are, 
almost without exception, on the left side of the woman's 
throat. Or it may simply be because of the relative mutual 
attitudes during the act. 

And the origin of the love-bite is quite different from that 
of the pinching, gripping and thrusting forms of violence 
alluded to above. 

^ Hence, also, the intentionally violent specific movements in coitus, to 
which many men sometimes resort, during the act, and which are even 
more appreciated by their partners than by themselves ! This savage 
thrusting movement does not proceed from the conscious wish to heighten 
sensation by friction, for the special stimulus of friction is often keenest 
when the pressure is slightest. 
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I think there can be no error in assuming that the feminine 
inclination to bite during the sexual act ^ arises mainly 
from the wish to give a Idss more intense than is humanly 
possible.^ This leads to strong suction and to sharp use of the 
teeth, and thus to a feeling of satisfaction on the part of the 
biting woman, and of strong exultation of the bitten partner. 
This feeling of the bitten man is complex, interwoven of joy 
and pain. Of joy, physically through the strong stimulus to 
the nerves, and psychically through the consciousness or 
semi-consciousness of the beloved woman’s need to give her 
love the supreme expression. And of pain — ^which in a state 
of acute sexual excitement is hardly felt as such — and in 
most cases would be only very slight, as the " normal ” love- 
bite does not break the skin. It cannot therefore break a 
small vein, or draw blood, for the slightly blood-tinged 
moisture on the bruised place is, as a rule, only saliva with a 
slight admixture of blood from the pressmre of the woman's 
gums ; it makes no real wound, only a bruise which for a 
few days, or at most weeks, turns from purplish to greenish- 
yellow and vanishes without a scar. Such cases as those of 
Edith Swanneck, immortalised by Heine,® and famed in Old 
English tradition, are so rare that they cannot be regarded 
as “ normal ” actions, though such actions are not necessarily 
committed by " abnormal ” persons. 

For such a love-bite as Edith Swanneck's, the previous 
explanations seem superficial and inadequate. It almost 
suggests an association of the two primitive urges of self- 
preservation through attack, and reproduction through sex ; 
such as is found as the rule in some species of the less evolved 
animals,® and can be recognised in some forms of mental 
derangement. 

And this strange momentary merging of two primeval 
forces may also account for some of the " normal,” gentler 
love-bites. 

^ We have already seen that this inclination is greater in woman than 
in man, who has his muscular power, and uses it wildly, as a vehicle for 
the expression of his sexual ecstasy. Ellis and other authorities agree here. 

• Another theory of the origin of kissing, derives it from the biting of our 
animal ancestors during coitus. According to this view, the bite is the 
original manifestation, the kiss the secondary and derivative. 

• Heine’s poem : “ Ow Hastings* Battlefield ’* : 

And on his shoulder she beheld three scars. 

And Kissed them once again : wounds of no wars. 

No foeman’s brand had smitten — 

Three little scars, her own white teeth had bitten. 

^ Certain spiders and insects (mantis). 
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And the same may be true of another motive which un- 
doubtedly can inspire the coital bite. It can be given out of 
concentrated sexual hatred : not out of any degree of sexual 
love. Only a very superficial observer can miss the primitive 
repulsion and antagonism between the sexes which is as real 
as and more permanent than the attraction. The attraction 
may, and often does, prevail for a time ; but the antipathy 
is there, and its expression is much wider and often quite as 
vigorous. Underneath love there always lies in wait hatred.^ 
And surely this is one of theprofoundest causes of the tragedy 
of himianity ! It is this possibility that gives such a sinister 
suggestion to the love-bite ; and to the triumphant slap with 
the open hand on the nates which many a man either gives 
his partner, or feels an impulse to give her, at the conclusion 
of coitus. For these manifestations are quite “normal," 
both in the sense of frequency and of fundamental uncon- 
scious motives. 

But do not let us dwell longer on this tragic note. It is 
one of the main objects of Ideal Marriage to make the love- 
motive soar and suffuse and triumph over its ugly elemental 
foe. Let us also remember, in the sense of Ellis’ great 
chapter on “ Love and Pain,” the words of Matilda Wesen- 
donck’s poem : * 

" If only Pain brings ecstasy 
— Thanks, thanks to Nature, yet again. 

For having given to me such Pain.” 

Love-play should and does not only express itself in kisses, 
but in touches and manual caresses in all degrees, from 
gentlest titillation and lightest stroking with the tips of the 
fingers, to gripping and pressing with the palm and fingers 
together, though here, too, it may be enimciated as a rule 
that the lightest touches are the most effective.® The stimuli 
given by manipulation are about equal for the active and the 

1 I have devoted special study to the combat against this sex antagon- 
ism and endeavoured to illuminate the problem of preserving married 
happiness from a purely psychological aspect in my book : ** Sex Hostility 
in Marriage*' (published by William Heinemann (Medical Books) Ltd., 
London) .

■ A similar gripping and kneading movement of the hand is known in 
therapeutic massage as pitrissage. Moreover, another method of massage, 
the tapotement, quite light, elastic tapping or patting, may be used with 
distinctly strong erotic effect, especially on the loins and pelvic region, 
where it is even more stimulating than ** pdtrissage.*’ But it is rarer in 
conjugal relations, as it is not so obvious and needs some skill in practice. 
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passive partner, although different in colour-tone as it were. 
They are strongest when activity and passivity alternate, 
and, above all, when they are simultaneous. And, of course, 
for both modes, psychic preparedness is absolutely essential ; 
the consciousness must receive these impressions without 
reluctance or resistance. 

For the passive partner, the exact bodily area manipulated 
makes a great deal of difference. In this connection, we may 
refer to what has been said, in Chapter III, about the sense 
of touch ; we may re-emphasise the importance of the ero- 
genous zones, while remembering that these are not identical 
in all individuals — or, at least, do not possess identical 
degrees of sensibility. Finally, we may urge the marriage 
partners to explore and study each other’s idios}mcrasies in 
this respect, and to make frequent and fervent use of such 
knowledge. 

For the active agent in these caresses, the particular place 
favoured has importance, because it is in itself stimulating 
and delightful to know, feel and see the deUght and stimula- 
tion one can give. And in these matters pleasure shared is 
double pleasure indeed. The particular structure, and 
particularly nerve supply, of the place caressed, is the 
determinant of the degree of pleasure received. 

And, of course, the specifically sexual organs and their 
environs are the main focus of attraction. 

Love-play reaches its maximum in contact with the 
external sexual organs : for only these external organs are 
normally in question at this stage of the love-drama. 

We must speak of this in detail, but must first mention 
the breasts and nipples, which are also sexual organs with 
high erotic value. We may again stress the extreme sensi- 
tiveness of the nipples (including the areolae) to contact by 
tongue, or finger, or by definite suction. These caresses give 
special delight when a certain degree of excitement has 
already been reached. And this effect is further enhanced 
when the nipples themselves have become erect — ^for they are 
just as capable of erection (proportionately) as the cUtoris 
and penis.^ Erection of the nipple {mammillary erection or 
congestion) can occur either as a result of direct mechanical 
stimulation (touching, sucking) or by reflex action, in har- 
mony with the congestion of other sex organs, especially of 

* But these processes come about in quite a different way, as the struc- 
ture of the nipple is different. 
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the clitoris ; or, more rarely, and in women of extremely 
ardent temperament, in response to purely psychic influences. 
Apparently, frequent mammillary erection develops in- 
creased mammillary sensitiveness. The sensation afforded is 
strongest if it coincides with stimulation of another erogenous 
zone. When the nipple and the clitoris are simultaneously 
and delicately caressed, they mutually enhance each other's 
stimulation, and this double contact gives to many women 
the maximmn of possible pleasure outside coitus. 

The man’s nipple is built on the same plan as the woman’s, 
but is a much more rudimentary organ . Therefore it is much 
less sensitive sexually. But it is capable of receiving sexual 
sensations and becoming erect (or turgid or tense). 

Mammillary stimulation is agreeable to the stimulator as 
well as to the passive partner, but generally to a lesser 
degree, and in a predominantly psychic mode, through the 
consciousness of conferred pleasure. For the structure and 
appearance of the nipples are not, per se, calculated to rouse 
strong erotic excitement. 

The breasts, on the contrary, are erotically very con- 
spicuously attractive. If there is any psychic inclination to 
approach, the mere sight or outhne of the bosom is somewhat 
exciting to men ; and to touch this portion of the beloved 
woman’s body increases desire. For the woman, too, this 
kind of caress — ^which must not be too rough — ^is full of 
sexual delight. Women desire their breasts to be admired 
and fondled, and often seek such endearments or suggest 
them, more or less clearly. Nevertheless, speaking generally, 
the active man seems as a rule more excited by this kind of 
caresses than the woman who receives them. 

In any erotic play executed with deUcate reverence and 
consideration — and, above all, when the lovers have not 
become quite accustomed and attuned to one another — a 
considerable amount of time should be given to kisses and 
manual caresses before the genitals are touched. After 
gentle strokings and claspings of the accessory organs the 
hand should hghtly and timidly brush the abdomen, the 
mons-pubis, the inner side of the thighs ; alight swiftly on 
the sexual organs and pass at once to the other thigh. Only 
by a cautious and circuitous route should it approach the 
holy place of sex and tenderly seek admittance.^ 

^ In what follows it has been our effort to attain perfect clearness, 
while preserving the dignity of science. 
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At this point begins the stage in the love-drama which I 
have termed “ local stimulation.” If the seeking and 
stroking hand was the husband's, the thighs of his wife will 
have slightly separated at his touch, and her special organs 
have become more accessible. And if his previous caresses 
have caused a certain degree of excitement, these feminine 
organs will have received a larger blood-supply and begun 
to expand. The outer lips pout and part, revealing the 
clitoris and inner lips. And the glands of the vestibule 
moisten the vulva with their special clear and slippery 
secretion. 

Thus the husband’s caressing hand has no difficulty in 
finding the vulva, and continuing its gentle endearments. 
These will be chiefly bestowed on the Gians clitoridis, the 
tiny organ which projects in the centre ; all the more so, 
as excitement will have already congested the clitoris, 
leading to its expansion and the retraction of its prepuce. 
Thus the finger cannot miss the most sensitive spot of all 
(where the frenulum or rim is attached), and this sensitive- 
ness is multiplied by the erection of the tiny organ. This 
form of contact — almost inadvertent at first — ^is acutely 
delightful to the wife and increases her desire, incalculably. 
And the man’s increases in response, as he feels her pleasure 
at his touch. And then there follow spontaneously and as a 
matter of course the prolongation of clitoridal titillation and 
friction, and of the adjacent structures : the inner lips, the 
orifice of the introitus vaginae and the whole shaft of the 
clitoris ; but the main focus of pleasure is in the Glams 
clitoridis. And this local (genitail) stimulation, to the 
accompainiment of kisses and words of love, with a crescendo 
of emotion, whose most effective instrument is the exchange 
of manipulation, continues and accelerates itself till the 
male member, or phallos, is introduced into the vagina ; amd 
with this, the aum and finale of the love-play is reached, 
and merges into the beginning of sexual communion, 
or coitus. 

We have stressed the charm of reciprocity in this local 
stimulation. But the manipulation of the made organ by 
the wife is not such an obvious and inevitable phaise as the 
active rdle of the husbamd. Nevertheless, it is very valuable 
and significamt. A woman who hais been fully initiated amd 
possessed by the husbamd she loves, invariably, almost

automatically, tries to touch and fondle his genitals, with 
her hand as soon as the erotic love-play — both general and 
particularly local — ^has stirred her sexually, to a certain 
degree of ardom. The objective realisation of his excite- 
ment (for he will be, by that time, in full erection, or if not, 
will become so, at her touch) is a supreme psycho-erotic 
joy to her. And she expresses this joy by extending her 
clasp and casual stroking of the ph^os, to a systematic 
stimulation. She tries to find the most acutely sensitive 
spots, or if she has knowledge and experience of them, she 
applies what she knows. And the man’s lightning response, 
his " yes, yes ” and cries of pleasure, the crescendo of his 
whole organism, teach her, without delay.^ 

Nevertheless, she will do well to observe a certain diffidence 
and economy of direct penile stimulation. And this, not 
only or mainly because extreme directness in the woman’s 
sexual manifestations is apt to repel her husband ; on this 
subject we shall have more to say later. But, above all, 
because in general women require longer time and a wider 
range of stimuli than men do, in order to attain to the 
culmination of pleasiare, or orgasm. If the man receives too 
many powerful sensations before actual coitus begins, then 
only a very little more is needed to bring about his ejacu- 
lation and orgasm. And it is more than probable that this 
“ little more ” is not adequate to give the woman what she, 
too, requires. Thus she fails to attain satisfaction owing to 
her own mistake in erotic technique. And it goes without 
sa3dng that local stimulation can only be occasionally 
necessary in the man’s case, e.g., when he is, for some reason 
or another, less than normally excitable, below par in 
virility, or just after previous coitus. 

It will be equally clear from the preceding remarks that 
for many women the exact reverse holds good. At least so 
long as and until they are erotically experienced. Such 
women, in order to attain the mutual simultaneous cul- 
mination of perfect coitus, require both extensive and 

^ If slight stimulation is sought^ the front surface of the organ should be 
stroked specially in the urethr^ area and rim of the glans or tip. Stronger 
sensations are caused if the shaft is clasped from above and encircled with 
palm and fingers ; and by a definite rotary friction of the glans. But ^e 
latter portion must be sufficiently lubricated by the thin mucus discharge 
or pain and inflammation will ensue, not pleasure. Or, the shaft can 
be encircled as though by a ring. The most acute and subtle stimulation 
is caused by slight friction of the frenulum preputii or band of the 
foreskin. 
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intensive initiation and preparation, including not only an 
artistic prelude and a finely planned and progressive love- 
play, but also and especially local stimulation, tactfully and 
considerately begim by the husband, and executed with 
persistence and insigjit, even at the cost of considerable self- 
abnegation and passional restraint on his part. 

And this local stimulation is often far from being so easy 
as I have indicated above in describing what happens in 
normal satisfactory love technique. The wife does not 
always give access to the husband’s caressing hand. And if, 
when gentle pressure and words of reassurance and entreaty 
on his part have succeeded here, there is not the necessary 
excitement and desire on her part, to cause.swelling of the 
labia, dilation of the vulva, and erection of the clitoris — 
then, as these manifestations are normal and desirable before 
coitus, it is both stupid and grossly selfish of the husband to 
attempt it, if they are absent. For it means that he will leave 
her ungratified. Prolonged local stimulation is the only 
means to save the situation here, for it is the only way to 
give the wife the requisite degiee of local congestion and 
expansion and psychic readhness. " Praeterea censeo, 
vulvam sacratissimae Majestatis, ante coitum, diutius esse 
titillandam.” {i.e., “ Fmthermore, I am of the opinion that 
the sexual organs ” (i.e., in this case the clitoris) “ of your 
Most Sacred Majesty should be titillated for some length of 
time before coitus.”) Thus ran the concluding sentence and 
substance of the diagnosis received by the Empres Maria 
Theresa from her celebrated Imperial physician, the Dutch- 
man van SwieUn, when she consulted him about her early 
sterility. History has testified to the efficacy of his pre- 
scription in the Empress’s sixteen children ! We will not 
here fmther deal with the connection between dyspareunia 
(scientific term for inability of husband and wife to achieve 
the acme of sexual pleasure at the same or approximate 
moments) and sterility, however interesting jmd important 
the topic undoubtedly is. We will only repeat, with all 
possible seriousness and emphasis, that much marital un- 
happiness, attributed to the apparent sexual frigidity of the 
wife, could be avoided and prevented if the medical pro- 
fession had not allowed themselves to be deterred from 
explaining many technicalities of a normal married life, 
owing to a mixture of false modesty and professional reserve, 
and ^d not still often prudishly abstain in appropriate cases 
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(and such are not rare !) from repeating the advice which 
that wise expert in medicine and human nature gave to his 
ultra-chaste and moral Empress.^ 

And we shall, in the course of this study, prove that they 
would not only be disciples of the famous Viennese cHnician, 
in so doing, but of the leading Christian moral theologians 
as well. 

Local specific stimulation may be retarded and impaired 
by inadequate amount of mucus secretion in the wife, owing 
to poor reaction of the vestibular glands to previous bodily 
or psychic excitations. For if lubrication is not ample, any 
continuous friction of the vulva, clitoris and introitus 
vaginae, whether during manipulation or — ^more vigorously — 
in coitus, causes pain instead of pleasure, and makes these 
" tender tissues so irritable and inflamed that, if the contact 
persists, any sexual activity becomes impossible® through 
the pain it causes. Therefore the natural lubricant must 
be — as soon as it is evident that distillation is delayed or 
insuflicient — replaced by some artificial preparation which 
will make the parts slippery without in itself conducing 
to irritation. 

The greasy ointments frequently in use for this purpose * 
do not fulfil either requirement. They do set up irritation 
because they are not soluble in water, and thus cannot be 
entirely removed by the most vigorous ablutions. They 
ferment, become rancid, and promote irritation. The same 
is true of vaseline, although this does not become rancid. 
Its indissolubility and the consequent impossibility of 
washing it completely away, make its appHcation to the 
vulva seriously imwise. The medical and pharmaceutical 
preparations used in gynaecological practice to facilitate the 
insertion of a finger or surgical instrument, are also un- 
suitable for coitus, because they contain soap, glycerine, or 
stronger antiseptics, and the necessary protracted friction 
causes them to inflame the mucous membranes. 

So the most suitable genital lubricants are vegetable 
(herbal) preparations which are soluble in water, and con-

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tain very few irritants. They most resemble the natural 
secretions which they replace.* 

But the most simple and obvious substitute for the 
inadequate lubricant is the natural moisture of the salivary 
glands. It is always available ; of course it has the dis- 
advantage of very rapid evaporation. This makes it 
insufficient in cases where actual communion is prevented 
by lack of distillation. And during a very protracted local or 
genital manipulation, this form of substitute must be applied 
to the vulva, not once, but repeatedly. And this may best, 
most appropriately, and most expeditiously be done without 
the intermediary offices of the fingers, but through what I 
prefer to term the kiss of genital stimulation, or genital kiss : 
by gentle and soothing caresses with lips and tongue.^ 

This type of stimulation has many advantages. First of 
all the lack of local secretion ceases to be a drawback, and 
even becomes an advantage. Secondly, the acuteness of the 
pleasure it excites and the variety of tactile sensation it 
provides, will ensure that the previous deficiency is made 
good ; i.e., that sexual excitement and desire reach such a 
point that — either by these means alone or aided by other 
endearments — distillation takes place, heralding psychic and 
bodily readiness for a sexual communion, successful and 
satisfactory to both partners. 

The genital kiss is particularly calculated to overcome 
frigidity and fear in hitherto inexperienced women who have 
had no erotic practice, and are as yet hardly capable of 
specific sexual desire. 

But — ^the husband must exercise the greatest gentleness, 
the most delicate reverence ! The old proverb says : from the

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sublime to the ridiculous is but a step. In the lore of love, 
this proverb means that supreme beauty and hideous ugliness 
are separated by a border-line so slight that our minds and 
senses may transgress it, unawares ! 

We may assume that it is unnecessary to describe the 
technique of this form of genital stimulation. It may be 
constructed from what has ^eady been said in detail, about 
the kiss in general, and about the special structure of the 
feminine organs. 

The same obtains as regards the analysis of this procedure. 
I will only emphasise that the sensations of taste and smell 
are more likely to be of greater importance here than in the 
mouth kiss ! Therefore, and as the special situation and 
secretions of the genital organs present difficulties in this 
respect, let the passive partner take care, to prevent re- 
pulsive and imfortunate impressions by the most scrupulous 
and meticulous personal cleanliness ! We have indicated 
some special precautions in Chapter III. 

For the active partner, the pleasures of the genital kiss are 
wholly psychic. They centre round the joy of giving joy to 
and rousing desire in the beloved, and the imaginative reali- 
sation of this pleasure and desire. (Of course, this psychic 
and emotional pleasure may be intense, and transmit itself 
to the periphery, in the form of increased tumescence.) The 
feelings of the passive partner, on the other hand, however 
strong their emotional undertones, are predominantly 
peripheral, i.e., physical. 

The fact that in this particular form of caress more than 
any other, the man is generally the active partner, is because 
of his naturally greater initiative, and also because of the 
difference in the tempo of the respective erotic reactions, 
which is usual while the woman is still a novice. 

On occasions when the man’s reactions are less rapid, the 
woman may with advantage take the more active part 
during the second act of the love-drama, and herself, most 
successfully, give — instead of receiving — the genital kiss. 

Is it necessary, however, to emphasise the need for asthetic 
delicacy and discretion here ? To advise her to abstain 
entirely from such contacts during the early stages of 
married life, and only to venture on them later, and experi- 
mentally ? To remind her that she runs greater risks than 
he does, in approaching that treacherous frontier between 
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supreme beauty and base ugliness ? I think there is no 
need ; for she knows this intuitively, she feels it with all a 
woman's instinctive modesty. 

But, of course, the psychic situation is very different 
when, through mutual memories of joy and love, a happy 
adaptation has been achieved, and given her the artistry of 
experience. 

Then a certain feminine initiative and aggression brings a 
refreshing variety. Let her be the wooer sometimes, not 
always the wooed. She can be so while quite retaining her 
distinctive dignity and sweetness. This r 6 le of wooer can 
express her love in a very desirable way, and be intensely 
gratifying to the husband, who feels that he not only feels 
desire, but inspires it, too. 

In this more evolved and richer harmony of relationship, 
the use and enjoyment of genital stimulation and the genital 
kiss, will depend wholly on inclination, temperament, 
individual sensibility and practice of both partners. They 
may be enjoyed alternately or sometimes simultaneously. 

For in every form of sport or art, every adept makes full 
use of every aspect and possibility, in order to perfect and 
vary his achievement. He neglects neither the grand effects 
nor the delicate details. And so, how should it be otherwise 
in the art of love which is the richest and subtlest of all ? 
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SEXUAL UNION (COMMUNION) 

Part I 

Physiological and Technical Considerations 

In union or coitus, prelude and love-play attain their goal, 
and sexual relationships their culmination. 

In its ideal form, husband and wife take a fully equal and 
reciprocal share in this most intimate merging ; their souls 
meet and touch as do their bodies ; they become one. 

And fortunately this ideal is not unattainable ; it may and 
sometimes does become actual. 

This full equivalence and mutuality obtain in Ideal Marriage, 
even though the man is the transmitter and the woman the 
receiver. Even though he is certainly, and must be, essen- 
tially active, she is quite as certainly not the purely passive 
instrument which she has been so long considered, and still 
is considered, far too often. And in any case she ought not 
to be a purely passive instrument ! For sexual union only 
takes place physiologically {i,e,, according to the laws of 
Nature), rightly and suitably, if and when both partners 
fully participate and feel supreme sexual pleasure and com- 
plete relaxation or relief. If, anywhere and in any cir- 
cumstances, the demand for equal rights for both sexes is 
incontestable, it is so in regard to equal consent and equal 
pleasure in sexual union, and in the interests of both. There- 
fore in Ideal Marriage, the man does not perform the act 
on a passive woman, but they both together achieve sexual 
communion. 

Sexual communion (coitus, copulation, the sexual act, or 
connection, or intercourse) is the third act in the love drama. 
It begins with the insertion of the male penis (or phallos as 
the Greeks termed the erect and active organ) into the female 
vagina (immissio penis) ; and reaches culmination in the 
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ejaculation of semen into the vagina, and in the approx- 
imately simultaneous orgasm or summit of enjoyment in 
both partners. Communion ends when the phallos is 
removed from the vagina. 

The accumulation or summation of excitement necessary 
for both the male and female organism, in order to reach the 
acme of pleasure, is achieved through a succession of stroking 
or thrusting movements (friction). As the phallos is rubbed 
and pressed against the folds and pads of the vaginal walls 
(especially of the anterior surface) the nerves of the male 
organ, and especially of its tip or glans, become so stimulated 
that tension is finally relieved in the sympathetic-spinal 
reflex discharge or ejaculation. Concurrently, the increasing 
and overwhelming sensory impressions received by the 
cerebral cortex (higher nerve centres) are felt psychic^y as 
acute pleasure. These feelings increase in force till they 
attain their summit in the second in which ejaculation 
begins. When ejaculation occurs, the pleasurable sensations 
continue in the form of satisfied relaxation and relief. 
When it ceases, the orgasm or physical discharge is at an 
end. The psychic and physical sensations die away, into 
gratification {bien-itre), a sort of drowsy bliss. 

The stimuli of the penile nerves may differ in degrees of 
intensity and shades of quality ; and there are correspond- 
ing diversities in the sensations of pleasure they bestow. 
It is of much importance in determining these sensations : 
whether the stimuli are localised mainly in the frenulum 
preputii or the posterior rim of the glans ; whether the 
vagina is a trifle wider or narrower ; whether it is smooth 
or delicately folded and crinkled ; whether the introitus 
vagincB fits the shaft of the penis closely, or hardly clasps it at 
all ; whether the tip of the penis touches the Portio vaginalis 
or cannot reach it. Thus it will be readily understood that 
a certain correspondence or congruence of the sexual organs 
of the partners is essential for ideal communion. A normal 
penis can no more be perfectly stimulated by (and/or 
afford perfect stimulation to) an unusually wide vulva and 
slack vagina than can an abnormally undeveloped or in- 
adequately erected penis attain satisfaction by, or give it to, 
normal female genitalia. If a strong desire for sexual satis- 
faction has been aroused, minor stimuli certainly suffice to 
cause ejaculation and a relative culmination of pleasure or, 
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at least, relief. But the glorious consciousness of having 
tasted the supreme pleasure, and the soothing, complete 
relaxation are lacking, and with them the psychic effect, 
at once tender and triumphant, of an ideally successful 
coitus. 

Therefore, for the man as well as the woman — and even 
from his wholly egotistic point of view — ^it is anything but 
a matter of indifference whether she is “ cold ” or responsive, 
actively engaged or passively submissive. And the many 
men who “ have connection ” or " copulate,” regardless of 
their wives’ participation in pleasure, are not oiffy callous, 
coarse and inconsiderate, but certainly also and equally 
stupid. For the physical stimulation given to the male 
organ by the contact of the female genitalia is considerably 
increased by sexual excitement and desire on her part. 
Quite apart from the lubricating secretions of the vestibular 
glands which counteract pain in both partners, the woman’s 
excitement and desire congests the bulbi, clitoris, and the 
vaginal walls, slightly contracts the latter and draAVS the 
mouth of the womb downwards, thus producing an elastic 
tension throughout orifice and passage, which cling closely 
and with a velvety softness to the male organ, and give the 
best conditions for further successful stimulation. This 
vaginal clasp, in its pillowy softness and delicacy, its intense 
warmth, is in itself a delight. A fiuther delight, very acute 
and individual, is given by the occasional undulations or 
contractions of the vaginal muscles which occur in some 
women (not by any means in all) during strong sexual 
excitement. Finally, a most importeint factor is the involun- 
tary convulsion of the muscles of the pelvic floor in the 
last stages of excitement and during the actual orgasm ; 
and equally so, the conscious and voltmtary rhijdhmic 
contractions of these muscles (particularly of the Levator 
vagina and Constrictor cunni), which can be operated in 
order to increase the pleasure of both partners.^ The acutest 
stimuli are afforded by the reciproc^ pressure and friction 
of the phallos and the vulva and vagina. It is obvious that 
this pressure miist be intensified when the female organs 
are sufficiently congested and, as it were, erected, to clasp 
and grip the male organ as closely as possible.

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In a later chapter we shall enumerate the various ways in 
which this friction may be applied, and explain their tech- 
nique, which has great importance. 

Generally, the active agent in genital and coital friction 
is the husband ; the woman may participate with the most 
intense appreciation, but her movements are as a rule much 
slighter. But there are variations and permutations, many 
shapes and colours in love’s kaleidoscope, and the partners 
may exchange r6les in this respect. 

'\^en the partners are well adapted to one another the 
woman may often share the specific coital movements, by 
bringing her pelvis forward at the right moment and then 
swinging it back, thus increasing both rhythm and friction. 
But there is risk of too vigorous motion, whereby the intro- 
mittent organ slips out of the vagina and does not imme- 
diately find its way back, and this is a most jarring and 
unwelcome interruption. Or it may be difficult to “ keep 
time ” correctly with one another, thus diminishing instead 
of enhancing pleasure. To be forewarned against such dis- 
turbances and disharmonies is surely to be forearmed. 

Let us recapitulate what we have just explained — we 
have emphasised the value of sexual desire and sexual 
pleasure in the woman — ^we have pointed out that they 
greatly enhance the stimuli the man receives, and the sensa- 
tions and emotions he experiences, so that ideal communion 
brings him far greater and keener satisfactions than the 
poor substitutes of one-sided, mean-spirited sexual indul- 
gence. But — ^we must not omit the chief factor of all : Love. 

Psychic love, bien entendu — and this is no flight of fancy, 
or poetic license of speech ! And even less a moral sermon ! 
I speak as, and only as, a physiologist with some special 
knowledge of sex. And as such, I can have no doubts what- 
ever. Normal human beings cannot be emotionally and 
psychically happy in their love unless it has bodily realisa- 
tion and consmnmation, and equally there can be no ideal 
communion on the physical side without mutual communion 
of souls. 

For sexual pleasure — ^and the sexual act itself — are largely 
subordinated to mental and psychic functions. Psychical 
response is indispensable to sexual connection. Without it 
the man does not even get an erection ; and though it is 
possible for a woman to submit to coitus against her own 
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wish and inclination, it is impossible for her to participate in 
what she only endures and does not enjoy. 

A perfectly performed communion demands from both 
partners a psycho-erotic approach such as is only possible 
where Love is. 

Only where Love is can the sexual pleasure be at its 
height, the orgasm ecstatic, the relief complete, and the 
drowsy,, dreamy relaxation which follows communion, a 
perfect peace. 

A certain degree of sexual tension in the husband is 
indispensable for coitus, as otherwise immission is impossible. 
If absolutely necessary, the woman can, on the other hand, 
begin the coital act without special preparation. But if she 
is temperamentally ardent, or completely attuned to her 
husband, by experience and practice, she can make up for 
her initial placidity and attain the orgasm together with 
him. (Cf. Curve B on p. 170 of text). She can do this by 
conscious intention to enjoy all the stimuli received ; a 
psychic process in which both the active will and the un- 
conscious and subconscious factors of experience and prac- 
tice co-operate, under the sceptre of sympathy and love. 

The man, when he begins the act in an advanced state of 
tension,^ can help wife to ‘‘keep pace'' with him by so 
far as possible suppressing his own consciousness of local 
stimulation. Thus the amount of friction necessary to 
induce ejaculation is increased. As each movement to and 
fro means additional excitation for the wife, she is enabled 
to “ catch up " with him and reach the goal simultaneously, 
without excessive overstrain. I have here intentionally used 
a figure of speech which clearly depicts what should occur in 
coitus. The phrase is Kehrer's,* and is used in his mono- 
graph, “ Causes and Treatment of Sterility."® He com- 
pares the relation of the partners in coitus to that between 
the runners or horsemen who “ start at the same moment, 
and wish — at equal and not too rapid pace — to attain the 
goal side by side." But the comparison only fits a couple 
who have mastered their technique and are reciprocally 
adapted : a point which is also stressed by Kehrer himself.

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If the wife is stiU inexperienced — and it takes rather long 
before a woman who has neither a strongly sexual tempera- 
ment nor previous experience can be educated to full erotic 
efficiency — she will soon be left far in the rear, and never 
attain the goal, because his orgasm, in these circumstances, 
must necessarily occur first. 

When the two participants in the act are so tmequally 
equipped, the more apt and active must do what the 
superior in a contest of speed or skill does. He handicaps 
himself in order to preserve the woman’s interest and ensure 
her pleasure in coitus. I have endeavoured to visualise this 
in Curve C, and to explain methods fully in the j)receding 
chapter. 

For a normally potent man {i.e., one of average sexual 
constitution and disposition) has no other means of equalising 
matters. He can, through his own control of consciousness, 
somewhat postpone his reflex of ejaculation ; but only 
within very narrow limits. 

The woman has greater adaptability. Granted experience 
and practice, she can either accelerate or prolong her own 
reactions, in harmony with his, to a considerable extent. 
And this adaptability is made possible because the strongest 
stimulus that ushers in the woman’s orgasm is given when 
the man’s ejaculation begins. 

But before considering these stimuli, we must turn back 
to the phenomena which precede them, on the wife’s side. 
We have described them in previous chapters at length, and 
need only recapitulate as follows. Under the influence of 
specific sexual excitement, caused either by bodily contacts 
or psychic and mental impressions, or both, and more 
especially in response to tactile stimulation of the vulva, 
clitoris, vagina, and portio (or vaginjil portion of the womb), 
an increased local blood supply, with resultant dilation and 
partial erection (or stiffening) of these structures, ensues, 
which enhances their sensibility and makes them fit more 
closely to the intromittent phallos, and clasp and pillow it 
in a soft yet springy sheath. This further increases mutual 
stimulation. The male and female organs both dispense 
and receive further stimulation through mutual friction, as 
they are moved to and fro, by his coital movements and 
occasionally by hers also. These stimuli are reciprocal, and 
are intensified for both partners by involuntary or wholly 
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or partly intentional contractions of the muscles of the female 
pelvis and genitals. In addition to the stimulation the 
phallos affords the introitus, vagina and portio it may also 
specially excite the clitoris and frenulum as it brushes 
against them. 

It may do so. For this type of coital stimulation depends 
very much on individual structure. For example, on the 
size of the clitoris, on the development of the frenulum, on 
the position of the clitoris (and there is considerable diversity 
in these respects, especially in position, i.e., whether the 
little organ is situated higher up on the front of the S)nn- 
ph3rsis pubis, or almost below it). It depends also on the 
pelvic angle, on the circumference of the phallos, the 
attitude of the partners, and the kind of movements they 
employ. 

We are probably right in believing that the clitoris was 
meant to be stimulated in coitus together with the vagina. 
The fact that this superlatively sensitive and excitable 
organ protrudes downward in erection, and seems to urge 
and press towards the phallos, tends to prove it.^ 

But unfortunately, often and perhaps even generally, this 
does not happen in modem women of our race ; partly, or 
principally, because of insufficient development of the 
clitoris, of its relatively high position on the symphysis, and 
because of very slight pelvic inclination. These symptoms 
are often found together, and are due to a certain degree of 
arrested developmerti or genital infantilism. Slight degrees of 
such genital infantilism are so common nowadays (in Western 
Europe and America) that they can hardly be considered 
morbid. And more pronounced cases are not by any means 
rare, but should be considered and treated as definitely 
pathological, as they cause numerous vital disttirbances and 
disharmonies. As regards the genital fimction in women, 
pronoimced infantilism is probably the most frequent cause 
of sterility. And even the extremely slight arrest of clitoridal 
development, cited above, is so far pathological inasmuch

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as it often accompanies a sub-normality of sexual emotion. 
The small size and high position of the clitoris which prevent 
its full stimulation in coitus have therefore specif signi- 
ficance. Even though this sexual subnormality is not 
incurable, it often causes lack of mutuality, at least in the 
beginning of married life, and demands ^ the husband's 
knowledge and skill in his r6le of sexual initiator and 
educator. Here he must show the art commonly attributed 
to the seducer. Otherwise he runs the risk of leaving his 
wife permanently cold, frigid and indifferent or averse to 
his Sexual attentions. 

But the infantile type of clitoris — ^like the whole female 
genital structure but to a greater degree— may grow larger 
if there is an active sexual life during several years. In this 
respect, as in many others, " practice makes perfect.” 

We will now consider the special stimulation the woman 
receives during sexual union or coitus. We must clearly 
understand that the sensations caused by stimulation of the 
vagina are quite distinctive and dissimilar from those due 
to stimulation of the clitoris. In both cases there is pleasure, 
and characteristically sexual pleasure, or voluptas. But the 
sensations differ as much between themselves as the flavour 
and aroma of two fine kinds of wine — or the chromatic 
glories and subtleties of two quite separate coloiu: schemes. 
And even the orgasms induced by clitoridal or vaginal 
stimulation respectively are curiously, though not widely, 
different, although the internal mechanism, the reflexes, the 
local and cerebral discharges, and the ensuing relief may be 
equal and identical — as can, in fact, partially be proved. 

Thus we perceive that the woman has a potential range of 
permutations and variations in sexual pleasure which are 
not possible to the man ; and that within each main group 
of genital stimulations, clitoridal or vaginal, there are many 
possible semitones of pleasurable sensation. 

Perfect and natural coitus would give the woman a blend 
of both t37pes of stimulation. Such a blend would involve 
supreme pleasure and probably very rapid orgasm. The 
indications and contraindications here may be deduced from 
what has been said. Technique is often difficult, however. 
When the clitoris is set very high the woman must take 
an attitude which accentuates pelvic inclination, or both 
partners must adapt themselves. The special contact may 
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be made if the phallos leaves the vagina completely and 
brushes and strokes the clitoris with the glans or tip. But 
there is the risk of missing the tiny target and breaking the 
current of sensation. Finally there is the obvious method 
of combining vaginal friction by the phallos with simul- 
taneous clitoridal friction by the finger (genital stimulation). 

But in ideal communion the stimulation will generally be 
focussed on and in the vagina, including introitus and portio. 
And this will be fully adequate for such a variety and 
intensity of sensation as will culminate in the orgasm. 

In normal and perfect coitus, mutual orgasm must be 
almost simultaneous ; the usual procedure is that the man's 
ejaculation begins and sets the woman's acme of sensation 
in train at once. The time it takes for the sensation received 
by the woman to reach her central nervous system and 
translate itself into supreme delight is less than a second. 
Such is the marvellous rate of nervous transmission. 

If we analyse the process of sexual communion into its 
components and stages, we may best do so by means of a 
diagrammatic curve. This aims at showing the manner 
in which tension accumulates in both partners, and its 
diminuendo after the acme is attained. 



This double diagrammatic curve visualises the summation 
of sexual desire and pleasure, bodily and psychic (both are 
interwoven), during normal ideal sexual union. The thick 
line represents the man's reactions, the slender line the 
woman's.^ 

^ Earlier authorities, e.g,, Kehrer, have also reproduced such curves. 
My estimate approaches Kehrer's and, on the whole, our diagrams corre- 
spond. But die careful observer will distinguish difierences which are 
not unimportant. 
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Up to the moment of immission which begins actual 
coitus, during the gradual crescendo of prelude and love-play, 
the parallel lines will move forward, as a rule in the manner 
indicated in A. A harmonious and mutually adapted couple 
begin communion in a state of approximately equal 
exaltation and excitement. From that moment the stimuli 
intensify and accumulate — owing to the half-involuntary 
characteristic coital movements — not in an upward slope 
as before, but in lightning leaps, and in perfect unison, until 
the ultimate threshold is crossed by the man, and sets in 
train the reflex of ejaculation. Now the curves diverge. 

From the moment that the accumulated stimuli release 
the mechanism of ejaculation — and thenceforth no effort of 
the will can stay it — and the seminal fluid is flung in the 
tiniest yet most vehement jets against the anterior urethral 
wall — from that moment, the man's sexual pleasure soars 
suddenly into the culmination or orgasm, while simul- 
taneously his reflexes continue in the interjection of the 
seminal fluid from the urethra into the vagina, through 
powerful spasms which cannot be inhibited by the conscious 
will, although they are executed by rigid {i.e., voluntary) 
muscles. At the same time the combination of liquids 
forming the semen pours into the urethra from prostate and 
vasa deferentia until the supply is exhausted or the reflex 
at an end. 

The beginning of the reflex — i,e,, the impact of the first 
jet of life-giving fluid against the urethral w^s may give the 
signal for the orgasm and even intensify sexual excitement. 
But the real core of the orgasm and its summit occurs some- 
what after its onset, when the motor-reflexes are in full 
force, and the stimuli the man receives are heightened by the 
responsive movements of the woman. 

Then — ^the force of the seminal jets suddenly drops, owing 
to the diminished supply of fluid. The reflex declines in 
force, and the ecstatic pleasure fades, slowly at first and then 
rapidly, till both are at an end. Thus the normal orgasmic 
curve in the man is in the shape of a high and narrow arch, 
almost a peak, corresponding to the ejaculatory movements 
which consist, as a rule, of from five to seven muscular spasms, 
beginning vehemently, and then after a second or third 
superlatively intense movement, rhythmically d3dng away, 
into a profoundly pleasant repose and relaxation. That is — 
unless new excitements supervene. The erection subsides 
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rather quickly, although for some time the penis may remain 
perceptibly larger than in its normal state. It depends very 
much on individual inclinations and special circumstances, 
whether the organ is retained in the veigina for a while, or 
retracted (withdrawn) immediately after ejaculation. We 
may, however, observe that on the woman's account, a 
needlessly abrupt conclusion of the act is to be avoided. 

The processes and sensations of the orgasm are much less 
easy to describe in the case of women than of men. The 
physical mechanism is more complicated, and the processes, 
even within the limits of physiological normality, have 
individual variations, such as are excluded in men, and 
can only be directly observed in very exceptional circum- 
stances. 

Let us postpone for a while the consideration of what 
exactly happens dining the feminine orgasm and concen- 
trate &st on the mechanism of its reflexes. We must quite 
clearly realise and remember, however, that the woman’s 
orgasm with all its bodily s5miptoms and psychic concomi- 
tants, can occur, without any preceding nude ejaculation ; 
and in very passionate and excitable women it may 
have been experienced several times before the man’s 
discharge. 

Although this is indisputably true, it is equally certain 
that in normal communion the man’s ejaculation gives the 
signal for the woman’s orgasm as well as his own. 

But this again may happen in two ways. The final reflex 
in the woman may receive its signal from her realisation of 
the muscular contractions of the man’s orgasm ; or from the 
impact of the vital fluid. 

In any case the significance of the second is very great : 
and the greater the more tender and fervent the woman’s 
love. It forms a fit and perfect final link in the wonderful 
chain of love processes. Those who forget or ignore it 
have an inadequate and distorted view of this phenomenon. 

But only women themselves can declare which of the two — 
orgasm convulsion or ejaculation — ^is the talisman which 
heralds their supreme ecstasy. 

And here, individual differences become apparent at once. 
There are women who decisively afSrm that they only experi- 
ence the orgasm if and when they feel the impact of the 
seminal fluid against the portio vaginalis. But they are in 
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an unmistakable minority. And it is possible to prove this, 
for the fact that — ^in adequate and satisfactory conditions — 
the feminine orgasm almost always occurs immediately after 
the man’s ejaculation, even when this cannot be felt as 
focussed on the portio,^ or when the fluid is very slight in 
amount® — shows that the particular t3q)e of sensation is 
not by any means necessary or imiversal. 

But, of course, it would be a decided error to deny any 
importance to the fluid impact. But with the majority of 
women the psychic response is different. We must admit 
that only few women are at present capable of observing and 
recording their own sensations, and then subsequently of 
analysing them ; and a certain practice is necessary. In 
cases where it is possible to question and receive a coherent 
answer, we find some individual instances of orgasm in 
response to the gush of semen. The majority of women who 
can be articulate on this subject express themselves in this 
sense : “ After the accumulated tension of the preceding 
contacts and stimuli has brought me to a state of intense 
anticipation and excitement, I feel the onset of the orgasm at 
the precise instant that I perceive the first convulsive con- 
tractions of the phallos in the vulva and vagina, and simul- 
taneously the orgastic spasms of my husband’s whole body.* 
The ecstasy of this supreme moment is such that its increase 
by further stimuli would be impossible and beyond my 
power to endure. Then — I feel the liquid torrent of the 
ejaculate — which gives a perfectly distinct sensation — as 
gloriously soothing and refreshing at the same time. It 
enables me to receive unimpaired delight and benefit from 
the concluding rh3rthmic ejaculatory movements, without 
overstrain. These stimuli, afforded by the masculine 
spasms, and the soothing libations of the seminal liquid are 
so complete and harmonious that my enjoyment remains at 
its summit, until my husband’s orgasm ceases, when mine 
also very gradually and slowly subsides.” 

The gradual nature of this subsidence, and its extreme 
slowness in comparison with what she observes in her partner 
are feminine characteristics, which all women would pro- 
bably confirm. But we must note that the objective

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(physical) phenomena, especially the tense expansion of the 
erectile tissues, diminish mudb more rapidly than their 
subjective accompaniments, so that the genital organs have 
already returned to their normal passivity long before the 
emotions and sensations have died away. 

In Curve A we have attempted to represent, geometri- 
cally, what we have just described. In any case, it may serve 
to elucidate the course of excitement and gratification during 
sexual communion, and their comparative conclusion in man 
and woman respectively.

I add, further, a Curve B, representing the course of 
events described on p. I62, namely, when communion 
between a mutually desirous and harmonious pair has begun 
without special preparation (i.e,, prelude and intensive love- 
play), but where this is made good by the previous erotic 
experience of the wife. We may point out that this curve 
would show some alterations if we bore in mind the neces- 
sary conscious retardation and prolongation of the man's 
excitement. 

Finally, we have Curve C, which depicts what we con- 
sidered on p. 163, namely, coitus with an inexperienced 
woman, after excitation by genital contacts and love-play. 
In all three diagrams, the section before the point indicating 
insertion is too short in comparison with the rest. The dura- 
tion of prelude and love-play can vary infinitely. 

It is thus evident that a complete and satisfactory sexual 
cAnmunion must meet all the erotic demands of both body 
and soul, and should not in any way be neglected or impaired. 
At the same time, as Curves B and C show us, sympathy, 
control and skill may do wonders to overcome difficulties and 
disparities. 
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Among other possible difficulties is the risk that the man's 
orgasm may not^ be accompanied by the soothing contact 
of the seminal fluid on the womanly organs ; and this may 
lead to excessive local irritation and congestion for his 
partner. One method of obviating this bad result is by

psychic effort on the part of the woman, as by conscious 
contemplation of some other object. But if she neither can 
nor wUl do this she runs some risk in the long run, and in 
frequent intercourse, of local congestion and unrelieved 
tension, which is far from negligible, whether physically or 
psychically, especially if there is an individual tendency to 
neuroses. 

And the psychic effort necessary in order to distract the 
attention in such circumstances — especially if it is made 
often — ^together with the loss of specific pleasure, and the 
slight and inadequate orgasm, are certainly calculated to 
cause psychic and mental disturbances in women of sensitive 
nervous organisation — and, as is well known, there are many 
such women. This must have deleterious effects on marit^ 
happiness. It is, at the present time, impossible to estimate 
how much unbalance of mind and nerves, and misery in 
marriage, are due to this check and deprivation of cornplete 
relaxation in coitus. But I am as profoundly convinced of 
its frequency and importance as of the underestimate (or 
neglect) of this factor by doctors and laymen alike. 

But there are other interruptions and impairments to the 
normal act, far more serious than such diminutions of com- 
plete feminine relief as are usually the result of attempts to 
prevent conception. These much more fundamental and 

^ As in coitus condomatus and use of rubber caps. 
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injurious cases are those in which the wife attains a consider- 
able degree of tension, reaching in fact the state which nor- 
mally ushers in the orgasm. But — ^there is no orgasm, owing 
to either absolute or relative cessation of contact, and there- 
fore no gratification and relief. The normal reactions, 
bodily and psychic, are suspended, and the vehement desire, 
unrest and local congestion continue indefinitely. 

This may, of course, be a symptom of certain morbid con- 
ditions. But to deal with such would be much too lengthy 
and outside the scope of this book. If we confine omselves 
to strictly non-pathological cases we shall still find them 
deplorably frequent, and we shall also find that they are 
due to the inadequate technique of the husband, or to his 
absolutely unfair and fraudulent ^ behaviour in coitus. 

His inadequate technique may be quite involuntary, and 
may affect the woman alone, as the whole processes and 
reflexes in the man are successfully achieved but do not afford 
the necessary degree of stimulation to the woman, who is 
anasthetic (deficient in special sexual excitability) owing 
to ignorance, inexperience, or temperamental coolness ; 
the partial and imintentional nature of this failure of 
technique does not modify its deplorable results, immediate 
and permanent. 

And as to the stupid and cruel selfishness of such men as 
really think only of their own gratification — as only too often 
happens — ^this hcis been suitably characterised at the begin- 
ning of this study. 

It may be worth while to look at the graphic represen- 
tation of such a one-sided copulation — ^for we cannot call it 
communion.^ 

Such a representation as the above is significant when 
compared with C, and the “ ideal ” A. The differences 
then become extremely marked.* 

A similar unsatisfactory (and, if habitual, painfully in- 
jurious) effect on the woman is produced, though she is of 
warm temperament and prompt susceptibility, in cases where

asthenic subjects (if I may Ije permitted to employ this old- 
fashioned term and concept !). These cases are on the border-

line of disease, and require medical attention if the partners 
are not able to achieve by means of careful and skilful 
compensatory technique. 

I have tried in Curve D to represent, as exactly and 
effectively as possible, the progress of sexual excitement in 
women who only reach a certain pitch without orgasm. 

We must bear in mind that the thin delicate line in these 
graphs represents not only local (genital) congestion, but 
psychic and mental tension as well. And that these — ^in the 
Graph D — do not relax and subside, after an ecstatic cul- 
mination, but remain for a considerable length of time, at a 
high pitch — though without the pleasure and benefit of the 
orgasm. 

This means for the genitalia, the indefinite prolongation 
of a state of nervous stimulation and extra blood supply 
which is only natural for comparatively short periods at a 
time. And for the mind and soul : the continuance of 
extreme tension without corresponding relaxation, of an 
expectancy with no likelihood of fulfilment, of a profoimd 
unrest. The position of the feminine line in the latter (right 
side) portion of Diagram D has a very different meaning to 
the ascending lines in the left side portion of A, B and C. 
For these latter show a summation or accumulation of desire 
and pleasure, and then, in their descending portion, a satis- 
fied and delighted relaxation ; whereas in D the disappointed 
anticipation must inevitably pass into ungratified jarring 
nervous anger, fatigue, malaise and pain. If this occurs by 
some mischance once in a while it will not necessarily do 
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harm. The disappointment vnll not be insurmountable, and 
the mind regains equipoise in the prospect of another and 
happier occasion. 

And the genitalia recover from their irritation, and return 
to wholesome normality. But it is very different if and 
when the same disappointment is incessantly repeated. The 
congestion of the genitalia becomes chronic ; frequently 
morbid discharges are set up; the functions of ovulation 
and menstruation become irregular, profusely painful or 
suppressed. In short, we have that well-known (though 
strongly idiosyncratic, i.e., individually varied) state of 
persistent genital irritation and hypersensitiveness, with its 
vague or definite localised or wandering pains, that occu- 
pies so many hours of gynaecological consultation. And the 
attempt to treat these distressing symptoms leads to many 
fruitless and complicated prescriptions, and often to equally 
vain surgical operations — vain because the same cause of 
adl the damage is ever at work anew, and more widely, and is 
neither dreamed of by the unhappy patient nor alas ! diag- 
nosed aright by the doctor, who is still too often afraid to 
ask about such things, because he is ignorant or inappre- 
ciative of their true value. 

So, above all, I would impress on all married men : every 
considerable erotic stimulation of their wives that does not 
terminate in orgasm, on the woman’s part, represents an injury, 
and repeated injuries of this kind lead to permanent — or very 
obstinate — damage to both body and soul. 

These peculiar dangers to the wife’s physical and mental 
health are great if the man's technique is poor : but greater 
by far if he practises so-called “ conjugal frauds,” or coitus 
interruptus, or " withdrawal.” This method is often em- 
ployed to prevent conception.^ The man rapidly draws back 
the phallos from the vagina, at the moment he feels the 
ejaculation commence, or knows that its onset cannot be 
postponed. The ejaculation therefore occurs — outside the 
vagina. And with the ejaculation there also occurs orgasm — 
for the man. Even though the intensity and abandon of his 
pleasure is diminished and impaired, to some extent he 
attains relief and relaxation. And accordingly coitus inter- 
ruptus is not so harmful to him as to the woman, although 
it is certainly not wholly innocuous, especially for persons 
^ Which it notoriously often fails to do. 
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of delicate nervous organisation, and many neurasthenic 
manifestations must be attributed to this practice in their 
inception.^ 

But for the woman the effects of this practice are infinitely 
serious ; unless, indeed, she is without any sexual sensibility 
and remains “ cold ” and passive throughout the performance 
— ^which in such circumstances, can only be considered 
fortunate. Should she be endowed with average emotional 
or physical susceptibility, the subjoined Graph E shows to 
what she is subjected. 

At the moment of maximum anticipation, when local and 
general tension and excitement have all but reacHid their 
summit — the normal course of events is abruptly checked, and 
— as orgasm does not ensue — congestion and nervous stimula- 
tion, after a short drop, remain at a high level for an indefinite 
time. Again, let us remember that physical and psychic 
influences of sexual desire differ toto coelo, according to 
whether this desire culminates in gratification and relief, 
or represents only a vain, unsatiated, unrelieved longing, 
which becomes a positive malaise and pain. 



I ask my readers’ indulgence for the frequent reiteration 
of these facts. But I consider this emphasis necessary, be- 
cause of their intrinsic importance and the neglect they still 
so often meet. It is obvious that the woman’s tension after 
the man’s ejaculation is much greater than before. It is 
also much greater than (as in Graph D) after coitus with in- 
suflicient love-play and an inexpert woman, and it takes a 

^ Morbid local conditions as a result of frequent sexual excitement with- 
out natural relief are far less often observed in men than in women.

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fax longer time to revert to the normal level. Thus there is 
great and ever-growing danger of new psychic lesions and 
physical strains, of the same kind accumulating, and accen- 
tuating chronic congestion and ungratified sexual desire ; 
with aU that these imply. 

I have treated coitus interruptus in some detail (although 
its abnormal and anomalous nature puts it, strictly speaking, 
outside the purview of physiology) for this reason : that it 
is absolutely t3^ical in essentials and results of what definite 
sexual excitement without gratification means for a woman. 
And also in order to warn against it with all the emphasis at 
my command. Some persons will, of course, reply that a 
great many married people practise coitus interruptus with- 
out, in their opinion, suffering harm therefrom. The answer 
is : that can only be possible if the wife remains totally 
indifferent and sexually anaesthetic ; if the man has very 
blunt nervous sensibilities, only cares to relieve his own 
genital tension, and cares nothing for his wife as an individual 
or a mate ; and even then only if this anomaly is seldom 
practised. But all such conditions are incompatible with 
the “ adequate and harmonious sexual activity ” which we 
have accepted as one of the corner-stones of marriage, and 
the edifice miist totter to its fall, or is already in ruins. 

For sexually adequate, sensitive and vitally vigorous people, 
systematic coitus interruptus means not only a degradation hut 
also an extermination of the marital relationship : a danger to 
the husband’s health, and a crime against the wife. 

Let us finally glance at the category of cases diagramma- 
tised in D. We have already suggested means to prevent 
inadequate sexual gratification of the woman, i.e., by appro- 
priate introductory love-play and genital stimulation. Here, 
as everywhere, it is true that "prevention is better than cure.” 
But the cure, or rather the successful treatment in such 
delicate cases, is no easy matter. The suitable prescription 
consists in appl3fing prophylaxis when the injury has already 
happened ! Or, to be precise, if after immission the man has 
had his ejaculation without producing orgasm in his partner 
he should immediately caress and stimulate her to " concert 
pitch,” by genital friction and manipulation; unless indeed 
he should have inclination and potency to start afresh, on a new 
love-play, communion and orgasm. But, of course, genital 
stimulation is more appropriate and effective as preventive 
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than as therapy ! It is more easy as well as delightful for 
the man, and more aesthetic, for as an epilogue it is apt to 
assume a certain constraint which impairs both ethical and 
aesthetical value. 

Therefore here, too, prevention is better than cure. But 
cure is better than neglect of ills. 

If the man should be unable to produce his wife’s orgasm 
by genital friction, autotherapeutic measures are probably 
better than none at all, although the objections, on many 
counts, to such expedients, are far from trivial. 

The matter has been much more widely debated, and of 
more ancient existence than our modem recognition of the 
injury done to women by lack of gratification in sexual inter- 
course : a recognition which has not yet become part of the 
civilised conscience. The older school of Catholic moral 
theologians discussed the “ moral conflict ” it entailed. And 
the new school were also obliged to consider it. The Vicar- 
General, D. Craisson, in his authoritative work “ On Sexual 
Matters for the Guidance of Fathers Confessors " (" De rebus 
venereis ad usum Confessariorum,” Paris, 1870) on p. 172, 
remarks : " The fourth question is as to whether, if the hus- 
band should withdraw after ejaculation, before the wife has 
experienced orgasm, she may then lawfully at once continue 
friction with her own hand, in order to attain relief.” The 
answer is that ” certain moral theologians deny this, but 
the greater number permit it, because,” and so forth. ” In 
the same manner it is lawful for the woman to prepare her- 
self by genital stimulation for sexual union, in order that she 
may have orgasm more easily,” ^ and so on. 

Luciani, the eminent Italian ph3reiologist who prints this 
extract, adds this justified comment : " What profound 
practical wisdom is embodied in these concessions, which are 
destined to reassure hypersensitive consciences among the 
faithful ! ” (“ Quanta sapienza pratica in questi concessioni, 
dirette e tranquillizare le timorate coscienze religiose ! ”)

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SEXUAL COMMUNION 

Part II 

Physiology and Technique (contd.). 

Let us now inquire what exactly happens to and in the 
female genital organs : (a) in coitus, and (b) especially during 
the culminating orgasm. We may profitably confine ourselves 
to the second point, for the former has been dealt with at 
some length in Chapters IV and V, as well as in the imme- 
diately preceding chapter. We are aware, then, of the 
increased flow of blood to the entire genital tissues, the tense 
swelling and expansion of the Corpora cavernosa (bulbi), the 
erection of the clitoris, the secretion of the vestibulary 
glands, the opening of the vulva, the contractions of the 
vaginal walls, and of the whole musculature of the pelvic 
floor. 

We know from observations during gynaecological inspec- 
tion of women of very warm constitution, that even before 
the orgasm begins, the uterus contracts and changes posi- 
tion,^ and it is extremely probable, as deduced from com- 
parative study of animals, that the muscles of the oviducts 
share this movement of approach. We may also assume that 
there is additional fluid secretion in uterus and tubes, and 
in the cervical glands.^ We have, in short, of late returned 
to the opinion that a Graafian follicle in an advanced stage 
of evolution may be ruptured in coitus and release the 
ovum. 

Thus, in woman equally with man, the whole muscular 
and secretory (glandular) structure of the genitalia parti-

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cipates individually and collectively in sexual intercourse. 
This is a confirmation (as are also our latest acquisitions of 
knowledge on menstrual phenomena) of the ancient and 
popular theories, based on modem scientific knowledge and 
freed from irrational superstitions — after a period of nega- 
tion. Simultaneously we have passed out of and beyond 
the era in which the wife was considered sexually as a passive 
implement, receptacle and, incubator, and have recognised 
and accepted her as an active, adidt and equivalent sexual 
being. 

But are we to react against ancient errors, and in our 
equal consideration and respect for the woman, so far as to 
taik of a semination by the woman ? (C/. Craisson’s words, 

quoted at end of last chapter). For there can obviously be 
no question of a seminal discharge on her part. 

But what of “ ejaculation ” ? 

Here the matter is still uncertain and very difficult, 
especially because of the extreme individual diversity 
among women. There can be no discharge of spermat, as 
in man ; but " ejaculation ” is often used as synonymous 
with “ orgasm,” and without clear understanding whether 
anything is ejaculated, and if so, what. So far as I can form 
an opinion on this subject, it appears that the majority of 
laymen believe that something is forcibly squirted (or pro- 
pelled or extruded), or expelled from the woman’s body in 
orgasm, and should so happen normally, as in the man's 
case. 

I cannot venture to decide whether it should so happen, 
according to natural law. There is no doubt that it does 
happen to some women. But whether these are a majority 
or a minority, I am unable to determine. The only substance 
which can possibly be forcibly expelled (squirted or ejacu- 
lated) is the thin fluid mucus which fills the Glandules vesti- 
bulares majores (Bartholin’s glands) at the onset of orgasm. 
We have seen that these glands begin to secrete immediately 
sexual excitement manifests itself. Skene’s glands do the 
same, but are far too small to furnish enough secretion for an 
“ ejaculation.” We also know that the mucus secretion 
flows into the vulva (lubrication or distillatio) and is most 
beneficial, or indeed, necessary in preparing the introitus 
vaginee to receive the phallos without pain. And this 
secretion will accumulate during the movements of coitus, 
so that a certain amount is present in the glandular ducts. 
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And the distended glands are, of course, subject to strong 
pressure during the powerful spasmodic contractions of the 
pelvic muscles in the orgasm, while the tense bulbi vesHbulte 
serve as cushions or supports. Thus, the secretion collected 
in Bartholin’s glands may, under certain pressure, be 
squeezed out and forcibly ejected from their orifices. 

The process may, in fact, be occasionally verified when the 
orgasm follows ditoridal friction alone. But of comrse, we 
carmot draw valid conclusions as to its frequency. Similar 
verifications in coitus are totally impossible. Even if the 
woman declares that she has “ ejaculated,” that means that 
she has experienced a complete orgasm. It is not possible 
for her or her partner to distinguish any mucus secretion 
which may have been ejected from her vestibulary glands, 
from the overwhelmingly larger amount of male ejaculate.^ 
Teleologically, there is no purpose in an ejection of vesti- 
bulary mucus during the orgasm, though much reason for its 
exudation beforehand. Finally, it is at least just as certain 
that such an “ ejaculation ” does not take place in many 
women of sexually ‘normal functions, as that it does take place 
in others. 

Any other feminine discharge (not ejaculation which means 
squirting or very vehement expulsion) dining the orgasm can 
only be possible from the womb itself. And it is not ante- 
cedently unlikely that the thick mucus clot, exuded by some 
women subsequent to coitus, has left the uterus during the 
orgasm.® But it is equally probable that in these cases there 
has been a morbid increase of secretion, for the mucus sub- 
stance is generally yellowish and glutinous instead of 
transparent or faintly milky, as is normal. Moreover, the 
typical and essential uterine action in the orgasm is some- 
what different, and we shall now deal with it. 

It need hariUy be explained that it is absolutely impossible 
to observe or verify this process during communion. Thus 
we are compelled to refer to and rely on observations of the 
uterus, and especially the portio, during orgasms produced by 
intensive stimulation of clitoris, vagi'na, or portio, without 
actual coitus. There are only rare opportunities for such

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observations. Nevertheless, in the course of years sufficient 
data have been collected from various sources to enable us 
to form an idea of the uterine action and response in the 
orgasm. 

We have already established the fact of the uterine 
contraction and, so to speak, erection during sexual excite- 
ment. We will now cite a passage by J. Beck (one of the 
first authorities, I believe, to record this phenomenon, 
in medical literature), describing his observations on the 
portio vaginalis and especially the ostium externum, at the 
inception of the orgasm. The woman in question had 
prolapse of the womb, which made the portio vaginalis 
accessible to sight ; and she was extraordinary suscep- 
tible to erotic excitement, especially if the portio were 
touched. Definite stimulation here, produced the orgasm 
at once. 

“ The vaginal portion of the womb was at first tense, 
motionless, and apparently quite normal ; the orifice was 
closed and no instrument could have passed. Almost 
immediately after contact, the ostium opened and closed 
spasmodically, five or six times in succession, whilst the 
outer border was drawn sharply inwards towards the cervix. 
This lasted about twenty seconds, then all reverted to its 
former quiescence. The aperture closed, and the portion 
resumed its former position.” ^ 

There is every reason to believe that in women of normal 
erotic potentialities, and normal uterine position, the orgasm 
would show identical processes. And that these would be 
the same, whether produced by vaginal or clitoridal contacts. 
But, Nota Bene, of very unequal intensity, in different 
women, and also in the same woman on different occasions. 
The decisive factors in these variations are at present 
beyond oxu: ken. 

Further individual idosyncrasies exist in the amount and 
alkalinity of the mucus secretions in the cervix. Modem 
sexologists * have maintained that the mucus plug called the 
" Kristeller ” (see p. 70) is extruded or expelled during the 
uterine spasms in orgasm. But, owing to its thick, firm, 
adhesive consistency it remains attached to the lining of the

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cervix. It dips or plunges into the seminal liquid, loads 
itself with spermatozoa, and is then reabsorbed into the 
womb, in the relaxation following the orgasmic contractions, 
for the uterine cavity expands and acts as a suction pump. 
Many eminent gynaecologists have accepted this hypothesis, 
apparently oblivious of their own professional daily experi- 
ence, of the wide individual variations of amount in this 
cervical mucus, and certainly without having been privileged 
to observe the orgasmic phenomena in this sense ; for they 
are by no means so simple as the sexologists suppose. Even 
though there are occasional facts which indicate movements 
on the part of the Kristeller, such a regular fishing for 
spermatozoa by the uterus, through its adhesive mucus 
tongue (the comparison with an ant-eater is irresistible !) 
caimot actually take place. 

But we must realise and accept the active reception of 
sperms by the uterus in orgasm, through aspiration or 
suction, i.6., contraction followed by expansion, and generally 
also by more or less vigorous independent motion of the 
ostium or mouth of the womb. And this is of the utmost 
practical importance.^ Its change of position or desunt, 
owing to the contractions of the vagin^ muscles, and the 
orgasmic spasms of the abdominal waU, both contribute to 
bring the aperture nearer to the seminal fluid.* Finally, 
the cervical mucus can aid the spermatozoa in their upward 
advance, by providing an accessible, favourable protective 
element.* 

We have now, I think, exhaustively treated the physiology 
of the woman in coitus, according to the best of our 
knowledge at the present time ; and simultaneously we 
have also dealt with a considerable amount of essential 
technique. 

In Chapter VII and Chapter IX we have discussed the 
man’s r61e in coitus so fully that we need only touch a few 
isolated points. 

And first of all, with the prolonged erection following 
ejaculation, which may sometimes occur owing to the close

vault in orgasm. But I have never seen it recorded. 
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constriction of the vulvo vaginal muscles, especially when a 
passionately responsive woman has a somewhat late or 
very long orgasm. 

In such cases, the vulvo vaginal rim, through the operation 
of the Constrictor cunni muscle, can compress the base of the 
male organ so firmly as to prevent rapid subsidence. This 
is, of course, specially advantageous for the woman. But, 
if this muscular constriction lasts too long, or is too violent, 
it may cause painful disturbances, unnatural swelling of 
the phallos, and difficulty in leaving the vagina. The same 
can be said of the Levator vaginae, the upper encircling 
muscle, of the female passage. Its operation is physiologically 
attractive and enhances the pleasure of both partners. Its 
efficient tonicity can prolong full erection and facilitate 
complete womanly enjo5rment and relief ; and both by 
voluntary and intentional contractions and reflex (involun- 
tary) spasms. But in the latter cases cramp may be 
set up, which is positively painful for both partners, and 
may even catch the glans penis. (" Penis Captivus ” or 
vaginism. Cf. the normal process of coitus in the canine 
species.) 

Circumcision in man appears to have strong effect on 
efficiency in the sexual act. Not, that is, in altering or 
increasing potency but in affecting the sensitiveness of the 
glands. It is not quite easy to be certain, here, as among 
nations who practise ritual circumcision, all men are 
circumcised. But some primitive races circumcise frequently, 
but not as a matter of religious and social mores, and here 
comparisons are possible. An interesting account by 
Friederici, 1 runs as follows: “The native ‘boys' who 
collect together in the stations and plantations, discuss 
sexual matters constantly among themselves and it is well- 
known that those who are circumscised have much less tactile 
sensibility in the glands than those who are not. The circum- 
cised men admit frankly that they take longer before ejaculation 
than their fellows." And Fehlinger, in his “ Sexual Life of 
Primitive Peoples ” * suggests that “ the purpose of circum- 
cision is probably the prolongation of coitus, as the exposed

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glands takes longer to reach the summit of stimulation than the 
covered.” 

It is obvious, from what has been already said, that such 
prolongation is highly favourable to the majority of women. 
So we need not be surprised that both ancient and especially 
modem literature contain female characters who have 
sought in vain to match their sexual gratification with their 
sexual desires, in relationship to various men, and finally 
turned to members of circumcised races. 

It is extremely difficult to determine whether the lessened 
susceptibility of the glands means diminished sexual enjoy- 
ment on the man’s side, or whether his enjo3nnent is increased 
through the prolongation of the act. But both primitive 
races and more especially Oriental civilisations regard the 
removal of the prepuce as sexually advantageous, for they 
greatly value the utfnost possible prolongation of the act. 
This is doubtless, partly due to the universal human wish to 
taste every joy to the full, and particularly to increase the 
intense pleasures of coitus which always seem, in retrospect, 
tantalisingly brief. This is in my opinion a perfectly normal 
and physiologically justified desire which is operative, 
whetW consciously or unconsciously in every sexually 
healthy and vital person, and certainly in every man. An 
even more significant factor, however, is the primitive 
“ barbarian’s ” appreciation of the woman’s desire and 
pleasure ; even though in other departments of life, he 
despises his partner, overworks her like a beast of burden, 
and disposes of her as a piece of property, he is, on this 
point, much superior to the average man of Western 
civilisation. The primitive is not satisfied with an act of 
coitus, or proud of himself, if he has not gratified the woman 
who has shared it. He is glad — ^like a true " Don Juan 
Contemporain ” in the joy he has given. ' So the wish and 
pride of being desired sexually is not the least of the motives 
which make men seek and practise circumcision. 

But — ^the desire to prolong the act may lead to excesses 
and abuses. Both in a positive sense, in the form of too

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often and rapidly repeated orgasms, but negatively, as well, 
in that the coital stimuli are intentionally and consciously 
reduced to such a level that there are finally no stimuli at 
all, and no coitus in any tolerable sense. 

In my opinion such abuses have begun, when the man has 
recourse to artificial means of distracting his attention, such as 
eaiing, drinking, smoking, etc. (as well of course as con- 
scioudy directing his thoughts away from his sensations, 
and thus diminishing the cerebral stimuli which contribute 
greatly to the orgasm). 

This psychic postponement of culmination and prolonga- 
tion of excitement, even though it may have certain aesthetic 
risks for the man, may so help and delight and appeal to the 
woman, physicaUy and psychically, that it constitutes a 
most intimate erotic bond, and more than outweighs any 
disadvantages. Therefore I have not hesitated to recom- 
mend the occasional use of such methods, in order to equalise 
the delay in the woman’s sensations. But its habitual 
employment has great drawbacks, and its advantages may 
be found equally in other directions. 

And does the habitual exaggeration of prolonged coitus 
by the Hindoos, Javanese, and other Orientals, really give 
the woman the fullest extent of pleasure, from phallic friction 
in the vagina ? I am inclined to doubt it, because such 
deliberate distraction of the man’s attention would probably 
imply some degree of local passivity — or at least much less 
frequent and vigorous phallic motions. 

And in any case it is fairly certain that prolonged passivity 
in coitus is out of the question for men of white We tern 
races in modem civilisation, on purely aesthetic grounds— 
except occasionally and in modified form at the close of 
communion. 

Msthetic objections cannot be radsed against the most 
conspicuous excess in the method of deferred ejaculation: 
but physiologically, it must be regarded as a real abuse, 
though in a negative sense. It consists in insertion {Im- 
missio penis) without ejaculation. In other words ; com- 
munion that is no communion ; coitus that is no coitus. 
I am not aware whether this practice also originates with 
the coloured races, but am under the impression that I 
have read somewhere of its popularity among the Japanese. 

Havelock Ellis gives an account of its ritualisation by 
certain communities in the United States of America. Alice 
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Stockham^ made propaganda for it in her book " Karezza,” 
and Marie Stopes has given a detailed description of it under 
the same name, though without urging its practice indis- 
criminately. ^ She writes : " The idea being, that after 

mutual passion has been roused and union effected,® instead 
of encouraging the excitement by movement and so on, an 
attempt to reach complete calm, both mental and physical, 
should be made. This is achieved by the cessation of 
physical movement, and the centring of thought on the 
spiritual aspect of the beloved ” (p. 190). (I have italicised 
the last words, which confirm my view that there is nothing 
psychically unlovely in this procedure — on the contrary !) 
“ Extremists in the practice of this idea would go so far as 
to prevent ejaculation on all occasions, but others use it 
only to increase the length of time between the occasions 
when ejaculation takes place ” (p. 191). “ There are . . . 

marriages in which the husband is so undersexed that he 
cannot have ordinary union save at very infrequent intervals 
without a serious effect on his health. If such a man is 
married to a woman, who has inherited an unusually strong 
and over-frequent desire, he may suffer by union with her, 
or may cause her suffering by refusing to unite. It is just 
possible that for such people the method of Karezza (see 
Dr. A. Stockham’s book ‘ Karezza ' on the subject) might 
bring them both the health and peace they need; con- 
serving the man’s vital energy from the loss of which he 
suffers, and gi\'ing the woman the sense of union and physical 
nerve-soothing she requires ” (p. 86). 

On principle I have avoided mentioning views and 
quoting statements in this treatise, in order to confute 
them, for this would bewilder and mislead many lay readers. 

' Dr. Marie Stopes, in her book ** Married Love," refers to Dr. Stock- 
ham’s book, which is out of print. Dr. Marie Stopes herself is D.Sc. and 
D.Phil. Her book, ** Married Love," is often attributed in lay circles to 
a medical woman, and references to the book which appear in certain 
newspapers, give colour to this mistake. This is regrettable, for the 
well-known and widely circulated book has valuable and courageous 
ideas, but at the same time gives currency to views, which a doctor or 
at least a gynaecologist recognises at once as impossible from a medical 
man or woman. The layman, on the other hand, attributes undue 
weight to them because of the supposed professional knowledge of the 
audoress. 

» I have quoted verbatim in order to prove my point and in order to show 
that 1 do no injustice to Dr. Stopes. 

Dr. Alice Stockham was a professional medical woman with a large 
practice in the U.S.A. She was prosecuted under the Comstock Law in the 
early 1900’s (beginning of this century) • 
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But 1 have made a point of citing Marie Stopes in such 
detail, in order to demonstrate, out of her own mouth, how 
an able — even an eminent — ^person, can arrive at absurd 
conclusions, when venturing on territory in which she is 
not at home. 

For, quite apart from other turns of phrase in the final 
quotation, which make a specialist shake his head — ^this 
explanation of Dr. Stopes’ culminates in a coniradiction in 
terms which must be immediately evident, even to a non- 
medical reader, who has imderstood and assimilated the 
lessons of the present monograph. 

To expect a ‘‘ physical nerve-soothing ” for the woman 
" after mutual passion has been roused and union effected ’’ 
mthout the attainment of the natural culmination of orgasm, 
with all its infinite liberation and relief, is physiologically 
quite senseless, and no normal person, man or woman, can 
be " soothed ” in this manner. ^ On the contrary, the 
emplo5mient of such an expedient, especially if it becomes 
habitual, must lead to a perpetual and increasing dis- 
satisfaction and unrest, an accumulating genital congestion 
and profound emotional irritation and exasperation, of 
whose dangerous results we have already said enough. 
Therefore I must utter an urgent warning against Karezza, 
and have only given so much space to its consideration, 
because it appears to be occasionally tried by married 
people who wish to avoid impregnation, and because Dr. 
Stopes' book is well-known, both in the English original and 
translations.* 

My warning loses none of its validity if and though I 
admit that this sort of communion which is not communion, 
may occasionally take place without risk or damage between 
a very sexually aneesthetic man and his equally anmsthetic 
wife (whether this mutual tepidity be constitutional 
or the result of extreme fatigue) — ^when their affection 
craves a close bodily contact, without any explicit sexual 
need. 

^ Careful and prolonged analysis of the expression ** physical nerve 
soothing ** would be necessary in order to discover the exact sense in which 
it is used. Perhaps the authoress herself is not quite sure. We may« 
however, assume that a sort of satisfaction and relief of tension 
is meant. 

* In order to be quite fair to her, I repeat that Dr. Stopes does not 
recommend Karezza, but neither does she condemn it ; and this latter 
omission, together with the tone of the passage quoted, I consider danger- 
ous for many of her readers.

IDEAL MARRIAGE 


We have a fxuther point to discuss, which is important 
from the technical point of view. That is to say, the com- 
parative size of the organs in the two partners. 

The empty vagina, in a state of sexual repose, has an 
average length of to 10 cm.; for the length of the front 
or anterior wall from introitus to portio, and 10 for the 
posterior wall up to the vaginal vault or fornix. For purposes 
of insertion or intromission, we may reckon the vaginal 
passage as 10 cm. long. But the length of the axis or medial 
line of the erect penis on the dorsad side is 15 cm. Thus, 
assuming average or medium proportions in both partners, 
we find a considerable disparity in the length or depth of 
phallos and sheath. How is this compensated ? 

Firstly by the fact that, as a rule, penetration does not 
take place up to the root. This only occurs in certain special 
positions and attitudes. 

Secondly, by the elasticity of the vagina. This flexibility 
varies very much as between one woman and another, but 
is generally quite considerable. Of course, the contractions 
of the vaginal muscles, especisdly the longitudinal sinews, 
have a contrary — i.e., telescoping — effect. But, normally, 
the natural flexibility prevails. But when the internal 
muscles are powerfully developed, and the excitement 
extreme — especially at the onset of orgasm — and when the 
phallos penetrates to its full length, there can be acute 
disparity and difficulties, even with organs of average pro- 
portions. If the profoundest penetration is a violent internal 
thrust, such disproportion may cause a laceration in the 
vaginal vault. This only happens very rarely under average 
conditions, but its possibility even then should not be for- 
gotten. And it becomes even probable when the genitals 
are abnormal. When such abnormality has an infantile 
trend, we must reckon with diminished pliability and 
flexibility of the vagina, such as is also a s 5 unptom of 
senescence (advanced age) and of certain diseases. We must 
also bear in mind the peculiar vulnerability of the tissues 
during pregnancy, and especially shortly before and after 
giving birth. And finally there are cases of marked physical 
disproportion when a very large phallos is mated with a 
normal vagina, or a normal penis with a very short vagina. 
The first possibility materi^es oftener than the second, 
but even then it does not often make mutually satisfactory 
coitus out of the question. 
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However, we must not ignore the serious danger of a 
combination of circumstances, i.e., absolute disproportion, 
vehement excitement, rough invasiveness, and above all, 
special vaginal vulnerability — Pleading to a rupture of the 
vagina, which endangers the woman’s life. This peciiliar 
peril is partly because of the strong haemorrhage which 
ensues, and partly because of the likelihood of peritonitis ; 
for the rupture, if any, generally takes place in the fornix 
and involves the delicate peritoneal membrane (see Plate II.). 

It is an interesting and well-established fact that it is 
hardly possible to draw any correct inferences irom the 
general bodily build and stature of man or woman, as to the 
size of either phallos or vagina. There have been intimately 
painful cases when after the marriage ceremony, the couple 
who appeared so well matched, find that they are quite 
incompatible and incommensurate. On the other hand, it 
is really remarkable how often a marriage between a tall 
and powerful man and a small woman is as successful 
sexujdly as in every other way. 

Of course the protective instinct of the man may express 
itself in such marriages in the erotic relationship, as well as 
in the whole field of life, and lead him to exercise especial 
forethought, caution and tenderness. But it is also noticeable 
that women of short stature and small bones can often meet 
all requirements in the flexibility and capacity of their 
vaginae. And their sexual vigour and efficiency are also 
conspicuous, not only in coitus, but in their buoyant reaction 
to the mentaJ and physical stress and strain of menstruation, 
pregnancy and parturition, their fine flow of milk, and easy 
and frequent conception. ^ In short, little women approxi- 
mate most often to the typical womanly ideal. But of course 
this is only the case when this smadl stature is perfectly 
proportionate throughout and when the sexuad development 
is adequate. When the small stature is due to some form 
of abnormality, it is more than likely that the genitals will 
show serious defects structurally and functionally, in one 
way or another. 

This is especially true in cases of the form of arrested 
development which we have learnt to know as infantilism. 
Infantilism is by no means necessarily associated with short 

1 C/. the saying among the English common people : ** Little women — 
big breeders.** 
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stature or delicate proportions. Tall persons and even 
giants are particularly liable to slight or severe degrees of 
infantilism. Nor is infantilism confined to women, but 
exists in either sex. 

For sexual functions infantilism is an even more serious 
defect, than for other activities of mind or body. In women 
it may coincide with or imply menstrual disturbances, 
difficulty in conception, tendency to miscarriages, sterility 
and inability to feed at the breast. Psychically it can 
manifest in abnormally slight inclination to sexual inter- 
course, and frigidity in actual coitus. And also, though less 
commonly, in a narrowness and inelasticity of the vagina 
which may make coitus difficult and even impossible. 

The various grades and stages of genital infantilism in 
women are so numerous, that it is not true that all girls who 
suffer from some of these symptoms are fully inapt for 
married life. That would be too sweeping an assumption. 
I have professionally known not a few women, who at the 
beginning of their life with their husbands, had much to 
contend with, owing to their infantilism, but who later 
became in all respects satisfactory wives and admirable 
mothers. For them, marriage provided itself a sovereign 
remedy, for the genital congestion and increased blood 
supply of the organs, owing to sexual intercourse, the absorp- 
tion of stimulating seminal substances and pregnancies (of 
wliich the first were abortive, but the later ones carried to 
term), finally contributed to perfect local development. 

But all doctors know of women whose marriage was 
literally their doom, as a pronounced degree of genital 
infantilism rendered them totally incapable of meeting its 
requirements. Such arrested development causes a woman 
so much suffering (physical often, even more emotional and 
mental) that it were better she had never married, both for 
herself and her husband. 

And even the husbands of women whose comparatively 
slight infantilism is curable and cured by marital intercourse, 
require in the first difficult years, a fund of patience, mag- 
nanimity and tender self-restraint, which is not available for 
all ! For only highly evolved and spiritualised or abnormally 
cold-blooded men are capable of a love so altruistic and 
which can never attain complete sexual gratification. 

We may assume, without hesitation, that infantilism is 
the chief physical source of danger and discomfort to women. 
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in marriage — ^apart from certain specific diseases of heart, 
lungs and kidneys. For this reason I must emphatically 
support the attempts now being made to standardise 
medical inspection and certificates before marriage. I 
would even suggest that it be extended and made exact and 
exhaustive, for all girls at adolescence, as a matter of prin- 
ciple. In this connection, exhaustive would mean a general 
examination by a hospital doctor, (as is customary for life 
insurance) and a genital by a g5msecologist ; and the latter 
can be quite thorough and yet not offensive or injudicious in 
any way. If it is preferred to entrust the latter to medical 
women — there is no valid objection. But such an inspection 
should take place. 

It is possible to spare the young girls' modesty and avoid 
possible psychic and emotional harm by having the inspection 
betimes, while there is no marriage or engagement in pros- 
pect. ^ And if some serious defect appears, it is infinitely 
better to know of its existence in time. In cases of slight 
infantilism it is often possible to cure them by suitable 
treatment, before there is any question of marriage. 

I have quite often had success in treating relatively 
severe cases of genital infantilism, which would have made 
marriage extremely difficult and painful, but by appropriate 
measures, were modified so far as to be equal to normal 
sexual requirements, and finally completely cured in 
marriage. ® 

Moreover, it is well to inform the future husband, early in 
the course of his engagement, of the existence of certain 
infantile traits and to impress on him the need of care and 
gentleness in sexual intercourse, at first, and also the prob- 
ability of an initial anaesthesia (specific sexual coolness or 
indifference) on the part of his bride, which he must treat 
with appropriate skill and S5nnpathy. The best person to 
tell him tWs, with authority and understanding, is the 
family doctor. It is obviously fairer to the man to let him 
know the factors which must inevitably be prominent in his 
married life — ^there will always be more than enough of the 
mysterious amd incalculable ! Moreover, it seems to me 

^ Prudent parents who lay special stress on preserving their daughters 
from shock or suggestiveness« can arrange for adequate medical examina- 
tion after some slight illness ; they can ask the doctor to pay special heed 
to sexual development, but make the examination as though for an 
insurance policy.

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self-evident that he has just as much right as his bride or 
her parents, to be spared unpleasant sexual or general sur- 
prises, after marriage. The general health of both partners 
offers about the same possibilities and difficulties. GenitaUy 
for the bride, the most frequent and important matter is the 
man’s freedom from venereal disease. For the bridegroom, 
if he marries a virgin, the adequate and adult development 
of her womanly organs, is equally important, though tiU now, 
it has not been recognhiied.^ 

Is there no risk of similar arrested development of the 
genital organs in the man ? This question will at once occur 
to my readers. 

The answer is : in practice. No : at least not to an3dhing 
like the extent in which it exists in the woman. 

Thus we have traversed the disputed territory of the 
medical certificate before marriage, and return to the sub- 
ject of variations in individual genital proportions. 

Inadequate development here is much rarer in men than 
in women ; it is occasionally met with, however. It can 
manifest in defective seminal fiuid, as well as in smallness of 
the erect phallos. If a small phallos is mated to a large 
vagina, the normal coital friction will hardly suffice to pro- 
duce orgasm, and the sufferer here will be the woman, rather 
than the active partner. Moreover, the low potency or 
sexual efficiency of men of this type, and their slight inclina- 
tion for coitus are inadequate to satisfy normal sexual 
desires on the woman’s part. An unusually large male 
organ is more frequent than a very small one, even though 
extreme cases are rare. It is conspicuously hereditary and 
seems to run in families. And it is also racial. Negroes, 
for example, are generally longer and more massive, than 
white men ; and they also number among them proportion- 
ally to their own large average, more extreme “ phallic 
giants ” than the whites. On the whole, a phallos of im- 
usual size, must be more agreeable to women, on account of 
increased pressure and friction in coitus. It can only be 

^ The production and exchange of medical certificates before marriage, 
which could save so much misery and disease, has still to meet many quite 
comprehensible obstacles. It occurs to me that these would largely dis- 
appear, if either party would and could nominate an absolutely reliable 
and acceptable confidential representative ; these could then meet, and 
discuss the circumstances in question, finally exchanging reports. Further, 
in certain cases a prenuptial instruction of the man in the special 
idiosyncrasies of the girl and in fact of woman generally, would be most 
desirable. 
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considered a disadvantage when the vagina is infantile, or 
at the beginning of sexual relations. But physical disturb- 
ances of married life on this ground are rare, though men 
who know themselves to be unusually well endowed by 
nature, should exercise particular care till they are quite 
sure that they cause no harm to their wives. 

An unusually wide vagina is also not an irreparable 
hindrance to marriage, although it implies less acute plea- 
sure, especially for the husband. And we must admit 
frankly, that the normal distension of the vagina and its 
introitus, after several births, is generally far from neghgible 
in its effect on the husband. But these disadvantages may 
be largely met and compensated by careful surgical treat- 
ment after confinements and by exercise of the pelvic and 
vaginal muscles (cf. Chapters IV. and V.). And the special 
technique of variations in actual communion offers very 
efficient amends {cf. Chapter XI.). 

If there is a diminution of stimulus and attraction, in 
spite of surgery, muscular gymnastics, and mastery of 
technique in attitude and position — well, that must be 
accepted as inevitable, just as so many other things must 
be, in life : Old Age and Death, for instance. And redoubled 
tenderness, devoted attention, psychic and mental com- 
panionship may make up for what Life has taken away. 



CHAPTER XI 

SEXUAL COMMUNION 

Part III 

Position and Action during Coitus 

During the act of union, attitude and motion of both 
partners assume enormous significance. 

Both from the scientific and from the practical point of 
view there is not the slightest necessity to enumerate here 
the famous one hundred — and so many — ^positions known to 
Oriental encyclopaedias of the art of love. But it would be 
an equal error to avoid the discussion of this topic, for it has 
great practical importance as regards : 

(a) The increase of sexual pleasure ; 

\b) The prevention of hygienic dangers or injuries ; 

(c) The control (promotion or prevention) of conception . 

As regards the last of these considerations, it may be said 
that every position in coitus which tends to promote the 
intensest possible orgasm in both partners simultaneously, 
or almost simultaneously, increases the probability of con- 
ception. A position which facilitates ejaculation in the 
interior of the vagina helps the spermatozoa to penetrate 
into the uterus forthwith. A position of the female genitals 
which involves depositing the semen in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the cervix — even after the cessation of the 
orgasm — ^increases the likelihood of impregnation ; as does 
also the retention of the erect male member inside the vagina, 
where it acts as a stopper or seal. On the other hand, the 
chances of conception are diminished by an attitude which 
causes the semen to ebb back out of the vagina.^ 

^ What is said here does not in any way conflict with the factors empha- 
sised above. The direct and immechate absorption of the spermatozoa by 
uterine activity during coitus, the mobility and tenacity of &e sperm cells, 
which enable them — even in the minimum amount of seminal fluid I — to 
enter the vagina and the uterus, and traverse long distances after pro- 
tracted intervals of time, to reach their destination, the egg cell in the 
ovary ; these must always be the most important elements in the drama of 
impregnation. 

The factors we now consider can only exert a favourable or unfavourable 
influence, but such influence may, in some cases, turn the scale. 
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Certedn hindrances to coitus arising from physical pecu- 
liarities of one or both partners {e.g., the enlargement of the 
abdomen in pregnancy or obesity) can be overcome by the 
appropriate positions and methods. Similarly, dangers in- 
cidental to union, especially for the woman, under such cir- 
cumstances as (hsproportion of the genitals (liability to 
lacerations, and during pregnancy, etc.), can be avoided or 
minimised. In inappropriate positions, risks of injury may 
be increased. 

Finally, the intensity of pleasurable feeling is dependent 
to a conspicuous degree on the attitude and movements 
during that supreme union. 

And more as the grade and locality of stimulation are 
different, according to the relative position of the two 
partners to one another, so therefore the sensations arising 
from such stimulation vary also, and not only in degree but 
in kind — and this in a wide range of variation. Thus diver- 
sity becomes possible in the act of coitus ; and, as the 
Ancient World has testified in many oft-quoted aphorisms,^ 
no pleasure is possible in sustained and repeated use imless 
adequate variety and shades of difference are introduced 
into it ; so the subject of our present study has considerable 
importance for the weal or woe of married life. 

Positions 

There are two possible main positions in coitus : the first, 
namely, that in which the man and woman meet face to 
face * or converse position (or anterior, from the woman's 
position), and the second in which the man faces forwards 
but the woman turns her back, the averse position,® posterior 
or coitus a tergo. 

And in each of these two main positions various attitudes 
are possible, and many are practicable and successful from 
our point of view. 

1 Cf. the saying of Publius Syrus : ** Nihil est jucundum, quod non 
reficit variatum/’ 

■ A third position in which the face and abdomen of the man are brought 
into contact with the woman's side and flank is so little in harmony with 
both male and female physiology that it is only used as an occauonal 
variation, with no charm but that of difference " and various definite 
disadvantages. The Mohammedan recommendation of this position with 
intent to secure impregnation in cases of uterine displacement, is based 
upon wholly erroneous anatomical views. 

* Or position of flight and pursuit. 
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female pelvis, against the folded' labia majora, and even 
against the inner portions of the woman’s thighs, contributes 
to the happy result. And the pressure of these structures 
reciprocally causes an increased erection and congestion 
throughout the length of the intromittent organ. 

In the extension attitude, the woman has the advantage 
of increased stimulation of the vulva and exterior vaginal 
orifice. And, an even more important consideration for her, 
the clitoris in this attitude is offered more fully to the friction 
or stroking of the penile shaft. The man’s increased erectile 
capacity, of course, has great value for her. 

But in this attitude the phallos cannot penetrate so deeply 
into the vagina. 

The extended attitude with legs pressed together can be 
adopted by the woman — whether from the beginning of the 
act of intercourse or immediately after emission — in order 
to retain the semen in the vagina, by holding the phallos 
firmly clasped in the vagina between her thighs (until 
erection subsides). 

The extended attitude of the woman is made more com- 
plete by keeping the upper part of her body quite flat and 
placing a cushion imder her loins ; it must not be below the 
loins, this would have the contrary effect, nor be too soft 
and flat ; a rather firm, hard pillow or bolster is preferable. 
The thicker the pillow the better the angle of the female 
body in the extended attitude. The result of such extreme 
extension of the lumbar region is an increased inclination 
of the pelvis, and accessibility of the symphysis pubis, and 
with it, the clitoris. 

Symphysis and clitoris are thus pressed more closely and 
continuously against the anterior wall of the phallos than 
in the first-mentioned prone attitude and receive stronger 
stimulation. It is obvious that in order to receive the full 
effects of extension, the legs of the woman should be hori- 
zontal — whether closed or opened is immaterial, for any 
flexion of the thighs would decrease pelvic inclination and 
destroy the effect of the pillow beneath the loins. The 
greatest pelvic inclination is attained by stretching not only 
the spine but the thighs from the hip joints to their fullest 
extension, namely, by letting the legs hang down. 

We obstetricians frequently make use of a similar attitude 
in our work (we call it Walcher’s Suspension) in appropriate 
cases. 
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Second Extension Attitude 
Suspensory (Variation (b) ) 

Such extreme extension would have no purpose in 
coition and would hardly be possible. But certain Oriental 
treatises on erotics recommend an attitude based on the 
same principles, though less strained, specially to facilitate 
the rite of removing the h5mien. This is very interesting 
from the scientific point of view and can serve as a helpfid 
indication in medical practice. In this attitude the woman 
is placed near the edge of the bed or couch. The upper part 
of her body is prone, and stretched as far as possible back- 
wards, the sacnun is across or even a little over the edge 
of the bed ; her slightly parted legs hang down but her feet 
must rest against a firm support. The edge of the bed must 
also offer firm support and be high enough for the man to 
operate. He places himself between the knees of his partner, 
and, according to the Oriental prescriptions aforesaid, 
standing upright on his feet. A really supine attitude, is, 
of course, impossible for him, with the female body at such 
an angle. But in practice, his vertical attitude becomes 
diagonal. He bends forward as far as possible, resting his 
hands on the bed, on either side of his partner. 

Now what is the purpose of this attitude ? Why is it 
recommended particiilarly for first intercourse ? 

The Oriental authorities do not give reasons, but the 
method is logical and certainly arose as the result both of 
intuition and the empiric experiments of centuries. 

When we consider the anatomical conditions, the explana- 
tion of this tradition seems to me to consist rather in the 
fact that in this attitude, the phallos during the process of 
immission is pressed downwards from its steep angle into an 
almost horizontal direction — even rather than in the in- 
creased stimulation offered to the clitoris. The intromittent 
organ and its base are pressed strongly against the woman's 
pubic arch, and they respond elastically. So the glans 
penis slips smoothly along the vestibule and into the vaginal 
orifice, gently stretching the free edge of the h3anenal mem- 
brane, instead of immediately rending it. It is only tom 
by the pressure of the main portion of the phallos, while 
in other circumstances, i.e. in the normal position it 
is destroyed by a sharp, sudden thrust of the glans penis 
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from outside, in an unavoidably rougher, more painful 
manner. 

But we need hardly point out that the suspensory attitude, 
in spite of its advantages, cannot be recommended to our 
newly wedded pair. We can only urgently recommend the 
man (basing our advice on the grounds given above) to intro- 
duce the glans and tip of the phallos, in first intercourse, as 
smoothly and gently and as much in front as possible and to 
stretch the hymen rather than split it forcibly. In the medial 
(normal) attitude, the simplest way is for the man to lie 
at an angle facilitating approach and intromission from 
in front and from above downwards, so that the phallos 
is pressed downwards in its passage through the pubic arch 
of the woman. 

But I have myself recommended the Oriental suspensory 
attitude occasionally, and with success, if necessary after a 
short interval of abstinence and repose, when, in spite of 
successful rupture of the hymen, there were still obstacles to 
complete intercourse owing to painful soreness and even 
acute inflammation of the fossa navicularis. ^ 

Otherwise this attitude is only in question as a form of 
occasional variation which concentrates stimulation in the 
region of the clitoris and posterior vaginal wall for the woman, 
and in the frenulum praeputii (praeputial region) and the 
anterior penis shaft for the man. As the same effects may 
be obtained in attitudes less arduous and inconvenient for 
both partners, the exhaustion which follows coitus in the 
suspensory position is not compensated by any special 
advantages. 

This attitude does not promote the reception of semen in 
the uterus, as the phallos can only penetrate a comparatively 
little way, and the fluid ebbs back and out of the vagina, for 
the vaginal orifice lies below and downwards from the 
portio or cervix. 

^ The fossa navicularis is that portion of the vestibule lying immediately 
in hront of the posterior junction of the inner lips (frenulum labiorurn. No. 
17, in Plate I.). It is often proportionately larger than in the Plate and 
can form an appreciable depression behind the attachment of the hymenal 
membrane ; and if the ph^os continually presses and rubs this area, a 
lesion can ensue, as mentioned in the text. If our advice to perform the 
act of intercourse in the extension attitude — in order to spare the hymenal 
area — ^is to be successfully followed the man must exactly realise what he is 
doing and why. Otherwise there is risk of an exactly opposite effect, as the 
phallos, especially in incomplete erection, instead of gliding from in front 
into the vagina, misses the way and touches the fossa. 
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III. Attitudes of Flexion 

The direct contrast to this attitude of extreme extension 
which came to us from the Near East, is the extreme flexion 
of the woman’s body in coition, which is extraordinarily 
popular among the Chinese, as is proved by the pictures in 
their “ Bridal Books.” The extreme practicable form of this 
method is as follows : 

The woman lies on her back, lifts her legs at right angles 
to her body from the hips, and rests them on the man’s 
shoulders ; thus she is, so to speak, doubly cleft by the man 
who lies upon her and inserts his phallos ; she enfolds both 
his genital member and his neck and head. At the same time 
the woman’s spine in the lumbar region, is flexed at a sharp 
zuigle and the pelvic opening directed as far as possible 
upwards, so that the vulva lies sloping and almost flat, 
instead of vertically as in the normal medial attitude, 
and the vagina is directed almost vertically downwards. 
At the same time the tissues of the perineal region are 
drawn tensely ” tight ” by the position of the pelvic 
fissure. 

Therefore the forms of stimulation during intercourse in 
this attitude differ much from those experienced in the 
extension attitudes described above. 

The phallos does not enter the vagina from the front, but 
presses forward across the perineum. The clitoridal region 
situated in the anterior part of the vulva, is not touched at 
all. Only on entering the vagina does the glans meet the 
anterior vaginal wall. As the phallos penetrates further it 
has to adapt itself to the direction of the vagina which 
clasps and contains it, and is strongly pressed backwards; 
thus the elastic base of the male organ responds with an 
equally strong counterpressure, against the anterior vaginal 
wall. This strong double pressure provides an appreciably 
heightened stimulation in comparison with the normal 
attitude where phallos and vagina have the same direction, 
and there is hardly any direct mutual pressure. In the 
normal or medial attitude, stimulation is as it were distributed 
more thinly and evenly over the whole genital apparatus. 
In the attitude we are describing, it is concentrated on the 
anterior interior wall of the vagina and the posterior rim 
of its orifice, on the upper edge of the glans penis and the 
lower surface of the base of the phallos. 
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Which of these two methods is to be preferred ? That 
depends not only on the momentary moods and desires of the 
partners, but especially on the conditions of the feminine 
parts. If they have been expanded and distended and if the 
muscles of the vaginal wall have lost their tenseness and 
contractile power (which generally occurs simultaneously, 
for example, often after several births), then the clasping of 
the whole shaft of the penis as described in Chapter IX., 
which implies a certain parallelism of phallos and vagina, 
as in the normal attitude, is no longer possible. Thus one of 
the chief advantages of the normal attitude is cancelled. 

Moreover, the relaxed voluntary muscles (constrictor 
cunni and levator vaginae) are often also incapacitated from 
efficient action. In these circumstances the perineal tension 
together with the backward pressure of the base of the 
phallos, attained by the flexed attitude, supply other com- 
pensatory stimuli. 

Moreover, in this position which exposes and opens the 
pelvic fissure as widely as possible, the phallos can penetrate 
the vagina right up to the hilt, where it joins the body at 
the symphysis pubis, which is not otherwise possible. Where 
the vagina has been much distended, this is of course a 
great advantage. 

In other cases, a certain caution is advisable, till the man 
knows precisely how far he can penetrate. 

But a vagina of average length and dilatability is able to 
receive and contain a phallos of normal size, at maximal 
penetration throughout its length. 

To complete description of this attitude, we must mention 
that here the profound penetration of the phallos and the 
direction of the vaginal canal, are both favourable to 
conception. 

On the whole, extreme flexion is suitable as a variation, 
and also in the case of women with too wide and slack 
vaginae. 

But the extreme form of flexion in coitus has difficulties 
and disadvantages for both partners. Not every couple is 
capable of its gymnastic efforts. And the method which 
entails placing the woman's legs on the man's shoulders 
separates faces and breasts and the whole upper portion of 
both bodies. 

The extreme attitude is not, however, necessary, in order 
to attain the advantages of flexion. The well-known 
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lithotomy '' attitudes suffices fully, if the couple are care- 
ful to see that the direction of the intromittent phallos 
keeps across the perineum and straight towards the anterior 
vaginal wall. 

The lithotomy attitude on the woman’s part is as 
follows : she lies on her back bending her legs at the hips 
and opening her thighs as widely as possible, and also 
bending her knees. This attitude exposes , both vulva and 
perineum even more advantageously than the extreme 
flexion, because there the knees are not bent ; its effect is 
indicated by the name, (a relic of mediaeval surgery, and 
the cutting for bladder-stones !) and by its -widespread 
utilisation in operative gynaecology. 

Intercourse in this attitude is much more convenient 
for both partners than in extreme flexion, so on 
principle it is to be recommended in preference to the 
preceding one. 

There are a number of intergrades and modifications 
between the normal and flexed attitudes. The flexion can 
be lessened or increased during intercourse. Thus occasion 
offers of varying and heightening stimulation and compensat- 
ing for any possible anatomical disadvantages. 

In the attitudes previously described, the man’s body was 
placed over the woman’s. It is also possible to have inter- 
course with the bodies reversed ; the woman above the man. 
An attitude which simply reverses the normal is not often 
found in practice ; but may often have been attempted as an 
experiment. It has no special physiological ^ significance. 
But another attitude in which the man lies beneath the 
woman is of the utmost importance and interest. 

IV. Attitude of Equitation. (Astride) 

This is the method of coitus which the Roman poet 
Martial considered so normal and obvious that he could not 
conceive of that paragon of married couples. Hector and 
Andromache, in any other attitude. 

The technique here is as follows : — The man lies on his 
back, if necessary with a pillow under the sacral region, and 

^ In the reversed medial attitude, as in the normal, vagina and phallos 
are parallel. The main difference is that the mutual friction is performed 
in a much more awkward and generally also uneven way and that the 
semen at once escapes from the vagina. Psychologically this attitude 
seems to me to have considerable defects compared to the normal, and to 
be quite inferior. 
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with his legs slightly bent and supporting the woman's 
thighs. When immission of the phallos into the vagina has 
taken place, the woman lets herself down, sitting astride 
right across her partner's body, as far backwards as possible 
and facing him. The man keeps still ; but she begins 
deliberate, slow, frictional movements ; she remains sitting 
upright but alternately raises and lowers her body : she 
lunges, rhythmically with her whole trunk. During the 
downward motion she increases the pelvic declination so 
far as possible, i.e., she moves the symphysis downwards and 
backwards and stretches the vertebrae especially in the 
lumbar region. As she moves upwards, the pelvic angle 
decreases so far as possible and the symphysis is raised and 
protruded forwards. The posterior rim of the vaginal 
orifice and the anterior portion of the perineum move in the 
same swing. The movements of the feminine genitalia, 
during intercourse astride, can be best visualised by 
remembering the approximate outline of the lower rim of the 
pubic arch, with the cHtoris and introitus vagince. That is to 
say, an oval, whose axis throughout its maximum diameter 
is approximately upright, and whose axis through its mini- 
mum diameter runs from back to front ; while the direction 
of the movements executed is as follows : from above, 
backwards and downwards, and from below, forwards 
and up again. 

As regards the kind of stimulation and excitation which 
the male and female organs exchange with one another, here 
during the downward motion of the woman's body, the 
same localisation of sensation occurs as in the attitude 
of extension (II). As she lifts, sensation approaches that 
peculiar to the flexed attitude. But at the moment of 
profoundest penetration, there is the exact congruence, the 
** fitting," which we have met in the normal medial method. 
And if this moment is protracted by a slight pause in the 
rhythm of her movement, there is an enormous range of 
muscular vibration and contraction, as we have already 
indicated. In addition there are new possibilities of sensation 
here, which we have not met before. These arise because 
this attitude, like flexion, permits full penetration of the 
male organ into the vagina. Thus the tip of the phallos 
comes into close contact with the portio vaginalis or mouth 
of the womb. If this contact is prolonged and becomes a 
strong pressure, the glans and the portio or cervix can push 
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each other rh3^hmically to and fro, as the neck of the womb 
droops freely and loosely into the vaginal canal, and the 
woman in this attitude, (unUke Attitude III.) is able to move 
her pelvis and abdomen sideways in all directions. These 
swa3dng movements extend to the portio or mouth of the 
womb, rubbing it against the glans or tip of the phallos, 
which in the case of such maximal penetration, is itself 
almost motionless. This friction acquires a certain intensity 
on account of the steady and concentrated mutual pressure, 
culminating in stimulation whose special acuteness is not 
attained in any of the attitudes previously described. This 
is largely owing to the fact that the two surfaces engaged in 
friction are of almost the same consistency and of approxi- 
mate shape ; thus they " fit ” into each other. This cervical 
friction can be performed in two ways. In a straight line 
(sideways or backwards and forward), through rhythmic 
swa5dng of the woman’s body ; or with a circular " cork- 
screw ” motion of the pelvis, ^th these methods give as it 
were a different colour-tint and timbre of erotic pleasure ; in 
the circular movement the pleasurable sensations, at least 
on the man’s side, are the stronger. But the successful 
execution of this circular friction in the astride attitude 
demands the highest degree of muscular control and co- 
ordination on the woman’s part, and a considerable amoimt 
of practice. In fact the whole astride method of coitus 
makes these two demands on the woman’s physiology and 
erotic technique, so much so that we can unhesitatingly state 
that many are unable to learn or practise it. Moreover, 
there may also be anatomical peculiarities of individual 
structure which deny to certain women, or certain couples, 
this particular form of connection. In the case of a com- 
paratively short, inelastic or easily vulnerable vagina, the 
astride attitude involves too many drawbacks and even 
dangers. 

The psychic factors require special mention here. In 
the astride attitude there is no possibihty of mutual 
embrace or kisses. On the other hand, the full unimpeded 
view of each other’s bodies, especially of a finely formed 
feminine body seated upright and leaning backward, has 
a strongly stimulant effect. And the opportunity, often 
missing in other attitudes, of gazing face to face, into 
one another’s eyes, of beWding, in the reciprocal play 
of expression, the rising tide of excitement to its ecstatic 
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culmination, greatly enhances all the other stimuli of this 
attitude. 

The main disadvantage in complete and frequent practice 
of the astride attitude lies in the complete passivity of the 
man and the exclusive activity of his partner. This is 
directly contrary to the natural relationship of the sexes 
and must bring unfavorable consequences if it becomes 
habitual. Therefore, on these (profoundly psychological) 
grounds alone we cannot recommend the choice of this atti- 
tude in connection. Also, physiologically, it cannot be bene- 
ficial during any natural function to insist on the maximum 
of possible tension, mobility, stimulation and culmination of 
stimulation in response, at every occasion. For there can 
be no doubt that coitus astride really can afford the summit 
in both excitement and response, the acme of specific physical 
sexual pleasure, to both man and woman. As in this atti- 
tude it is possible to combine all the various possible local 
stimuli, which can only be partially and separately experi- 
enced in other attitudes : and to blend and vary them in 
every shade of diversity and intensity, in one supreme 
act. Thus the main decisive factor in the choice of this 
attitude must be the wish to experience the keenest 
possible excitement and gratification. I repeat, however, 
with serious emphasis, that this attitude astride should 
be an exceptional variation, and not a normal habit in 
sexual intercourse. 

It is, however, highly suitable when the partners are in 
an unequal state of bochly vigour and fitness, the man being 
tired and slack while the woman is full of energy and 
zest. This attitude spares the man as much exertion as 
possible, 1 without depriving her of her natural sexual relief. 
When the woman is languid and the man in full vigour, the 
astride attitude is quite inappropriate and should not be 
attempted. Nor should it be attempted when the woman is 
pregnant. A noticeably short vaginal canal (and of course 
infantilism, to an even stronger degree) are also contra- 
indications, as we have remarked above. Great care and 
consideration are necessary during the first experimental 
ventures astride. 

Finally, we must not forget the greater opportunity for the 
spermatozoa to invade the uterus in the very act of

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ejaculation, whereas this opportunity is much diminished, 
shortly after the act, by the ebbing of the seminal fluid out 
of the vagina. 

V. — Sedentary Attitude. [Vis-d-vis) 

After our detailed discussion of the attitude previously 
considered, we do not need to repeat ourselves on the subject 
of the whole scale and type of excitations afforded by inter- 
course in the seated or sedentary attitude : we consider in the 
first instance the converse position, where the partners are 
face to face. 

The man is seated and the woman is suspended across his 
thighs, with her thighs apart ; I use the term suspended 
intentionally, for the woman is not strictly speaking seated 
at all ; her buttocks are not supported, for the man's knees 
are held apart, thus allowing him to open the woman's 
thighs, expose her sexual organs, and lift or lower her pelvis 
at will. He inserts his phallos with a rather strong downward 
pressure, which meets the elastic resistance of the clitoris. 
In this and the following stages of the act there is the same 
type of stimulation as in the extension attitude (II.). The 
woman can increase or modify the intensity of friction in 
the pubic and clitoridal region, by rhythmic movement of 
her pelvis to and fro. Then she decreases the pelvic angle 
as much as possible, and protrudes her vulva forwards and 
towards the man, who responds with a similar movement of 
his pelvis so that the phallos presses forward deeply into the 
vagina. The whole mutual rhythm is assisted and accen- 
tuated, as the man can clasp his partner's hips and thighs 
with his hands and press them against his own. And when 
maximum penetration is effected, we have again — as in 
Attitude IV. — perfect congruence, or “ fitting," and the 
opportunity for all the voluntary and spontaneous muscular 
vibrations of and around the vaginal walls. And when the 
respective organs of both partners are harmoniously pro- 
portionate, we have here, too, the possibility of mutual 
friction between the mouth of the womb and the tip of the 
phallos, which is the special feature of the attitude astride. 
The sedentary attitude has this advantage over the preceding 
(astride), that both partners can move freely, though this 
freedom involves the possibility of uneven movement, of 
failing to " keep pace " with one another, and thus impairing 
the full possibility of sensation. 
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The scale of excitations in the two attitudes is similar, 
except that in the second (sedentary) it is not possible to 
enjoy the sensations of flexion. This, however, is not a con- 
clusive contraindication, though in practice, the sedentary 
attitude does not permit of the delicate shades and semi- 
tones of delight, nor of the extreme intensity of the orgasm 
which may be experienced when the man is supine and the 
woman seated astride. 

What then is the special significance of this attitude ? 
It combines the main advantages enjoyed in Attitude IV. 
without its special disadvantages. Also, in this attitude, the 
act of immission can take place, with special gentleness and 
consideration of the hymenal area, as in Attitude II. More- 
over, in the Fifth Attitude, it is possible to complete the act 
superficially and without profound penetration, thus avoiding 
close contact with the vaginal portio. The resultant excita- 
tion is, of course, strictly limited, but generally suffices to 
bring about mutual orgasm and relief in normally passionate 
people. 

'N^en the man is languid, fatigued, and below par in 
vigour, the sedentary attitude does not facihtate the act for 
him as does the preceding, and is thus not specially indicated 
under such conditions. 

The occasional and even frequent employment of the 
sedentary method is reasonable in the case of slight frigidity, 
inexperience or recent initiation of the woman, for this atti- 
tude stimulates the clitoris more powerfully perhaps than 
any other, and enables the man, if necessary, to entirely play 
the active part allotted to him. ^ 

The sedentary attitude is further indicated whenever the 
female organs need special care, and therefore specially 
appropriate during pregnancy. If intercourse takes place 
during gestation, in the sedentary attitude and as gently and 
dehberately as possible, the possibility of unfortunate effects, 
even in very delicate women, is reduced to the minimum 
inseparable from any stimulation of the sexual apparatus by 
reflex action on the uterus. 

The influence of the sedentary attitudes in the case of 
profound insertion of the phallos, on conception, exactly 
resembles that of Attitude IV. In cases of slight or 
superficial penetration, the prospects of conception are 
decreased.

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VI. Anterior-lateral Attitude (Sideways) 

Ovid describes the lateral attitude in the face to face 
position with these simple but adequate words : Of love's 
thousand ways, a simple way and with least labour, this is : 
to lie on the right side, and half supine withal." 

The left side is equally feasible, but in practice the right 
side is generally preferred, for the woman, which, of course, 
implies the left for the man. 

This attitude is hardly possible unless the woman draws 
up the leg on which she is l5dng. The lateral attitude thus 
becomes, for her, half-lateral, half-supine, with a corre- 
sponding half-lateral, half-superposed attitude of the man, 
which is possible by appropriate arrangement of pillows. 
The leg of the woman which lies uppermost can either be 
stretched or flexed at will. 

Advantages, drawbacks, and type of sensations in the 
lateral attitude are about midway, between the medial and 
the flexed (I. and III.). Increase or decreaise of the feminine 
— or masculine — pelvic angles permits of great variations 
here. 

The principal advantages, laterally, are convenience (ease), 
and avoidance of the pressure of too great masculine weight 
on the woman's body. The special drawbacks arise from the 
localised pressure on the woman's leg — and this can only be 
avoided by approaching the normal horizontal attitude or 
through extreme flexion and lifting of the captive limb. 

To some degree, also, the man is immobilised and has less 
freedom to operate in this attitude. 

B. — ^Averse Position 

We now come to the second possible position in human 
coitus — from behind, or in the averse position. (Position of 
flight and pursuit.) 

VII. — Prone or Ventral Attitude. 

In the parallel, abdominal attitudes of both partners, the 
directions of phallos and vagina do not coincide, as in the 
first or normal attitude. For in the abdominal attitude of 
the woman, the vagina slopes obliquely upwards from out- 
side to the portio vaginalis internsdly, while in the similar 
male attitude the phallos slopes obliquely from above at 
the base, downwards to the tip. This ^fference of direction 
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is so great that coitus is impossible if it is not artificially 
rectified, otherwise effective penetration is out of the ques- 
tion, and the male organ misses its aim and slips out during 
the backward motion of the pelvis under the pelvic arch. 
It is generally possible to avoid this in practice, if the woman 
increases her pelvic angle as much as possible, by drawing in 
the loins — lumbar contraction — ^thus decreasing the upward 
direction of the vaginal passage and elevating the vulva and 
exterior orifice or introitus. As a rule this, with the altered 
position of the pubic arch, suffices to prevent the phallos 
from slipping out, and to facilitate deep penetration. The 
same accident is made less likely if the woman keeps her 
thighs closed, or presses them together, thus affording 
additional stimulus by friction. 

The woman's attitude can be assisted if a small pillow is 
placed under her pelvis — not beneath the abdomen, which 
would alter the angle and spoil the desired result. 

The ventral attitude in successful coitus is only possible 
for slim, lean people ; ample adipose development of the 
female nates, and any appreciable abdominal corpulence in 
the man are equally obstacles here. 

Also, the prospects of successful conception by the en- 
trance of spermatozoa into the uterus are less here than in 
other attitudes, owing to a combination of unfavourable 
circumstances. For {a) the glans, or phallic tip, does not 
reach far enough into the vagina to shoot its contents into 
the mouth of the womb or against the vaginal vault, and (b) 
the seminal fluid poured forth on the anterior vaginal wall 
trickles out and away at once, owing to the slope of the 
passage, towards the external orifice. 

It is obvious that {a) is not likely to help the woman to 
her climax of sensation and relief : on the contrary, it is 
unfavourable to the female orgasm. Only an experienced, 
rapidly responsive woman can attain full gratification 
in the ventral attitude. Others (erotically slower or 
recently initiated), have a bad chance of satisfaction — 
the more so as the clitoridal region is hardly or not at 
all affected — disadvantages peculiar to intercourse back- 
wards in all its varying attitudes. And there are further 
drawbacks from the woman's point of view : in the 
general discomfort and the weight of the man's body, 
which is generally more severely felt here than in the 
normal method. 
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For the man too, there are comparatively few allurements, 
though the drawbacks are less pronounced for him than for 
her. We could, therefore, have omitted the ventral attitude 
from discussion, but for the interest of comparison between 
this second parallelism of the bodies with the first (horizontal, 
normal). And in practice, ventral coitus does occur more 
often than we might expect, because of its comparative 
prophylaxis against conception. This is intuitively perceived 
and utilised by couples who would shrink from more active 
interference with natural processes, from an almost uncon- 
scious or subconscious train of thought. 

VIII. — Posterior-lateral Attitude. 

The posterior-lateral method has much greater practical 
importance in marriage than either the ventral or anterior- 
lateral attitudes. 

During the course of married life, longer or shorter periods 
of time in which one of the partners — whether in general or 
in particular reference to sexual matters — requires special 
care and treatment, must inevitably occur. 

The other partner suffers often more acutely under such 
constraint than the one stricken. If intercourse is quite 
prevented by circumstances, we must face and accept this 
necessity. But it should only be prohibited on the most 
cogent grounds, for if this prohibition lasts for any length 
of time, it can have serious and far-reaching — even incal- 
culable — effects. Therefore let me recommend the greatest 
reserve in denial and prohibition to married couples. And 
every medical man should think carefully before issuing an 
edict against coitus, especially for any duration of time. It 
is not infrequently observed that a marriage has been under- 
mined and ruined by such an edict — which perhaps was itself 
unnecessarily strict and absolute. It happens much more 
often — and does not exactly promote the dignity or efficacy 
of the medical profession — that such a prohibition is simply 
disregarded with touching unanimity by both partners, and 
without any deleterious effects. 

So we must exercise great discretion in forbidding inter- 
course. In the overwhelmingly greater number of cases it is 
wiser and better to advise care — of course not in a vague 
negative formula, which is quite useless and vain, but in 
precise technical physiological detail, appropriate to the 
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circumstances of the individuals concerned. Such precise 
instructions will often be found to imply recommendation 
of the posterior-lateral attitude, with the particulars indicated 
forthwith. 

Intercourse in this attitude can certainly be, for both 
partners, the least exhausting of any ; it implies the fewest 
external obstacles, and the least exertion. The stimulation 
can be modified to the precise degree necessary for relaxa- 
tion and relief ; the male organ can be inserted just as 
far and no further than any special vaginal or vulvar 
irritation or inflammation, make necessary or desirable. 
Moreover, there is no weight or pressure of bodies on each 
other here. 

The lateral position from behind may be dextral or 
sinistral. In practice both partners generally lie on their 
left sides, the man has his right hand and arm free, to 
embrace and clasp his partner, and stroke and caress her. 
It will be obvious, after what has been said about the 
respective angles of phallos and vagina when discussing the 
ventral attitude, that convenient coitus can only take place 
laterally and backwards, if the two bodies are not parallel. 
The difference in the angles and slopes of the genitals can 
only be modified to admit of insertion when the trunks 
diverge. Increase of the female pelvic inclination, and 
decrease of the male facilitate approach, and permit adequate 
penetration. So the woman should lie with legs somewhat 
flexed at the hips, and bending forward, the man at full- 
length. By modifying this attitude and the inclination of 
the two pelves, it will be possible to determine and vary the 
degree of penetration in a precise manner. 

The type of stimulation is as in flexion. As in Attitude 
III, feminine excitation is localised in the posterior rim of 
the vaginal orifice, and the anterior vaginal wall. But this 
second stimulus, which is always the stronger, is more 
developed in flexion (Attitude III) because of the elastic 
tension of the phallos against the vaginal wall ; laterally, 
however, the operation is reversed, so that the friction is 
less against the anterior vaginal wall, and more against the 
posterior rim of the introitus, where it is less effective. We 
may almost say that the woman receives the greatest 
friction and stimulus where it has least response. As the 
chtoris has no contact with the male organ, in the lateral- 
posterior attitude, the stimulation afforded the woman is at 
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its minimum, unless the phallos penetrates deeply. The 
excitations are just adequate for a slight degree of orgastic 
climax in a passionate woman who has attained to har- 
monious conjugal adaptation; but this relief owes more to 
psychic and adventitious factors than to specific local 
stimulus. 

Under these conditions, a mild detumescent spasm or 
orgasm suffices for relief of tension, and is to be regarded as 
harmless in the majority of convalescent cases or such as 
require special treatment, and in any case as less deleterious 
than the prolonged genital congestion and psychic strain of 
ungratified sexual desire. A convalescent woman of cool 
and placid sexual temperament has hardly any benefit from 
posterior-lateral coitus, which affords her too slight grati- 
fication to secure any response. 

The moderately excitable cases are here the most difficult 
of all. The stimulus afforded excites the woman too strongly 
to avoid local congestion and erection of the vulvar and 
vaginal tissues, and not strongly enough for the full climax 
and relief of orgasm. In such cases it is best either to abstain 
from all stimulation, i.e,, from coitus even in the lateral 
attitude ; or, if preliminary congestion and dilation has been 
attained, to complete and intensify the stimulation. This 
can be done in three ways ; either by moving both bodies 
and pelves, thus permitting deeper penetration of the 
vagina, which increases the area stimulated and brings the 
clitoris into touch with the under surface of the male organ ; 
secondly by more vigorous friction of the phallos ; and 
thirdly by simultaneous friction of the clitoris with hand and 
finger (which is especially indicated when the two first more 
acute grades of excitation are prohibited.) 

When coitus is performed laterally, and with the pre- 
cautions described above, the gratification it supplies is 
enough to achieve ejaculation and relief in a man of normal 
sexual temperament. For him, too, this attitude is the most 
convenient and least exhausting method of intercourse. 
One might think that coitus astride would be less exhausting 
for the male partner, as he has not to exert himself or move 
at all, in this attitude, but he cannot decide or control the 
intensity of the stimulation he receives, and this intensity 
is much greater than in the comparatively tranquil lateral 
method. The attitude of equitation (man supine, woman 
astride) can be the easiest of all for him ; but in the over- 
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whelming majority of cases where it is performed, it will be 
more exhausting — owing to the peculiar acuteness of the 
sensations it provokes, than the active movements he must 
make in the lateral attitude. 

Indications for the posterior-lateral attitude, as aforesaid, 
are (1) general conditions of weakness, or (2) local conditions 
of weakness or inflammation in either partner, or (3) preg- 
nancy. In the case of pregnancy, the gentleness of move- 
ment depends on the slight and superficial penetration of the 
phallos. In these circumstances — very slight and gentle 
immission — this method is the most harmless and safest, even 
in cases of chronic inflammation of the internal female 
genitals, as it neither wounds nor congests. (See detailed 
instructions above.) 

For conception the posterior-lateral method is about as 
favourable as the normal (horizontal) attitude. 

IX. — Attitude of Flexion 

As above I designate the attitude in which the woman 
kneels, while her body from trunk to thighs is inclined at a 
more or less acute angle. Her body can be stretched 
horizontally, supporting itself on hands and arms^ or on a 
couch or chair of appropriate height. ^ A third variation is 
also possible ; the woman's body can slope downwards from 
pelvis to head, with shoulders and elbows resting on a low 
couch or chair {the famous knee-elbow posture used in gynce- 
oology), and form an angle to the upright thighs and legs. 
The man can kneel behind a kneeling woman or stand 
behind her as she kneels against bed or divan.® He can 
hold his body almost vertically, or bend over so far that he 
rests upon the almost horizontal back and shoulders of the 
woman. In this second male attitude, phallos and vagina 
lie more or less parallel to one another ; but we must bear 
in mind in considering intercourse from behind, that in this 
position the slight curves of both male and female genitals

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do not correspond or fit " in any of its variations or 
attitudes. 

When the man holds himself upright, and the woman's 
back and trunk lie almost horizontally, the directions of 
phallos and vagina do not correspond, so that on insertion 
the glans or tip touches the posterior wall of the vagina. 
Deeper penetration is only possible here if there is mutual 
pressure by the vagina on the phallos, downwards and 
reciprocally upwards by the phallos against the wall of 
the vagina and backwards. This pressure and friction is 
somewhat intense and elastic, and increases the excitement 
of both partners. 

The difference in direction of slope between male organ 
and vagina is increased if the woman lowers the upper part 
of her body and similarly by increasing the inclination of 
the woman's pelvis. So it is at the maximum of divergence 
in the feminine knee-elbow (or knee-shoulder) attitudes with 
tense lumbar muscles (and protruded nates) ; in this attitude 
the vagina even slopes slightly downwards. As the lower 
part of the pubic region here is pressed backwards, the 
clitoris approaches the male organ and touches its lower 
surface. In this manner a stimulation of the clitoris by 
phalhc friction is achieved in the flexed attitude — an 
exception to the usual rule applying to the backwards 
position. 

When the woman kneels (and even more decidedly in the 
knee-elbow attitude), a factor emerges which we have not 
had cause to mention in any previous attitude. The con- 
tents of the abdominal cavity, especially the intestines, sink 
down, under the force of gravitation, into the lowest-lying 
portion of the belly in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
liver. The abdominal wall curves and protrudes, and there 
is a vacuum in the pelvic portion of the abdominal cavity. 
The uterus droops, so far as its muscular ligaments permit, 
forwards and with the main portion {fundus) lowermost. 
The vagina is stretched, the cervix or mouth of the womb 
is at its greatest distance from the introitus (vaginal orifice). 
But the most practically important result is the inrush of 
air into the genital passage by suction as the passage is 
dilated and the posterior wall of the passage pressed back- 
wards. The air fills the whole cyhndrical tube of the vagina, 
the walls distend, and the whole organ becomes — what it 
never is otherwise — a really hollow space surrounded by 
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fairly smooth walls, for the characteristic folds and irregu- 
larities are smoothed out by the pressure of air, or at least 
partially obliterated. We gynaecologists make use of 
these phenomena in the knee-elbow (or quadrupedal) 
position when we examine the surfaces of the vaginal walls 
distended by pressure of air. The same attitude is used 
for the same reasons in certain gynaecological operations. 

In coitus, the rush of air into the vagina hais an un- 
fortunate effect, for the distension of the walls and oblitera- 
tion of folds much diminish the chance of stimulation by 
mutual friction for both partners. And the piston-like 
backwards and forwards motion of the phallos may occasion- 
adly force some of the adr out of the vaginal cavity again, to 
the accompaniment of unpleasantly suggestive and quite 
audible whistling sounds. Even when the air leaves the 
vagina again on the resumption of a more normal position 
after intercourse — or as much as some hours later — ^the 
process is only too audible and extraordinarily repulsive in 
its effect. 

In the case of a comparatively small and “ tight ” 
introitus, the danger of this unpleasant phenomenon is 
much less, as the phallos is at once enclosed and clasped by 
the woman's organ. But in the case of a dilated orifice with 
lax rim,^ an audible result is practically certain after knee- 
elbow coitus, and so this attitude is best avoided altogether 
under such conditions. 

The kneeling attitude is a very popular variation. It is 
perhaps the first variation to be tried by couples who seek 
diversity from the normal method. 

Why ? Are the stimuli it affords so potent, is the posture 
so comfortable or so alluring, is the visual prospect so 
aesthetically pleasing ? No, none of these suggestions meet 
the case. I think this attitude is preferred only because 
people “ want something different,” but have not clearly 
thought out what they want. So they simply choose the 
method which they observe to be usual in sub-human nature. 
Nevertheless we may attribute the indisputable tendency 
of human beings towards this attitude in coitus to sub- 
conscious atavistic instincts. 

Attitude IX favours the entrance of spermatozoa into 
the uterus, especially when ejaculation takes place before 
the woman’s body is bent forward to its fullest extent, and

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when she does so bend forward immediately she receives the 
seminal fluid, and remains in this posture for some time. 

Moreover the kneeling method is appropriate in preg- 
nancy, because the uterus, owing to the reasons described 
above and to its own weight when gravid, is beyond the 
reach of the full thrust of the male organ. On the other 
hand, caution should be exercised in gestation, because of 
the divergence of phallos and vagina, and because the posterior 
(hind) wall of the vagina is extremely vulnerable in pregnant 
women, and should not be exposed to the full force of the 
almost vertical phallic thrust. Moreover, when birth will 
take place shortly, all contact of the upper and inner part 
of the vagina with the outer world is to be deprecated, 
because of possible invasion and infection by bacteria. 
Because of this, and because the uterus and the child in the 
womb should not alter their normal position at this period, 
the kneeling attitude should never be attempted in the last 
months of pregnancy, 

X. — Posterior-Sedentary Attitude 

The last attitude we have to consider is that in which the 
seated man takes his partner, who turns her back to him, on 
his lap, and performs coitus in this posture. The man 
separates his thighs slightly, but the woman spreads hers 
so widely as possible in order to open her vulva and facilitate 
approach. In the normal sedentary attitude, however, her 
body inclines more or less forwards, so that insertion becomes 
difficult, and there is risk of the phallos losing its direction 
during the rh3d;hmic movement of coitus, and slipping from 
under the pubic arch. This can only be avoided if the 
woman increases pelvic inclination, by arching her loins, and 
backward pressure of the vaginal entrance, and/or by 
simultaneously leaning forward, while the man leans back. 
Only by exercising or combining these measures is it possible 
to secure sufficiently deep penetration by the phallos. It 
goes without saying that the woman must be seated far 
enough back on the lower portion of the man's abdomen. 
Thus this last attitude has some resemblance to the attitude 
astride from behind, which particular variation has neither 
special advantages or special features compared with the 
posterior-sedentary attitude, and is therefore not discussed 
here in detail. 
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When the woman has attained a good degree of experience 
and adaptation, she is able, both in this attitude and the 
sedentary variation, face to face, to execute a sort of rotary 
“ corkscrew ” movement, which — enhanced by correspond- 
ing movements of the man — ^produces something the same 
type of sensation as the attitude astride affords. But it is 
much more difficult to perform these rotary movements in 
Attitude X than in IV. And the result never equals what 
can be enjoyed " astride.” ' 

But on the other hand, if the phallos penetrates com- 
pletely, even after slight modifications in the posture of 
both partners, there is “ congruence ” or “ fitting,” which 
when both organs are harmoniously proportionate, enables 
them to execute friction of the glans against the mouth of 
the womb. This friction produces the same acute stimu- 
lation as was possible when seated face to face, or (in fullest 
intensity) when astride. The stimulation in Attitude X is 
less acute, because the penetration is less deep, and the 
pressure of tip and cervix less close. Thus, on the whole, 
this " seated from behind ” attitude has fewer advantages 
and more defects in comparison with other variations and 
methods. It is generally adopted because in this attitude 
actual coitus may be most easily and conveniently combined 
with erotic play and manual caresses.^ The indications 
suitable for m^ifying or employing the kinds of local 
stimulation possible in sedentary coitus may be deduced 
from our description of its procedure. 

A synopsis of the various attitudes in coitus and their 
special features is given in tabular form on pages 220 to 223. 

Final Remarks and Summary 

We now conclude our study of the physiology of sexual 
intercourse and erotic technique. It has expanded into a 
systematic " S3mousiology ” * of respectable dimensions ; 
and I do not regret it, for this hitherto fragmentary and 
incomplete chapter of physiology ® had to be written out 
some day and by some one. It had to be written, both for 
the doctors and the laity. For the former, because it is

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not enough for them to know of the morbid and abnormal 
variations of the sexual act. If they are to guide those 
committed to their charge aright, in all matters concerning 
the marriage tie, they must have precise and profound 
knowledge of everything appertaining to coitus, within the 
limits of the normi and hesdthy variations : and they must 
not hesitate to impress this knowledge on the husband — if 
necessary with detailed information as to technique. Only 
precise detail can help here : platitudes and phrases are 
worse than silence. In cases of illness, in cases where it is 
desired either to ensure or to prevent conception, and in 
those — ^perhaps most of all — ^where sexual disparities threaten 
to destroy marital happiness, marital fidelity, and the bodily 
and psychic health (of one or both) — ^it is the doctor's duty 
to be able to come to the rescue, with precise technicaJ 
instructions and suggestions based on physiological facts. 
But here too — power to help depends on knowledge. 

And the layman ? In one of his effervescent aphorisms 
on marriage, Balzac has proclaimed that " In love — quite 
apart from the psychic element — ^woman is a harp who only 
yields her secrets of melody to the master who knows how 
to handle her." But who can play this delicate human harp 
aright, unless he knows all her chords, and all the tones and 
semitones of feeling ? Only the genius — after long practice 
and many discords and mistakes ! 

But, in marriage, such discords are unspeakably painful. 
So the husband who wants to be more than a blunderer — 
and if his marriage is to be happy he must be more ! — ^must 
study the harp and the art of music. Till now, there was no 
accessible book of rules for him. Here I have tried to put 
them before him ; but let him remember that 1 have not 
written the preceding pages to be skimmed through — and 
still less, to be read as " spicy stuff," honour and 
conscience forbid ! — but for his earnest and reverent 
study. 

Having once mastered their contents,^ he may proceed 
from the main theme to the variations. And when he has 
mastered this science and this art — ^he may enter and enjoy 
the realm of free fancy according to his gifts. For behold ! 
A miracle ! Meanwhile the resonant harp has been itself

CHAPTER XII 


FURTHER MANIFESTATIONS DURING COITUS : EPILOGUE OR 

After-Glow 

We must now conclude our Synousiology by mention of the 
typical symptoms or manifestations of coitus, in the whole 
organism of both man and woman. Our previous, physio- 
logical and technical subject-matter, has been neglected by 
authorities till now ; but the general coital symptoms and 
phenomena have been treated at length in different medical 
works. 

As we have seen, the actual genital processes during 
intercourse may be subdivided into glandular, venous and 
arterial, muscular and nervous. The same classification 
holds good generally throughout the body. 

The activity of many glands is conspicuously affected and, 
on the whole, much accentuated. If sexual relief is too long 
delayed, the flow of saliva may be checked in a painfully 
perceptible way.^ But the approach of orgasm increases 
salivation often to such an extent that convulsive swallowing 
becomes necessary. The secretion of urine is increased by 
sexual excitement, as well as by other psychic tensions. 
The sweat glands operate profusely, and not only at the 
supreme moments, as might be considered obvious, but for 
some time in advance. Individual differences are marked in 
this respect, but perspiration flows from the armpits and often 
from the hollows of the knees, in many women especially. 
And not only during coitus, but during the love-play and 
even the prelude. The glands of the skin, in collaboration 
with the quickening of secretory activity throughout the 
organism, serve the natural and unconscious purpose of 
attracting and exciting the love-partner, by the olfactory 
impressions which we have already realised as peculiarly 
potent in their sexual suggestions. 

A further metabolic symptom affects the circulation of 
the blood. The tiny blood-vessels contract and dilate : a 
deep flush alternates with extreme pallor. The whites of the

eyes are bloodshot. There is higher blood pressure, the 
heart beats harder and more rapidly. 

And all these manifestations steadily increase, with the 
increase of bodily tension and emotiond excitement. They 
reach their maximum immediately before the acme, con- 
tinue at highest pitch throughout this experience and slowly 
ebb as sensation subsides. Their graph or curve is therefore 
approximately parallel to that of the normal coitus curve. 
The acute disturbances of circulation are enhanced by 
specific respiratory phenomena. As the supreme sensation 
approaches, the breathing of both partners becomes shal- 
lower, rapid and more and more irregular. Carbonization 
is hindered and there is a certain accumulation of carbon- 
dioxide in the blood, which excites those cerebral centres 
governing the blood supply and pressure. This reacts on 
the vascular tissues of the genitalia (phallos, clitoris, bulbi 
vestibulae), and increases expansion wWch is at its height as 
the orgasm begins. Thus the disturbed and superficial 
breathing interacts favourably on the local mechanism of 
the act, in both partners. 

A less favourable — sometimes a most unfortunate — 
factor, is the heightened pressure which has caused a stroke 
or apoplectic seizure in many middle-aged men, with brittle 
arteries, during coitus. 

The muscles also play their part. This is complex and in- 
cludes, the co-ordinated, whoUy voluntary and also reflex or 
automatic specific movements of coitus, and the extraneous, 
more or less conscious muscular exertions which may become 
spasmodic just before or during orgasm ; in fact which follow 
a certain tendency to sharp increase, followed by relaxation. 
The most conspicuous examples are the convulsive move- 
ments of the eyeballs and eyelids, which are so characteristic 
of the summit of sexual excitement that they form an unmis- 
takable signal from the partners, to one another. In persons 
inclined to cramps of the thighs and calves, they may appear 
to a most unwelcome degree. And inarticulate sounds, 
groans, gasps and faint screams are also normally and 
almost universally uttered during the sexual act. 

The involuntary muscles co-operate as well ; both in the 
genitalia themselves, where they are basically important, 
and in the blood-vessels, where they cause the extra blood 
pressure and changes in circulation. And their frequently 
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convulsive action also leads to occasional evacuation of wind 
from the bowels and to incontinence of urine, to spasmodic 
contractions of the bladder. Of course, in the mde, there 
can be no urination during coitus, as the erection mechanic- 
ally shuts off the anterior urethra. But if the relaxed penis 
is manually excited again after coitus, it can happen that 
urine is passed before full erection takes place again. In 
the woman, matters are different, as the congestion and 
expansion of her erectile tissues offer no obstacle to urination, 
and no occlusion of the bladder. Thus, in cases of extreme 
genital susceptibility or exceptionally acute stimulation, 
urine may be passed in quite small amounts. * 

These contractions of bowels and/or bladder are probably 
mainly due to the extension of excitement from the genital 
nerve centres to those of the adjacent organs. This exten- 
sion of the affected nerve-areas, a gradual invasion of 
further and further citadels and territories in brain and spine, 
by the overwhelming urge, is a typical feature of the whole 
process of sexual desire. Luciani says : It begins in the 
posterior lobes of the brain, with the centres governing 
hearing and sight, passes over the anterior lobes, governing 
tactile and motor centres, and from thence to the parietal 
centres of smell ; and then, in the course of the sexual act 
marches triumphantly along the whole spinal column." 
Sexual excitement affects the whole nervous system pro- 
foundly, producing manifold symptoms, local and general ; 
indeed the circulatory, glandular and vaso-motor phenomena 
detailed above, are, au fond, of nervous origin. 

There is greater affectabihty of aU the sense organs. The 
retina is much more sensitive than normally to light rays ; 
the expansion of the pupils which heralds the orgasm makes 
bright light quite painful. This peculiar sensitiveness, to- 
gether with the muscular spasms mentioned above, cause 
the extraordinary action and expression of the eyes, char- 
acteristic of the orgasm. 

The sense of smell becomes more acute. Moreover, there 
are certain intricate reflex connections, especially in women, 
between definite areas in the nasal mucous membrane and 
the sexual organs. During intercourse, there may be " S5nii- 
pathetic " phenomena such as sneezing and intense olfactory 
impressions. 

Hearing is also more acute.

But the most significant extension of sensory perception is 
in towh. This is noticeable during the preliminaries of 
coitus, and increases progressively until the culmination of 
the act. Hence the phenomena of “ ticklishness ” with its 
implications and reactions, which favourably increase and 
promote sexual stimulation. It is specially localised in the 
genitalia themselves, and contributes its quota to the acme 
or orgasm. 

Yet there is here a profound contradiction. In spite of 
this magnified receptiveness to sensory impressions during 
sexual excitement, an individual under its immediate 
impact, will pay no attention to extraneous things which 
would otherwise rouse most violent reactions. He is deaf 
and blind to the world. He may suffer the strongest shocks 
and pain — ^he ignores them, because he wiU not attend to 
them. Even if the temporary intensification of sensory 
impressions makes pain more acute — ^he deliberately closes 
his consciousness against it, as an obstacle to the supreme 
goal which focusses all his powers. For it is the signature 
of supreme sexual emotion, that the most complex cerebral 
and intellectual functions, the imagination and the will are 
dominated and absorbed, and “ soiil and flesh are one.” 

At this moment of highest vitzil intensity and activity 
and during its approach, each individual atteuns their 
highest possible degree of attractiveness and physical charm. 
The colouring becomes more vivid, the eyes larger and more 
luminous ; the facial muscles tenser, so that even in world- 
worn middle-aged folk, wrinkles and lines are obliterated 
and youth returns for a few magic moments, and at the 
supreme acme the archetypal characteristics appear — ^power 
in the man’s aspect and expression, tenderness in the 
woman’s.^ 

Should we wonder if a function, which so intensely and 
wholly dominates body and soul, implies an exertion which 
is succeeded by a certain fatigue ? 

No, indeed ! But if we aim at understanding and treating 
this reaction correctly — as is practically important — we 
must study it in some detail. 

It must first of all be emphasised that normal sexual 
intercourse is fatiguing, not because of its muscular exertions, 
but solely through its demands on the nerves. And the

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sudden relaxation after such acute tension causes not 
merely fatigue, but even a certain exhaustion, such as 
we encounter in other (exclusively psychic and mental) 
processes. 

The higher the tension, the more abrupt its ebb, and the 
more extreme the fatigue or exhaustion. The first factor 
explains why a coitus carried out in a strictly matter-of-fact 
spirit, with despatch, and without exciting accompaniments 
(in short, so far as possible as a form of bodily evacua- 
tion '' !) is less exhausting (for a short while) than a com- 
munion between lovers, in which their whole souls, as well 
as their bodies, participate with subtle art- and intense 
rapture. The second factor explains the ancient and univer- 
sally recognised truth, that the woman, whose ecstasy dies 
away gradually and gently (cf. Graph A) is much less 
fatigued than the man. It was, indeed, a man who uttered 
the famous phrase : '' Post coitum omne animal triste " — 

After coitus, all creatures are sad.'" 

Extreme and painful fatigue is, however, rare. As a rule 
the sensation is drowsy, dreamy, and there is a need for 
sleep. Only when too much is exacted of the organism, either 
in the form of too rapid repetitions of the act, or of one 
coitus in a state of previous fatigue — ^there is a sensation of 
great tiredness and even comparative (though temporary) 
collapse. And, of course, the special exertion necessary in 
the active partner contributes to such coUapse. 

Equally, of course, this can do appreciable damage, but 
only very seldom, and then when several causes combine to 
deplete and overstrain. For instance, when an already 
weakened or morbidly affected body is expected to perform 
exceptional feats. But, as a rule, moderate sexual activity does 
not harm even diseased people. 

Normally, sexual communion has a most beneficent effect 
on mind and body of both partners. Especially when 
drowsy relaxation is followed by a short rest — ^it need not 
be by actual sleep — ^there develops a sensation of profound 
gratification, of mental and physical peace, balance, self- 
confidence, and power which is hardly attainable in such 
perfection through any other experience. 

And the most profound and exquisite happiness which 
human beings can taste, is tasted by couples who truly love 
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one another, during this pause of respite and realisation, 
after completed communion. Far, far more closely than even 
the rapture of mutual orgasm does this bhss and content of 
the after-glow unite true lovers, as they lie embraced, side 
by side, while nature recuperates, and their thoughts, in a 
waking dream, once more live through the joys they have 
experienced, and their souls meet and merge, even though 
their bodies are no longer linked. 

This is the first stage of Epilogue — the After-play. 

After-play is an essential and most significant act in the 
love drama, but unfortunately the most neglected of all. 
Many men are in the habit of going to sleep immediately 
after coitus ; yes, even men who love their wives do this 
sometimes, from ignorance or negligence. They turn round 
and presently lie torpid and snoring, while their wives feel 
the slow ebb of sexual longing, and thus they deprive them- 
selves of the most exquisite psychic and emotional experi- 
ences, and they also destroy the illusions of the most loving 
wife, by showing that they have no idea of the woman's 
nature, of the aesthetic delicacy of her love, of the profound 
appreciation sexual pleasure arouses in her, of her need for 
caresses and sweet words, which lasts much longer than the 
orgasm. This is a closed book to them. In after-play the 
man proves whether he is (or is not) an erotically civilised 
adult 

He should be assiduous after his own desire is gratified 
to cultivate his wife's pleasure. And this can be so easily 
done ! A word of love wiU do it, a kiss, a tender touch, an 
embrace ! It will suffice for a loving wife to know that for 
him, too, all is not over at once, with the tempest of the 
orgasm, that his happiness endures and echoes through his 
whole nature, like hers. She herself desires nothing better 
than opportunity to prove the rapture he has inspired in 
her. 

After-play is, as we have maintained, essential to ideal 
sexual union, and principally so, because it seals and con- 
firms the intensification of love attained in communion. 
And it is a part of sexual intercourse because of its inter- 
change of tender impressions and sentiments. It is no 
diminution of this interchange that it is of necessity pre- 
dominantly psychic, so that bodily contacts are only 
accessory. On the contrary, this makes it the most delicate 
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and ethereal and (in a sense) altruistic of all acts in our love 
drama. 

For this reason we cannot treat it in detail here. Its 
intimate technique is not physical but psychological, and to 
do it justice wo^d require a complete psychology of love — 
in its subtlest semitones, its slightest currents, cross- 
currents and under-currents ; and this is not the place for 
such a study. 

I confine myself, therefore, to one suggestion — cultivate 
this portion of your sexual relation with the greatest care 
and attention ! But, at the same time, avoid excess ! 
Extravagance and exaggeration are nowhere more out of 
place than here, where the imagination requires the utmost 
delicacy and grace. 

Physiologically the technique of the after-play, may be 
sununed up in this formula ; gradual diminuendo of excite- 
ment and return to normal balance and control : the ideal is 
peaceful relaxation and contemplation. As in the earlier 
stages, so here : methods must harmonize with physiological 
necessities. Therefore, until perfect equipoise and control 
return, the golden rule enjoins no strong stimulation which 
might interrupt and deflect them. Even if married lovers in 
the zest of youth, sometimes prefer to jest and laugh and play 
after the tempestuous orgasm, until a new wave of emotion 
again bears them to the summit ; even if more mature men 
and women, of profound and rich vitality, often begin erotic 
play anew before the last tidal wave has completely ebbed 
all this means only that the Epilogue is deferred, and does not 
in any way cancel the golden rule, that the final ehh and end 
of each erotic occasion should immediately follow an orgasm, 
and should not be deflected by any further genital stimulation. 

The duration of after-play cannot be suggested, because 
its end cannot be defined. In ideal marriage it passes 
imperceptibly into another prelude. For even after a 
lengthy interval, the memories and echoes of the last 
occasion, live on, in a word of love, a look, a whispered 
reminder of shared delight and a tender hope of its 
renewal. 

And if such hope is in vain ; if the husband and wife are 
parted, even forever : — nevertheless memory and gratitude,

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pride and delight remain, so long as the soul remembers 
anything. 

For the echoes of this peerless happiness are never silenced. 

We quote an extract from the fourth letter of the series 
written by Heloise to her husband, Abelard, long years after 
their enforced separation : “ Truly, those joys of love, which 
we experienced together, were so dear to my soul that I can 
never lose delight in them, nor can they vanish from the 
mirror of my remembrance. Wheresoe'er I turn, they arise 
before me and old desires awake. Whilst I should lament 
for what we did together — I rather sigh and sorrow for what 
we can do no more ! Not only the deeds that were ours, 
tliine and mine, but every place and every hour, that saw 
them, have been printed with thine image, on my soul so 
deeply, that I live them again with thee, moment by moment. 
Nor brings sleep, respite nor oblivion. Often my body stirs 
and betrays my soul's desire, and words escape me that 
I cannot unsay." . . . ^

HYGIENE OF IDEAL MARRIAGE 


Ethics and Hygiene of the cohabitation of man and woman are 
alike determined by their mutual love. 




INTRODUCTION 

Definition, Limitation and Arrangement of Material 

The Hygiene of Marriage treats of everything tending to 
place conjugal cohabitation on a wholesome basis, to pro- 
mote the health and thence the happiness of their life 
together, and so far as possible to avert all that could 
endanger this health and happiness. 

In a general sense, therefore, it would comprise the whole 
bodily hygiene of sex, and a large part of its psychology. 
Readers will understand that to treat this whole range, would 
be beyond our present purpose, and that we must confine 
ourselves to the hygiene of sex life in marriage, in its exact 
and limited sense. 

This may be conveniently subdivided into physical and 
psychic hygiene. But we must never forget that bodily and 
psychic factors continually interact and influence one another 
and especially that the bodily fimctions of sex in a mutually 
loving couple, i,e., in Ideal Marriage — ^have always a 
strong psychic element.

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BODILY HYGIENE 

Part I 

First Intercourse or Defloration. — Honeymoon 

Let us begin at the beginning, namely with the bodily 
consummation of marriage. It is not by any means neces- 
sarily identical with defloration or the rupture of the hymen 
or maidenhead, for many women do not enter married life 
as virgins. For cases in which the newly married wife is 
already used to sexual relations, the subject matter of our 
next pages has, of course, no relevance, or only very limited 
application. But it is of the utmost urgency that the man 
who marries a Virgo intacta (untouched virgin) shall not 
imagine that the genital initiation of his young bride is in 
any way an easy matter, or one that may be lightly or 
inadvisedly undertaken. 

For in her, he will meet resistance on two planes ; spiritual 
and bodily. 

The spiritual or psychic resistance exists in every case ; 
however intense her love, complete her theoretic knowledge, 
and implicit her trust in him. It exists even when the bride 
succeeds in concealing it, from him and her own conscious 
mind ! 

This can best be exemplified by a comparison which I 
have hitherto intentionally abstained from drawing, in these 
pages ; namely by comparing the human maiden with the 
young sub-human female, who has not yet known the male 
of her species. Here, too, reluctance and resistance are 
fundamental ! The sub-human female desires coitus, but if 
she has not before experienced it, her behaviour differs 
strongly from that of those who already " know." Certainly 
the experienced ones often make tentative efforts to escape 
their wooers, but it is obvious that these efforts are only 
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love-play intended to further excite the males, and probably 
also to prolong their own gratification. But the novices 
show very different symptoms. With them the attempted 
flight is far more than a pla3dul allurement, and their 
movements and expressions betray a profound struggle 
between the elemental urge to 3rield and unite and a sort of 
sh3mess, and instinctive dread ; and the victory of desire 
over dread is often very slow and difficult. The man who 
observes his canine friends, with the deep comprehension 
and mutual trust that can exist between man and dog, needs 
only to watch the expressive eyes of the bitches during the 
approaches of the males. The dread of the beginners is 
unmistakable, in spite of the visible and ardent instinct 
to mate ; but the already initiated are all eagerness for 
the male. 

And this profound and elemental dread which the human 
maiden shares with the animal, is assuredly something much 
greater than the virginal woman's fear of the impending 
pain from her tom h3mien. It exists in animals that have 
no hymen and in whom even first intercourse gives no 
pain. It exists in the highest degree in the absolutely 
ignorant girl, who knows nought of coitus or the h3mienai 
membrane. 

We may not doubt that this instinctive dread, which masks 
unconscious resistance, has deeper origins and significance 
than the fear of short physical pain. The man who troubles 
to realise and understand this reluctance, need only 
remember that defloration means the beginning of the most 
important changes and events in a woman’s life ; the 
inception of active sexual functions, with all their results, 
duties — and dangers. 

In any case, whether this reluctant dread be unconscious, 
subconscious, or — to the least extent — conscious ; it has every 
claim to due recognition and respect. This does not mean that 
the bridegroom should meet it with weak submission, 
sentimentality, or least of all, misplaced pity. But it 
emphatically means that he has the first — ^but not the last 
nor certainly the easiest ! — opportunity to show that delicate 
consideration and that technical proficiency, on which both 
her happiness and his largely depend. For " the course of a 
marriage is determined by the wedding night.” 

The ^dily obstacle to be encountered is the h3nnen alone ; 
for there must not be any question of defensive struggles. 
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gestures of repulsion, or closed thighs. If these distressing 
signs appear they prove conclusively that the psychic 
preparation of the bride is incomplete ; and that she must 
be wooed into compliance. Till then, aU aitempts at rupture 
of the membrane must be deferred. “ Thou shalt not begin 
thy marriage with a rape ” wrote Balzac. And I would add : 
“ for this offence avenges itself, for many years.” 

The main requisites in this part of erotic technique have 
been discussed in Chapter XI. We need only add here, that 
the phallos should advance from above and in front — ^in 
the case of a recumbent woman, in the “ normal ” position — 
so that the glans slides along the vestibule and into the slight 
aperture that exists even in maidens. As the invading organ 
continues its pressure, the membrame stretches tensely 
and then splits, generally in two places, on left and right, 
backwards. Of comse this is to some extent painful, for the 
woman. But the pain is quite brief and bearable by a woman 
with a normally thin h3nnen and average nervous sensibility. 
And the duration of this pain is reduced to the minimum if 
the husband, at the moment of entry, meets the immediate 
resistance of the hymen by a quick, not rough but decided 
forward pressure. If the woman, instead of shrinking or 
starting back, can be induced to respond by a slight rapid 
counter-pressure, the hymen will be ruptured in a moment, 
and defloration effected with the entry of the penis. The 
woman's loss of blood from the small tears in the membrane 
is usually slight and soon ceases. But in exceptional cases 
it lasts longer and is profuse ; the bride should then lie quite 
still on her back, with closed legs, and avoid all contact with 
the wounds. Do not dab or wipe them ! The bleeding will 
presently stop of itself. Medical treatment is only very 
rarely necessary. 

If the maiden membtrane cannot be so easily ruptured as is 
desirable, and as has just been described, attempts at per- 
foration and penetration should not be continued, but rather 
postponed to the next day, or even the day after the morrow. 
Too prolonged, or too soon repeated, or too vigorous efforts 
on the man’s part generally cause only an increased sensitive- 
ness to pain and nervous fear, and thus make success more 
difficult. In the same way, even the “ decided forward 
pressure ” recommended above, must be executed with 
care, so that it may be checked at once, if the h3mien proves 
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too toiigh, the pain too acute or the fear of the bride too 
great.i 

“ Advance then with mercy and with circumspection ! 
Nor seek with a forcible thrust to break the shuddering 
resistance of her virginal chalice. Know how to bridle the 
powerful steed of thy desire. And if Allah hath made thee 
too mighty and great of girth, hesitate not to defer thy 
right of entry unto the next night, or even unto the third.” 
It is the famous Muslim Sage, Omer Haleby, who speaks thus, 
in his great book, El Ktab. 

How much wiser, more intelligent and more S3anpathetic 
are the Orientals (in this as well as other matters of love !) 
than most of our Western men, who feel themselves entitled 
to ignore all real consideration and regard on their wedding 
nights, in the fear of seeming “ impotent ” and ” no good ! ” 
In many races, religious or social rituals prescribe postpone- 
ment of first intercourse, for two or three days after the 
ceremony.® 

Nevertheless, here, too, the old rule “ Ne quid nimis ” — 
” Nothing in excess !” holds good. Prolonged postpone- 
ment of defloration can do harm in various ways. If 
precise suggestions are asked for, here, I would say : if 
after four nights, and thrice-repeated attempts, perforation 
and first coitus have not been successfully performed, the 
couple should consult an efficient gynsecologist who is at the 
same time a psychologist in sexual matters. Such a specialist 
will almost always be able to put this difficulty right, whether 
through two small incisions in the membrane, or through 
psychic suggestions and persuasion, or by a combination of 
both methods. 

If necessary, by treatment of or advice to the man, also. 
But if further delay occurs, the psychic lesions and impres- 
sions of pain and fear together with local soreness, will make 
their own cure increasingly difficult.

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When insertion '4ias been successfully accomplished, only 
a few movements will, as a rule, suffice to produce ejaculation 
in the bridegroom, whose psychosexual excitement must 
inevitably be acute. The fnction of these movements will 
probably be inadequate to give the bride her orgasm, on this 
occasion. And as, even if she be appreciably excited 
sexually, the psychic and bodily shock largely counteracts 
this desire, there is not much likelihood of specific gratifica- 
tion for her in the first sexual act, which makes her a woman. 
And I would not advise attempts to produce her orgasm by 
prolonged friction. It is much better for the small fresh 
wounds of the perforation, that they should not be touched 
more than is quite unavoidable. Their quick healing seems 
to me on this occasion only more urgent than her fiM response 
and sexual enjoyment in coitus, to which, in all other circum- 
stances I attach the greatest importance, as has been repeatedly 
made clear. 

But — can this full enjoyment, response and relaxation, 
not be achieved, after perforation, through genital stimula- 
tion, i.e., the genital kiss or friction with the finger ? I think 
the reply must be as follows : — ^if after the husband’s 
ejaculation, the bride has actually reached such a degree of 
stimulation as to desire orgasm, and if the relationship of 
the young couple is already so spiritually intimate that no 
instinctive reserve opposes this desire — ^then genital stimula- 
tion should be applied until she reaches the summit of 
pleasure, but applied only to the clitoris ; hymen and 
introitus should not be touched. 

Should first intercourse be preceded by genital stimula- 
tion ? This depends wholly on the psychic attitude of the 
bride. 1 should be inclined, on the whole, to discourage it. 
The sensory result would be entirely cancelled by the pain 
of defloration. And there are advantages in restricting her 
first coital experience to the removal of the h 3 unenal barrier, 
and the opening of the sexual passage. 

Moreover, a more detailed activity of the bridegroom on 
this momentous occasion, an initiative that went beyond 
what was strictly necessary, might easily deeply offend the 
modesty of a more or less timid and quite inexperienced 
virgin bride. This should be avoided, for the psychic 
stresses and conflicts of the situation are in themselves 
great ! And womanly modesty is in itself something so 
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beautiful and precious — ^and so often disregarded by modem 
customs and costumes — ^that the husband should show it all 
possible reverence. 

Therefore, he should hold himself well under control, 
during the less precise and localised love-play before the 
first sexual union. The Prelude, with all its tender affection 
and admiration, kisses, embraces, gentle caresses, should be 
given the main r 6 le. The more intensively erotic and 
definite stimulation should be sparingly applied. Especially 
is this the case with the intimacy of nakedness. The lines of 
Paulos Silentiarios cited in the XVII Aphorism of the Third 
Intermezzo, apply in a more evolved stage of conjugal life. 
To demand that the timid bride should peld her body 
suddenly and completely to the gaze of even the most 
beloved man, would be unreasonable and inconsiderate. And 
to display the male member which would seem gigantic to 
her imaccustomed eyes, would only terrify her and accentu- 
ate her unconscious psychic dread. 

But, of course, not every bride is a shy chaste child ! 
And it is obvious that the forethought, control and considera- 
tion which are absolutely imperative in the initiation of such 
a child, would be inappropriate with a girl whose virginity 
consisted in an intact hymen, and nothing more. 

In conclusion, a pmely technical detail needs mention. 
As a bride does not generally attain full local congestion and 
" erection, ” the natural lubriccint secretion (distillation) 
may not sufiice to make the passage of the phallos easy. 
This prolongs perforation and can make it quite painful. 
Therefore an artificial lubricant should be used and applied 
directly to the vulva. If the bridegroom gently explains that 
it is meant to avoid hurting her, she will reacfily permit this 
and the suggestion of consideration and care wiU appeal to 
her. The substance should be both chemically asceptic and 
clean ; and strict cleanliness is necessary in both partners of 
course. Not only for aesthetic reasons, but also because any 
wound or cut, however tiny, and wherever situated, must 
be kept free from “ matter in the wrong place.” 

After the bridal night comes the hone5nnoon. Quite 
erroneous beliefs are current about this stage of married 
life, especially among young bachelors. Just as they 
depict or describe the bridal night (in their private thoughts

or intimate talk) as a riot of supreme pleasure, so they 
anticipate a ceaseless succession of unrestrained sexual 
enjo3mient, from the first weeks of conjugal life. 

They are gravely mistaken. The honeymoon is — ^an 
apprenticeship. There is a striking consensus of opinion 
among serious specialists (both men and women) that the 
average woman of our time and clime, must learn to develop 
specific sexual enjo3ntnent, and only gradually attains to the 
orgasm in coitus. As I am in the act of writing the last 
sentence, the post brings to hand the current “ Zentralblatt 
fiir G)makologie ” with a critique of a thesis by Edelberg 
and Galant treating of this and kindred subjects. ^ These 
specialists consider that inadequate sensibility in coitus 
at the beginning of active sexual life, must be accounted 
physiologically normal in women : they have to learn how 
to feel both voluptuous pleasure and actiial orgasm. The 
frequency of temporary anaesthesia, these specialists estimate 
ais absolute, 100 per cent. 

Even if this estimate is too sweeping and should be some- 
what reduced, the generad tendency is xmdeniable. The 
wife must be taught not only how to behave in coitus, but, 
above all, how and what to feel in this unique act ! 

So the beginning of married life is a school and am ap- 
prenticeship for her. There can be no doubt of this. And 
the teacher is her husband. As teacher he needs, first of aill, 
a fund of patience amd self-mastery. And those are two 
quadities wWch ane peculiarly difiicult for a man in any acute 
phaise of sexuad emotion. ^ for him, too, these longed-for 
hone5nnoon weeks, mostly prove a time of education and 
testing, an apprenticeship in sexual altruism and abnegation, 
a true Purgatory (Hill of Purification). And this time of 
his married life will most forcibly recadl the Russian proverb : 
“ Even a good marriage is a time of trial.” The woman’s 
sexuad awakening must be gradual ; in some individuals it is, 
of course, much more rapid than in others. “ Practice 
without strain,” exercise and adaptation, are the wise 
prescriptions, in this, as in the development of all latent 
mental amd bodily powers. She should receive full rest and 
consideration in the days just after defloration, while the 
h3nnenad aurea is stiU sore and tender. And very gentle

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exercise for some while longer, while the vulva shows any 
tendency to redness and inflammation from the unaccustomed 
friction and congestion. 

The exercise mtost be adapted to her capacity of endurance 
and appreciation ; step by step it miist advance and must 
avoid ail sudden or severe demands, on the refinements and 
complexities of erotic technique, in early days. Thus the 
variations of attitude and position are advanced instruction, 
and belong to later stages. That is, they are best deferred 
till after the hone3nnoon. That will leave adequate time for 
the " elementary education.” The difficult and nervously 
exciting and exhausting initial stages should not be addition- 
ally complicated, with advanced erotic technique. The 
return to the new joint home and daily life together, is often 
psychically critic^ and precarious for the wife, whose 
husband’s time and attention are again largely occupied by 
his work, and who tends to feel “ lonely ” and even 
" neglected,” in consequence. But this crucial phase can 
be made infinitely interesting, beautiful and sounmy helpful 
for the future for both partners, by beginning their education 
in the principles and practice of Ideal Marriage. 



CHAPTER XIV 


BODILY HYGIENE 

Part II 

Influence of the Sexual Function on Physique and Psyche 
Sexual Vigour or Potency 

We are now about to consider the hygiene of Ideal Marri- 
age. The dangers which would have arisen from unreason- 
able behavioiu: in the earliest stages — dangers consisting in 
a consolidation of the bride’s initial anaethesia and/or in 
general or local irritability — ^have been surmounted through 
enlightenment and self-control. And the " vigorous and 
harmonious sexual activity of the pair,” which we postulated 
in beginning our study, has been established. 

What are its laws of health ? 

To understand them, we must study the sexual efficiency, 
vigour and potency of both partners, and clearly recognize 
in what manner and degree the external influences of life 
affect this quantitative vigom: as well as sexual intercourse 
in general. From these considerations, a rational and 
wholesome rule for sexual activity, may be clearly 
deduced ; 

First we will consider the general influence of this func- 
tional activity, physical and psychic. Most of what is 
important here, has been fully discussed already in this book, 
and need not be reiterated here. We will therefore confine 
ourselves to a brief summary. 

Sexual activity, in itself has an extremely favourable 
influence on a woman’s mind and body. 

I say " in itself.” Note, however, that one of its ph3«io- 
logical results — and from the racial point of view the most 
important, naturally obvious result — pregnancy, has complex 
and contradictory effects, on body and mind. It has very 
favourable and l^neficent consequences, and also others of 
an oppoate character. It is pregnancy which alone makes 
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the womanly organs " full blown ” and completely func- 
tional ; and at the same time begins to “ deface ” them. It 
heralds the utmost bodily maturity and efficiency, and at the 
same time changes many bodily processes {e.g., metabolism) 
so greatly, that even in thoroughly normal cases these pro- 
cesses approach morbidity or become morbidly deranged. 
Finally, pregnancy, to a woman of normal instincts is 
enormously desirable, for it means Motherhood ; it is the most 
overwhelming and wonderful experience possible to her; 
yet it provokes, simultaneously and almost normally, the 
unequivocal signs of anxiety neuroses. ^ 

We can only touch on all this in passing. If offers ample 
material for a monograph. And, in many respects, we are 
only just beginning to understand the whole subject of 
pregnancy. ® 

But we must emphasize one point especially. It is certain 
that the thought of pregnancy plays an enormous part in 
the sexual relations of most couples. Only when the circum- 
stances and conditions of communion are such that they can 
liberate their minds from this fear, can sexual intercourse 
realize all its possibilities. 

Fear of pregnancy often impairs sexual processes and 
reactions on the psychic side to such a degree that bodily 
reactions are sympathetically affected and even inhibited or 
checked. Many marriages are totally ruined by this fear 
and its consequences. * 

In our introduction, we envisaged these facts, and equally, 
the fact that sterility may also ruin married happiness, and 
therefore we immediately added to our demand for vigorous 
and harmonious sexual activity, a solution of the problem of 
parentage in accordance with the wishes of both partners. 
For the first is impossible without the second. 

To return to the influence of sexual activity per se on the 
woman, we recognize that a regular (i.e., not an occasional, 
possibly very infrequent) functional activity of the genitalia.

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has very happy anatomical and biological effects, e.g., it can 
often cure previous irregularity or pain in menstruation. It 
also invigorates and develops the physique generally, and 
replaces infantile outlines and proportions by those t3q)ical 
of maturity. This is especially the case with the bosoms, and 
has often been confirmed in everyday life, when we meet a 
lady of our acquaintance, whom we have known as a maiden, 
after a year or two, without having heard in the interval that 
she has been married. 

Which of the complex factors in action during coitus 
causes this development is hard to decide. 

It is not exclusively the munerous orgasms, even though we 
may attribute something to the increased blood supply and 
congestion they entail whenever they occur. Girls who 
habitually practise self-relief (masturbation, auto-erotism), 
acquire enlargement of the labia and clitoris, but not 
increased all-round development. 

Nor is it due entirely to the absorption of seminal products ; 
for women who have regular intercourse wherein fiill absorp- 
tion is prevented (coitus condomatus) also show improved 
general and mammary (bust) development, though perhaps 
somewhat less than when communion is biologic^y normal 
and complete. 

We may perhaps attribute the beneficial results of regular 
coitus to a combinaiion of all the factors in play. Hence, it 
follows that failure of any single factor involves some 
damage, or at least some decrease of benefit. 

And the psychic factor is not the least among them. 
Sexual harmony in activity is a real psychic panacea. 
It develops all the latent strength and sweetness of a 
woman’s character, ripens her judgment, gives her serenity 
and poise. This is not only the case in the long run, 
as a result of the 'sum of sexual acts and im- 
pressions ; it is also true of each single successful 
occasion. Each such satisfactory erotic experience revives 
and refreshes the healthy woman throughout her soul 
and body.^ Only when the excitement is too prolonged 
and involves paroxysms repeated at too close intervals 
there ensues, instead of unspeakable bien-&re, a certain 
fatigue and lassitude, a physical and mental languor. If

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this only lasts a short time and is not repeated, and 
accentuated, it may be disregarded as unimportant. If it 
survives some hours of natural repose, or appears more 
than once, it is a danger signal that the limits of whole- 
some activity are being exceeded. If these symptoms 
last for more than a day, moderation is imperatively 
indicated. 

Where the border-line between exertion and excess is to 
be drawn varies infinitely in each individual woman. The 
amount of stimulation a woman is able to receive and of 
relief she is able to experience, depends on her constitution, 
her temperament, her state of health, her psychic attitude 
especially, on other causes of fatigue and, finally, on general 
extraneous conditions, to which we shall refer again. 

So this Rubicon is different with each different woman. 
Nor is it always in the same place in the same woman. 
On the contrary, at one time excess is easily reached ; at 
another, the woman’s vitality matches much higher demands. 
But, on the whole, it is elastic and not too easily or closely 
drawn, for the sexual vigour, efficiency (and technically 
tolerance) of the healthy, erotically awakened woman is 
very great; decidedly greater, indeed, than the potency of 
the average man. 

And this is not surprising. For the man supplies the 
seminal ejaculate containing millions of the most complex 
cellular structures (spermatozoa), though otherwise, the 
psychic tension and physical exertion are about equal as 
between the partners. 

Of course, it means no undue demand on the male organ- 
ism to supply the spermatozoa, if they have accumulated 
in a sufficient amount during a certain (variable) space of 
time, and have collected (together with the by-products of 
the prostate) in a supply, as it were, on store, and 
ready. 

But the position is very different if further ejaculations 
are expected after the available supply has been spent. For 
the excitations which summon further emissions mean an 
enormous strain on the sensitive local nerves and tissues of 
the organs which secrete the vital fluid. Also, great effort is 
needed from the whole brain and body, to produce the state 
of tension necessary for the effective collaboration of the 
whole organism in the genital act. 
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So any and every man cannot meet such demands always 
and at any moment. Even within normal limits, maU sexual 
potency varies considerably ; it depends on age, constitution, 
temperament, race, habit, practice, erotic influences, psychic 
influences and interests olber than erotic in character, and 
many other circumstances. And, it is above all, an idiosyn- 
cra^, an individual peculiarity, whose determining factor is 
quite unknown to us. There are both sexually weak men 
and sexual athletes. And this special aptitude or deficiency 
has nothing at all, or only very little, to do with general 
bodily robustness or debility. It may possibly be deter- 
mined by a special productivity (or apathy) of the glands 
secreting the sperm ; or it may depend to some degree on 
the amount of fluid expelled on each occasion. It is notable 
that some men declare they can voluntarily retain or hold 
back a portion of their ejaculate, if they wish to follow the 
first coitus by a second, soon after. But we have no exact 
knowledge of these causes. We only know, and indisputably, 
that there are perfectly healthy and normal men in their 
most vigorous years who can only execute coitus twice a 
week — and at the very utmost and in exceptional circum- 
stances, once a day — and that there are others who can 
repeat the act three or four (or more) times in succession, 
or at very brief intervals during several days, without any 
injury to their health and zest. 

If more is demanded sexually from any man (potent or 
weak) than he can perform, his body simply refuses. In 
spite of the most acute excitations, Ms discharge does not 
occur. This temporary and occasional apathy is, so to 
speak, quite normal ; in contrast to the genuine impotence, 
which fails before quite moderate incitements and is dis- 
tinctly morbid. The occasional sexual incapacity of the 
health man is not only normal but beneficial ; it is, so to 
speak, a natural self-defence of the organism against exac- 
tions and excesses. When it occurs, all further siimulation 
should cease till the body is rested and once more potent. 
This generally happens fairly soon. But repeated sexual 
physical fatigue and temporary impotence due to over- 
exertion must not become too frequent ! Moderation, as in 
all things — so here. 

Of course, we need not explain that it damages a man’s 
general health if more is habitually expected of him. 
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sexually, than he is able to give. It also harms the woman 
by depriving her of full reactions and relief. But an occa- 
sional failure of this kind, after extreme pleasure, need 
cause no alarm. 

The woman cannot only tolerate the performance of coitus 
better than the man ; she can also admit him to coitus even 
when her own excitement fails. She can at least partially 
protect herself against excessive fatigue, by keeping 
passive through deliberate mind-control ; but this does 
not make the act itself impossible. She is not subject 
to temporary absolute incapacity, as he may be — unless 
through morbid S3miptoms definitely associated with various 
diseases. 

Excessive sexual activity is more often expected of man 
in a relative than an absolute degree : and most often in the 
form of too rapid repetition of coitus. 

The criteria of ‘‘ excess " are about the same in both 
sexes. We have enumerated them already. In the man 
the most conspicuous are slight pains across the loins, 
and more important — diminished clarity and concentration 
in brain work. This particular deleterious effect should be 
avoided, as it may quickly become obstinate, and possibly 
chronic. 

On the other hand, it should be recognized that two or — 
in strong potency — even three successive acts of communion, 
can be — ^in certain circumstances — of great advantage. 
After a few days or a longer period, of abstinence, the man 
often has ejaciilation so soon that the preceding stimulation 
is not enough — or only just enough — to gratify the woman. 
In these cases, coitus will give both partners relief, but a 
minimum degree of specific pleasure, and is therefore 
inadequate as an expression of their love. But nothing is 
more fatal to love than disappointment in sexual intercourse ! 
So the first relative failure may be redeemed by a prompt 
repetition of communion. \^ether this should occur 
immediately, or after an hour or so of repose, or on the next 
morning, depends so much on masculine potency, on mutual 
inclination and on so many other factors besides, that a 
system cannot well be propounded or definite advice given. 
Nevertheless, if some suggestions are asked, I would say 1 
if the man's potency is adequate, then the after-glow or 
epilogue of the first act should be interwoven with the prelude 
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and love-play of ihe neoU. This gives excellent opportiinities 
for prolonged and delicately varied love-play. During its 
slow summation the male organism will have had time for 
recuperation and fresh accumulation, and the stimulation 
will be mutual and harmonious. There will be ample 
opportunity to taste all the delight of mutual love, and give 
expression to all fancies and desires ; and the woman may 
appropriately take a more active r6le than usual. If after 
this experience, the man is able to rest thoroughly and 
especially to sleep, there is little hkehhood that he will be 
unduly fatigued. It is advisable, for this reason, that 
repeated sexual acts should take place early in the evening. 
But if he should feel the mental lassitude and lumbar pains 
mentioned as signs of sexual strain, the next day, instead of 
the increased vigour, psychic refreshment and mental and 
ph 3 i^ical efficiency which should normally follow coitus 
then he should “ put on the brakes," and postpone the next 
occasion, for a few days. And this experience can also 
teach both partners the desirability of greater sexual activity 
and initiative on the woman's part, in multiple coitus, e.g., 
Positions IV, V, and X, in Chapter XI. 

Some of my readers may perhaps feel that the greater 
feminine aptitude or tolerance of excess in coitus compared to 
the man's potency as just described, is hardly compatible with 
what has been stressed in earlier chapters, i.e., her less 
rapid and facile excitability and the frequency of feminine 
sexual ansethesia, " coldness " or frigidity. But any one 
who is acquainted with the sexual histories of a large number 
of women, and has been able to observe them throughout 
changing phases and periods of their hves, will know that 
this contradiction is only superficial and apparent. And the 
attentive reader of these pages will not feel any contradiction 
or confusion. But for the sake of clearness, we may sum- 
marize as follows : the newly married woman is as a rule, 
more or less completely “ cold " or indifferent to and in 
sexual intercourse. She must be taught to love, in the com- 
plete sense in which we here use the term. The husband 
may perhaps not succeed in imparting this erotic education ; 
generally that is because he takes no trouble about it. 
She then remains permanently frigid, which explains the 
heavy percentage of anaesthesia which all authorities con- 
firm ; or else the husband's grave omissions are made good 
by another man. But even if the husband proves a good 
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teacher, the young wife does not generally at first attain 
to an equal sexual ardour, a delay which should be allowed 
for and made good in the ways we have suggested. Only 
gradually does she develop erotic maturity and experience, 
and when she does reach her zenith, the comparatively 
slight provocation which will cause ejaculation in the hus- 
band after some days of abstinence, may well be insufficient 
for her. We have also shown how to meet her requirements 
in such cases. Her desire for sexual intercourse, in happy 
married life, will have become at least equal to his. And her 
quantitative sexual efficiency and endurance surpass his. 

Education and habit have obviously great influence here, 
A certain practical maxim (which I have fairly often 
observed to be sound in the course of profession^ work) 
may be deduced, and is best expressed in the form of a 
caution. I would warn husbands not to recklessly habituate 
their wives to a degree of sexual frequency and intensity, 
which they (the husbands) may be quite unable to keep up 
for any length of time. There are many women, of moderate 
sexual temperament, who keenly enjoy occasional long 
festivals of erotic expansion and activity, in which their 
husbands both give and demand their utmost, but who do 
not suffer nor resent when the tempest subsides, and a calm 
follows. But there are also others, though they are perhaps 
less numerous among Northern races, who, when once 
introduced to the maximum of sexual pleasure, cannot 
modify their desires when this maximum is no longer avail- 
able. Then, indeed, the husband cannot exorcise the 
spirits he has invoked ! He has the painful choice between 
chronic ** nerves on his wife's part, which destroys 
marital peace and happiness, and equally chronic sexual 
overstrain and fatigue on his own. This overstrain and 
fatigue reduces him to a mental and physical weakling — a 
neurotic." Often no choice between these two evils is 
possible, and nerves, health, love and happiness are wrecked 
all round. The analysis of such painful cases is instructive 
and not difficult. Most readers wffi be able to fill in the out- 
lines of our sketch for themselves. In any case the husband 
who has married a woman of ardent temperament will do

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wisely, even in his most passionate moods, not to pitch her 
expectations too high — or his recklessness may cost him dear, 
indeed. 

A further point of great practical importance may be 
considered in the light of the possible incompatibilities and 
disharmonies we have just mentioned, especially as they 
are generally ignored or not adequately recognized. What 
shoidd be the relative ages of the partners from the rational 
and scientific point of view ? Some idealists maintain that 
men and women should all marry quite young, which, of 
course, eliminates appreciable differences in age. Another 
view champions the desirability of definitely greater age 
and experience on the man’s part, and if about ten years 
older he can, of course, no longer be " quite young.” I am 
of the opinion, expressed in these pages, that at least in 
sexual matters, the husband has the duty of teaching and 
guiding his wife. Therefore, however S3mipathetic the ideal 
of boy and girl marriages is in theory, I cannot approve 
entrusting so difficult and delicate an office to a youth 
ignorant of life and the world. In the beginning of married 
life the union of a man of thirty with a girl of twenty has 
every advantage ; but for prolonged sexual harmony as 
regards the quantitative aspect (potency and frequency) it 
would seem better to have less difference in ages. The man 
of fifty begins slowly to grow — ^if not old — “ older.” If he 
continues moderate and regular sexual activity (as recom- 
mended at the end of Chapter VII.), he may long preserve 
his vigour and be able till advanced old age, to have coitus 
with full satisfaction to both his partner and himself. But 
his ability to repeat the act at brief intervals, and his specific 
sexual desire, slowly and gradually grow less. 

In our modem days the woman of forty is still young. 
As the psychologist James Douglas correctly observes : 
she is no older than the woman of thirty was a hundred 
years ago. “ Middle age ” generally begins in the middle 
forties (forty-five), and quite often later — of comrse, I deal 
in *' round numbers ” here. But between forty and the 
definite establishment of the menopause her sexual fre- 
quency is not diminished and her desire is, if anything, 
more intense than in her earlier years.^ This late efflores-

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cence has been exaggerated in modem literature, and repre- 
sented as " the dangerous age ” of woman. Persons of 
balanced judgment and insight protested against this dis- 
torted view without delay. But there are, of course, indi- 
vidual cases of this kind. Every gynaecologist of psycho- 
logical perception and experience knows poignant examples. 

Moreover, even if her specific desire is only slightly 
quickened or unchanged — if a mature woman who has been 
accustomed to active and satisfactory sexual intercourse for 
years, feels that she receives less attention and gratification 
than formerly, just at a period when the thought of impend- 
ing changes and past youth must certainly obtrade itself 
on her conscious mind — ^the deprivation is quite enough to 
unleash mental conflicts. Such mental and psychic con- 
flicts may take incalculable forms and produce incalculable 
results. It is fortunate if their manifestations are confined 
to the individual soul and to slight " nervous disturbances." ^ 
They may be exacerbated into severe psychoneuroses or 
domestic tragedies — ^all the more tragic as their " pity and 
terror ” supervene after years of mutual happiness and 
without " guilt ” on either side. 

I am therefore of opinion that a difference of ten or 
fifteen years between husband and wife at the inception of 
marriage is excessive and inadvisable if the bride is only 
twenty. I would suggest that about half this difference is 
preferable, i.e., that the man should be not less than five, or 
more than seven, the senior.^ 

In short, I would retain thirty as the desirable age for 
marriage in men, and raise that of the girl from twenty to 
twenty-three or twenty-five. There are many advantages 
here. The risks of “ comparatively late maternity ” I am 
quite prepared to accept, having fullest confidence in our 
modem obstetric technique.

• When the difference is great, e.g., exceeds fifteen or twenty years, the 
results may be happier. The marriage of an elderly (senescent)— not, of 
course, an old (senile) — man to a quite young girl, is o^en very successful 
and harmonious. The bride is immediately introduced and accustomed 
to moderate sexual intercourse ; the husband is able to continue this for 
many years, and the wife neither expects nor desires more. 
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Part III 

Personal and External Factors Affecting Sexual Intercourse 

Personal and external circumstances may affect sexual 
functions in many different wa)^. We have already dis- 
cussed some of them in the previous chapter, ako in 
Chapter II, dealing with sexual emotions and endocrine 
and psychic stimuli, and in Chapter III, which treats of 
sensory impressions in relation to sex. 

In these portions of our survey we learnt that innumer- 
able factors, from within and from without the organism, 
may promote or inhibit sexual desire. And it is obvious that 
in married life, where normally there is opportunity to 
gratify this desire, intercourse itself is promoted or inhibited, 
as well as the emotion of which it is the fulfilment. But, of 
course, we must never forget that two persons are affected 
here, and their interests and wishes must coincide or be 
brought into harmony. 

In the last portion of Chapter VI, we dealt with funda- 
mental characteristics of the woman, and in Chapter VII, 
with attributes of the man, which must be taken into account 
here. 

Finally, in the Third Section of this treatise we discussed 
the sexual act and its accessories, and enumerated many 
factors which influence the manner in which it is performed, 
its frequency and its modifications and, as it were, modula- 
tions. So we need not repeat all this, but will only supple- 
ment it and emphasize certain points which have not pre- 
viously been stressed. These can be grouped under certain 
main headings of principle and practice. 

Till now we have not treated of the effects of food and 
drink on desire and potency. These we shall now briefly 
survey. This subject can be and has been exhaustively 
discussed. Certain books, written in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, describe in minute detail aU solid 
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and liquid varieties of nourishment calculated to incite 
sexual desire (libido), to intensify sexual pleasure or enjoy- 
ment (voluptas), and to favour potency or efficiency in the 
sexual act. Both the European, and especially French 
literature of this description, and the Oriental, describe not 
only the various dishes which promote sexual stimulation, 
but their preparation and ingredients. But many of these 
recipes are obviously fantastic, and recognizable as such at a 
glance. Thus symbolism and sympathetic magic are unmis- 
takable when a preparation of orchids is recommended 
{Orchis is the Greek term for testis.) Nevertheless, it is 
undeniable that in this department, as in so many others, 
the art of love among us has suffered retrogression and 
decline, and fails to make use of all the resources which 
might be employed without ill-effects. It is quite the 
exception for housewives to possess inherited manuscript 
recipes and prescriptions, which they find specially efficacious 
here. I have, however, heard from a reliable source of a 
cookery book in manuscript, compiled with a view to erotic 
effects, and bequeathed from mother to daughter, in a 
private family. I have not, to my regret, been able to 
examine it myself. But the dependable man who told me 
of it, and who himself had considerable erotic experience 
and genital potency, categorically declared that he had not 
only looked at the recipes but often himself enjoyed their 
efficacy. 

It is universally known that abundant food excites to 
sexual activity, and a spare diet, especially underfeeding, 
inhibits these functions. Meat is stimulating, and venison 
especially so. Eggs have a traditional reputation for tonic 
efficacy both as a stimulant and a restorative, after special 
exertions in coitus. And it is said that an egg diet favours 
the production of spermatozoa. Apart from this latter 
merit, milk-rice dishes are said to resemble eggs, as do also 
beetroots, carrots and turnips (root vegetables), stewed in 
milk sauce. The most effective dish in the haute cuisine is 
supposed to be crayfish soup, which resembles the Oriental 
bird’s-nest soup in both flavoxir and stimulant quality. 

Of the essentially appetising and/or aphrodisiac sub- 
stances, the chief is celery, famed in popular stories and saws ; 
more expensive delicacies are artichokes and asparagus, 
which owe their repute to the specific effect of their sub- 
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stance on the kidneys — ^for it is filtered and eliminated 
separately, and somewhat excites the urinary passages. 
TrufiBes, which form a transitional stage or link between 
foods and spices or condiments, are also not to be ignored. 
Then there are the condiments themselves, and principally 
saffron,^ cinnamon, vanilla, pepper, peppermint, ginger. 

Alcohol is the chief sexual stimulant among drinks. In 
small amounts its invigorating influence is universally 
admitted ; in large quantities, it paralyses the genital 
function on the physical side, while at the same time it 
breaks down psychic inhibitions and controls. Habitual 
drunkenness (apart from occasional excess) is extremely 
deleterious to the sexual organs and functions. An unfavour- 
able result may also be recognized after excessive use of tea, 
coffee and tobacco. Possibly, small amounts of all three 
may stimulate slightly (as does alcohol), but only a very few, 
specially sensitive persons, are in a position to confirm this 
personal experience. 

It is particularly useful to know that acid drinks (such 
as lemonade), in large quantities, seem generally to diminish 
sexual desire. 

Besides the foods habitually or occasionally consumed for 
purposes of nourishment or enjoyment, there are special 
substances taken on special occasions which may affect the 
organism sexually as well as generally. This effect may be 
intentional or indirect. Thus, medicinal preparations of 
bromide and valerian, and various sedatives and narcotics, 
not only relax general tension and excitability but also lull 
the sexual impulse into quiescence. Thus, they may be 
helpful in mastering and quelling an unfortunate sexual 
preoccupation. 

Other medicaments of a tonic and restorative character 
favour sexual as well as general vigour and health. Among 
tonics are some, such as the various combinations of phos- 
phorus, which have a decidedly strong positive influence, 
sexually. Others, again, diminish general tension and 
inhibit, ^.g., the functions of bladder and bowels, 
but stimulate desire; the chief of these is opium, with 
its derivatives. 

^ SafEron was known and extensively used by the ancient Phoenicians as 
a love-spice. It flavoured the moon-shaped cakes baked and eaten in 
honour of Ashtoreth. Some traditions of Phoenician cookery are said to 
survive in South-western England, Cornwall and Devon. 
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It is, of course, evident that doctors in prescribing should 
bear in mind these accessory aphrodisiac or anaphrodisiac 
effects of various medicines. 

The term aphrodisiacs (negative anaphrodisiac, cf., 
anaesthesia) derives from the Greek goddess of Love, 
Aphrodite ; it is applied to means of exciting or increasing 
sexual desire and reproductive capacity. In Classical 
Antiquity the love-potion (philtre, philtron), played a great 
part, as ^so in the Ass)nian, Egyptian, Persian and Chinese 
civilizations. The women of Thessaly were supposed to be 
the greatest adepts in philtres. The recorded ingredients 
are incredibly disgusting : the caul of a foal, other portions of 
the equine placenta, the vaginal discharge of mares in heat, 
the tongues of certain birds, pigeons' blood, fishes' roes and 
fins, insects, lizards, and other equally loathsome substances.^ 

In Rome the wholesale compounding and marketing of 
philtres became such a public scandal that the Senate for- 
bade it under heavy penalties.* 

The aforesaid nauseating animal ingredients were simply 
symbols, of S5mipathetic magic. But there may have been 
some measure of primitive science in the employment of 
calves' brain — a frequent favourite which might well have a 
strong effect, owing to the amount of lecithin it contains — or 
of the glands (testes and uterus) of animals. It is question- 
able whether there was any rational deduction here, but even 
though unconsciously, these Thessalians were the fore- 
runners of modem organic therapy for sexual deficiency ; as 
such they are medically of interest. 

The vegetable materia medica of the love philtres was also 
selected on a symbohc and magical basis, in most cases. 
For the philtres were almost always administered with the 
intention of rousing irresistible desire for one special person 
who administered them.*

^ Substance and potions of an opposite nature are far less popular in 
legend and literature. As a traditional antidote to love excited by magic 
means, I may cite the extract of the stem and roots of the white water- 
lily. Genuinely effective herbal sedatives, known from time immemorial, 
are such popular remedies as valerian, roots, and hops. As a main ingredi- 
ent valerian has the advantages of a repulsive smell and strong persistent 
taste. 
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Throughout the Middle Ages folk brewed and believed in 
love potions. Alongside the magic draught that inspired 
love, full-grown and irresistible, at one lightning flash (as in 
the tale of Tristram and Yseult) — ^we find the increasing 
systematic attempt to help physical potency by means of 
drugs. Even though such ingredients were originally purely 
symbolic — ^since the Renaissance especially, substances of 
the most dangerous kind were lavishly employed.^ They 
acted first on the urinary organs, especially the urethra, 
which were violently stimulated : the stimulation then 
extended to the adjacent genitals. This was the case with 
the preparations of cantharidine Italian elixirs," and 
" pastilles galantes "). The stimulation and congestion, 
however, easily reached to the bladder and kidneys, and 
caused most painful and serious complications. 

Only of the most: recent years has pharmaceutical science 
acquired compounds which really influence the genital 
functions. Or, to be strictly accurate, and apart from 
organo-therapy by means of endocrine extracts and trans- 
plantations — ^it has been reserved for the medicine of the 
last two decades to compose one such effective drug : 
Yohimbin. This substance is an alkaloid, derived mainly 
from the bark of the Yohimbe tree, and really does stimulate 
and intensify sexual processes in both men and women. 

This proves two important circumstances. Firstly, such 
medicinal stimulation is possible ; and secondly, that tradi- 
tional and popular recipes may have genuine scientific value. 
For among the negro tribes of tropical West Africa, the rind 
of the Yohimbe, has been valued as an aphrodisiac, for untold 
generations. It is highly probable that among the sovereign 
remedies recorded in ancient or modem popular belief, there 
are some others which have sustained or will sustain rigid 
scientific *tests. But substances with so acute and definite 
an influence, must leave some traces on the whole organism. 
And this, Yohimbin most assuredly does. The medical 
expert makes use of it in definitely indicated and limited 
cases — not only of male impotence, but, ^.g., of serious 
menstrual disturbances in women — ^in the justified expecta- 
tion of benefiting his patients. Blit laymen should not

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touch this powerful toxic substance (either in its con- 
centrated form, or masked among the much-advertised 
secret remedies to " restore virility ”) — ^without professional 
consultation and advice. Impotence is so serious and com- 
plex a condition — ^it may arise from so many different causes 
— ^that its treatment is a matter for the medical specialist. 
And attempts to force up sexual desire and the normal 
degree of sexual vigour, by powerful artificial means, must, 
sooner or later, cause damage. If, on exceptional occasions, 
e.g., to meet the wishes and needs of a beloved partner — ^it 
is advisable to “ level up ” temporary sexual inadequacy, 
the culinary resources mentioned above may be used, with 
good results. 

Further aids which can at least have no harmful reactions, 
are hot cushions or pillows applied to the lumbar region. 
And also medicated (carbonic acid) baths. In certain cases 
the hot pillow is surprisingly helpful. 

I have successfully prescribed baths to both men and 
women ; they can be taken either as sitz-baths, or with 
total immersion. Natural and artificial carbonic acid solu- 
tions are both helpful. In various watering-places, long 
series of total immersions are prescribed as cures for sexual 
anaesthesia in women. Occasionally successful results can 
be verified, especially when the husband helps, i.e., is in 
residence together with his wife, and when the frigidity was 
only partial and relative. And other factors besides " the 
waters ” may play their part. But, as rule, a frigidity 
which the husband could not overcome in his own home, is 
too serious for a watering-place to cure. 

For men, total immersion in carbonized water is parti- 
cularly appropriate when normal desires are impaired by 
slight languor and fatigue. It removes the lassitude — ^if 
this was not too strong and caused by real overstrain — and 
also exercises a slight stimulation on the genitalia and lumbar 
region. If pelvic and genital stimulation alone is sought, 
both sexes may be helped by sitz-baths or hip-baths ; a 
simple and easy procedure, concentrating the effect on the 
pelvic zone. In slight cases of local insensitiveness and 
delayed sensation, it can be of help as a preparation just 
before sexual intercourse. But the physician who prescribes 
this, will do well to remember that measures which are too 
obviously part of a timed and planned coitus may offend a 
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woman* s taste, and inhibit her erotic feeling. This difficulty 
is avoided by taking the warm hip-bath regularly for a 
time every evening before retiring. If sexui intercourse 
follows closely, it does not lose the spontaneity essential to its 
full beauty and normality. 

And though there are no objections to the occasional use 
of such deliberate aids, both partners should never forget 
that they cannot possibly replace proper preparation, 
bodily and psychic, for the sexual act. Almost every sexual 
tepidity and inexperience of one partner — so long as it is not 
positively morbid — ^may be compensated and conquered by 
an adequate prelude and especially by an artistic love-play, 
both in general and genital stimulation. Nothing can really 
replace technical skill and resource here. And the wife, too, 
should not hesitate to employ them, especially to help her 
husband through temporary anaesthesia or fatigue. 

Further factors which we have not yet considered, are the 
bodily stimuli caused by movements in locomotion. I refer 
to the more or less rh5^hmic percussion or vibration, received 
for more or less long periods of time. Men may experience 
an erection while on horseback, or driving in a carriage or 
travelling by rail ; more rarely, perhaps, when motoring or 
bicycling. It might be deduced that the short, rapid 
vigorous vibrations are the more stimulating and the more 
elastic swing-like and prolonged, the less so. It must be 
remembered that these erections do not proceed from 
erotic thoughts or fantasies. They may begin while the 
mind is absorbed in quite different directions, and only reach 
the consciousness when they are unmistakably evident. 
Of course then they may arouse erotic mental associa- 
tions, which, if opportunity offers, may lead to acts. This 
is an explanation of the relatively high frequency of 
sexual intercourse during or immediately after a journey, 
even between couples who have full opportunities for it, 
otherwise. 

I have only quite inadequate information of the effect of 
locomotion on women, in this respect. I have known 
ipsatresses ^ who lamented to me that journeys drove them 
to indulge in a habit their minds resisted and disapproved. 
I know also some normal women who have never felt such

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special excitement due to locomotion. For a man, even if he 
be a doctor, has very seldom opportunity of asking women 
about intimate sexu^ things of this kind. 

Opinions still differ widely, both as to whether the urge 
to sexual activity varies periodically in human beings and 
as to what, if such is the case, are the types of periodicity. 
These differences of opinion will probably persist, because 
human beings tend innately to generalize on the basis of 
their own observations and experiences, and because a 
certain periodicity of sexual desire has often been recorded, 
but at very different intervals and durations. 

The question itself has not any fundamental value for 
the hygiene of Ideal Marriage, unless personal observations 
are assumed to he universally true. 

For if there be a normal maximum of desire in spring, as 
most authorities believe — a maximum analogous to the 
breeding season of animals and birds, and manifested in the 
spring festivals of primitive races with their overwhelmingly 
sexual colouring — this vernal efflorescence ^ affects both 
partners alike. The same would be true of a second maximum 
in the autumn, or of a winter ebb of desire, neither of which, 
however, I can personally verify from observation ; and so 
such seasonal sex fluctuations would not cause disharmony 
between man and woman. 

More importance would attach to a fortnightly or monthly 
crescendo of desire which some men insist on having verified 
in themselves. If this type of periodicity were to alternate 
with a fourteen days* feminine cycle, it would, of course, be 
more than usually ifficult for the partners to achieve 
complete unanimity and harmony. 

The periodic fluctuation of sexual desire is reputed to 
be much more marked and common in women than in men. 
But paradoxically, the many authorities who have expressed 
themselves on this subject (and generally with such con- 
viction that they have attempted to enthrone their own 
view or experience as Natural Law), are as little in agreement 
on details as are the individual women whom one can consult 
about it ! The most emphatic support is given to the theory 
of a cycle which has maxima at fortnightly intervals, and 
these are generally allotted respectively to the days just 
before menstruation and to the days midway between one

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menstruation and the next (the intermenstruum or 
intermenstrual period). According to the books, both these 
Tnavima last for three or four days. The one which precedes 
menstruation is the more acute and constant, while the 
intermenstrual is not infrequently described as fainter and 
indeed hardly or not at all perceptible in relatively cool or 
insensitive women, so that their fortnightly cycle of desire is 
practically a four-weekly or monthly cycle. And in cases 
of certain diseases, of ph 5 reical exhaustion and mental 
fatigue, of chronic overstrain, nervous depletion, or pro- 
longed worry, the intermenstrual increase is the first 
to be suppressed, while the premenstrual increase only 
disappears if these disturbances and damages become 
worse. 

Of late years this theory has been most exhaustively 
defended by Marie Slopes, who in the book ^ quoted in our 
footnotes on pp. 186-7, has visualized her relevant observa- 
tions and experiences in a striking graph. 

If we compare this graph with the diagrammatic curves 
showing the rh 5 d:hm of vital processes in the feminine 
organism, as represented in Plate V. of this book, we find 
that the premenstrual “ crest ” of Dr. Stopes’ observations 
coincides with the maximum intensity of the various func- 
tions indicated by variously coloured lines in my plate. Its 
correspondence with the temperature curve is very remark- 
able, and I have already explained that this temperature 
curve could be regarded as typical and representative of the 
tendency of all vital processes. 

It is obvious, therefore, that this premenstrual accession 
of aptitude for sexual intercourse in women may be regarded 
as one manifestation of the intensification of all vital 
processes in their organism, and that both general 
process and special s 3 nnptom may be attributed to 
the stimulating secretions of the Corpus luteum, which 
at that time in the twenty-eight days' cycle, is just in 
full efflorescence.*

• Of course the activities of the Corpus luteum and ovaries generally 
are not autonomous. If we seek for more profound origins we must 
probably assume (with Aschner, L. JR. Muller, Mathes Ewald, etc.) a 
determination and regulation of these processes from the vegetative centres 
in the medullary section of the brain. (C/. Centrdlblait fur Gyndkologie, 
1925, No. 10.) 

But I do not feel that this deduction brings one any nearer to genuine 
understanding here. 
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Incidentally, we may also conclude, that inadequate 
sexual aptitudes and inclinations in women are curable by 
absorption of ovarian substance in appropriate form. We 
have reports of such practical experiment^ results, but not 
yet unequivocally. And there may be another, purely local 
(and secondary) cause of premenstrual sexual desire ; the 
extra congestion and blood supply in the genitals. The 
second ** Crest " in Dr. Stopes' curve, begins immediately 
after the day on which I have marked Ovidation or rupture 
of the Graafian follicle, in my diagrams. Thus it corresponds 
to the upward movement of all vital processes heralded by the 
formation of a new Corpus luteum, as described in ChapterVI. 
But here we have the remarkable circumstance, that the 
intermenstrual desire, according to Dr. Stopes, subsides again 
after three or four days. But the curves of temperature, 
uterine membraneous proliferation, glycogen formation, 
ovarian tension — all continue to rise, in correspondence with 
the evolution of the Corpus luteum. Teleologically, a 
quickening of the urge to sexual activity ixiunediately after 
ovulation must be very appropriate to Natiure's aim of 
reproduction. 

Moreover, the accentuation of desire postulated on the 
twelfth to thirteenth day after the beginning of the menstrual 
flow, is very far indeed from being constant. It is not even 
frequent. Even though I must confirm Marie Stopes' view 
that many women feel an accession of desire just before 
menstruation — ^though I make some reservations on the 
frequency of this experience — I must maintain as regards the 
intermenstrual period, that I have often been told desire 
was rather less than usual on those days, selected by Dr. 
Stopes, instead of more.^ 

I should rather be inclined to concur in Marshals 
view that the time of the strongest sexual feelings is 
generally that immediately following the conclusion of the 
menses.^ 

This intensification of desire for intercourse at the end of 
each menstruation, and sometimes before the flow has 
ceased, has been mentioned fairly often, even in Classical 
Antiquity. Fiirbringer is of opinion that it is due only to the

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temporary abstinence during the menses, and I am inclined 
to agree with him.^ 

Other authorities, again, especially those who assume 
the rupture of the Graafian follicle at an earlier date than I 
feel justified in maintaining, emphasize the increase of desire 
after menstruation, with reference to the normal phenomena 
in sub-human mammalia, as peculiarly likely to help 
reproduction.* 

Similarly, and with equal justification, I would refer to 
the intensified sexual feelings, which I have quite often 
observed from the eighth to the tenth day after menstrua- 
tion, combined with a distinct congestion of the genitals. 
These are the cases which I had in mind, in my brief dis- 
sertation on the increase of tension owing to the maturing 
of the Graafian follicles. 

And the maximal points already mentioned are not the 
only acute periods of feminine desire. Women occasionally 
are quite emphatic in recording other days, e.g. those of the 
menstrual flow itself, as their special erotic season. Then 
there are yet others, who state that they have no regularly 
recurrent accentuation of desire. And these may perhaps 
be in the majority, apart from the premenstrual accentua- 
tion, which I consider fairly conunon. 

Taking data all in all, my attitude on this certainly 
complex subject is, to deny the existence of a law of periodicity 
in sexual desire for ** the woman ** of our age and geographical 
regions ; just as I also deny it in the case of the man. But — 
in contrast to the man — I admit there are regular recurrent 
temporary accentuations of desire in not a few women. The 
most frequent maximum is found just before menstruation. 
But besides this or instead of it there are other maxima, 
which are individually characteristic but not typical of 
the race. 

It is self-evident that in ideal marriage the husband must 
study and consider the acute periods of his wife's desire. 
It seems to me equally right and obvious that he shoxild

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not be asked to restrict intercourse to her maximal periods. 
Mrs. Stopes considers it " normal '' for the wife, whose fort- 
nightly rh 3 rthm of desire she assumes, to expect several acts 
of union during the three or four days of each maximum 
period, and to dispense entirely with sexual intercourse in 
the ten days between, except under the influence of some 
extraneous factor which excites both partners. 

Here are her exact words : 

“ The mutually best regulation of intercomrse in 
marriage is to have three or four days of repeated unions, 
followed by about ten days without any unions-at all, unless 
some strong external stimulus has stirred a mutual 
desire.” 

“ He will then endeavour to adapt his demands on her, so 
that they are in harmony with her nature ” (p. 73). 

The error of this view is, in my opinion, not only the 
generalization from her own personal observations but, and 
principally, the assumption that the sexual indifference of 
the woman during the (two ten days) intervals is truly 
“ normal.” 

Fortunately, this assumption does not coincide with 
actual facts. The woman who is neither anaesthetic nor 
inexperienced, and who loves her husband, has — even out- 
side and apart from her idiosyncratic maximal periods — a 
sexual desire amd capacity not in any way inferior to the 
man’s average. 

And therefore Mrs. Stopes’ suggestion that the wife should 
demand recurrent ten days’ abstentions will not do the 
harm it might. For the wife will not wish such deprivation 
any more than the husband ! 

But in the case of a woman who is somewhat tepid and 
deficient in sexual vitality, Mrs. Stopes’ view might influence 
her to such an extent, that her husband’s attempts at a cure 
by skilled erotic education, would be counteracted, and both 
partners harmed thereby. 

For this reason I consider the theory of the famous bio- 
logist as somewhat risky — which is why I have devoted so 
much time to it. 

The demand that the woman’s wishes shall be paramount 
and alone decide, is also both unjust and, what is practically 
more important, incorrect. It offends against the funda- 
mental principle of sexual altruism, just as much as does the 
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traditional view of male “ rights ” and female “ duties,” ^ 
which Mrs. Stopes condemns. 

I fully sympathize with the repudiation and condemnation, 
as will have been clear from ever 3 rthing I have written. But 
it is wrong and unhelpful to replace the old mistake by 
another, equally fatal. We possess ampler and more efiftca- 
dous means than those recommended in " Married Love,” 
for bringing about harmony and equipoise of masculine and 
feminine desires in marriage — or at least, in Ideal Marriage. 

Of course, man and woman have in Ideal Marriage eqml 
“ rights ” and identical " duties ”. The right to be gratified, 
the duty to gratify — or far better — ^the right to give 
gratification. 

" The " rights ” of the man must not encroach and pre- 
dominate — ^and equally, the woman’s must not do so 
either ! 

“ Let the husband render unto the wife due benevolence ; 
and likewise also the wife imto the husband. The wife hath 
not power of her own body, but the husband : and likewise 
also the husband hath not power of his own body, but the 
wife. 

" Defraud ye not the one the other. ...” (1 Cor. 

vii. 3, 5). 

' ** The result has been that the supposed need of one of the partners 
has tended to become paramount, and ive have established the social 
tradition of a husband's ' rights * and wifely * duty.’ ” (“Married Love,’ “ 
by Marie Stopes.) 



CHAPTER XVI 

BODILY HYGIENE 

Part IV 

Sexual Intercourse in Special Bodily (or Physical) Circunt~ 
stances. Sexual Intercourse during Menstruation 

For large categories of the human race, for whole peoples, 
for the faithful of many creeds, there is nothing proble- 
matical on this occasion. The menstrual woman is " un- 
clean ” ; to touch her is forbidden defilement. And that 
ends the matter ! Even though there are no such ritual 
prohibitions among Occidental peoples, and the ancient rule 
only formally hin^ individual Hebrews among us, yet the 
immemorial dogma has such force of suggestion, that sexual 
abstinence during menstruation may be almost regarded as 
customary. “ But it is certainly an open question, whether 
this abstinence be indeed hygienically necessary, or whether 
we have to do with a primeval but baseless superstition.” 
If so serious and eminent an authority as the late Kossmann 
(whose early death is a great loss to medicine) expressed 
himself thus, ^ there is ample warrant for examining the 
subject thoroughly and without prejudice. 

Here, too, we shall have to distinguish between bodily and 
psychic considerations. 

In women the wish for intercourse may be increased during 
menstruation, or during certain days of the flow. And the 
man’s impulse of sexual approach may be instinctively 
aroused by the menstrual condition of the woman. There 
are certainly profound and complex influences in play here. 
I refer to what we have already said about olfactory stimuli. 
There are men — and perfectly ” normal ” men — on whom 
this stimulus casts a spell that is almost irresistible. And 
even without its special appeal, the knowledge that menstrua- 
tion has begun drives mahy a man into the embrace of the 
wife he loves. His fervid preference may be partly caused

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by memories of previous experiences, for, with some couples, 
communion at the beginning or the close of the monthly 
period achieves the supreme sexual pleasme, ^ but in the 
main, it probably expresses primeval stimulus and primeval 
instinct. 

It was with intention that I used the phrase, " drives 
many a man into the embrace of the wife he loves ” : 
both substantive and qualifying clause are important. 
For a woman must be truly loved by a man if he feels so 
attracted to her at the monthly period, and she must be 
his wife, i.e., his mate, sharer of and in a permanent 
sexual partnership which implies mutual habituation and 
adaptation. 

If these conditions do not prevail, the disadvantages of 
menstruation prevail easily against its special appeal. And 
such disadvantages are considerable and exist on both sides. 
Apart from concern for the woman's welfare, they include 
aesthetic factors, modesty and fear of exciting repugnance, 
involuntary aissociations with ritual “ uncleanness ” which 
suggest actual “ uncleanliness.” They are much strengthened 
by Biblical traditions of the customs of ancient pioneer 
peoples, who were also — ^it must be remembered — ^poly- 
gamous peoples ! 

But this inhibitive suggestion vanishes for those who face 
and reason out its origins, as the Christian Moral Theologians 
rightly recognise.* 

Of course, the inhibitions are in themselves quite intelli- 
gible and justified, as the loss of blood may be considerable 
and accessory symptoms more or less conspicuous. Thus, 
while the loss of blood is greatest, there is more ground for 
abstinence than when it commences or ceases. 

And what of the purely physical ” pros and cons ” ? 

We will consider the man’s case first. It has been stated 
that the menses contain substances which may cause 
inflammations of the mucus lining of the male urethra 
(Urethritis). I do not believe this. Whatever may be the 
case regar^g special toxic properties of the perspirations 
and secretions of menstruating women, there is absolutely 
no proof of the corrosive and irritating nature of the feminine

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genital secretions in themselves. In my opinion the explana- 
tion of these cases of urethritis is bacteriological. I, too, 
have met cases — and not so very seldom — ^in which'' clap 
like urethritis, which was not caused by Gonococci in the 
man, followed coitus during menstruation. And I succeeded 
in every case in fixing the micro-organisms which caused the 
inflammation, by means of bacteriological test cultures.^ Of 
course, such inflammations may be slight and generally 
quite curable, but they are not invariably so (see footnote), 
and the symptoms arc highly unpleasant both in themselves 
and their sinister suggestions. When there has been no 
previous infection of the woman, I am convinced that they 
arise from simple neglect of proper cleanlinessr especially of 
the vulva and vagina. Apart from such dirty neglect, there 
is practically no risk. 

Of course, risk may menace from real gonorrheal germs. 
Gonococci may lurk in the genital passages of both men and 
women from a previous (perhaps forgotten or unconscious) 
infection, and may have lost their active virulence for a 
while. But they may renew this virulence in the menstrual 
secretions, and pass with such secretions into the male 
urethra, and there renew acute symptoms of gonorrhea. Thus, 
an old infection which has been latent and imperceptible for 
years may suddenly "flare up*' after a sexual act during 
menstruation. 

For the woman there are not only the psychic disadvan- 
tages common to her partner as well, and those, equally 
significant, and considered in detail in Chapter VI., such 
as unstable balance of judgment and emotions during 
menstruation. There are ^so the following physical 
factors : — 

(1) The particular discomforts (headaches, disturbed 
digestion, etc.) felt by many women during a time, which 
for them really, is " being unwell.'' 

(2) The initial and inevitable congestion of the genital 
organs, which, while it promotes sexual tension and enjoy- 
ment alike, may also make them sore and tender. 

(3) The special flow of blood to and from the genitals in 
response to stimulation. In association with (2) there may 
be a positive haemorrhage, or an excessive loss which hats

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ceased may begin again during coitus. And these congestions 
may cause pains, more or less acute, which after repeated 
infliction and natural sensitiveness may become chronic. 

(4) A certain special vulnerability of the local tissues, so 
that vulva and vagina may, more easily than at other times, 
sustain slight lacerations. This is due to the combined 
congestion of the tissues and the effect of the mucus secre- 
tions during some successive days. Its significance in normal 
cases, and apart from such factors as arrested development, 
disproportion of the organs, and masculine violence (cf. 
Chapter X.) lies almost wholly in the danger of infection 
through tiny lacerations. And menstruation gives special 
liability to infections ! Moreover, more serious lacerations 
may occur more easily under adverse conditions. 

(6) This special liability to infection and contagion, 
which is both general and genital, or local. And most such 
micro-organisms and germs find a particularly favourable 
medium in the menstrual secretions and proliferate with 
enormous rapidity and virulence. This is the case both 
with germs already latent in the feminine organs and those 
introduced during coitus, from outside. 

(6) The tendency of latent, chronic or sub-acute illnesses 
to '' flare " during menstruation. Where there are any 
morbid or inflammatory affections of the genitals, this 
tendency is greatly increased by menstrual coitus. 

Such are the results gleaned from practical experience, 
observation and scientific investigation. The conclusion as 
to the advisability of sexual intercourse during menstruation 
in the light of such practice, observation and research can, I 
think, only be as follows : 

Apart from the ritual customs of Oriental races, and 
assuming as an indispensable condition, the utmost personal 
cleanliness, then moderate and mutually desired sexual inter- 
course between healthy partners during menstruation is 
quite unobjectionable. But for aesthetic reasons, it is better 
to abstain during those days when the discharge is greatest. 
And in case of even slight disturbances, inclination to 
haemorrhage, hypersensitiveness and similar symptoms of 
the feminine parts, and especially in even latent inflamma- 
tions of the ovaries and tubes — every and any erotic 
approach, even on psychic lines alone, is best avoided. 
And if there is any ground for supposing that morbid germs 
may be lurking, in either the man's or the woman's organs — 
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even in so latent a state tlia:t they cause no perceptible effects 
— ^then complete sexual abstinence during menstruation is 
indicated.’- 

The problem of sexual intercourse during pregnancy is 
much more involved and many-sided than during men- 
struation. It is extraordinarily difficult for a doctor who 
possesses not only clinical and scientific knowledge, but also 
experience of life and human nature, to decide on which 
principles to take his stand, and what advice to give. For 
on him there may often depend, not only the physical 
destiny, health and even life, of expectant mother and 
unborn child, but also the happiness of a marriage. At a 
time when I could at the outside lay claim to~ knowledge of 
medicine, but not of life, I was solely preoccupied with the 
physical welfare of the women under my care, and issued 
many a decree forbidding marital embraces — only to regret 
it later, when life had taught me what more precious and 
basic things there may be than the avoidance of bodily 
dangers. I console myself with the reflection that my 
urgent prohibitions were probably met with secret smiles 
and prompt infringement ! Especially if and when the 
damage I prophesied, showed no signs of occurring ! 

And yet, anyone who would deny that coitus during 
gestation can have dangerous results and not infrequently 
does have such results — ^would make a mistake quite as 
serious as the error of considering this aspect of the matter 
exclusively. 

We must realize the pros and cons, as clearly and ac- 
curately as possible. And in doing so, bear in mind, that 
our knowledge of many relevant factors is full of gaps, and of 
others, equally relevant, still almost a minus quantity. 

1 In a more precise sense we may say that when such germs are located 
in the female genitalia the woman should have no intercourse during 
menstruation. For the man it would suffice to take especial precautions 
against the risk of contagion, which is very great at that time. If, on the 
other hand, the man is the germ carrier and the woman still free, from 
them, it is always needful to avoid contagion, but above all during men- 
struation. In such a case, only Coitus condomatus would be permissible. 
Practically in married life, the first case does occur, but the second is some- 
what rare. It is extremely difficult to judge which partner, if either, is 
contagious or if they both are. Correct diagnosis demands repeated and 
minute investigations and knowledge and experience on clinic^, bacterio- 
logical and biological lines. Where it is impossible to consult a competent 
doctor, married couples would do well to follow the old saw : ** In dubiis 
abstine ; in this case, if they feel all is not well, do not have intercourse 
during menstruation. 
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On the basis of what we do know, we shall try to balance 
arguments for and against and to discern when and how it is 
possible to find a middle way between the two extreme 
positions. 

Let us therefore begin with the acte d’ accusation, and 
review the reasons wWch may be validly urged against 
sexual intercourse during gestation. They may be mainly 
siunmaiized as follows. Immediately during coitus the 
uterus may be convulsively agitated, and expel its contents. 
In other words, and according to the precise stage of gesta- 
tion, coitus can bring on an abortion, a premature delivery, 
(alive or still-bom) or the labour pains of a birth more or 
less normally due. In the two first cases, there is direct 
injury to or even destruction of the unborn life. And in 
the third case (premature parturition) we often find untimely 
ruptures of the amnoid membranes, which prolong birth and 
thus may harm both mother and child. 

Moreover, in all these cases there is the risk of puerperal 
infection, if the male organ introduces germs of disease or 
decomposition into the recesses of the vagina, where they 
proliferate, under the favourable conditions of the ensuing 
birth or miscarriage, and find the best opportunity of ascend- 
ing further into uterus, tubes and abdominal cavity, where 
they may permanently injure or kill the woman. 

A further argument against intercourse when pregnant is 
furnished by the state of the tender and congested genital 
tissues ; they are even more vascular (full of blood) and 
more vulnerable than in menstruation. Thus, dining coitus, 
small lacerations may occur, which are more dangerous 
than in the menstrual period, both because of weakening 
loss of blood and infection ; and any considerable laceration 
in the genitals of the gravid woman, which are absolutely 
satiurated and distended with blood — represents imminent 
risk of very serious bleeding. In practice, these substantial 
lacerations happen quite seldom — unless, indeed, the man is 
extraordinarily and inexcusably rough and clumsy — which 
is probably due to the simultaneous expansion of the vagina 
and its greater flexibility. And the small and extremely 
minute tears which mostly occur in the rim of the introitus 
can be completely avoided, if proper care is taken, and 
adequate lubricants used, to facilitate entry. 

So that, all in all, the local vascularity and sensitiveness 
during pregnancy, are less of an absolute barrier than a 
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very strong reason for the greatest care and consideration in 
intercourse. 

A less cogent reason against sexual intercourse during 
pregnancy, is the objection brought forward because of 
abdomini distension, and the t 3 T)ical high stomach of 
advanced pregnancy. Of course any marked pressure on 
the woman's abdomen is quite wrong in the later months — 
but it is equally certain that appropriate positions and 
attitudes will avoid such pressure. (Cf. Chapter XL) 

We do not know, as yet, whether the seminal substances 
absorbed by the woman's organs are harmful to her in preg- 
nancy. It is certain that the vaginal m^branes are 
peculiarly absorbent in that state. It is also quite likely 
that the organism reacts by defensive special secretions, 
against substances which might be injurious. There is no 
proof as yet of chemical injury to the pregnant woman in 
coitus. If such proof is established, the use of condoms is 
indicated.^ 

The same remedy as in the case of latent disease germs 
in pregnancy applies, as in menstruation, with reference 
to flaring " following coitus. The risk is greater in 
pregnancy. If there should appear to be any infection or 
contagion {of any kind) of the female organs during preg- 
nancy, they should not be excited through coitus under any 
considerations. 

The belief in the danger that the man may contract 
urethritis from vaginal secretions of a healthy pregnant 
woman has as little or as much foundation as the same 
belief about menstrual secretions. The remedy is the same : 
careful cleanliness in both partners. 

We see, therefore, that apart from former or initial 
morbid infection or contagion, only the first Group of objec- 
tions are serious and fundamental, as the other negative 
arguments may be disposed of by suitable precautions and 
modifications. 

But the serious problem of the danger of coitus in preg- 
nancy crystallises round these two points : 

(а) Is the probability of premature labour, or premature 
birth or miscarriage, immediately after coitus, great ? 

(б) If birth follows coitus, is puerperal infection 
probable ? 

^ And why should the absorption of sperm substances not have as tonic 
an effect on the pregnhnt woman as on the non>pregnant ? 
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For it must be admitted that such puerperal infections 
occur far too often. 

This is proved by the statistics published by Bubens, but 
his number of cases is far too small to be accepted as wholly 
representative or conclusive. Moreover, women from the 
poorer classes of a Hungarian city are probably no more 
shining examples of personal cleanliness and wholesomeness 
than are their husbands. I consider that likelihood of 
puerperal infection is very much reduced when both partners 
habitually wash and cleanse their sexual parts, as I have 
suggested throughout. 

We have no " sources ” on which to base an answer to 
Problem (a) : no means of knowing in what percentage of 
cases the womb expels its contents after and because of 
coitus. But those who have seen much behind the scenes of 
married life, can only say that this percentage must not be 
over-estimated : if coitus invariably or generally brought on 
parturition, the number of still-births and premature births 
would be much greater than it is,^ Medical experience 
teaches us that the danger is greatest during the first three 
months, and that it is specially great among women of a 
particular type, which shows a constitution^ tendency to 
miscarriage and/or premature parturition — often still-birth. 
Finally, we need hardly emphasise that towards the end of 
pregnancy, the probability of labour-pains after coitus, 
progressively increases. 

There is some justification for the case against coitus in 
pregnancy. This we do not attempt to deny. 

But : if the woman is healthy ; if the uterus shows no 
tendency to premature function — (slight blood-stains, con- 
vukive pains) or has not shown such tendency in the pre- 
vious pregnancy — or pregnancies ; if all necessary care and 
consideration are exercised during the act ;* and excessive 
stimulation of vulva and vagina, avoided ; if both partners 
are absolutely clean? and if, for the last — say four — ^weeks, 

' The enormous number of miscarriages which admittedly do occur, 
must not be taken as evidence, here. Even if a considerable number are 
brought on by reckless intercourse, the overwhelming majority are artificial 
(illicit) abortions, which make remedial measures very difficult. 

• Avoid deep penetration. 

* The introduction of germs and dangerous matter may often be better 
prevented if the anterior sedentary attitude is favoured, rather than the 
posterior lateral. (See Chapter XI.) Another wise precaution is the use 
Off a pure and non-greasy lubricant, compounded with a non-irritant 
antiseptic. 
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total abstention is observed, then in my opinion the risks 
to the woman are reduced to a very slight amount. 

The arguments “ pro,” are wholly pyschic. We must 
primarily try to realise whether the woman herself desires 
sexual intercourse during pregnancy. In putting this question 
we at once meet the difficulty that it is impossible 
to make a valid generalisation on changes of a typical 
character or universality in the intensity of feminine desire 
during pregnancy. Most writers who express a definite 
opinion on this subject, declare for a decided ebb or diminu- 
tion of sexual desire in pregnant women, and almost invari- 
ably they stress the analogy of sub-human fernale creatures. 
Other, but fewer, authorities are of the opposite opinion, 
holding that the sexual desire of a woman often increaises, 
owing to the congestion and sensibility of the genitalia in 
the gravid state. 

In my professional experience, I have observed a great 
many cases of undeniable quickening of desire, in the early 
part of pregnancy. It may be so pronounced and character- 
istic, as to form the most reliable sign that conception has 
again occurred.^ 

In any case there is no universal valid rule about the 
influence of “ pregnancy ” per se on “ woman ” in general, 
as concerns sexual emotions. Rather does the pregnant 
state influence desire in most diverse ways, according to 
individual temperament and constitution, and the stage of 
gestation. For several years, I have given special attention 
to this, whenever and so far as it was possible. The sum 
of my information and observations may be generalised 
thus : — 

Where, previous to the pregnancy, the sexual relationship 
of the husband and wife was more or less lukewarm, and the 
specific gratification of the woman during intercourse, 
only moderate or quite inadequate, there, desire if it still 
exists at aU, vanishes quickly and wholly, as soon as the 
woman knows she is pregnant. Quite frequently, there is 
marked dislike to any erotic contacts or approaches. 

But, if the sexual relationship, between husband and wife, 
before conception occurred, follows the lines indicated in 

1 I think the explanation must be sought in the evolutionary changes 
which take place in the ovaries, and their functions, immediately on 
impregnation, and which alter the processes of metabolism. (See 
Chapter VI.) 
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the third section of our book : then, as a rule, the woman’s 
desire, in the first half of pregnancy, does not subside in the 
least ; on the contrary there can be, as mentioned above, 
a temporary accentuation of desire. In the second half of 
pregnancy this slowly diminishes, but remains to a certain 
degree, till the end.^ 

Before passing from the instinctive and primitive sexual 
urge to the discussion of more evolved and conscious feminine 
emotion, it should be made clear that it is fortunate for the 
expectant mother if and when she belongs to the category 
whose desires are not diminished or obliterated by gestation. 

Has not modem psychology which probes and unveils the 
unconscious, revealed to us “ that the soul of woman reacts 
to the suppression of erotic wishes by morbid symptoms, of 
which anxiety* is the most conspicuous (the so-c^ed anxiety 
neuroses) ? ” And in my opinion there is but one obvious 
logical conclusion, from this recognition : the admission 
that it is wise and right to continue normal intercourse 
during pregnancy. The psychology of the unconscious can 
supply formidable ammunition to our affirmative case. 

And her conscious and half-conscious mind must strongly 
counsel a woman who loves her husband, to continue her 
former intimacy with him, on all planes, psychic and physical. 

^ It does not even vanish with the onset of labour pains. The fact that 
during the preliminary stages of birth, coitus takes place relatively often, 
has bwn emphasised in recent research into the causes of puerperal infec- 
tion ; is this to be ascribed to a sudden flare of sexual emotion in the 
wife ? It may seem the essence of paradox, but I think it is by no means 
impossible. However, at present it is not possible to make more precise 
statements. 1 attribute communion between a loving pair under such 
conditions, largely to erotic altruism, whose psychic strands must be so 
rich and various ; pain, fear, the need for protection and consolation, the 
need to protect and console, etc. (I would refer to what is said in Chapter 
III.) The conventional explanation which would reduce these acts to the 
coarse recklessness of brutal male egotism, and the credulous stupidity of 
women who believe that coitus will make birth easier (a prevalent popular 
superstition), is not the only one. It is probably true in some cases, but 
in others the motives are those I have suggested. Many and many times 
have I been convinced of this in my professional practice. But, of course, 
prolonged or vigorous sexual intercourse in such circumstances, however 
favourable and beneficial psychically, must be absolutely discouraged from 
a medical standpoint. 

* Note, of course, indefinite, unconscious anxiety, dread without an 
o^ect, unlike conscious fear which refers to something definite. On this 
significant subject I would refer to the interesting Essay by Heherer in 
the Zentralblatt fur Gyndkologie, No. 7, 1925, “ On the Psychology of 
Pregnancy.** Our observations on the desire of pregnant women diverge, 
however.

Her need of attachment and dependence is enhanced by her 
condition. More than ever before, does she long for her 
husband's attentions, his courtesy, his tender wooing. As 
pregnancy advances, the consciousness of her altered appear- 
ance depresses her and irks her. She fears to lose charm for 
her husband. And his intentional abstention from inter- 
course must then seem to her callous neglect, and inflict an 
emotional wound far more serious than any physical harm 
that could result from sexual activity — (postulating, of 
course, that both she and her husband are healthy). 

And, so, in Ideal Marriage, the wife desires to continue 
sexual intercourse with her husband, during 'pregnancy, as 
before. She would desire this, even if her own instincts did 
not impel her. She desires it with her whole heart, and also 
with her brain and judgment. And she is right. For it 
is nothing less than impossible for a man accustomed to 
active sexual life, to stop complete functional satisfaction, 
more or less suddenly, for several months, and nevertheless 
to continue to play the wooer to his wife : to repeat the 
approaches of the prelude (which will mightily increase a 
sexual excitement that has become clamant through en- 
forced abstinence), and then, again and again, to break off. 
No ; and again no ! Even those writers who enthusiastically 
proclaim the harmlessness of sexual abstinence, must admit 
that such repeated sexual repression and psychic dislocation 
must lead to neurotic s5miptoms or at least to very difficult 
moods and impaired efficiency in (specially brain) work ; 
and that if the man is to abstain entirely from his wife's 
person, he can only do so by keeping at a definite distance, 
and practising a systematic reserve. 

But a loving wife desires to prevent this distance and 
this reserve, at all costs. Even the woman to whom Mar- 
riage " means nothing greater or more intimate than a haven 
of refuge from the need of self-support, will share the real 
wife's anxiety. For who shall guarantee that “ thus far and 
no further " does not drive the man into the arms of another } 
Who shall guarantee that he will return, when changed 
circumstances " permit her to receive him once more ? 

Enough ! For me there is no doubt at all. The reasons 
in favour of continued coitus during gestation are far more 
imperative and profound than those against it. Therefore 
''doctors must be extremely sparing in prescribing abstinence 
during pregnancy, and confine such prohibitions to the most 
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urgent cases,” as Kossmann says. Under such " most 
urgent cases ” I would include, apart from special diseases, 
only the menace of miscarriage, and the imminence of birth. 
And these urgent exceptions I must specially emphasise to my 
lay (non-medical) rea^s. And further, I strongly urge them, 
in coitus during gestation, to use aD the caution and gentle- 
ness which we have seen to be necessary for the welfare of the 
woman and the unborn. 

Is it necessary, in conclusion, to point out that special 
regard is necessary to the complex physical and mental 
S3unptoms of pregnancy ? 

Surely not, for the husband who has stood the test (as 
guide and friend as well as true lover), of preparing his wife 
for the high festival of Ideal Marriage, will not fail her at 
a time when such enormous demands are made upon her, 
and such possible dangers face her. 

How long should be the repose and abstinence after birth ? 

We will here disregard the elaborate rituals of Semitic 
cultures, the customs of many primitive peoples, and the 
tradition of the ” \mcleanness ” of a mother after child- 
birth. To discuss them here would merely repeat what has 
been said, in relation to menstruation. Let us rather con- 
sider the matter from a purely physiological point of view. 

The confinement in the everyday, non-medical sense, lasts 
from eight to fourteen days. A quite arbitrary duration, 
varying according to race, region, social position, financial 
means, and many other factors. I think it advisable to 
assume the longest time — a fortnight. 

The confinement in our medical sense is the interval 
dining which the genital organs return to their normal state, 
after the stresses and changes of pregnancy and birth. This 
process is known as Involution.^ It lasts from five to eight 
weeks, and depends on climate, race, and personal idiosyn- 
crasies. Involution generally lasts six weeks. In women who 
do not mnse at the breast, it closes with the reappearance of 
menstruation. The indiscriminate use of the term ” confine- 
ment ” for involution, is inaccurate and causes confusion ; 
we shall therefore not employ it in that sense. 

Thus, Confinement lasts a fortnight. Organic Involution, 
including " Confinement,” about six weeks in all. And 
accoucheurs generally omit to give any precise counsel about 

^ Otherwise the puerperium. 
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renewal of intercourse, either to their patients, or the ladies' 
husbands. And they are only asked for such advice, in 
exceptional cases. And so, with women of the poorer classes 
who, as happens in many cities, leave the hospitals after 
eight or ten days, and return home, coitus recommences 
much too soon. 

On the other hand, the smaller number of writers who have 
expressed themselves on this subject, recommend an absten- 
tion of needless length ; i.e., throughout the whole involu- 
tion. Only occasionally do they admit that this separation 
may be shortened without risk, by " a week or two.” 

I cannot see why the necessary abstention should be 
observed throughout six weeks, if health and recovery are 
normal. 

There are three principal perils to be avoided, with 
reference to the feminine organs : 

1. Infection or Contagion. 

2. Haemorrhage. 

3. Irritation of wounds which have just begun to heal. 

Well, I have dismissed thousands of women, from hospitals 
or private treatment, between twelve and fourteen days 
after delivery. If the last examination showed normal 
recovery, I have seldom advised abstinence. I know that 
several — and I infer that most — of them renewed sexual 
intercourse as soon as they returned to their homes. I have 
re-examined the overwhelming majority of these women, 
six weeks after delivery, and, apart from certain fresh 
gonorrhoeal infections (which would have happened, sooner 
or later, even after prolonged abstinence), I cannot remember 
one case, in which any ^sturbances of normal involution, 
or any morbid symptoms, could be ascribed to coitus, though 
it had generally happened very frequently. 

And why should it cause any such disturbance or disease ? 
The gates stand wide to the bacteria of puerperal fever, in 
the days immediately following delivery. But after a fort- 
night that is no longer the case. Any lacerations (even 
larger perineal lacerations) have had time to heal, if the doctor 
does not dismiss his patient too soon. As for the peril of 
uterine haemorrhages, sexual excitement certainly causes 
local congestions, but it ailso promotes strong muscular 
contractions, which compensate and balance possible ill- 
effects of the increased Wood supply. 
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And the general, bodily and emotional state of a healthy 
woman, a fortnight after delivery cannot justify a ban on 
coitus. Consideration she surely needs, for she has just 
performed a great and perilous office, and if nursing, is still 
performing it. She should have all possible opportunities of 
special rest, and demonstrations of special regard, but these 
are quite compatible with the renewal of sexu^ intercourse in 
its tenderest mood, with special accentuation on the prelude, 
on verbal endearments, and only gradually assuming more 
pronounced and vivid sexual colouring. If sexual inter- 
course is performed with the utmost consideration and caution 
(because of the vulnerability of the local tissues), without 
excessive genital stimulation, and in the normal attitude, I 
think it is favourable and beneficial rather than the reverse, 
to a healthy woman, who has not suffered exceptionally, in 
birth and confinement, after a fortnight has elapsed. 

Of course a fresh impregnation would be most inadvisable 
in every way. But conception rarely occurs during the six 
weeks of involution. Especially if the woman nurses at the 
breast, the risk is less than under ordinary conditions. 

Finally, a word in reference to the recurrence of men- 
struation, which is to be expected in women who do not 
suckle their infant, about six weeks after delivery. It some- 
times occurs earlier. The loss of blood is apt to be quite pro- 
fuse. It is therefore wise not to increase the congestion by 
genital exercise and stimulation, and to abstain entirely, from 
the first symptoms till two days after it completely ceases. 

My opinion of the advisabihty of sexual intercourse 
during the interval between conception and the end of 
involution may be summarized as follows : with special 
gentleness and care, sexual connection may be continued 
for the first half of pregnancy (four to five months) without 
excessive stimulation, and assuming healthy and normal 
conditions. From the middle of the fourth month it should 
become gradually less frequent, and cease entirely at least 
four weeks before delivery is expected. Fourteen days 
after (normal) delivery, intercourse may be resumed, very 
gently and carefully, and increased gradually till about six 
weelffi after delivery, when it may return to habitual 
frequency and fervour. During the first menstrual period, 
there should be a complete abstention. 
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A few remarks are necessary, on sexual conduct in cases oj 
illness. They cannot be exhaustive or detailed, as that 
would be impossible in this treatise, although the subject in 
general has great interest and importance. 

We must clearly differentiate the direct influence of 
sexual activity in itself from its biological results of gestation, 
birth, and involution. For most kinds of serious illness, 
these reproductive processes have far graver and more adverse 
results than has the sex act. We devote our attention to the 
last, alone. 

It is, of course, self-evident, and hardly needs stressing 
that coitus is to be forbidden (unless all appropriate sanitary 
precautions are taken) in cases where an illness of one partner 
might be caught by the other. 

Equally self-evident is it that acute diseases of either male 
or female genitalia, absolutely bar coitus. 

Chronic genital inflammations themselves prevent the 
sexual act as a rule, on account of the pain they cause. In 
other and milder cases, coitus is apt to bring about renewed 
inflammation and relapse. 

Nevertheless, I am of the opinion that many gynaecologists 
are too severe in their prohibitions, here. We should not 
forget that, in long illnesses, complete abstention between 
husband and wife has its own dangers. Therefore, if 
occasion offers, the doctor should confine himself to advising 
temperance in indulgence, and at the same time emphasise the 
technical resources for avoiding possible harm : {e,g,, Positions 
in coitus : see Chapter XI.). Or else operative measures 
should be boldly suggested, if it is probable that they would 
make safe and painless sexual intercourse possible once more. 
A woman patient who was frankly and fully informed of the 
risks and disadvantages attendant on the surgical operation 
on the one hand, and on doing without it on the other, 
will surely not often refuse it, and prefer the almost certain 
destruction of marital happiness, to the perils and dis- 
comforts of an operation — ^which have been greatly reduced 
of late years. And we doctors should not hesitate too long, 
before suggesting surgical aid, as otherwise, when the 
marital relation has been destroyed, it will still be necessary 
to have recourse to the scalpel. 

With only few (but all the more significant and helpful) 
exceptions, doctors still give far too little attention to the 
preservation or restoration of sexual efficiency and sexual 
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activity : at least so far as women are concerned. Such 
demands are only made very seldom by women, in explicit 
terms, and generally not even adumbrated. Most doctors 
evade the whole subject, whether from perfectly compre- 
hensible but mistaken reserve, or inadequate understanding 
of its importance. But the importance of sexual activity, 
efficiency and experience is at least just as great as that of 
fertility and reproductive power, to which we — quite rightly ! 
— attach so much value, in our professional judgments. 
It is not even inferior to effective economic power or earning 
capacity by either manual or mental work. It may even 
outweigh risk to life itself. For how often does all that 
makes life worth living or preserves the “will to live“ depend 
on the power to experience the joy and inspiration of sex ? 
And so, not only in the cases in reference to which, I have 
felt compelled to make these suggestions ; but in all cases 
affecting sexual activity and experience, whether directly or 
indirectly, we doctors should give this function the signi- 
ficant and fundamental place in our comparisons, our 
diagnoses, our advice and our therapeutic methods, which is 
its rightful due. 

General morbid conditions, have of course a very lowering 
influence on desire and potency (especially in men) through 
the exhaustion they cause. But fevers often accentuate 
sexual desires, and even, though only for a short while, and 
to a slight degree — genital potency. And then the general 
organic tension of the act is followed by collapse. We must 
remember the peculiar mixture of weakness (exhaustibility) 
and irritability in sexual matters which is the frequent 
result of the effect of illness on the nervous system ; and 
this very difficult condition may be made worse by dis- 
appointments and refusals. Neither the marriage partner 
nor the medical adviser has an easy task, in deciding, 
among so many complex and contradictory factors, whether 
to grant — or deny. 

Knally we must refer to the fatal consequences of coitus 
in many cases of men with arterio-sclerosis, on account of 
the high blood pressure, which invariably attends it. And 
to the equally established fact that regular, normal sexual 
intercourse can exercise most favourable influence on 
all morbid conditions which are mainly of nervous 
origin. 



SUPPLEMENT TO CHAPTER XVI 
Care and Cleanliness of the Organs of Copulation, 

I would suggest the following details, regarding the care 
of the genital organs, and especially the proper method of 
cleansing and washing them. These hints may appear 
trivial : but they are important. 

The technique of cleanliness here is often not only neglected 
but applied in a way that does positive harm. But we have 
repeatedly stressed its importance ! 

Cleanliness is particularly difficult in these organs ; because 
the folds and interstices are somewhat inaccessible, and the 
smegma is rather adhesive. We have discussed this fully in 
Chapters V and VII, and I would ask my non-medical 
readers to read through the relevant passages again, before 
turning to these paragraphs. 

Very frequent and exact cleansing of the genitals removes 
both smegma and decomposing organic particles , which will 
otherwise certainly collect, on or near them. The urinary 
orifice is set in the exterior genitalia, and the anus is in their 
immediate neighbourhood, especially in the woman's case. 
So there is great need for frequent ablutions and purifications. 

Therefore the following directions are absolutely necessary, 
to deal with smegma, excretory particles and germs of disease ! 

For Men. 

(In addition to the usual baths and ablutions.) 

(i.) Cleanse the glans or tip carefully, both morning and 
evening ; also the inner surface of the prepuce, and the rim 
or corona, especially, pulling back the prepuce to do this. 
Use clean water and a small piece of lint,^ dipped in the water 
beforehand, use a fresh piece each time ! 

(ii.) Avoid staining underclothing during urination. If 
stained, the underclothing should be changed. Change 
underclothing as often as possible. The same rule hold 
good for night-shirts and pyjamas. 

^ I am aware that surgical lint is rather expensive just now, but must 
persist in this requirement. Only very small pieces are necessary, the 
costs are small and bearable even by modest household budgets ! And 
if regarded as an insurance against disease, they are really low enough 1 
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(iii.) It is advisable to use a piece of clean lint for dabbing 
and wiping after urination. 

(iv.) After sexual communion or at the end of the after- 
play, the penis should be washed and the glans cleansed, as 
directed above (i.). 

(v.) If the organ shows irritation after too vigorous use — 
as may occur if lubrication is too slight and manifests itself 
by itching, burning, slight swelling, and redness especially 
on the rim of the prepuce — cleanse very carefully with lint, 
drawing back the prepuce, dab dry and powder thinly all 
over with talc powder ; powder especially on the glans 
and the corona. This powder-stratum is designed to 
prevent friction of glans and prepuce. 


For Women. 

(In addition to the usual baths and ablutions.) 

(i.) Every morning and evening, thorough cleansing of the 
vulva, with special attention to the folds and interstices 
around clitoris and Labia minora. Use a clean piece of lint 
on and over the bidet, and clean with warm-tepid water. 
Dab dry — do not rub ! — with a clean towel. 

(ii.) Whenever possible, cleanse after urination, to remove 
all traces of urine. Use bidet, lint, and lukewarm or cold 
clean water. Rub dry with clean towel. 

(iii.) Cleanse the anus most carefuUy after going to stool. 
Use enough good toilet-paper to remove aU solid detritus ! 
Wipe only from the front to the back, never in the opposite 
direction ! Then wash ; from front to back ! The perineum 
should be cleansed very carefully. A wrong method of 
removing excrement has reaUy caused widespread harm ! 
Finally, with fresh water and fresh lint, cleanse the vulva 
from drops of urine. Any soiling of the vulva with excrement 
should be avoided and prevented at all costs. 

(iv.) Avoid soiling underlinen by excrement, urine, or 
discharges. Change linen if soiled. Change sheets in like 
case. Frequent change of bed-linen and body-linen, 
essential ! 

(v.) Cleanliness during menstruation should be carried to 
the utmost possible limit. Diapers or sanitary towels should 
be changed frequently, and only perfectly clean special 
sanitary towels used. Change underlinen once a day at 
least, if not twice. 
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(vi.) After sexual communion or at end of after-play, 
carefully wash the vulva, as directed above, (i.) 

(vii.) If the vulva shows symptoms of irritation after 
vigorous use, especially if lubrication is difficult, or if the 
menstrual (or other) secretions cause redness, burning, 
itching, slight swelling or any, even the tiniest lacerations : 
then the vulva is to be cleansed most thoroughly but very 
gently, dabbed dry, and then powdered with lint and talc 
powder. Powder the vulva, and Labia minora. If a second 
person can be entrusted with this, use a powder sprinkler, 
and repeat after every cleansing. 

In any irritation, double cleanliness is essential. Till 
recovery (which should be prompt) avoid further irritation 
of the parts. 

(viii.) No "cleansing** douches, so-called. They destroy 
the chemical processes of the vagina, which are a natural 
antisepsis, and should only be employed on medical prescrip- 
tion. But the modern gynaecologist is sparing with such 
prescriptions. 


For Men and Women. 

Use clean water ! If no filtered water available, boil 
water before use.^ 

No sponges ! 

No powder-puffs ! 

Avoid woollen underclothing in the genital regions. 

Only touch the genitals, whether your own or your 
partner*s with perfectly clean hands ! This is particularly 
necessary in women. 

I beg my readers, in their own interests, not to dismiss 
these directions, as exaggerated and " too much trouble.** 
Such negligence can have serious results, even if the exact 
connection between cause and effect, is not always 
demonstrable. 

And — Ideal Marriage can only be achieved, under the 
protection of physical cleanliness. 

1 Not an exaggerated demand I In 1907 I published an account of nine 
cases of an infectious disorder of the female genitalia, caused by washing 
in unfiltered spring water, and — communicated to their husbands.

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PSYCHIC, EMOTIONAL AND MENTAL HYGIENE 

Hygiene means — care of health. 

The health of any organism is preserved and promoted 
in two ways ; firstly by striving to improve its normal 
functions ; secondly to combat hostile factors which 
threaten it. And it must be borne in mind that the degree 
of functional vigour and efficiency attained, helps the whole 
organism to overcome damage and disease. Thus the effort 
to attain the greatest possible functional efficiency has 
double hygienic value. But such effort must not be 
overdone in any direction, or harm will follow, instead of 
improvement. 

Let us assume that the Ideal Marriage of two partners is 
an independent living organism, and study it in the light of 
our hygienic motto of exercise without excess : efficiency 
without exaggeration. We have endeavoured, in the preceding 
chapters, to lay the foundations of physiological and techni- 
cal proficiency, which will enable this organism to bring its 
most important function, namely sexual intercourse, to the 
degree of perfection which is due to it. 

We have suggested how to avoid mistakes and mischief 
arising for those who share in this function, through errors 
in its execution and have, finally, taken every opportunity 
of warning that neither one nor both partners should be 
physically over-strained by exertions or exactions of a 
sexual character. And we have explained that sexual activity 
only is an inspiration and benefit to the psyche (mood, mental 
capacity) of both partners, as and so long as it is in harmony 
with their general and specific (genital) powers. But we will 
stress this point once more : excess in this direction is 
harmful, genitally and generally, and especially to the man. 
Vigorous sexual activity and concentrated intellectual 
effort are in many persons, men especially, antagonistic, and 
with difficulty compatible. 
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The partners in the Ideal Marriage of a constant brain 
worker, must make full allowance for this difficulty. 

This necessary consideration leads us to the particular 
fundamental principle of hygiene which decrees that it is 
never good to make any one function of any organism, 
even the most important function, so predominant and 
absorbing that the others — ^and the whole entity — suffer 
thereby. 

Applied to Ideal Marriage, this means that the highest 
development of mutual relationship on the sexual side must 
not invade and impair their mental life in common, and their 
psychic sympathy and partnership ; bodies, emotions and 
brains must be equally in harmony. As a rule, if and when 
Ideal Marriage is achieved, this universal harmony prevails 
of itself ; for in Ideal Marriage, husband and wife, through 
the very range and intensity of their mutual erotic life, 
remain lovers. And lovers, as we all know, have souls attune 
to one another. 

Thus, there is not much risk of psychic starvation ; on 
the contrary, danger threatens from an excess of emotional 
absorption and dependence, for these, in the long run, 
weary the recipient of such unremitting devotion. 

It would take us too far from our main theme, to discuss 
the reasons and remedies of this satiety. To point out its 
peril should suffice and should enforce this practical lesson 
and rule of life : Let there be love, let there be attachment, 
let there be mutual partnership in things of the mind ; but, 
with all the utmost possible sympathy in word and deed — leave 
each other enough leisure, enough space, enough repose I 
Respect each other s personality and privacy ! Learn when and 
how to leave each other alone! 

Another important life lesson ; if every sexual desire is 
fully gratified, the danger of satiety arises, for satiety follows 
all excess. Its blighting shadow falls, sooner or later, 
on all the sexual relationships of the average marriage. 
Even Ideal Marriage is not wholly immune ! Even although 
its ‘‘ vigorous harmonious sexual activities " having the 
charm of variation and versatility, do not pall as do the 
monotonous exercises of sexual ignorance — nevertheless, 
just their very perfection and completion has the fatal 
possibility of Too Much Loving." 
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This is a tragic possibility ; all the more tragic because it 
strikes lovers who are wholly unconscious of its danger, and 
slide down the treacherous incline, from their Heaven of 
Happiness, unawares. To avoid its havoc is one of the 
greatest psychic tasks. Psychic hygiene must avert satiety 
by a tactful delicacy, a wise reserve at appropriate intervals. 
A husband can do nothing wiser than to bear in mind Balzac's 
aphorism : ‘‘ The husband who leaves his wife nothing more 
to long for — is indeed lost." And — the exquisite charm 
with which occasional coyness and reserve on the wife's 
part, can invest her, in his eyes, has been immortally 
celebrated in the description of Imogen, in Shakespeare's 
Cymbeline : 

" Me of my lawful pleasure, she restrain'd, 

And pray’d me oft, forbearance : did it with 
A pudency so rosy, the sweet view on't 
Might well have warm’d old Saturn.” 

But the wife should not forget that exaggerated coyness 
and caprice are most hostile and dangerous to Ideal Marriage. 
It all depends on the manner and method in which denial is 
expressed. Remy de Gourmont wrote : " Women have ways 
of — not giving themselves which are more delightful than any 
thing else." But such refusal can only arouse delight when 
it is itself full of tenderness and pleasure in some aspects of 
the man's love and personality : and not when it is an 
ungracious, egotistic, fit of temper — or calculation! And 
such elusiveness should be compensated on another occasion, 
by a certain demonstrativeness and initiative. This whole 
interplay of reserve and advance, hesitation and attraction, 
gives fullest scope to womanly intuition and charm, and is 
a valuable and legitimate exercise of coquetry and flirtation 
as defined and described by us in Chapter VIII. 

Personal reserve has another helpful office in avoiding 
incessant intimacy in the most commonplace aspects and 
details of life. Here too, a swift apergu says more than 
pages of explanation. The apen^u is by Balzac — (we have 
referred once more to his knowledge and vision, but he has 
said it best of all) : 

" The man who enters his wife's dressing-room, is a sage of 
consummate wisdom — or a fool I " ^ 

Sapienti sat. 

^ "L’homme qui entre le cabinet de toilette de sa femme est un philosophe 
ou tin imbecile.”

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We have touched on a subject which though at least 
equally important in Ideal Marriage, applies also to ordinary 
conjugal relations, and is not characteristic of their highest 
evolution. We now turn again to Ideal Marriage — in the 
light of psychic hygiene, to ask whether there are no inevit- 
able drawbacks, which accompany its extension, intensifica- 
tion and transcendent clarification of the sexual relationships 
between the partners ? Even the happiness Ideal Marriage 
can bestow, would be bought too dear, at the cost of psychic 
equipoise, of full human efficiency and experience, and 
moral stature in all other departments of life. 

And this would certainly be the case with “persons who 
were ascetic in temperament or theory, or both ; whether or 
not they belonged to a definite religious creed. They do 
not need the happiness of Ideal Marriage : or they do not 
wish to need it ! They condemn such highest human bliss, 
because it contradicts their concept of “ Purity " : of 

that sanctification of life, which means deliverance 
from all earthly ties and their translation into a spiritual 
sphere." ^ 

Certain groups of Christians go fairly far, in the effort 
to free themselves from earthly wishes, and in the view 
that such wishes must be combated ; other (certainly less 
numerous) go almost all the way ! Thassilo von Scheffer in 
his book, quoted above, points out that " The concept of 
original sin, with special reference to sexual desires and 
experiences, affects the whole Christian attitude to ' the 
lusts of the flesh,' which are branded as ‘ sin ' instead of 
glorified as both the core and summit of existence, as in 
many other cults." * 

Of course, with those who sincerely hold this faith and try 
to make it their rule of life, there can be no conflict between 
religion and Ideal Marriage : for their conscience will 
exclude Ideal Marriage. 

Others, again, have no traditional religious prejudices or 
beliefs. For them, too, there is no question of divided 
allegiance here. 

But what of those persons in whom ethical idealism, 
traditional religion, and sexual desires, all have power, and 
whose souls they all affect profoundly, so that, in many

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cases, they are operative turn and turn about or simul- 
taneously ? In other words and from the practical stand- 
point : how do the dogmas and precepts of the chief religions of 
the Western World affect the principles of Ideal Marriage, as 
we have formulated them in the preceding sections of this study? 

We may not ignore or evade this subject. It affects the 
psychic side of Ideal Marriage most profoundly. For if 
this highest evolutionary form of human marriage really 
offends accepted religious dogmas and rules of conduct, 
it could obviously lead to psychic conflicts and disunion 
on the part of husband or wife, or both, which might 
disturb and endanger the psychic and mental side of their 
relationship. 

The subject is unavoidable because of certain ascetic 
tendencies of traditional organised Christianity.^ But the 
conflict is not, as a matter of actual experience, necessarily 
acute. For, where certain details which we consider wise 
and desirable, are opposed to religious doctrine and practice, 
we find that Ideal Marriage may adapt itself, while wholly 
retaining its essential character. 

It is somewhat difficult to summarise the theories and 
precepts of the various creeds in question. There are con- 
tradictions and cross-currents. ^ 

' Especially derived from early Christian times, which were exclusively 
occupied with the Kingdom of God on earth, that was believed to be 
imminent. 

• I have corresponded with several theologians of the most diverse views, 
on this subject, and ransacked many libraries. In these pages, as well as 
privately, I wish to express my thanks to these gentlemen for the time and 
trouble they took on my behalf. I am especially indebted to the courteous 
help of the authorities of the Bibliotheca Nazionale in Palermo, where I 
found most of the sources for Catholic moral theology, and to those of the 
Zentralbibliothek, at Zurich, which enabled me to refer to some of the 
relevant Protestant literature. 

To my keen regret I have been obliged, owing to considerations of space, 
to let fall my plan of discussing this absorbing series of problems in detail 
and illustrating them by quotations.

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The position is most simple as regards the oldest of the 
three faiths represented among us. The Hebrews have a 
precise and definite traditional rule, developed from the 
Mosaic Code. The principal features are the prohibition of 
all sexual intercourse — and even physical contact, with the 
woman (who is considered " unclean ”) during menstruation 
and involution, until and before she has had the ritual bath 
or purification, ordained after a certain length of time. 
There is no point in citing these regulations in detail : my 
Hebrew readers know them well and for the Gentiles they 
have no importance. We may say, however, that this 
special code seis up several seasons of abstinence between

Of course with regard to all these creeds the first source of investigation 
is the Bible. 
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husband and wife, hut otherwise does not oppose the principles 
of Ideal Marriage. In fact, in one respect, they emphasise 
my advice ; they insist on a close season for the freshly- 
perforated bride (which however from the medical point 
of view, is needlessly long). They regard the slight loss of 
blood from the ruptured hymen, as identical with the end 
of the menstrual period, and prescribe a seven days' 
abstinence in that case as well. 

In condemning coitus during menstruation, orthodox 
Calvinists refer to the same Biblical texts as do the Jews : 
Leviticus, XV, 19 ; XVIII, 19 ; and XX, 18. I do not 
know whether these Calvinist Protestants go so far as to 
include the seven days after menstruation in the season of 
abstinence, but there is no doubt that certain circles incline 
to this purely Mosaic view of sexual matters. 

A fundamental principle of the Roman Catholic sexual 
Code which corresponds with precepts in Protestant and 
Jewish doctrine, based on the Old Testament, is the 
rejection of all actions tending to prevent conception. 

It must, however, be clearly recognised that this ban is 
quite independent of the basis of Ide^ Mapiage. 

This basis implies that physical sexual relationships, 
through sound knowledge and appropriate technique, are 
directed and developed so as to give permanent and 
complete satisfaction to both partners, to intensify their 
mutual love, and contribute to a life of lasting happiness 
together. This basis, therefore, does not necessarily include 
the practical methods of contraception. For such methods 
as are known and practised to-day often contravene the 
demands of Ideal Marriage, by diminishing stimulations 
disturbing and dislocating normal reactions, offending taste, 
and effectually ruining spontaneous abandon to the act of, 
communion. 

Of course it is obvious that the pros and cons of pregnancy 
are of crucial importance for married happiness, and often 
ruin sexual relationships ; experience shows this only too 
often. But this whole subject is, at once, so intricate and so 
important, that, as mentioned in the preface, only a separate 
monograph can hope to do it justice. For that reason, and 
also in order not to further complicate the numerous pro- 
blems discussed in these pages, I have excluded contracep- 
tion from my present study. 
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Briefly I maintain : (1) that Ideal Marriage is not neces- 
sarily in any way incompatible with the Catholic ban on con- 
traception or the disapproval of contraception from rehgious 
motives. (2) That my advice to married people contains 
nothing — (with the exception of certain definite prescrip- 
tions in case of disease) — ^that could offend the conscience 
of devout Christians or Hebrews, in sexual matters. 

What of other aspects of Ideal Marriage ? 

I gladly stress the fact that the views I express on bodily 
hygiene in Ideal Marriage must be in full consonance with 
religious doctrines and ethical principles, for they are the 
practical application of the Golden Rule of doing^NO harm or 
injury either to one's neighbour {in this case one's marriage 
partner) or to the unborn child ! I have to repeat that my 
advice on coitus during menstruation and involution (after 
childbirth) does not coincide with Hebrew ritual laws or with 
the views favoured in certain Protestant circles. I do this, in 
order to avoid misconstructions and for the benefit of those 
whom it may concern. But the principle of Ideal Marriage is 
totally tmaffected thereby. Catholic Moral Theology permits 
coitus during these special periods, without demur — ^in so 
far as no dangers arise, to the wife's life or health. 

The various religious standpoints referred to agree in 
general with my medical views on coitus during pregnancy 
and disease ; there may be some individual differences, here, 
where also, doctors disagree " ! 

Hebrews and Protestants take no explicit objections to 
any variations of position and attitude in coitus. There is, 
therefore, no reason to suppose that they regard the “ Normal 
attitude " as the only one decent or permissible. Catholic 
moral theology treats this subject in detail ; it regards 
other attitudes than the " normal " as at the worst, 
venial sins. 

Finally, concerning the initial processes which I have 
termed love-play and genital or local stimulation. Here, too, 
Hebrew and Protestant authorities preserve unbroken 
silence, so that they certainly do not expressly forbid ; while 
Catholic moral theology is much exercised over what is here 
illicit, and what is allowed. On the whole, its conclusions 
harmonise with mine. It sillows local stimulation, if used 
as preparation for or completion of normal coitus. 

It is of especial interest to compare Cathohc moral theo- 
logy which forms the basis of the precepts and prohibitions 
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of the Church, with the definition given by me at the 
beginning of Chapter VIII (on purely physiological lines) — of 
normal sexual intercourse. Such comparison is most illu- 
minating if made point by point. I must regretfully omit 
such a comparison here, and I leave it to any readers to 
whom it may appeal : but of course profound and detailed 
knowledge, of both moral theology and physiology, are 
requisite here. But I would emphasise with all seriousness, 
that such a study would prove complete correspondence 
between Physiology and Theology, and that the sets of 
equations ; physiologically normal = divinely ordained = 
morally good = ecclesiastically lawful (as well as their 
exact opposites) are positively startling. 

What is the attitude of Protestantism to this whole 
complex of ideas and problems ? 

It is extraordinarily difficult to form an opinion here, 
for Protestantism forms no organic unity, like the Hebrew 
and Catholic creeds. The numerous distinguished divines 
of many sects and lands, to whom I applied for information, 
replied without exception that they had neither experience 
nor convictions in this department of human conduct ; that 
the question of what was lawful in marriage and what was 
not, had never been raised between them and members of 
their flocks ; and that the technical literature — with one 
exception — was unknown to them. Only one professor of 
theology, to whom I owe a special debt of gratitude, helped 
me to access to this literature ; but there, too, I could only 
obtain partial and fragmentary answers to the questions I 
sought to put. 

The general impression I received is on the lines of the 
following historical quotation from the British “ Encyclo- 
paedia of Religion and Ethics " : '' Lutheran casuistry tended 
to be mild if not lax ; mediated by Pietism, it gave place 
to Christian Ethics in the sense now current. Meanwhile 
casuistry of a stricter t5q>e, and more penitential in reference, 
grew up in Calvinistic-Puritan circles." 

If I judge correctly, the Lutherans of to-day still approach 
the Catholic system of ethics, which is both detailed and 
grandiose without being in the real sense of the word, lax. 
The Protestant Modernists^ resemble the Lutherans, and 
the Reformed Churches, or Orthodox Protestants, especially 

^ E.g., the English Broad Churchmen ; and various neo- Anglicans, e.g, 
Maude Royden, Conrad Noel. 
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the Calvinists, have examples of the whole gamut of ethical 
tendencies, from complete liberty of private judgment to 
the demands of Pietists which go very far in the direction 
of abstinence. 

In the English Church, it appears to me that the High '' 
Anglicans resemble the Catholics in this respect as in others ; 
and that the Low Church approach Calvinism. The Orthodox 
Protestants of the United States model themselves apparently 
on the old Puritan dogmas. 

In short, Protestants are not regulated or directed by 
creeds or rules in any way, as regards sexual conduct within 
the marriage bond ; but are subject alone to the guidance of 
their individual consciences. This guidance varies according 
to early religious instructions and individual idiosyncrasy 
between complete freedom within the limits of normality, 
and the most rigid possible restriction.^ 

Taken all in all, we may answer our question as to the 
reconciliation of traditional religious views, and Ideal 
Marriage, as follows. For all those who hope to find peace 
of mind and soul, or the fulfilment of their desire for happi- 
ness in an exclusive spiritualisation of life, and liberation from 
the earthly and physical. Ideal Marriage is out of the question. 
They may find peace elsewhere, and even happiness, for 
every sacrifice, offered up with serious purpose, brings its 
own psychic reward. But their ascetic philosophy is in- 
compatible with ours.^ 

But for those who reject these extremes, I hope to have proved 
that religious faith and Ideal Marriage are not incompatible, 
and that they may seek happiness, inspiration and moral

• It is unimportant whether this philosophy is supported by texts from 
the Old Testament, from the New Testament, or from other sources. But 
it is helpful to remember that this asceticism is far from being so entirely 
and essentially Christian, as many Christians seem to take for granted. We 
find tendencies to sexual asceticism and negation in all places and ages, in 
small groups, and among exceptional individuals, who gather bands of 
followers around them. 

A pre-Christian example is the Neo-Pythagorean School, which viewed 
sexual activity as spiritual defilement, and enjoined complete abstinence. 
As this School of Philosophy arose in Alexandria, during the first half 
of the first century b.c. and flourished during the earliest Christian era, it 
is possible that the ascetic tendencies of the new faith were partly due to its 
influence. 

As post-Christian examples, we may refer to certain ethical teachers who 
combined mysticism with ascetics.

support from both these great sources, without hypocrisy or 
conflicts which imperil their psychic health. 

But, of course, on this indispensable condition : that 
Ideal Marriage is understood in its true sense. 

Its true sense and significance implies Love : as I have 
always emphasised. And Love in its spiritual sense ; or, 
more comprehensively and accurately, in the unity and trans- 
fusion of the psychic or spiritual and the bodily elements, in 
sexual love. 

It is an enormous error to regard perfect technique in 
sexual intercourse as an end in itself. They who make this 
mistake will find the same disappointments and disiUusion- 
ments, with this expert knowledge, as without it. For 
sexual intercourse is not an end itself, but the certainly 
indispensable means to an end. 

Voluptuous pleasure alone, however refined and varied, 
cannot bring real happiness, without that solace to the soul 
which humanity desires, and must forever seek.^ Such plea- 
sure is not only condemned by Moral Theologians and 
Heidelberger Confessors ; Agnostic and Rationalist Ethics 
are equally severe in their judgment. No person of fine 
aesthetic insight or emotional nature can think for a moment 
of winning happiness from sensuality without any psychic 
element. No such person can or will consent to play the 
love-play Ideal Marriage requires, to perform genital stimula- 
tion, if Love does not inspire them ; Love that unifies flesh and 
soul. Otherwise they would be impossible, for they would 
inspire instinctive loathing and repulsion. 

What husband and wife who love one another seek to 
achieve in their most intimate bodily communion, and 
whether consciously or unconsciously, recognise as the 
purpose of such communion is : a means of expression 
that makes them One. 

And this means of expression is the only perfect one that 
nature puts at their command. And so, there must be 
mastery of this means of expression : of its range, of its 
diversities, of its delicacies. 

May Ideal Marriage help them to this mastery ! And may 
it help them also to preserve this means of expression, in all 
its fullness, throughout their allotted years !
